Charter  of  1662 


“Charles  the  Second,  By  the  Grace  of  God,  King  of  Eng- 
land, . . . Doe  Ordeine,  Constitute  and  Declare  That  they, 
and  said  John  Winthrop  . . . bee  one  Body  Corporate  and 
Politique  in  fact  and  name,  by  the  Name  of  Governour  and 
Company  of  the  English  Colony  of  Conecticut  in  New  England 
in  America  . . . That  itt  shall  and  may  be  lawjull  to  and  for  the 
Cheife  Commanders,  Governors  and  Officers  of  the  said  Company  for 
the  tyme  being  whoe  shall  be  resident  in  the  parts  of  New  Eng- 
land hereafter  menconed,  and  others  inhabiting  there  by  their 
leave,  admittance,  appointment,  or  direccon  from  tyme  to 
tyme  and  att  all  tymes  hereafter,  for  their  speciall  defense  and 
safety,  to  Assemble,  Martiall,  Array,  and  putt  in  Warlike  posture 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Colony,  and  to  Commishonate,  Impower 
and  authorise  such  Person  or  Persons  as  they  shall  thinke  fitt 
to  lead  and  Conduct  the  said  Inhabitants  . . . Witnes  our 
Selfe,  att  Westminster,  the  three  and  Twentieth  day  of  Aprill, 
in  the  Fowerteenth  yeare  of  our  Reigne.  By  Writt  of  Privy 
Seale.

labor.  And  in  the  meane  if  he  hath  vse  of  some  for  his  owne 
spendinge  to  take  some  shalbe  then  deducted  out  of  what 
wilbe  due  to  him.  And  then  the  Cort  will  give  finall  order  con- 
cerninge  the  same. 

It  is  ordered  yt  every  plantacon  shall  traine  once  in  every 
moneth,  & if  vppon  complainte  of  their  military  officer  it  app^" 
that  there  bee  divers  very  vnskilfull  the  sayde  plantacon  may 
appointe  the  officer  to  traine  oftener  the  saide  vnskillfull.  And 
yt  the  saide  military  officer  take  veiwe  of  their  seu*'all  Armes 
whether  they  be  seruiceable  or  noe.  And  for  default  of  every 
souldiers  absent  the  absent  to  paye  5s.  for  every  tyme  wt^out 
lawfull  excuse  wt^in  2 dayes  after  tendered  to  the  Com’'^  or  one 
of  them  in  the  saide  plantacon.  And  for  any  default  in  Armes 
vppon  warnings  to  them  by  the  saide  officer  to  amend  the 
same  & a tyme  sett  & if  not  then  amended  by  the  tyme  ap- 
pointed, Is.  every  tyme.  And  where  Armes  are  wholly  want- 
inge  to  be  bounde  over  to  answere  it  at  the  next  Corte. 

Whereas  it  app>^ed'  by  a wrytinge  vnder  hand  of  Mr.  CHda 
that  twoe  of  the  mares  yt  are  no  we  seized  vppon  by  Danietl 
Finch  Constable  of  Watertowne,  as  Mr.  Oldames  goodes,  are 
the  goodes  of  Mr.  Tho : Allen.  And  therefore  it  is  ordered 
that  the  said  mares  shalbe  deliu^^ed  to  the  saide  Mr.  Allen  into 
his  owne  possession  or  his  assignes. 

It  is  ordered  by  consent  of  S^ieant  Seely  pi*  against  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Towne  of  Watertowne  def*^®,  yt  a Jurer 
shalbe  w^^drawen,  and  y*  the  deft®  doe  vndertake  to  p^duce  an 
order  wherein  they  will  make  it  app^  yt  it  was  ordered  yt  if 
the  inhabitants  of  the  saide  Towne  did  not  remoue  w^h  their 
Families  to  Conectecott  by  th’  end  of  this  instant  moneth  or 
els  there  was  noe  pi^priety  due  to  them  in  the  devident  of  the., 
landes  of  the  saide  Towne  & yt  the  hand  or  the  consent  of 
the  saide  Willm  Bassum  is  herevnto.  And  if  the  saide  order 
be  not  p^duced  here  to  the  Corte  by  the  2*^  Cort  after  this  the 
Inhabitants  are  to  pay  the  plte  damages.

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military  officer  that  is  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  if  he  dis- 
allowe  them  as  insufficient  they  are  to  p*‘uide  better.  And 
alsoe  y*^  the  saide  Townes  are  to  giue  in  the  names  of  such  as 
are  to  finde  the  saide  Cosletts,  att  the  next  generall  Courte,  and 
then  such  as  shall  fade  to  provide  by  the  day  aforsaide  shall 
forthwith  pay  105.  and  five  shillings  a moneth  vntill  he  hath  sup- 
plied them ; and  it  shall  alsoe  be  lawfull  for  the  saide  military 
officer  to  call  for  the  saide  costeletts  to  viewe  whether  they 
[be]  in  repaire  or  noe. 

It  is  ordered  that  Captaine  Mason  shalbe  a publique  military 
officer  of  the  plantacons  of  Conecticot,  and  shall  traine  the  mil- 
itary men  thereof  in  each  plantacons  according  to  thedayes  ap- 
pointed, and  shall  have  40/.  p''  annum,  to  be  paid  oute  of  the 
Treasury  quarterly,  the  pay  to  begine  from  the  day  of  the  date 
hereof  This  order  to  stand  in  force  for  a yeere  and  vntill  the 
generall  Courte  take  other  order  to  the  contrary. 

It  is  alsoe  ordered  that  the  saide  Captaine  Mason  shall  have 
liberty  to  traine  the  saide  military  men  in  every  plantacon  tenn 
dayes  in  every  yeere,  soe  as  it  be  not  in  June  or  July,  giving  a 
weekes  warning  before  hand  and  whosoever  yt  is  allowed  a 
souldier  and  fade  to  come  at  the  time  appointed  by  the  saide 
publique  officer  to  pay  for  his  defaulte  35.  for  yt  time,  and  if  it 
be  vsuall  for  the  second  offence  55,  and  if  not  amended  the  saide 
delinquent  is  to  bee  bounde  to  answere  it  att  the  next  Courte. 

/Itm,  it  is  ordered  that  all  p^sons  shall  beare  Armes  that  are 
aboue  the  age  of  sixteene  yeeres  except  they  doe  tender  a suffi- 
cient excuse  [to]  the  Corte  & the  Cort  allowe  the  same.  The 
Com^s  & Church  officers  for  the  present  to  bee  exempted,  as 
[8]  alsoe  for  the  tyme||  to  come  after  they  have  beene  a Com- 

Vissioner  or  Com^s  or  Church  officer  to  bee  likewise  for  all 
rymes  afterward  exempted  for  bearing  Armes,  Watchinges  & 
Wardinges. 

It  is  ordered  that  there  shalbe  a magace“  of  powder  and  shott 
in  every  plantacon  that  the  supply  of  o>^  military  men  if  occasion 
serve,  videlicet,  Harteff  twoe  barrels,  Windsor  1 barrell  of 
powder,  300  weigh te  of  leade,  Weathersfeild  1 barrell  of  pow- 
der, 300  of  leade,  Aggawam  halfe  a barrell  of  powder,  150  of 
leadc ; and  every  military  man  is  to  have  continually  in  his 
house  in  a readines  halfe  a pounde  of  goode  powder,  2*^  of  bul-

yeare,  and  the  said  dark  is  to  break  or  demolish 
such  weights,  yardes  or  measures  as  are  defective. 

MILLITARY  AFFAIRES. 

It  is  ordered^  and  by  this  courts  declared^  That  all 
persons  that  are  above  the  age  of  sixteene  yea  res, 
except  magistrates  and  churcli  officers,  shall  beare 
arms,  unless  they  have,  uppon  just  occassion,  ex- 
emption graunted  by  the  courte  ; and  every  male 
person  within  this  jurissdiction,  above  the  said 
age,  shall  have  in  continuall  readines,  a goodmus- 
kitt  or  other  gilnn,  fitt  for  service,  and  allowed  byy 
the  dark  of  the  band,  with  a sword,  rest  and  ban- 
daleers,  or  other  serviceable  provision  in  the 
roome  thereof,  where  such  caniiott  bee  had  ; as 
al'so  such  other  miilitar^  provision  of  powder, 
match  and  bullitts  as  the  lawe  requires  ; asid  if 
any  person  who  is  to  provide  armes  or  ammu- 
nition, cannot  purchase  them  by  such  means  as 
he  hath,  hoc  shall  bring  to  the  dark  so  much 
come  or  other  merchantable  goods,  as  by  apprize- 
ment  of  the  said  dark  and  two  others  of  the  com- 
pany, (whereof  one  to  bee  chosen  by  the  party,  and 
the  other  by  the  darke,)  as  shall  be  judged  of  a 
greater  value  by  a fifth  parte,  then  such  afmes  or 
ammunition  is  of,  hee  shall' bee  excused  of  the  pen- 
altv  for  want  of  armes,  (but  not  for  want  of  appear- 
ance) untill  hee  bee  provided  ; aiid  the  dark  shall 
indeavour  to  furnish  him  so  soon  as  may  bee, 
by  sale  of  such  goods  so  deposited,  rendering  the 
overplus  to  the  partye  : But  if  any  person  shall  !iot 
bee  able  to  provide  himselfe  armes  or  ammunition 
through  rncere  poverty  , if  hee  bee  single,  hee  shall 
bee  put  to  service  by  some  magistrate,  and  the  con- 
stable shall  appoint  him  armes  and  ammunition,  and

shall  appointe  him  where,  and  with  wlioiiie  to  earne 
it  out. 

/ And  it  is  07'dered,  That  all  the  souldgers  within 
this  jurissdiction  shall  bee  trained,  at  least,  six  times 
yearely,  in  the  months  of  March,  Aprill,  May,  Sep- 

\tember,  October  or  November,  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  captaine  or  cheife  officer  in  the  seve- 
rall  townes  : and  the  times  of  theire  meeting  to- 
gether shall  bee  at  eight  of  the  clock  in  the  morn- 
inge  : And  the  clarke  of  each  band,  shall  twdse  ev- 
ery yeare,  at  least,  view  the  armcs  and  ammunition 
of  the  band,  to  see  if  they  bee  all  accordinge  to 
lawe  ; and  shall  nppon  every  traininge  day,  give 
his  attendance  in  the  feild  every  day,  (except  hee 
hath  speciall  leave  from  his  captaine  or  cheife  offi- 
cer,) to  call  over  the  rolle  of  the  souldgers,  and 
lake*  notice  of  any  defect  by  theire  absence  or  oth- 
erwise : And  hee  shall  duely  present  to  the  Govei'- 
nor,  or  some  of  the  magistrates,  all  defects  in  armes 
or  ammunition,  at  least  once  in  each  yeare,  and  of- 
lener,  if  it  bee  required.  And  it  is  left  to  the  judge- 

ment of  the  magistrates  to  punish  all  defects  in  that 
kinde,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  offence, 
whei’ein  due  regard  is  to  bee  had  of  willlull  neg- 
lects in  any,  that  such  may  not  pass  without  a se- 
vere censure  : And  whosoever  shall  bee  absent  any 
of  the  days  appointed  for  traininge,  after  the  houre 
appointed,  or  shall  not  continue  the  whole  time, 
shall  forfeitt  the  summe  of  two  shillings  six  pence, 
for  every  dekiult,  except  such  as  are  licensed  under 
the  hand  ot  two  nvagTtrates  ; The  dark  of  the 
<everall  bands  are  to  distreine  the  deliaquents 
w'ithin  fourteene  days  after  the  forfeiture,  whereof 
six  pence  shall  bee  to  himselfe,  and  the  remainder 
for  the  maintenance  of  drums,  cullers,  And  if 

any  of  the  said  darks  shall  omitte  to  distreine  any 
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delinquents  above  the  said  terme  offourteene  dayes, 
bee  shall  forfeitt  and  pay  to  the  use  of  the  publique, 
double  the  fyne  so  neglected  by  him. 

It  is  ordered^  That  the  souldgers  shall  onely  make 
choyce  of  theire  millitary  officers,  and  present 
them  to  the  perticular  coiirte  ; but  such  onely  shall 
bee  deemed  officers,  as  thecourte  shall  confirme. 

The  state  and  condition  of  the  place  where  we 
live,  by  reason  of  the  indians  and  otherwise,  re- 
quires all  due  means  to  bee  used  for  the  preserva- 
tion, the  safety  and  peace  of  the  same  ; this  courte 
judgeth  it  necessary  that  there  should  bee  a maga- 
zine of  powder  and  shott  provided  and  meinteined 
in  the  country  in  each  towne  within  this  jurissdic- 
tiowy  *dnd  do  therefore  order  and  decree^  that  there 
shall  bee  two  barrilis  of  powder,  and  six  hundred 
weight  of  lead  provided  by  this  commonwealth,  be- 
fore the  general!  courte  in  September  next,  which 
shall  bee  meinteined  and  continued  and  accounted 
as  the  country  stock. 

And  it  is  allso  further  ordered^  that  the  severall 
townes  in  this  jurissdiction  shall  provide  and  mein- 
teine  as  followeth,  viz. 

Wyndsor,  one  barrill  and  halfe  of  powder,  fourc 
hnndfed  and  ftfty  pound  of  lead,  one  hundred  fath- 
om of  match,  and  nine  cotton  coates  or  corseletts, 
and  serviceable  pikes  to  either  of  them. 

Hartford,  two  barrilis  of  powder,  six  hundred 
weight  of  lead,  and  six  score  fathom  of  match,  and 
twenty  cotton  coates  or  corseletts,  with  serviceable 
pikes  to  either  of  them. 

Weathersfeild,  one  barrill  of  powder,  three  hun- 
dred weight  of  lead,  eighty  fathom  of  match,  and 
eight  cotton  coates  or  corseletts,  with  serviceable 
pikes  to  either  of  them. 

Seabrook,  halfe  a b \rrill  of  powder,  one  hundred 
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and  fifty  pound  of  lead,  forty  fathom  of  match,  and 
three  cotton  coates  or  corseletts,  with  serviceable 
pikes  to  either  of  them. 

tfarmington,  the  same,  in  each  perticular  with 
Seabrook. 

flairefeild  and  Strattford,  in  each  towne,  one  bar* 
rill  of  powder,  three  hundred  weight  of  lead,  one 
hundred  fathom  of  match,  and  six  coates  or  corse- 
letts, with  serviceable  pikes  to  either  of  them. 

Southhampton  and  Pequett,  in  . each  towne,  halfe 
barrill  of  powder,  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  of 
lead,  forty  fathom  of  match,  with  three  cotton  coates 
or  corseletts,  with  servicable  pikes  to  either  of  them. 
Each  towne  ailso,  shall  provide  so  many  firelocke 
muskitts,  and  good  back  swords  or  cutlasspc  ac 
the  coFK^bitAfi.d^arc^’ciiey  are  charged  with  by  this  or- 
der : All  which  shall  bee  provided  by  the  severall 
townes,  by  the  courte  in  September  next,  and  raein- 
teined  constantly  for  the  future,  uppon  the  penalty 
of  ten  shillings  perinonth,  for  each  townes  defector 
neglect  herein. 

Allso^  it  is  further  ordered^  That  every  male  per 
son  within  this  jurlssdiction,  that  is  above  the  age 
of  sixteene  yeares,  whetlier  magistrates,  ministers, 
or  any  other  (though  exempted  from  training, 
watching  and  warding)  shall  bee  always  provided 
with,  and  have  in  readines,  by  them,  halfe  a pound 
of  powder,  two  pound  of  serviceable  bullitts,  or 
shott,  and  two  fathom  of  match  to  every  match- 
lock, uppon- the  penalty  of  five  shillings  a month, 
for  each  persons  default  herein ; provided  notwith- 
standing, that  if  the  proportions  of  powder  laid  up- 
pon each  towne  and  person,  either  doth  not  at  pres- 
ent, or  shall  not,  by  reason  of  the  increase  of  theire 
numbers,  for  the  future,  amount  in  all  to  three 
pound  of  powder  for  every  souldgcr,  then  each 
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towne  shall,  uppon  the  former  penalty,  provide  so 
much  more,  as  shall  bee  three  pound  of  powder  for 
a souldger,  and  other  provision  of  lead,  increase 

in  each  towne,  according  to  the  same  proportion. 

Whereas  many  inconveniences  doe  appeare  by 
reason  that  the  severall  souldgers  of  the  trained 
bands  in  each  towne  within  this  jurissdiction, 
have  not  been  allowed  some  powder  uppon  theire 
training  dayes,  for  theire  practice  and  exercise 
in  theire  severall  firings  : 

It  is  ordered  by  the  authority  of  this  courte^  That 
there  shall  bee  allowed  to  every  souldger  in  the 
bands  in  each  towne,  as  aforesaid, 
halfe  a pound  of  powder  a piece,  tor  a year^,  so 
from  yeare  to  yeare,  for  the  future,  to  bee  provided 
by,  and  at,  the  propper  costs  and  charges  of  the 
masters  and  goverfiors  of  each  family  unto  which 
ine  said  souldgers  doe  belong,  to  bee  called  forth, 
improved  and  disposed  of,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
captainc,  or  other  principall  leaders  in  each  train- 
ed bands. 

It  is  allso  ordered^  That  the  captaines,  leiften- 
nants  and  ensignes,  shall  bee  freed  from  watching 
and  warding,  and  the  Serjeants  from  warding  and 
halfe  theire  watch. 

MINISTERS  MEINTENANCE. 

Whereas  the  most  considerable  persons  in  the 
land  came  into  these  partes  of  America,  that  they 
might  enjoye  Christe,  in  his  ordinances,  without  dis- 
turbance ; and  whereas,  amongst  many  other  pre- 
tious  moanes,  the  ordinances  have  beene,  and  are 
dispensed  amongst  us,  with  much  purity  and  pow- 
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Its  agreed  that  Wyndsor  shall  take  olfe  the  worth  of  90Z.  in 
Gotten  Wooll,  fro  Mr.  Hopkins ; Wethersfield,  the  worth  of 
110/.;  Hartford  200/.;  w^h  liberty  to  the  Plantations  to  p>'por- 
tion  yt  according  to  their  former  Rats,  if  Wyndsor  and  Weth- 
ersfield shall  w^hin  on  month  desire  yt. 

The  Courte  is  adioyrned  for  a month,  vnless  the  Gou*'  see 
cause  to  caull  yt  sooner. 

Supk  THE  17*^^,  1642. 

Its  Ordered,  that  the  Clarke  of  the  Band  in  euery  Plantation 
w^hin  these  Libertyes,  shall  giue  in  to  the  deputyes  of  their 
seu*'all  Townes,  an  exacte  list  of  all  the  Trayne  men  fro  16 
yeares  to  60  : and  the  deputyes  to  deliu*’  the  same  to  the  Com- 
itte  who  haue  power  to  levy  the  said  Townes  for  the  p^secution 
of  the  warre. 

Sept.  29'^^*^,  1642. 

The  Courte  aduiseth  that  a letter  be  returned  to  the  Dutch 
in  answer  to  their  letter  brought  by  Mr.  Whiteing.  Mr. 
Heynes,  Mr.  Hopkins  and  Mr.  Whiteing  are  desiered  to  write 
yt,  as  also  to  write  to  Mr.  Dudlie  and  Mr.  Bellingha  conserne- 
ing  what  the  Dutch  Gouernor  reporteth  that  they  haue  wrote 
to  him  about  o'"  differences  etc. 

That  the  Country  may  be  better  enabled  to  kill  yearely  some 
Beves  for  supply  of  Leather,  It  is  Ordered,  that  no  Calues  shall 
be  killed  wt^in  these  Plantations,  wt^out  the  approbation  of  two 
men  wt^in  ech  Towne,  by  the  Court  to  be  appoynted  for  that 
searuice,  vppon  forfeture  of  ten  shillings  to  the  Country.  For 
Hartford,  Wm.  Butler,  George  Steele;  Wyndsor,  John  Bissell, 
John  Portor  ; for  Wethersfield,  Leo  : Chester,  Rich  : Trotte.

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It  is  Ordered  that  all  the  souldears  in  the  severall  Townes 
w^hin  this  Jurisdiction  shall  be  trayned  sixe  dayes  yerely*  as 
they  shall  be  appoynted  by  the  Capten  or  other  officer,  Vizh 
one  day  in  the  first  weeke  of  these  seuerall  months  here  men- 
tioned, March,  Aprill,  May,  Septeber,  October  & Noueber ; and 
if  the  day  appoynted  pi'oe  unseasonable,  the  Officer  is  to  ap- 
poynt  the  next  fayer  day.  The  hower  to  begin  is  eight  of  the 
clocke.  And  whosoeuer  shall  be  absent  any  of  the  said  dayes 
after  the  hower  lymited,  or  shall  not  continue  the  whole  tyme 
shall  forfeit  2s.  y\d.  for  euery  default,  excepte  such  as  are  lycen- 
sed  Ynder  the  hands  of  two  magistrats.  The  Clarkes  of  the/ 
seuerall  bands  are  to  distreyne  the  delinquents  wt^in  14  dayes 
after  the  forfeture,  and  to  take  vie?,  for  theselues,  the  remaynder 
to  be  for  the  mayntenance  of  drums,  cullers  & such  like  ; and 
if  any  of  the  said  Clarks  shall  omit  to  distreine  any  delinquent 
for  the  said  terme  of  14  dayes,  shall  forfeit  to  the  Country  the 
double  some.  The  Capten  and  officers  shall  haue  liberty  to  re- 
lesse  such  as  they  approue  for  expert  souldears  for  halfe  a day, 
at  any  time.  Mr.  Ludlowe  is  desiered  to  call  forth  the  soul- 
dears of  the  Towns  vppon  the  sea  cost,  to  see  the  exercise  as 
aforesaid,  vntill  there  be  some  fitt  officers  pt’uided. 

Mr.  Chaplyn,  for  diuulgeing  and  setting  his  hand  to  a writing 
cauled  a declaration,  tending  to  the  defamation  of  Mr.  Smith, 
is  fyned  to  pay  to  the  Country  xiZ. 

Frances  Norton,  for  setting  his  hand  to  the  said  writeing,  is 
fyned  5Z. 

John  Goodridge  also,  for  setting  his  hand  to  the  said  writeing 
is  fyned  40s. 

Mr.  Plum,  for  p^ferring  a rowle  of  diuers  greuinces  agt  Mr. 
Smith  & fayleing  of  proufe  in  the  p'^secutio  thereof,  is  fyned  xZ. 

Robert  Rose  for  joyneing  w^^  Mr.  Plum  therein  is  fyned  40s. 

Its  concluded  that  a writeing  shall  be  pi'pared  and  openly 
read  in  the  seuerall  Townes,  for  the  clereing  Mr.  Smith,  and  an 
Order  made  of  ten  pownd  fyne  for  whosoeuer  shall  be  conuicted 
vnder  two  witnesses  to  diuulge  any  the  said  greiuences  to  his 
defamation. 

The  Court  is  adiurned  vntill  Wensdey  com  seuennight.

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MILLITARY  AFFAIRES. 

It  is  ordered  and  by  this  Courte  declared,  that  all  persons  that  are^ 
aboue  the  age  of  sixteene  yeares,  except  Magistrates  and  Church  offi_ 
cers,  shall  beare  Armes,  vnless  they  haue,  vppon  just  occassion,  ex. 
emption  graunted  by  the  Courte  ; and  euery  male  person  within  this 
Jurissdiction  aboue  the  said  Age,  shall  haue  in  continuall  readines, 
a good  muskitt  or  other  gunn,  fitt  for  service,  and  allowed  by  the^ 
Clark  of  the  Band,  with  a sword,  rest  and  bandaleers,  or  other  ser- 
uiceable  provision  in  the  roome  thereof,  where  such  cannott  bee  had ; 
as  allso  such  other  millitary  provision  of  powder,  match  and  bullitts 
as  the  lawe  requires,  and  if  any  person  whoe  is  to  prouide  Armes 
or  Ammunition  cannott  purchase  them  by  such  meanes  as  hee  hath, 
hee  shall  bring  to  the  Clarke  so  much  Come  or  other  merchantable 
goods  as  by  aprizement  of  the  said  Clarke  and  two  others  of  the  Com- 
pany (whereof  one  to  be  chosen  by  the  partye)  [as  shall  bee  judged 
[42*]  of  a greater  value  by  a fifth  part]  then  such  Armes  or  Ammu- 
nition is  of,  hee  shall  bee  excused  of  the  penalty  for  want  of  Armes 
(but  not  for  want  of  appearance)  vntill  hee  bee  provided.  And  the 
Clarke  shall  indeauor  to  furnish  him  so  soone  as  may  bee  by  sale  of 
such  goods  so  deposited  rendring  the  ouerplus  to  the  partye.  But  if 
any  person  shall  not  bee  able  to  provide  himselfe  Armes  or  Ammu- 
nition through  meere  poverty,  if  hee  bee  single  hee  shall  bee  put  to 
service  by  some  Magistrate,  and  the  Constable  shall  appointe  him 
Armes  and  Ammunition,  and  shall  appointe  him  when  and  with 
whome  to  earne  it  out. 

And  it  is  ordered  that  all  the  Soulgers  within  this  Jurissdiction 
shall  bee  trained  at  least  six  times  yearely,  in  the  months  of  March, 
Aprill,  May,  Septemb',  Octob''or  November,  by  the  appointment  of 
the  Captaine  or  Chiefe  officer  in  the  seuerall  townes  : And  the  times 
of  theire  meeting  together  shall  be  at  eight  of  the  clock  in  the  morn- 
inge.  And  the  Clarke  of  each  Band  shall,  twise  euery  yeare  at 
least,  veiw  the  Armes  and  Ammunition  of  the  Band,  to  see  if  they  all 
bee  according  to  Lawe  ; And  shall  vppon  euery  Traininge  day  giue 
his  attendance  in  the  feild,  euery  day,  (except  hee  hath  speciall  leaue 
from  his  Captaine  or  Cheife  Officer)  to  call  ouer  the  Roll  of  the  Sould- 
gers  and  take  notice  of  any  defect  by  theire  absence  or  otherwise  : 
And  hee  shall  duely  present  to  the  Gouernor  or  some  of  the  Magis- 
trates, all  defects  in  Armes  or  Ammunition,  at  least  once  in  each 
yeare,  and  oftner  if  it  bee  required.  And  it  is  left  to  the  judgement 
of  the  Magistrates  to  punnish  all  defects  in  that  kind  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  oflTence,  wherein  due  regard  is  to  bee  had  of  willfull

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neglects  in  any,  that  such  may  not  pass  without  a severe  censure, 
And  whosoeuer  shall  bee  absent  any  of  the  dayes  appointed  for 
traininge,  after  the  houre  appointed,  or  shall  not  continnue  the  whole 
time,  shall  forfeitt  the  sum  of  two  shillings  six  pence  for  euery  de- 
fault, except  such  as  are  licensed  vnder  the  hand  of  two  Magistrates. 
The  Clarkes  of  the  severall  Bands  are  to  distreine  the  delinquents, 
within  fourteene  dayes  after  the  forfeiture ; whereof  six  pence  shall 
bee  to  himselfe  and  the  remainder  for  the  maintenance  of  Drums, 
Cullers  &c.  And  if  any  of  the  said  Clarkes  shall  omitte  to  distreine 
any  delinquents,  aboue  the  said  terme  of  fourteene  dayes,  hee  shall 
forfeitt  and  pay  to  the  vse  of  the  Publique,  double  the  fyne  so  neg- 
lected by  him. 

[43*]  It  is  ordered,  that  the  Souldgers  shall  onely  make  choyce  of 
theire  Millitary  Officers,  and  present  them  to  the  Perticular  Courte ; 
but  such  onely  shall  bee  deemed  officers  as  the  Courte  shall 
confirme. 

The  state  and  condition  of  the  place  where  [we]  Hue,  by  reason 
of  the  Indians  and  otherwise,  requiring  all  due  meanes  to  bee  vsed 
for  the  preservation  [of  the]  safety  and  peace  of  the  same,  this  Courte 
judgeth  necessary  that  there  should  bee  a Magazine  of  Powder  and 
Shott  provided  and  mainteined  in  the  Country,  in  each  Towne  within 
this  Jurissdiction  ; And  doe  therefore  order  and  decree,  that  there 
shall  bee  two  barrills  of  Powder  and  six  hundred  weight  of  Lead 
provided  by  this  Commonwealth,  before  the  Generali  Courte  in  Sep- 
temb^  next,  w'**  shall  bee  meinteined  and  continued  and  accounted 
as  the  Country  stock.  And  it  is  allso  further  ordered,  that  the  sev- 
erall Townes  within  this  Jurissdiction  shall  provide  and  mainteine 
as  follow^*,  viz: — 

Wyndsor,  one  barrill  and  halfe  of  Powder,  four  hundred  and  fifty 
pound  of  Lead,  one  hundred  fathom  of  m[atch,]  nine  Cotton  Coates 
or  Corseletts  and  suffitient  serviceable  Pikes  to  either  of  them. 

Hartford,  two  barrills  of  Powder,  six  hundred  weight  of  Lead  and 
six  score  fathom  of  Match,  and  twelue  Cotton  Coates  or  Corseletts 
with  serviceable  Pikes  to  either  of  them. 

Wethersfeild,  one  barrill  of  Powder,  three  hundred  weight  of  Lead, 
eighty  fathom  of  Match,  and  eight  Cotton  Coates  or  Corseletts  with 
serviceable  Pikes  to  either  of  them. 

Seabrooke,  halfe  a barrill  of  Powder,  one  hundred  and  fifty  pound 
of  Lead,  forty  fathom  of  Match,  and  three  Cotton  Coates  or  Corse- 
letts with  serviceable  Pikes  to  either  of  them. 
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Farmington,  the  same  in  each  particular  with  Seabrooke. 

Fairefeild  and  Strattford,  in  each  Towne,  one  barrill  of  Powder 
three  hundred  weight  of  Lead,  one  hundred  fathom  of  Match,  and 
six  Coates  or  Corseletts  with  serviceable  Pikes  to  either  of  them. 

South  hampton  and  Pequett,  in  each  Towne,  halfe  a barrill  of 
Powder,  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  of  Lead,  forty  fathom  of 
Match,  with  three  [Coates  or  Corseletts  with  serviceable  Pikes  to 
either  of  them.] 

[44*]  Each  Towne  allso  shall  provide  so  many  good  firelocke  mus- 
kitts  and  good  backswords  or  Cuttlasses,  as  the  Corseletts  are  they 
are  charged  with  by  this  order.  All  W*'  shall  bee  provided  by  the 
seuerall  Townes  by  the  Courte  in  September  next,  and  meinteined 
constantly  for  the  future,  vppon  the  penalty  of  ten  shillings  p'  month 
for  each  Townes  defect  or  neglect  herein. 

Allso  it  is  further  ordered.  That  euery  male  person  within  this 
Jurissdiction,  that  is  aboue  the  age  of  sixteene  yeares,  whether  Mag- 
istrates, Ministers  or  any  other,  (though  exempted  from  training, 
watching  and  warding,)  shall  bee  allwayes  provided  with,  and  haue 
in  readiness  by  them,  halfe  a pound  of  Powder,  two  pound  of  ser- 
viceable Bullitts  or  shott,  and  two  fathom  of  Match  to  euery  Match- 
lock, vppon  the  penalty  of  fine  shillings  a month  for  each  persons 
default  herein  : provided  notwithstanding,  that  if  the  proportions  of 
powder  laid  vppon  each  Towne  and  person  either  doth  not  at  present 
or  shall  not,  (by  reason  of  the  increase  of  theire  numbers,)  for  the 
future,  amount  in  all  to  three  pound  of  powder  for  euery  Souldger, 
then  each  Towne  shall,  vppon  the  former  penaltye,  provide  so  much 
more  as  shall  bee  three  pound  of  powder  for  a Souldger,  and  other 
provision  of  Lead  &c.  increase  in  each  Towne  according  to  the  same 
proportion. 

Whereas  many  inconveniences  doe  appeare,  by  reason  that  the 
severall  Souldgers  of  the  Trained  Bands  in  each  Towne  within  this 
Jurissdiction  haue  not  beene  allowed  some  powder  vppon  theire 
Training  dayes,  for  theire  practice  and  exercise  in  theire  severall 
firings  : — 

It  is  ordered  by  the  Authority  of  this  Courte,  that  there  shall  bee 
allowed  to  euery  Souldger  in  the  seuerall  Trained  Bands  in  each 
Towne  as  aforesaid,  halfe  a pound  of  powder  a peece  for  a yeare, 
and  so  from  yeare  to  yeare  for  the  future,  to  bee  provided  by  and  at 
the  propper  costs  and  charges  of  the  Masters  and  Gouernors  of  each 
familye  vnto  w'‘“  the  said  Souldgers  doe  belong,  to  bee  called  forth. 
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and  provided  that  what  meadow  or  marshe  there  is  aboue  two 
hundred  acres,  it  shall  be  reserued  for  the  countrys  vse  [or] 
other  and  further  dispose. 

Mr.  Deputy  and  Mr.  Ludlow  are  chosen  Comissioners  for 
this  Jurissdiction  to  attend  the  next  meeting  of  the  Comission- 
ers of  the  vnited  Colonyes,  and  so  for  the  yeare  ensuing  as  oc- 
cassion  may  require,  and  if  the  Deputy  should  bee  gonn  out  of 
the  Country  to  England  before  the  said  meeting,  then  Mr.  Cul- 
lick  is  to  supply  his  place. 

It  is  ordered,  that  those  that  Hue  in  seuerall  companyes  at 
farmes  remoate  from  the  seuerall  Townes,  shall  haue  libberty  to 
keepe  one  in  each  quarter  at  home  vppon  euery  training  day, 
who  is  of  age  to  bare  armes,  provided  one  man,  (where  more 
then  one  is,)  shall  tarry  at  home  but  one  training  day  at  a time, 
and  that  those  whoe  doe  stay  at  home  bee  prouided  with  armes, 
according  to  lawe  ; and  where  any  one  farme  is  so  farre  distant 
from  the  Towne  as  Mr.  Fenwicks  is,  at  Sixe  Myle  Hand,  then  one 
in  like  manner  may  remaine  at  home,  for  safety  of  the  place.  / 

This  Courte  graunts  theire  consent  that  Nathaniell  Rescew 
should  haue  Goodwife  Johnsons  childe,  w^ii  was  borne  in  the

prison,  as  an  apprentice  to  him,  till  hee  is  of  the  age  of  twenty 
one  yeares,  and  that  the  said  Rescew  shall  haue  ten  pounds 
with  him,  out  of  Newtons  estate. 

This  day  there  was  presented  a letter  to  the  Courte,  by  the 
Deputy,  from  John  Wenthrop  Esq*'  of  Pequett,  directed  to  the 
said  Deputy,  the  contents  whereof  folflowth  ;1 
Worthy  Sr. 

It  was  my  intent  to  haue  waited  vppon  yorselfe  and  the 
Honored  Courte,  but  some  occasions  of  absolute  necessity 
(as  Mr.  Blinman  can  informe)  require  my  hasting  into  the 
Bay,  w«^  should  haue  beene  sooner  if  I had  beene  well  to  haue 
gon  by  land,  but  I haue  expected  a passage  by  water  to  Provi- 
dence, w^h  I am  now  promissed  by  a pinnace  that  I expect  to 
returne  from  Leiftennant  Gardiners  this  day ; therefore  I 
[18]  desire  to  bee  excused  till  some  further  opportunity. 

There  hath  beene  earnest  motions  to  mee,  from  some  well 
willers  to  the  Cofhon  good,  to  make  some  search  and  tryall  for 
mettalis  in  this  Country,  and  there  is  hope  that  there  might  bee 
a stock  gathered  for  that  purpose,  if  there  were  incouragernents 
from  the  seuerall  Jurissdictions.  I have  therefore  made  bould 
to  propound  the  inclosed  graunt  to  yorselfe  and  the  Courte ; 
professing  this,  that  I neither  know  nor  haue  heard  of  any

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And  in  case  the  Officer  be  put  to  leavy  any  such  goods,  as  cannot 
without  considerable  charge,  be  conveyed  to  the  place  where  the 
Treasurer,  or  party  dwelleth,  who  should  receive  the  same,  he  shal 
levy  the  said  charge  also,  with  the  rest ; provided  it  shal  not  be  lawful 
for  any  such  Officer,  to  leavy  any  mans  necessary  bedding.  Apparel, 
Tooles,  Armes,  or  such  implements  of  Houshold  stuff,  as  serve  for  his 
necessity,  without  express  direction  from  the  Court,  upon  whose  sen- 
tence, the  execution  or  seizure  was  grounded,  or  at  least,  of  some 
Magistrate  of  the  Jurisdiction,  but  in  such  cases  he  shal  leavy  his 
land  or  person.  And  in  no  case  shal  the  Officer  be  put  to  seek  out 
any  mans  estate,  further  then  his  place  of  abode  ; but  if  the  party  wil 
not  discover  his  goods,  or  Lands  to  a sufficient  value,  the  Officer  may 
take  his  person. 

And  to  prevent  the  inconveniences  which  may  grow  by  the  slight- 
ness of  some  mens  spirits,  who  are  apt  to  neglect  and  violate  whol- 
some  Orders  and  Laws,  made  in  the  Jurisdiction,  or  Plantations, 
It  is  Ordered,  That  whosoever  shal  be  Fined  by  any  Court  for 
any  disorder,  or  breach  of  Law,  every  such  person  shal  forthwith 
pay  the  Fine,  or  penalty,  or  put  in  security  speedily  to  do  it,  or  else 
shal  be  imprisoned,  or  kept  to  work,  if  the  Court  upon  due  consid- 
eration of  persons,  and  circumstances  judge  it  not  meet  to  make  other 
seizure. 

[60]  Masters,  and  Servants,  ^c. 

It  is  Ordered,  ^c.  That  no  Servant  Male,  or  Female,  or  other  per- 
son under  Government,  shal  without  license  from  His,  Her,  or  their 
Masters  or  Governors,  either  give,  sel,  or  truck  any  commodity  what- 
soever, during  the  time  of  their  service,  or  subjection,  under  the  paihe 
of  such  Fine,  or  corporal  punishment,  as  the  Court  upon  a due  con- 
sideration of  the  offence,  shal  judg  meet;  And  that  whosoever  shal 
receive  from,  or  trade  with  any  Child,  Son,  or  Daughter,  under  Age, 
and  under  Government,  or  with  any  servant,  or  servants,  in  a suspi- 
tious  disorderly  manner,  or  shal  harbor,  or  entertaine  any  such  in  the 
night,  or  at  other  unseasonable  times,  or  shal  suffer  them  disorderly  to 
meet  at  any  place  within  their  power,  or  to  play  at  Shovel-board,  or 
other  game,  or  games,  to  drink,  spend  mony,  or  provisions,  or  shal  use 
or  suffer  any  offensive,'  sinful  carriage,  conference,  counsel,  or  songs, 
which  in  their  nature  tend  to  corrupt,  all  such  persons  shal  be  liable 
to  such  Fines,  or  other  punishment,  as  the  Court  shal  judge  meet. 

Mayning,  wounding,  ^c. 

If  any  shal  in  distempered  passion,  or  otherwise,  sinfully  hurt 
wound,  or  maine  another,  such  person  shal  be  punisht  by  Fine,  with 
some  valuable  Recompence  to  the  party  ; and  shal  pay  for  the  cure, 
with  losse  of  time,  ^c.  And  when  the  case  requires  it.  The  Court  of 
Magistrates  are  duly  to  consider  the  mind  of  God,  as  it  is  revealed, 
Exod;  21.  18,  to  the  28.  Levit:  24.  19,  20. 

Military  affairs. 

For  as  much  as  the  well  managing  of  the  Militia,  is  under  God,  in 
all  places,  of  great  import,  and  concernment,  for  publick  peace,  and 
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safety : It  is  Ordered,  That  (beside  a general  stock  of  guns,  powder, 
shot,  match,  provided  and  kept  in  store  by  each  plantation  in  this 
Jurisdiction,  according  to  former  agreements  of  the  Commissioners  for 
the  united  Colonies,  and  Orders  of  this  Court,  which  they  are  hereby 
[61]  required  to  (|  keep  continually  ful,  and  in  a constant  readiness  for 
service,  upon  all  occasions,  and  by  their  Deputies  to  make  a true  cer- 
tificate thereof  yearly  to  the  General  Court)  every  Male  within  this^ 
Jurisdiction,  from  sixteen,  to  sixty  years  of  Age,  (not  freed  by  publick 
allowance)  shal  be,  and  from  time  to  time  continue  wel  furnished  with 
arms,  and  all  other  suitable  provision  ; namely  a good  servieeable  gun,, 
such  as  shal  be  ordered  by  the  Court,  and  allowed  by  the  Military 
Officers,  to  be  kept  in  a constant  fitness  in  all  Respects  for  service,  with 
a fit,  and  sufficient  Rest,  a good  sword,  bandaleers,  or  home,  a worme, 
a scourer,  a priming  wire,  shot  bagg,  charger,  and  whatsoever  else  is 
necessary  for  such  service,  with  a pound  of  good  powder,  four  pounds 
of  pistol  bullets,  or  four  and  twenty  bullets  fitted  for  the  gun,  four 
Faddom  of  serviceable  match,  for  a match-lock  gun,  five  or  six  good 
flints  fitted  for  every  firelock  gunn,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  shillings 
for  any  defect ; and  the  military  officers  are  hei’eby  required  to  give 
or  send  in  an  account  yearly  in  May^  from  each  Plantation,  to  the 
general  Court,  or  Court  of  Magistrates,  how  the  Inhabitants  are  fur- 
nished, and  provided. 

That  in  each  Plantation  within  this  Jurisdiction,  according  to  the 
number  of  Soldiers,  in  their  Trained  band,  and  as  they  are  furnished 
with  able  men  for  sueh  a service,  and  trust,  military  Otlicers  as  need 
requireth,  shal  from  time  to  time  be  chosen.  And  all  the  Freemen 
in  each  Plantation,  shal  have  their  Vote,  in  the  nomination,  and 
choice  of  them  ; Provided  that  none  but  Freemen  be  chosen.  And 
that  every  Captaine,  and  chiefe  Officer,  chosen  in  any  of  the  Planta- 
tions, for  the  military  affaires,  shal  from  time  to  time  be  propounded 
to  the  next  General  Court,  after  he  is  chosen  for  approbation,  and  con- 
firmation. And  if  the  said  Court,  have  any  just  Exception,  against 
nny  so  propounded.  The  Freemen  shall  proceed  to  a new  choice.  That 
the  Jurisdiction  may  be  furnished  with  such  Officers,  as  in  whom  they 
may  satisfyingly  confide. 

£62]  II  That  in  each  Plantation,  the  Captain,  or  chief  military  Officer 
shal  once  in  each  quarter  of  a year  at  least,  but  oftner  if  there  be 
cause,  order,  or  take  a strict  view,  how  every  Male,  from  sixteen  to 
sixty  years  of  Age,  is  furnished  with  arms,  and  provisions,  according 
to  the  former  directions,  and  where  any  are  found  faulty,  the  Clark  or 
some  other  Officer  shal  duly  present  their  names,  with  each  defect  to 
the  next  plantation  Court,  or  to  such  Officer  (where  there  is  no  Court) 
who  hath  a trust  in  civil  affivirs,  that  the  Fines  and  penalties  may  from 
lime  to  time  be  duly  leavied.  And  if  this  view  of  arms,  <^c.  shal  at 
any  time  be  neglected, or  the  defects  not  duly  presented;  the  Captain 
or  chief  military  Officer,  or  the  other  Officers  ordered  to  take  this 
view,  or  the  Clark,  or  Officer  appointed  to  present,  S^c.  shal  pay  forty 
shillings  each  quarter,  when  this  service,  or  any  part  of  it,  is  omitted, 
as  the  fault  upon  examination  shal  joyntly  or  severally  be  justly 
charged. 
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/ There  shal  be  in  each  Plantation  within  this  Jurisdiction,  every 
I year  at  least  six  Traifling  daies,  or  daies  of  publick  military  exercise 
to  teach  and  instruct  all  the  Males,  above  sixteen  years  of  age,  (who 
are  not  freed  from  that  service)  in  the  comly  handling,  and  ready  use 
of  their  arms,  in  all  postures  of  war,  to  understand  and  attend  all  words 
of  command;  And  further,  to  fit  all  such  as  are  in  some  measure 
instructed  for  all  military  service,  against  there  be  occasion,  under 
the  penalty  of  forty  shillings,  to  be  leavied  of  the  military  Officers,  as 
the  Court  upon  examination  shal  find  them  more  or  lesse  faulty,  and 
with  Respect  to  their  places,  the  greater  Trust  paying  the  greater  Fine 
for  neglect ; which  dayes  of  Training  shall  be  some  of  them  in  the 
Spring  of  the  year,  before  harvest,  and  some  in  the  latter  end  of  the 
summer,  before  winter,  as  may  best  suit  each  Plantation,  but  at  no 
time  any  two  of  these  traynings  shal  be  within  fourteen  dayes  one  of 
another.  And  it  is  further  Ordered,  That  on  every  such  Training 
day,  the  Captain,  or  chief  Military  Officer  present,  cause  the  Names 
of  all  the  Soldiers  to  be  read,  at  least  in  the  forenoone,  but  in  the 
afternoon  also  if  he  see  cause.  And  whosoever  in  any  Training  day, 
shal  be  totally  absent,  shall  pay  five  shillings  for  every  such  default, 
whosoever  shal  at  any  time  of  the  day  withdraw  himself  from  the  ser- 
[63]  vice,  without  leave  from  the  chief  Military  1|  Officer  present,  he 
shal  pay  either  as  for  total  absence,  or  a greater  or  lesse  Fine,  as  the 
offence  considered  in  all  circumstances  may  require;  And  whosoever 
shal  come  late,  shal  pay  for  each  such  default  one  shilling ; and  for 
any  other  disorderly  offensive  carriage,  according  to  the  nature  and 
measure  of  it.  This  Court  expecting  from  each  Plantation,  that  they 
suffer  not  men  to  neglect,  or  grow  slight  in  a service  of  such  import. 

That  a fourth  part  of  the  Trained  band  in  every  Plantation  shal  in 
their  course,  as  the  military  Officers  shal  order,  come  constantly  to  the 
publick  worships  of  God  every  Lords  day;  And  (such  as  can  come)  on 
Lecture  dayes,  to  be  at  the  meeting-house,  at  latest,  before  the  second 
Drum  hath  left  beating,  ^yith  their  arms  compleat,  their  guns  ready 
charged,  their  match  for  their  match-locks,  and  flints  ready  fitted  to 
their  fire-lock  guns,  with  Shott  and  powder  for  at  least  five  Shot, 
beside  the  charge  in  their  guns,  under  the  penalty  of  two  Shillings 
Fine,  for  every  person  negligent,  or  defective  in  Furniture,  and  for 
late  coming  one  Shilling,  The  sentinal  also,  and  they  that  walk  the 
Round  shal  have  their  matches  lighted,  during  the  time  of  their  meet- 
ing, if  they  use  their  matchlocks,  and  shal  diligently  and  Faithfully 
attend  their  duty  under  such  further  penalty  as  the  breach  of  such  a 
trust  may  require. 

That  a strict  watch  be  constantly  kept  in  the  night,  in  all  the  Plan- 
tations within  this  Jurisdiction,  according  to  all  such  Orders,  as  shal 
from  time  to  time  be  made,  either  by  the  General  Court,  or  by  Planta- 
tion Courts,  or  Officers  intrusted  for  Civil  affairs,  where  there  is  no 
Court;  And  that  both  for  number  of  Watchmen,  in  each  plantation, 
the  time  of  setting  or  beginning  the  Watch  every  night,  their  rising, 
and  leaving  it  in  the  morning,  and  all  other  carriage,  and  duties  in 
managing  this  trust;  they  duly  attend  and  observe  all  directions  given. 
And  it  is  left  to  the  care  and  consideration  of  the  Governor,  Magis- 
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trates,  Officers,  or  any  of  them,  as  the  case  may  require,  to  double,  or 
further  to  increase  the  watch  by  night,  in  times  of  danger,  and  to 
appoint  some  competent  number  of  men  to  ward  or  walk  by  day,  with 
their  armes,  in,  or  about  the  plantation,  as  may  best  tend  to  the  pub- 
lick  safety ; And  if  any  watchman,  or  Warder  do  at  any  time  neglect 

[64]  his  duty,  either  in  coming  ||  too  late  to  the  service,  or  departing 
too  soon  from  it,  not  coming  compleatly  furnished  with  Arms,  accord- 
ing to  order,  or  any  other  way  neglecting  duty,  or  falsifying  his  trust, 
he  shal  pay  such  Fine,  or  receive  such  punishment  as  his  neglect  or 
unfaithfulnesse  deserves,  that  both  himselfe  may  be  warned,  and  others 
may  feare  to  be  slight,  or  false  in  a matter  of  such  concernment. 

But  upon  consideration  of  publick  service,  and  other  due  respects. 
It  is  ordered.  That  all  Magistrates  within  this  Jurisdiction,  and  teach- 
ing Elders,  shal  at  all  times  hereafter,  be  freed,  not  onely  in  their  per- 
sons, but  each  of  them,  shal  have  one  son,  or  servant  by  vertue  of  his 
place  or  office,  freed  from  all  watching,  warding,  & training.  And  it 
is  further  ordered.  That  all  ruling  Elders,  Deputies  for  Courts 
intrusted  for  Judicature,  all  the  chief  Military  Officers,  as  Captains, 
Liefteants,  and  Ensignes,  the  Jurisdiction  Treasurer,  Deacons  and  all 
Physitians,  Schoolmasters  & Surgeons  allowed  by  authority  in  any 
of  these  Plantations,  all  Masters  of  ships  and  other  vessels,  above  15 
tun,  all  publick  Millers,  constantly  imployed,  with  others  for  the  pres- 
ent discharged  for  personal  weakness  & infirmity,  shal  in  their  own 
persons,  in  time  of  peace  and  safety,  be  freed  from  the  said  services ; 
And  that  all  other  Seamen  and  ship  Carpenters,  and  such  as  hold 
Farms,  above  two  nliles  from  any  of  the  Plantations,  train  onely  twice 
a yeare,  at  such  times  as  shal  be  ordered,  either  by  the  authority,  or 
by  the  Military  Officers  of  the  Plantation.  But  all  persons  freed  and 
exempted  from  the  respective  services,  as  before,  shall  yet  in  all 
respects,  provide,  keep,  and  maintain  in  a constant  readinesse,  com- 
pleat  Arms,  and  all  other  military  provisions  as  other  men.  Magis- 
trates and  teaching  Elders  excepted,  who  yet  shal  be  constantly  fur- 
nished for  all  such  sons  and  servants  as  are  hereby  freed  from  the 
foremention ed  services. 

Ministers  maintenance,  see  Ecclesiastical  provisions. 

Oppression. 

To  prevent,  or  suppress  much  sin  against  God,  and  much  damage 
to  men,  which  doth,  and  may  grow  by  such  as  take  liberty  to  oppress, 
and  wrong  others,  by  taking  excessive  wages  for  work,  or  unreason- 
able prises  for  commodities : It  is  Ordered,  That  if  any  shal  offend  in 

[65]  either  of  the  said  cases,  upon  complaint  |(  and  proof,  every  such 
person  shal  be  punished  by  Fine,  or  imprisonment,  according  to  the 
quality  and  measure  of  the  offence,  as  the  Court  shal  judge  meet. 

Plantations. 

Whereas  the  Freemen  of  every  Town,  or  plantation,  within  this 
Jurisdiction,  have  in  sundry  particulars  liberty  to  make  Orders  among 
themselves,  as  about  Fencing  their  Land,  ordering  or  keeping  their 
Cattel,  or  Swine,  as  may  best  suite  with  their  own  conveniency ;

dispose  of  his  seruant  youth,  Math:  Young,  to  another  sutable 
M*",  and  the  Mathew  doth  fully  consent  therevnto  and  hath 
p^mised  to  giue  a ful  discharge  vnto  his  Master  Williams  from 
ye  engagemt  wherein  he  was  bound  to  teach  the  sayd  Math: 
the  trade  of  a Cooper.  . 

This  Court  orders  that  al  seafaring  men  y*  make  it  yeir  oc- 
cupation to  imploy  themselues  in  Navigat",  they  shal  for  future 
be  freed  from  trayneings. 

This  Court  voated  a confirmation  of  the  Combinat“  with 
Easthampton,  and  that  the  Articles  of  Agreem*  should  be 
signed  by  the  Secretary  in  the  name  of  the  Court  and  sent  ouer 
vnto  them  ; as  also  a letter,  to  signify  the  mind  of  the  Court.* 

This  Court  orders  that  ye  power  of  any  p^^ticuler  Magestrate, 
on  the  maine  and  likewise  on  the  Island  belonging  to  this  Col- 
ony, shall  extend  itselfe  to  al  and  every  place  and  p'‘son  in  this 
Jurisdiction,  as  need  requires  : And  that  those  of  Southampton 
and  East  Hampton  shal  ioyne  together  in  the  exercise  of  judi- 
cature amongst  them,  and  to  summon  Juries  out  of  either  place  : 
and  that  they  haue  liberty  to  repayr  to  any  Court  held  at  New 
London  for  help  in  any  Controuersy 

This  Court  approueing  the  pious  care  of  the  Towneof  Fair- 
feild,  in  procureing  help  for  Mr.  Joanes  by  his  owne  consent 
therevnto,  as  far  as  appeares  by  a pEip^  p^sented  by  their  Dep- 
uties to  ye  Court,  doe  order,  that  according  to  their  desires  the 
foresaid  paper  be  kept  amongst  the  Court  papers,  and  desire  the 
Towne  not  any  way  there vpon  to  depriue  yeii^  Reu’'nd  ancient 
Pastor,  Mr.  Joanes,  in  sicknes  or  health,  of  his  comfortable 
maintenance. 

This  Court  orders  yt  out  of  the  sufh  imposed  vpon  the  Indians 
of  Southampton,  to  pay  for  the  loss  y*  was  there  susteined  by 
fire,  there  shalbe  the  sum  of  30/.  p*^  Ann.  for  the  four  first 
[97]  yeares,  1|  and  fourty  pounds  p^  Ann.  for  the  two  last 
yeares  abated.  The  total  abatement  amounts  to  200/.  Os.  Od. 

Its  ordered,  that  Mr.  Cosmore,  Mr.  Ogden,  Capt.  Tappinand 
Goodman  Clarke,  shal  make  distribution  of  that  paym^  that  the 
Indians  make,  to  them  that  haue  suffr^  loss  by  fire  ; only  Mr. 
Fordom  is  excempted  from  any  part  of  this  pay  for  the  losse  of

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libertie,  that  provided  there  be  15/.  fine  paid  to  y®  publique 
treasury  by  the  transgressour,  then  the  form*'  sentence  adiudg- 
ing  corporall  punishm*  vpon  y®  delinqt  shalbe  revoked,  but  if 
this  fine  be  not  embraced  and  accepted  of,  then  the  corporall 
punishmt  is  speedily  to  be  inflicted,  according  to  y®  appointm^ 
of  y®  Magestrates.

I shalbe  required  to  traine,  watch  or  ward,  in  this  Collo: 

In  consideration  of  much  inconvenience  that  appeares  to 
acrew  to  many  in  this  Collo:  by  virtue  of  former  orders  that  in 
point  of  execution  haue  not  attayned  their  end  in  satisfying 
creditors  in  a sutable  way,  according  to  y®  nature  of  contracts 
or  bargaines,  men  conveighing  away  the  kind  of  pay  that  many 
times  is  preingaged.  It  is  therfore  ordered,  that  it  shalbe  law- 
full  for  such  creditors  as  haue  debts  oweing  to  them  in  come  or 
any  other  spetial  pay  (vpon  y®  refusal  of  pay  in  kind,  when  it  is 
due  and  demaunded,)  to  take  out  an  attachm^  and  lay  it  (if  it 
can  be  found  out)  vpon  such  estate  as  is  engaged  by  the  debt*", 
or  other  estate  y*^  may  be  found  such  as  y®  creditor  liketh,  pro- 
vided it  be  not  prohibited  by  law,  and  secure  the  said  estate  at- 
tached, to  a triall  at  y®  next  Court  appointed  for  y*  end.  And 
whateuer  estate  thus  attached  vpon  a trial  and  iudgm*  of  y® 
Court  comes  to  be  apprized,  the  said  Court  yt  issues  the  case 
[127]  shall  II  appoint  those  yt  shall  prize  the  estate,  the  valua- 
tion whereof  shalbe  regulated  accordinge  to  y®  worth  and  na- 
ture of  y®  pay  contracted  for. 

The  price  of  Sheep,  in  y®  list  of  Rates,  shal  for  future  be  valu- 
ed at  155.  p*"  sheep,  vntil  the  Court  further  advise  on  it. 

This  Court  orders  that  y®  Grand  Jury  hereafter  mentioned 
shal  inquire  and  consid*"  of  y®  misdeameano^s  and  breaches  of 
the  orders  of  this  Collo:  in  y®  several  Townes,  and  make  p^sent- 
ment  thereof  at  y®  p''ticuler  Court  in  Octob*'  next,  and  likewise 
at  y®  pi'llculer  Court  in  May,  (61.)  The  Grand  Jury  is  as  fol- 
loweth;  For  Hartford,  Will'"  Wadsworth,  Richard  Butler; 
Windsor,  Mr.  Henry  Woolcot,  Josias  Hull ; Wethersfield,  John 
Deming,  Sam**  Boreman ; Farm:,  Anthony  Howkins  ; Middle

The  Major  propounding  to  the  Court  to  take  up  his  former 
grant  of  a farme,  at  a place  by  the  Indians  called  Pomakuck, 
neer  Norwich,  The  Court  grants  liberty  to  him  to  take  up  his 
former  grant  in  that  place,  upon  the  same  tearms  as  it  was 
granted  to  him  by  the  Court.  Ens:  Thomas  Tracy  and  Francis 
Griswold  are  appoynted  to  lay  it  out,  according  to  the  former 
grant. 

Whereas,  Mr.  Wm.  Thomson,  of  New  London,  is  remoueing 
himselfe  from  thence  to  Virginia,  and  is  indebted  by  Bills  the 
sufhe  of  Twenty  nine  pounds,  seven  shillings  and  fower  pence, 
which  Bill  is  in  the  hands  of  John  Packer,  This  Court  orders 
the  Constable  of  New  London  to  secure  so  much  of  the  estate 
of  Mr.  Thomson  in  his  hands,  as  it  shall  be  apprized  by  indiffer- 
ent men,  and  the  sayd  Constable  is  to  keep  it  in  his  hands,  till 
he  hath  order  from  this  Court  or  the  Court  of  Magistrates,  to 
dispose  of  it  to  the  right  owner  which  is  according  to  Mr.  Thom- 
sons tender  to  the  Court  of  Magistrats,  Octob*"  IPh,  1664. 

This  Court  orders,  that  if  any  officer  or  soldier  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  attend  the  command  of  their  chiefe  comander  in  any 
parte  of  the  time  of  their  exercise,  they  shall  forfeit  for  euery 
such  defect  two  shillings,  which  the  dark  of  the  band  is  hereby

This  Court  haueing  by  his  Mamies  order  bene  informed 
that  De  Ruiter*  is  likely  to  assault  his  Ma^'^s  Colonies  in 
these  parts  of  the  world  and  that  it  is  his  royall  pleasure  that 
his  subiects  here  should  put  themselves  in  a posture  of  de- 
fence agaynst  the  comon  adversary,  In  pursuance  thereof, 
doe  order  that  each  plantat"  in  this  Colony  should  considf 
of  some  way  for  the  discouery  of  the  approach  of  the  enemy: 
And  that  vpon  the  discovery  of  the  enemy  they  presently 
giue  notice  thereof  to  Cotnittee  appointed  by  the  Court, 
who  are  to  act  therein  according  to  the  power  comitted  to 
them  by  this  Assembly.  The  Cornittees  are  Maior  Mason, 
Ens:  Avery,  Thomas  Minor,  Rob*  Chapman,  or  any  three  of 
[213]  them,  from  Southerton  to  Guilford;  Mr,  Leet,  Mr. 
Fenn,  Mr.  Crane,  Mr.  Treat,  Mr.  Briant  & Capt.  Nash,  or 
any  three  of  them,  from  Guilford  to  Stratford ; Mr.  Gould, 
Mr.  Sherman,  Mr.  Campfield,  Ens:  Judson,  Mr.  Lawes,  Lt. 
Olmsted  or  any  three  of  them,  from  Stratford  to  Rye:  and 
the  Gouernor  and  Magestrates  for  y^  Riuer,  or  y^  maior  part 
of  the  Magestrates  in  the  Gouern^'®  absenc.  said  Comit- 
tees  being  mett  in  their  respectiue  limits  are  hereby  impowred 
to  order  and  appoint  how  and  in’ what  way  the  order  estab- 
lished for  aid  and  reliefe  in  such  cases  may  be  effectually 
attended.

This  Court  doe  order  the  Ensigne  and  sergeants  of  the 
said  towne,  vidz:  Ens:  Briant,  Sergeants  Tibbals,  Bucking- 
ha[m]  and  Streame,  to  remaine  in  and  exercise  the  places 
and  offices  that  they  were  formerly  setled  in,  in  the  Traine 
Band. 


* War  with  tlie  States  General  was  formally  proclaimed  at  London,  on  the  22d  of  February, 
Gov.  Nicolls  received  intelligence  of  it  in  June,  by  a letter  from  the  Lord  Chancellor  (Claren- 
don.) and  was  informed  that  De  Ruyter,  the  Dutch  admiral,  with  a considerable  force,  had  orders 
to  visit  New  York,  The  northern  colonies  were  alarmed  at  the  anticipated  approach  of  so 
formidable  an  enemy,  and  commenced  preparations  for  defence.

Whereas  the  committee  of  the  Millitise  lately  ordered  that 
each  county  in  this  Colony  should  rays  a Troope  of  Dragoon- 
eers  for  the  defence  of  the  Colony  against  a common  enemy, 
seuerall  countyes  haueing  raysed  such  a company,  This 
Court  haueing  seriously  considered  whither  it  be  not  most 
advantagious  for  the  publique  weale  either  to  reduce  them 
to  theire  seuerall  foot  compahyes  or  establish  them  a com- 
panny  of  dragooners  in  each  county,  doe  see  cause  to  order 
that  all  such  compannyes  or  troopes  of  dragooneers  in  this 
Colony  shall  be  reduced  to  their  seuerall  foote  companies  in 
each  respectiue  towne  to  which  each  soldier  appertaines  ; and 
doe  order  the  select  men  in  each  towne,  that  the  halfe  pickes, 
belts  & powches  prepared  for  the  compannies  upon  the  towne 
[258]  accompt,  may  be  safely  layd  up  ||  and  be  preserved, 
that  when  there  may  be  occation  such  prouission  may  be  at 
hand  for  publique  use.  And  upon  occation  of  assault  or 
feares  thereof,  the  committee  of  safety  in  each  county  may 
send  forth  their  warrants  to  rayse  such  a troope  of  dragoon- 
eers as  the  exigence  of  each  county  in  theire  judgments  may 
require.  And  what  cost  upon  the  enterteinment  of  the  seuer- 
all troopes  in  this  Colony  hath  bin  expended  allready  in  their 
last  meeting  together,  shall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  County 
Treasurie  in  each  county ; and  in  default  thereof,  the  Court 
doth  appoynt  each  County  Court  to  grant  a rate  upon  each 
towne  proportionably  to  the  list  of  their  estates  to  sattisfy 
such  just  charges. 

This  Court  grants  the  County  of  New  Haven,  Fayrefeild 
& New  London  liberty  to  rays  a Troop  of  Horss  in  each 
county,  of  about  forty. 

The  Court  is  adjourned  till  the  Gouerno*"  or  Deputy  see 
cause  to  call  it  agayne. 

33.  Conn. — Generali  Assembly,  Hartford,  2 Trumbull;  Act,  Oct.  lo,  i66y,p.  8i . 
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Munson,  are  hereby  impowered  to  act  as  the  Grand  Com-  \ 
mittee  of  this  Colony  in  establishing  and  commissionating  of  \ 
military  officers,  in  pressing  of  men,  horses,  ships,  barques  or 
other  vessells,  arms,  ammunition,  provision,  carriages,  or 
whatever  they  judg  needful!  for  o'"  defence,  and  to  manage, 
order  and  disspose  of  the  Militiae  of  the  Colony  in  the  best  / 
way  and  maher  they  can,  for  o»’  defence  and  safety.  The  Gou- 
erno'’  or  in  his  absence  the  Dept  Gouerno''  are  hereby  impow- 
ered by  their  sumons  to  conveen  the  s^t  Committee,  whoe 
being  assembled,  the  s^  Committee  or  the  major  part  of  them 
assembled  are  impowered  as  aforesaid.* 

It  is  ordered  by  this  Court  that  the  severall  and  respect-  \ 
[37]  iue  Troopes  in  this  Colony  with  fine  hundred  dragoones 
be  prepared  and  fitted  for  seruice  forthwith,  and  that  all  the 
Traine  Bands  in  the  severall  plantations  with  their  arms  and  j 
ammunition  be  ready  for  seruice  ; and  the  military  officers  of 
the  severall  companies  to  see  their  companies  compleated  as 
afoars^^,  upon  the  seuerall  penalties  expressed  in  the  military 
lawes.  The  Dragoones  are  to  be  raysed  upon  the  Countyes 
as  followeth  ; of  Hartford  county,  one  hundred  and  sixty ; of 
New  Haven  county  one  hundred  and  twenty  ; of  Fayrefeild, 
one  hundred  and  twenty : of  New  London,  one  hundred. 

It  is  allso  ordered  by  this  Court  that  in  case  of  the  ap- 
proach of  any  enemie  in  any  towne  within  this  Colony,  the 
Gouerno'"  or  Dept  Gouernpr  and  Grand  Committee  appoynt- 
ed  by  this  Court,  so  many  of  them  as  are  present,  before  they 
departe  shall  appoynt  such  sufficient  ayde  to  defend  any  j 
place  as  shall  be  assaulted,  with  such  ayde  as  they  thinke  fitt, 
which  is  to  be  in  a readinesse  at  an  bower’s  warning  for  a 
march,  upon  the  call  of  the  chiefe  officer  of  any  county. 

In  case  any  forces  should  be  sent  out  of  the  county  of 
Hartford  for  the  releife  of  another  county,  this  Court  appoynts 


* This  was  the  first  appointment,  by  the  General  Assembly,  of  a Grand  Committee,  or  as  it 
was  afterwards  termed,  a Council  of  War,  to  whom,  during  the  intervals  between  sessions  of 
the  Assembly,  were  delegated  nearly  all  the  powers  and  authority  usually  vested  in  that  body. 
Of  this  Council,  the  Governor,  Deputy  Governor  and  Assistants  were  always  constituted  mem- 
bers, and  to  these  were  added  from  time  to  time,  prominent  military  officers  and  influential 
citizens  from  the  several  counties.

der such  commanders  as  they  haue  appoynted,  The  Grand 
Committee  for  the  Militia  being  mett  this  day,  ordered,  that 
the  constables  of  the  respectiue  plantations  shall  forthwith 
repayre  to  their  cheife  commanders  of  theire  Traine  Bands, 
and  choose  so  many  meet  persons  as  they  are  appoynted  to, 
that  they  may  be  in  a readiness  fitted  according  to  this  fol- 
lowing order,  upon  an  bower’s  warning  to  march  under  Ihe 
conduct  of  theire  cheife  commanders  hereafter  named  to  de- 
fend any  place  assaulted  as  afoarsayd.

Forasmuch  as  com- 
plaints are  still  made  of  intolerable 
insufficiencies  and  gross  defects  in 
armes  and  ammunition,  especially 
in  some  countyes,  w'^h  in  times  of 
danger  may  be  destructiue  to  the 
estates,  hues  and  liberties  of  the 
people  of  this  Colony,  notwith- 
standing all  former  lawes  and  or- 
ders, this  Court  sees  it  cause  and 
case  of  necessity  farther  to  order 
that  there  shall  be  a muster-master

appoynted  in  each  county,  whoe 
giueing  notice  to  the  chiefe  mili- 
tary officers  of  the  seueraU  Traine 
Bands  when  he  will  take  his  veiw  j 
of  their  armes,  and  the  sayd  cheife 
military  officers  of  the  seuerall  and  respectiue  Traine  Bands 
in  this  Colony  shall  accordingly  take  order  that  notice  be 
giuen  of  the  place  and  time  for  aU  those  whoe  by  lawe  are 
required  to  prouide  armes  and  ammunition,  to  appeare  be- 
fore the  sayd  chiefe  military  officers  of  the  respectiue  com- 
panies, and  the  muster-master ; and  whosoeuer  shall  then  be 
fownd  defectiue  in  their  armes  or  ammunition,  or  not  ap- 
peare, shall  forfeit  fine  shillings  according  to  lawe,  for  euery 
defect;  which  fine  shall  be  taken  by  distresse  from  authority, 
and  deliuered  to  the  cheife  officers  of  each  company,  by  them 
to  be  improued  for  the  use  and  behoofe  Of  each  company. 
Besides  all  which,  for  the  certainty  of  reparation  of  those 
defects  without  delay,  there  shall  either  securety  be  giuen 
in  to  the  sayd  muster-master  to  haue  the  defects  repayred 
by  the  day  set  him,  or  so  much  more  of  the  delinquent’s  es- 
tate shall  be  seized  and  put  into  the  sayd  officer’s  hand  as 
he  conceiues  meet  to  repayre  the  same,  with  all  necessary 
charges  thereabouts.  But  if  any  householder  be  fownd  un- 
able, the  town  must  deposite  for  him  untill  he  may  repay 
them  ; and  for  single  persons,  the  former  order  to  take  place.

' I ''Hat  the  Militia  may  be  Jo  managed  as  may  beji  advantage  the  Publick 
IV eal  and  Safety  of  this  Colony ; 

It  is  Ordered  by  this  Court  and  the  Authority  therof;  That  all  Male  per- 
fons  of  the  age  from  ftxteen  years  of  age,  to  the  age  of  ftxts  (except  Magiftrates, 
Church  officers,  allowed  Phyfitians  and  Chyrurgeons,  School-mafters,  Millers, 
conftant  Herds-men,  and  Marriners,  who  make  it  their  conftant  bufinefs  to  go 
to  Sea)  fhall  bear  Arms,  unlefs  they  upon  juft  occafion  have  exemption  gran- 
ted them  by  the  Court;  and  every  Male  perfon  within  this  Jurifdidlion  above 
the  age  of  fixteen  years,  ftiall  have  in  continual  readinefs,  a good  Musquet, 
Carbine  or  other  Gun  (not  lefs  then  Baftard  Mufquet  or  Coliver  Boare  (fit 
for  fervice,  allowed  by  the  chief  Military  Officer,  with  fix  Flints  to  every  Fire- 
lock, and  three  Fathome  of  Match  to  every  Match-lock,  with  a Sword  and  Ban- 
dileers,  or  other  ferviceable  Provifion  according  to  Law  in  the  room  thereof 
where  fuch  cannot  be  had ; as  alfo  fuch  other  Amunition  as  the  Law  requires, 
both  of  Powder  and  Bullets,  upon  penalty  of  five  (hillinzs  for  every  defedl. 

And  if  any  perfon  who  is  to  provide  Arms  or  Amunition,  cannot  purchafe 
them  by  fuch  Means  as  he  hath,  he  fhall  bring  to  the  Clerk  fo  much  Corn  or 
other  Merchantable  Goods,  as  by  Apprizement  of  the  Clerk,  and  two  of  the 
Company  (whereof  one  to  be  chofen  by  the  Clerk,  and  the  other  by  the  par- 
ty) as  fhall  be  judged  of  a greater  value  by  a fifth  part  then  fuch  Arms  and 
Amunition  is  of,  he  fhall  be  excufed  for  the  penalty  of  want  of  Arms  (but  not 
for  want  of  Appearance)  until  he  be  provided  for:  And  the  Clerk  fhall  en- 
deavour to  furnifti  him  with  Arms  and  Amunition  as  foon  as  may  be,  by  fale  of 
fuch  Goods  fo  depofited,  rendring  the  over  plus  to  the  party;  But  if  any  per- 
fon be  not  able  to  provide  himfelf  Arms  or  Amunition,  through  his  meer  po- 
verty, if  he  be  fingle,  he  fhall  be  put  to  Service  by  any  one  Affiftant  or  Com- 
miffioner  to  procure  him  Eftate  to  purchafe  Arms  with,  and  his  Mafter  fhall 
fin?e  him  Arms  during  his  time  of  Service. 

And  it  is  alfo  Ordered ; 7'hat  all  the  Souldiers  within  this  Jurifdidtion  fhall 
be  Trained  at  leaft  fix  times  within  the  year,  in  the  Moneths  of  March.,  April., 
May.,  September.,  October,  lA  November ; by,  and  according  to  the  appointment 
of  the  Captain  or  other  chief  Officer  of  the  feveral  Train  Bands  in  the  refpe- 
(ftive  Plantations:  and  the  times  of  their  Meetings  together  fhall  ht  zt  eight 
of  the  Clock  in  the  morning. 

It  is  alfo  Ordered;  That  every  Train  Band  fhall  choofe  fome  fuitable  per- 
fon of  their  Company  to  be  Clerk  of  the  faid  Company,  who  fhall  be  Sworn 
to  a faithful  difcharge  of  his  place  and  office;  and  whofoever  being  chofen  as 
aforefaid,  fhall  refufe  to  accept  of  the  faid  Office  of  Clerk,  and  taking  the 
faid  Clerks  Oath,  he  fhall  pay  as  a fine  for  the  fame  forty  /hillings  to  the  ufe  of 
the  Company ; and  all  that  refufe  the  faid  Place  or  Oath  as  before,  fhall  pay 
forty  /hillings  a piece  (as  before)  till  one  doth  accept  the  place,  and  he  that 
doth  hold  the  place  fhall  have  a fourth  part  of  all  fines  for  his  labour. 

And  it  is  alfo  Ordered;  That  the  chief  Officer  of  every  Train  Band  fhall 
caufe  the  Arms  and  Amunition  of  all  under  his  command,  to  be  viewed  at  leaft 
once  in  every  year,  by  appointing  them  to  bring  forth  their  Arms  and  Amuni- 
tion at  fome  time  and  place  as  he  fhall  appoint,  or  by  fending  the  Clerk  from 
houfe  to  houfe  to  view  them:  And  the  Clerk  fhall  every  Training  day  give  his 
attendance  in  the  Field  (except  he  hath  fpecial  leave  from  his  Captain  or  other 
chief  Officer)  to  call  over  the  Rolls  of  the  Souldiers,  and  to  take  notice  of  their 
defedts  by  their  abfence  or  otherwife,  and  he  fhall  prefent  to  the  next  Affiftant

And  whofoever  fhall  be  abfent  any  of  the  dayes  appointed  for  Training  af- 
ter the  houer  appointed,  or  (hall  not  continue  the  whole  time,  fhall  forfeit  two 
Jhillings  and  fixpence  for  every  default  in  Corn  or  Money,  except  within  fourteen 
dayes  he  bring  a certificate  to  the  Clerk,  from  two  of  the  chief  Officers  of  that 
Company  to  which  he  doth  belong  to  free  him;  And  if  he  neither  bring  a 
Certificate,  nor  his  fine,  being  demanded,  then  the  Clerk  of  the  Band  hath 
hereby  power  to  diftrain  five  Jhillings  in  Corn,  or  fome  pay  equivolent  for  eve- 
ry fuch  default,  two  Jhillings  Jix  pence  whereof  fhall  be  to  himfelf,  and  two  /hil- 
lings fix  pence  to  the  Company,  for  the  maintenance  of  Drumms  and  Colours, 
he.  And  if  the  Clerk  fhall  negledf  his  duty  in  gathering  the  fines,  at  leaft 
once  a year,  he  fhall  forfeit  to  the  ufe  of  the  Company  double  the  fines  fo  neg- 
ledfed  to  be  gathered  by  him. 

And  whereas  It  is  convenient  that  the  fieveral  Souldiers  of  the  Trained  Bands 
in  the  rejpedtive  Towns  within  this  Colony  have  fome  Powder  allowed  them  to  pra- 
£iife  and  exereij'e  in  their  feveral firings  upon  their  Training  dayes; 

It  is  therefore  Ordered ; That  there  fhall  be  allowed  to  the  feveral  Souldiers 
of  the  Trained  Bands  in  the  refpedfive  Towns,  a Pound  of  Powder  a piece  eve- 
ry year,  to  be  provided  by,  and  at  the  proper  Cofts  and  Charges  of  the  Mafters 
of  each  Family  unto  which  the  faid  Souldiers  do  belong,  to  be  called  forth,  im- 
proved and  difpofed  of,  at  the  diferetion  of  the  Captain  or  other  principal 
Leaders  in  each  Trained  Bands. 

This  Court  confidering  the  Jiate  and  condition  of  this  Colony.,  by  reafon  of  In- 
dians., and  otherwife  are  defirous  to  ufe  all  due  means  for  the  prefervation  and 
fafety  of  the  fame.,  and  in  order  thereunto. 

Do  now  Order;  That  the  Treafurer  for  the  time  being,  and  at  all  times 
hereafter,  fhall  at  the  publick  charge  of  the  Colony,  procure,  keep  and  main- 
tain a Magaziene  of  Powder  and  Shot,  to  be  ready  for  the  ufe  of  the  Colony, 
as  occafion  may  call  for  the  fame,  and  for  the  quantity  thereof,  he  is  to  take  his 
diredfion  from  time  to  time  of  the  Governour  and  Council. 

It  is  alfo  Ordered;  That  every  Souldier  and  Perfon  required  to  provide 
Arms,  fhall  alwayes  have  in  readinefs  by  them  one  pound  of  Powder,  and  four 
pound  of  Bullets.,  upon  penalty  of  five  Jhillings  for  every  defedl. 

It  is  further  Ordered;  That  every  Town  fhall  keep  and  maintain  alwayes 
in  readinefs,  fo  much  Powder  and  Bullets  as  may  make  with  every  particular 
mans  provifion  required  by  Law,  fo  much  Powder  and  Bullets  as  may  make 
three  pounds  of  Powder.,  and  twelve  pounds  of  Bullets  or  Lead  for  every  perfon 
required  to  provide  Arms  within  their  limits,  upon  the  penalty  of  ten  pounds 
forfeiture,  to  be  paid  to  the  Publick  Treafury,  for  every  negledi  and  breach  of 
this  Order. 

It  is  alfo  Ordered;  That  the  General  Court  only  from  time  to  time  fhall 
have  power  to  efiablifh  and  confirm  all  Commiffion  Officers,  both  of  the  Horie 
and  Foot,  and  none  but  fuch  as  the  General  Court  doth  confirm,  fhall  be  deemed 
Commiffion  Officers;  It  is  alfo  left  in  the  power  of  the  County  Courts  from 
time  to  time,  as  need  requires,  to  efiablifh  Sergeants  for  the  Foot,  and  Corpo- 
rals for  the  Horfe  for  the  refpeftive  Companies  and  Troops  within  their  Coun- 
ties, but  the  feveral  Companies  are  to  Nominate  their  Officers  to  the  Court  for 
their  Approbation  and  Confirmation. 

It  is  alfo  Ordered ; That  there  fhall  be  appointed  in  each  County  in  this 
Colony,  a Sergeant  Major  (by  the  General  Court)  who  fhall  have  the  Com- 
mand of  all  the  Regiment  of  Souldiers  within  his  County,  and  be  Inflalled  in 
his  Office  by  one  appointed  by  the  General  Court. 

Which  Major  fhall  have  power  once  in  four  years  to  draw  forth  his  Regi- 
ment into  one  convenient  place,  and  there  to  put  every  Captain  and  Officer  of 
their  Companies  in  their  places,  and  to  inflruct  them  in  their  Duties,  according 
to  the  Rules  of  Military  Difeipline,  and  to  exercife  his  Regiment  both  of 
Horfe  and  foot  according  to  his  belt  skill  as  if  he  were  to  lead  them  forth  a- 
gainfl:  an  Enemy.  And 
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And  further,  it  fhall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Sergeant  Major:  and  he  is  hereby  Or- 
dered once  a year  to  call  all  the  Commiflion  Officers  of  his  Regiment  to  meet  at  Serg.  Majors  po- 
fuch  a time  and  place  as  he  (hall  appoint,  there  to  confult  and  confider  together  to  call  all 
of  the  beft  way  of  managing  their  Military  Affaires  for  the  publick  Advantage,  ^^tTmeet^h^ 
and  the  faid  Major  is  to  require  an  account  of  the  feveral  officers  of  his  Regi-  once  a year,  &c 
ment  how  their  Companies  are  provided  with  Arms  and  Ammunition,  and 
communicate  to  them  fuch  Orders  and  Inftrudfions  as  he  {hall  receive  from 
the  General  Court  from  time  to  time. 

And  it  is  by  this  Court  Declared;  That  the  Governour  for  the  time  being  The  Govemour 
is  the  General  of  all  the  Military  Forces  within  this  Colony,  but  when  we  fhall  General  of  al 
have  occafion  to  fend  forth  an  Army  againft  an  Enemy ; The  General  Court  por^es  ^ 
majj  appoint  fome  Commander  in  chief  for  that  fervice  until  the  Forces  raifed 
fhall  be  dis  banded. 

Whereas  it  is  left  in  the  power  of  the  chief  Military  Officers  of  the  refpe-  ^ 
dlive  Companies  within  this  Colony  to  appoint  the  dayes  of  Training:  It  is  ing^or Minings' 
now  Ordered,  that  they  fhall  give  three  dayes  warning  at  leaf!  for  the  fame  in 
fome  publick  meeting,  or  by  fome  other  way  agreed  upon  by  the  refpedlive 
Companies. 

It  is  alfo  Ordered ; That  the  Captains,  Lieutenants,  Enfignes,  Cornets  and  Military  Officers 
Quarter  Mafters,  fhall  be  freed  from  Watching  and  Warding,  and  the  Serge- 
ants  on  Foot,  and  Corporals  of  the  Horfe  from  Warding  and  half  their  Watch. 

It  is  alfo  Ordered;  That  any  three  chief  Officers  of  each  Compa- 
ny, fhall  have  power  to  punifh  fuch  Inferiour  Officers  or  Souldiers  as  fhall  officers  power 
commit  any  Diforder  or  Contempt  upon  any  day  or  time  of  Military  Exercife,  w puniffi  offen- 
by  any  ufual  Military  punifhment,  or  by  fine,  not  exceeding  twenty  Jhillings^ 
except  they  enter  an  Appeal  from  fuch  Sentence  to  the  next  County  Court, 
which  they  have  hereby  liberty  to  do. 

It  is  alfo  Ordered,  That  in  cafe  there  fall  out  any  fuddain  Exigent  in  officers  power 
any  Plantation  in  this  Colony,  by  Affault  of  Indians  or  any  other  Enemy,  to  the  in  fiidden  exi- 
difturbance  and  hazard  of  the  Publick  peace;  in  every  fuch  Cafe,  it  fhall  be  g^nts  by  affault 
Lawfull  and  in  the  Power  of  the  Military  Officers  of  the  place  fo  difturbed,  to 
Require  and  call  forth  all  the  Souldiers  under  their  Command,  and  to  Marfhal, 

Order  and  difpofe  them  as  the  prefent  Occafion  fhall  require,  to  Defend  the 
place  affaulted,  and  to  quit  the  Enemy : And  in  cafe  need  fo  require,  to  Affift 
a Neighbour  Plantation  in  any  extremity  as  aforefaid ; but  in  every  fuch  cafe 
(if  it  can  with  fafety  be  obtained)  they  fhall  advife  with  the  next  Magiftrate, 
what  way  to  aft  for  releif  of  their  Neighbours;  and  this  courfe  to  be  taken 
upon  all  occafions  from  time  to  time  till  the  Court  fhall  Order  otherwife. 

It  is  alfo  Ordered,  that  in  every  Train  Band,  wherein  is  Sixty  four  Souldiers  what  Officers 
befides  Officers,  they  fhall  have  Liberty  to  have  Captain^  Lieutenant  & Enfign  every  Company 
and  four  Sergeants^  and  where  there  are  Thirty  two  Souldiers,  they  fhall  have 
a Lieutenant  and  Enfign^  and  two  Sergeants^  and  where  there  are  but  twenty 
four  Souldiers,  they  fhall  have  but  two  Sergeants. 

It  is  alfo  Ordered,  That  every  Commijfton  Officer.^  fhall  take  forth  his  Com-  Every Commifli- 
miffion  from  the  General  Court,  Signed  by  the  Governour,  with  the  Seale  of 
the  Colony  affixed  to  it.  Commiffion

Mills  and  Millers. 

T is  Ordered  by  this  Court,  That  each  Miller  in  this  Colony,  or  owners 
of  Mills,  fhall  be  allowed  for  the  grinding  of  each  bufhell  of  Indian  corn,  a part  of  Indian 
Twelfth  part.,  and  for  other  graines,  a Sixteenth  part.  Provided  that  this  Order  and  a i6th  part 
fhall  no  wayes  prejudice  or  nullifie  any  former  agreement  made  in  any  Town 
refpefling  grinding  at  their  Mills.  aTim^Us  to  be 

It  is  alfo  Ordered,  That  there  fhall  be  provided  for  every  Mill  within  this  provided  with 
Colony,  Tole  difhes,  one  of  a Pint,  one  of  a ^uart,  one  of  two  Quarts,  all  Sealed  Toie  Di- 
Sealed  meafures,  with  an  Inftrument  to  ftrike  the  diflies  when  Tole  is  taken. 

O 2 Minifters 
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brought  into  the  townes  or  secured  in  som  garrison  on  that  side  ; 
and  that  they  kill  and  secure  all  their  swine  that  are  fitt  to  be  killed; 
and  that  they  keep  no  armes  nor  ammunition  but  in  garrison  houses, 
except  what  they  carry  about  w‘'‘  them  ; and  that  they  keep  and 
mayntayne  good  and  sufficient  watches  by  night  and  wardes  by  day, 
for  their  owne  defence  and  securely,  or  elce  send  scouts  to  range 
the  woods  by  day,  to  discouer  the  approach  of  an  enemie.  The 
Constables  in  each  plantation  were  forthwith  to  declare  this  order  to 
the  inhabitants  within  their  respecliue  limits  and  to  require  their  at- 
tendance accordingly. 

Mr.  Joseph  Fitch  is  appoynted  comander  of  these  sixty  dragoones 
raysed  in  Hartford  County  (by  order  of  the  Gen“  Court,)  in  the 
stead  of  Lnt.  John  Stedman  deceased.

The  Councill  wrote  a letter  to  Major  Palmes,  to  desire  him  to  ac- 
commadate  Major  Treat  with  a quantity  of  powder  and  lead  for  the 
army,  to  be  payd  for  it  out  of  the  country  rate. 

The  Councill  allso  wrot  a letter  to  Mr.  Witherel  and  Mr.  Ray- 
mond,  to  procure  for  o'"  army  whateuer  is  needfull,  and  in  special! 
with  a peice  or  two  of  duffells;  and  that  they  should  encourage  the 
Pequots  and  Moheags  to  fall  upon  the  enemie  and  to  supply  them 
with  ammunition,  in  such  a prudent  maner  as  they  shall  well  im- 
prove it. 

A letter  allso  was  wrote  to  Major  Treat,  to  informe  him  of  our 
order  concerning  the  supply  of  the  army,  and  the  comanders  &c.  a 
coppy  whereof  is  on  file. 

A letter  allso  was  sent  to  the  Com"  to  inform  them  of  the  receipt 
of  their  order,  and  our  opinion  thereabouts  ; a coppy  whereof  is  on 
file. 

[This  copy  has  not  been  preserved.  Two  letters  from  the  Commissioners, 
received  about  this  time,  and  one  of  which  accompanied  the  order  (for  rais- 
ing additional  forces)  here  referred  to,  are  inserted,  from  War,  I.  28,  29.] 

Hon''''  Gentlemen.  By  the  inclosed  you  will  see  what  we  have  been  ne- 
cessitated to  conclude  upon,  in  prosecution  of  what  by  Divine  Providence  we 
are  so  deeply  ingaged  in.  No  doubt  but  it  will  be  difficult  for  you,  all  things 
considered,  to  rayse  so  many  new  forces,  but  how  it  will  be  avoyded,  we 
see  not,  for  we  cannot  but  thinke,  should  there  be  too  long  a cessation  after 
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we  have  made  such  a beginning,  or  should  we  proceed  with  too  weake  a 
hand,  the  enemy  being  now  conjoyned  & so  numerous,  there  will  be  more 
advantage  & tyme  lost  than  will  easyly  be  ever  recovered  again.  We  doe 
therefore  earnestly,  on  behalf  of  the  publick,  & that  precious  interest  that  we 
are  contending  for,  entreat  you  not  to  hesitate  or  too  long  delay  ; lest  thereby 
there  be  a discouragem*  put  upon  the  worthy  Generali  & such  others  as  the 
Lord  hath  inclined  to  venture  themselves  in  this  service.  The  particular  ac- 
count of  what  hath  passed  in  the  Narrowganset  Country,*  we  know  you  will 
receive  from  yo"  own  commanders,  so  that  we  shall  only  desire  a speedy 
answer  to  this  of  ours  ; commending  you  earnestly  & all  your  counsels  & re- 
solves to  the  mercifull  conduct  and  blessing  of  Allmighty  God,  remayn, 
Gent",  Your  loueing  freinds  & servants,

Hon'''*  Gent":  We  had  a deep  sense  of  the  necessity  that  the  present  op- 
pertunity  for  the  subduing  of  the  enemy  be  vigorously  prosecuted,  they  being 
now  united  into  one  body  ; for  that,  if  through  any  neglect  or  slackness  on 
o'  part,  they  have  again  tlie  benefit  of  the  warme  spring  to  scatter,  wee  may 
feare  that  the  event  thereof  wilbee  that  the  lives  & habitations  of  multitudes 
of  the  English  must  go  for  theire  lives.  We  are  not  ignorant  of  the  great  dif- 
ficulty  and  hardship  of  the  undertaking ; but  yet,  if  God  calls  vs  tlierein  to 
waite  on  him,  it  wilbee  o'  wisdom  as  well  as  duty,  Avith  cheerefulness  & hu- 
mility to  submit  to  his  good  jileasure. 

Gent",  we  do  not  thus  argue  as  apprehending  yo'rselves  had  not  the  like 
sence  of  o''  present  state,  but  rather  that  wee  may  have  yo'  charity  that  o'  con- 
clusions are  on  o''  part  judged  to  bee  of  absolute  necessity,  and  are  with  dili- 
/gence  to  bee  prosecuted  by  all  that  desire  the  peace  of  these  plantations. 
We  have  not  yet  had  a return  from  Plimouth  Council,  but  question  not  theire 
readiness  to  prosecute  to  their  utmost  ability. 

The  Councill  of  the  Mattachusetts  are  this  day  assembled  to  rayse  theire 
isoldiers,  appoint  otficers,  and  take  care  for  provisions. 

' Wee  have  no  more  to  add,  onely  do  desire  that  in  all  the  Colonys,  all  pos- 
sible care  may  bee  taken  for  the  provision  of  the  soldiers  Avith  food  and  suita- 
ble clothing,  that  the  cold  season  may  not  bee  too  extreem  pinching  upon 
them.  Wee  apprehend  ’tis  a far  less  taske  for  the  whole  Country  noAv,  as 
one  man,  to  go  through  what  is  of  necessity  to  bee  attended  for  the  furnishing 
of  such  a company  as  are  agreed  upon,  then  to  suffer  the  sad  & deplorable 
consequences  of  a neglect. 

Wee  are  informed  of  yo'  care  for  provisions,  and  the  sealing  up  thereof  by 
the  hand  of  God,  but  yet  that  must  not  obstruct  yo''  further  endeavo".  You 
have  the  sea  side  that  is  open,  and  the  inhabitants  there  Ave  hope,  through 
the  Lord’s  goodness,  are  full  handed.  So  that  if  you  did  take  order  for  the 
provisions  of  the  whole  army  from  thence,  and  the  other  colonys  take  care  to 

* The  great  Narragansett  “ fort  fight,”  had  taken  place,  Dec.  19th,  a few  days  before  the  date 
of  this  letter.  In  that  action,  nearly  a thousand  Indians,  and  more  than  200  of  the  English, 
were  killed  and  wounded.  Connecticut  suffered  inore  severely  than  either  of  her  sister  colo- 
nies. Of  her  300  men,  80  were  killed  and  wounded  ; (about  40  were  killed  or  died  of  their 
wounds ;)  three  of  her  five  captains,  Seely,  Marshall  and  Gallop,  were  killed  in  the  attack,  and  a 
fourth,  Capt.  Mason,  was  mortally  wounded.  So  great  had  been  the  loss  of  officers  and  men, 
that  Major  Treat  judged  it  necessary  to  return  to  Connecticut  to  recruit  his  forces  an  ^secure 
medical  attendance  and  a chance  of  recovery  to  the  wounded  men.  See  Hubbard’s  Ind.  Wars, 
135-144  ; Hutchinson’s  Hist.  I.  297-300  ; Trumbull’s  H.  of  Conn.  I.  338-341. 
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pay  theire  parts  in  cloathing  and  ammunition,  it’s  apprehended  that  it  might 
bee  done  on  far  easier  terms  than  from  Boston,  and  less  disappointment  to 
the  soldiers.  If  you  want  vessells  to  accommodate  such  an  undertaking,  we 
shall  take  care  to  provide  them.  Our  solicitude  that  there  may  be  no  disap- 
pointment on  any  hand  doth  cause  us  to  reiterate  o'' lines ; and  we  do  in- 
trcate  that  by  the  first,  we  may  have  intimation  of  yo’'  receipt  hereof,  & of 
yo''  resolves  thereon  ; that  so  wee  may  order  the  conjunction  of  the  forces  so 
as  may  be  most  advantagious  to  the  publique  interest  and  least  inconveniency 
to  any  concerned.  Praying  that  the  tender  mercies  of  the  Lord  may  be 
towards  this  part  of  his  Israel  in  o'"  low  estate,  wee  take  leave,  and  are,  Gent", 
yo''  friends  and  serv‘%  the  Commission''®  of  the  Colonys.

Their  signes  for  their  security  is  the 
laying  downe  their  armes  (if  they  have  any)  spreading  their  hands,  and  open- 
ing their  breasts  ; & so  much  wee  are  desired  to  intimate  to  you. 

Household  bread,  w"*'  any  may  bake,  cheese  &c.  will  be  very  good  provis- 
ion, and  may  be  accomplished  w‘''out  any  difficulty. 

A letter  allso  'was  wrote  to  the  Assistants  of  Fayrefeild  and  New' 
Haven,  wherein  there  was  ordered  that  there  should  be  raysed  out 
of  N.  Haven  County,  33  men,  and  Fayrefeild  County,  37  men,  for^ 
the  next  expedition  ; and  out  of  Fayrefeild  County,  a commander 
to  be  raysed  &c.;  and  60  bushels  of  wheat  out  of  New  Haven 
County,  and  120  bushels,  of  Fayrefeild  County,  to  be  sent  to  New 
London  to  be  baked  there  into  bread.  Out  of  New  London  County, 
24  men  to  be  raysed,  viz  : out  of  Kenilworth,  two  ; of  Say  brook,  4 ; 
out  of  Lime,  2 ; out  of  New  London,  9 ; out  of  Stoneington,  4 ; and 
out  of  Norwich,  3 ; all  with  armes  and  ammunition  compleat  to  be 
ready  to  march  upon  call  &c.  as  p""  the  letters  on  file. 

Out  of  Hartford  County,  56  is  to  be  raysed  as  followeth,  viz  : out 
of  Windsor,  15 ; Hartford,  16;  Wethersfeild,  10;  Farmington,?; 
Midleton,  6 ; Haddam,  2.

For  the  better  regulateing  their  forces  and  keeping  their  souldiers 
to  their  duty,  and  to  prevent  profanesse  it  is  ordered  p’’  the  Councill, 
as  followeth  : — 

1.  That  whosoeuer  shall  presume  to  blaspheme  the  holy  and 
blessed  Trinity,  God  the  Father,  God  the  Son,  or  God  the  Holy 
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officers  are  Capt.  Newbery,  John  Standly  Lnt.,  Nath*  Standly 
Ens: 

/ It  is  ordered  that  there  be  forthwith  raysed  in  the  county  of  New 
[Haven,  sixty  dragoons,  to  be  in  readiness  for  a march,  with  their 
armes  and  ammunition  compleat,  upon  an  bower’s  warning ; the 
Assistants  of  that  county  to  proportion  the  numbers  to  be  raysed  in 
each  plantation,  and  to  appoynt  the  commanders,  a Liuetenant,  En- 
signe  and  2 Sarj'®.  It  is  desired  the  small  plantations  be  considered 
and  favoured,  in  the  press.* 

/ It  is  allso  ordered  that  there  be  forthwith  raysed  in  the  County  of 
Fayrefeild,  seuenty  dragoones,  to  be  in  readiness  for  a march  with 
their  armes  and  ammunition  compleat,  upon  an  bower’s  warning  ; 
Major  Gold  and  the  Corn’®  of  that  county  or  so  many  of  them  as  shall 
meet  together,  to  proportion  the  numbers  to  be  raysed  in  each  planta- 
tion, and  to  appoynte  a Lnt.,  Ens:  and  two  Sarj‘“  for  the  company. 

The  Providence  of  God  permitting  the  heathen  to  make  disturb- 
ance  amongst  the  English  by  hostill  attempts  upon  them,  hath  occa- 
sioned forces  allready  to  be  sent  forth,  and  brings  a necessity  upon 
^us  to  take  speciall  order  therefore  that  all  persons  be  duely  prepared 
and  prouided  with  armes  and  ammunition  according  to  law  ; and 
therefore  upon  this  urgent  and  necessitous  occasion  the  Councill  hath 
seen  speciall  reason  to  declare  and  order  that  all  those  whoe  are  to 
prouide  armes  and  ammunition  according  to  law,  [meet]  on  Munday 
morning  next  by  sun  an  hower  high  at  the  meeting  house  in  their 
respectiue  plantations,  upon  the  penalty  of  the  forfeiture  of  flue  shil- 
lings for  non-appearance,  there  to  attend  such  farther  directions  as 
shall  be  giuen  them  in  charge  by  their  comanders.

The  Councill  mett  August  8‘”,  and  in  answer  to  a letter  then  rece” 
from  Major  Pynchon,  drew  up  an  answer  and  ordered  it  to  be  signed 
in  the  name  of  the  Councill,  the  coppy  whereof  is  on  file. 


* The  copy  of  a letter  to  the  Assistants  of  New  Haven  and  Fairfield  Counties,  (dated,  Aug. 
9th,)  is  in  War  Papers,  I.  Doc.  1 1.  b.  It  informs  them  that  forty-one  men  had  been  sent  from 
Hartford,  Windsor  and  Wethersfield,  towards  Q.uabaug,  and  along  with  them,  thirty  Indians ; 
but  no  tidings  had  yet  been  received  from  them,  by  the  Council.  The  orders  of  the  Council  for 
raising  dragoons  (as  above,)  were  inclosed.  The  letter  communicates  such  intelligence  of  the 
movements  of  the  enemy,  as  had  been  received ; and  mentions  the  good  service  of  the  Moh^ 
gans  and  Pequots.

This  Court  did  nominate  and  appoynt  the  Reverend  Mr. 
Chancey*  to  be  the  minister  for  the  army,  to  goe  out  with 
Major  Rob<^  Treat  in  this  present  expedition. 

This  Court  appoynted  Thomas  Watts  Captain  of  the 
forces  of  the  county  of  Hartford.  This  Court  allso  appoynted 
John  Standly  and  Sam^i  Marshall  Ensigne  of  the  sayd 
armie. 

This  Court  freed  Sarj<^  William  Cornwell  his  head  from 
payeing  of  rates. 

This  Court  ordered  a hundred  and  twenty  men  to  be  raysed' 
out  of  the  Colony  by  proportion,  (Stoneington  and  Norwich 
onely  exempted.)  It  is  allso  ordered  that  this  hundred  and 
twenty  men  in  case  they  be  improued,  shall  be  taken  out  of 
the  sixty  in  each  county  ordered  to  be  raysed  by  this  Court.y 

The  Court  wrote  a letter  to  Captf^  Apleton  to  giue  him  an 
account  of  what  inteligence  is  w^^  and  allso  to  desire  him 
to  send  down  our  soldiers  or  com  himselfe  to  the  releife  of 
these  plantations,  if  the  enemie  appeare  to  be  repelled  out  of 
those  coasts,  as  p^  the  letter  on  file  will  farther  appeare. 

Forasmuch  as  this  Court,  by  reason  of  inteligence  (both 
from  o'"  freinds  towards  the  Narrogansetts  and  allso  from 
Major  Androssf)  of  great  combinations  and  threatenings  of 
the  Indians  against  the  English,  and  perticularly  against  the 
greatest  part  of  this  Colony,  and  that  speedily  to  be  put  in 
execution,  the  late  experience  and  motion  of  the  enemie  seem- 
ing to  suite  such  a designe,  haue  seen  cause  to  call  backe 
their  present  forces  unto  Hartford  to  be  improued  as  farther 
occasion  may  call  for ; It  is  therefore  hereby  ordered,  that 
each  county  doe  speedily  rayse  out  of  their  severall  townes  in 
their  respective  countyes,  sixty  souldiers,  well  fitted  with  hors 
armes  and  ammunition,  as  dragoones,  who  shall  be  imbodyed 
for  motion  in  their  severall  respectiue  countyes  for  the  de-

The  Councill  did  order  and  impovver  Major  Gold  to  take  spcciall 
order  that  the  souldiers  returned  to  that  county  under  conduct  of 
Gapt.  Seely,  be  forthwith  prepared  w"’  accomadafions  of  cloatheing, 
armes,  and  horss,  sufficient  for  their  march,  when  they  shall  be 
called  forth,  upon  an  bower’s  warning;  and  if  any  of  the  souldiers 
he  disinabled  for  seruice,  that  other  sufficient  able  men  be  prest  to 
supply  their  places  ; and  that  ten  hatchets  be  prouided  for  ten  of  the 
\souldiers  of  that  county,  to  be  worn  by  their  sides  instead  of  swords. 

Whereas  it  was  by  the  authority  of  this  Colony  solemnly  recom- 
mended vnto  the  respective  towns,  for  a speedy  and  effectuall  care 
for  fortifying  and  defence  of  the  same  and  for  cxpediteing  thereof 
there  should  be  meet  persons  chosen  as  a committee  in  each  towne 
to  see  the  same  effected  ; yet  notw‘"standing,  sundry  persons,  through 
refractorinesse  or  negligence,  giue  not  attendance  to  sayd  oi’ders  and 
agreements  in  their  respectiue  plantations,  to  the  hazard  of  the  safety 
of  the  whole,  those  that  attend  the  seruice  discouraged,  and  others 
neglect  by  their  example, — It  is  therefore  ordered  that  the  respectiue 
committees  in  each  town  shall  with  all  speed  take  a veiw  of  all  such 
fortifications,  and  upon  any  defect  in  refuseing  or  neglecting  to  doe 
their  proportions  orderly  layd  out  to  them  according  to  the  true  in- 
tent to  answer  the  end  aymed  at  for  matter  or  manner,  the  sayd  com- 
mittees shall  giue  irnediate  notice  to  them  that  are  defectiue,  that 
they  without  farther  delay  set  about  it  and  giue  not  over  till  finished  ; 
and  if  they  neglect  after  such  warning,  the  sayd  committee  shall 
forthwith  hire  men  effectually  to  finish  the  same,  and  upon  the  com- 
mittee’s presentation  thereof  to  any  Assistant  or  Commissioner,  there 
shall  be  destraint  issued  out  on  the  delinquents’  estate,  to  be  imediately 
dissposed  of,  into  such  specim  as  may  fully  sattisfy  all  the  charge  for 
the  finishing  the  sayd  worke  ; and  farther,  if  the  committees  cannot 
liire  men  and  teames  other  wayes,  they  shall  haue  power  and  order 
for  the  impressing  men  and  teames  for  the  speedy  effecting  the  same. 

Major  Rob‘  Treat  this  day  informed  the  Councill  that  findeing  no 
footsteps  of  the  enemie,  by  all  their  search  made  by  scouts  for  many 
dayes  past,  up  this  River  of  Conecticott,  and  so  judging  the  enemie 
were  remoued,  w"‘  the  consent  of  Capt.  Sam"  Appleton,  commander

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in  cheife,  he  hath  remoued  his  army  hither;  as  by  his  certificate, 
dated  Nov"'  17,  ’75,  may  appeare,  which  is  on  file. 

Tlie  Councill,  according  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Hono'’‘'  Com", 
doe  order  and  appoynt  that  the  second  day  of  December  next  be  ob- 
serued  and  kept  as  a solem  day  of  publique  prayer  and  humiliation, 
in  all  the  congregations  and  plantations  in  this  Colony,  to  supplicate 
the  Lord’s  pardoning  mercy  and  compassion  towards  his  poore  peo- 
ple, and  for  successe  in  o’"  endeauoures  for  the  repelling  of  the  rage 
and  insolencie  of  the  enemie.* 

The  Councill,  haueing  veiwed  the  acts  of  the  Commissioners  and 
considered  the  same,  doe  see  good  reason  to  comply  with  them  so  far\ 
as  to  agree  that  we  will  send  o''  proportion  of  1000  men  upon  the  de- 
signe  according  to  the  articles  of  confederation.  And  we  allow  of 
the  Hono'^'’  Major  Josiah  Winslow  to  be  Commander  in  Cheife  of  the 
vnited  army,  and  doe  nominate  and  impower  Major  Rob'  Treat  to  be 
the  second  in  command,  who  in  case  of  exchange  or  failure,  to  suc- 
ceed as  cheife,  whilst  in  our  Colony.

The  Councill  order  that  the  Treasurer  send  three  barrellsof  pow- 
der  to  New  London  for  the  present  expedition,  and  seven  hundred 
waight  of  lead,  and  a stock  of  flints. 

The  Councill  ordered  that  the  three  hundred  bushell  of  wheat, 
three  barrells  of  powder,  nine  hundred  waight  of  bulletts  and  stock 
of  flints,  and  the  chees  now  at  New  London,  with  what  els  shall  be 


* The  Commissioners  of  the  U.  Colonies  met  (by  adjournment.)  at  Boston,  on  the  2d  of  No- 
vember. They  made  a formal  declaration  of  war  against  the  Narragansett  Indians ; ordered 
1000  men  to  be  raised,  from  the  several  colonies;  appointed  Gov.  Winslow,  of  Plymouth,  Com- 
mander-in-chief, agreeing  that  the  second  in  command  should  be  appointed  by  the  General 
Court  or  Council  of  Connecticut,  when  the  forces  should  be  in  that  Colony  ; ordered  the  Con- 
necticut soldiers  to  rendezvous  at  Norwich,  Stonington  and  New  London,  and  those  of  Massa- 
chu.setts  and  Plymouth,  at  Rehoboth,  Providence  and  Warwick,  by  the  10th  of  December ; and 
recommended  to  the  several  Colonies  to  appoint  a day  of  humiliation  and  prayer  for  the  success 
of  the  enterprise  in  which  they  were  about  to  engage,  on  the  2d  of  December.

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sent  for  the  army,  be  deliuered  to  Mr.  Josh:  Raymond  of  New  Lon- 
don, whoe  is  ordered  forthwith  to  take  care  that  the  come  be  baked 
into  bread  and  secured  in  his  hands,  with  what  els  may  be  deliuered 
to  him,  to  deliuer  it  out  of  his  hands  agayn  by  order  from  the  Major 
of  the  army  or  the  Commissary,  he  keeping  an  acco‘  of  what  he  de- 
liuers  and  to  whome,  and  what  he  receiues  and  by  whome. 

Steven  Barrett  is  appoynted  Commissary  of  the  army,  and  is  im- 
powered  to  grant  tickets  for  the  quartering  of  men  and  horss,  and 
allso  by  his  warrants  to  impress  such  other  conveniences  as  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  souldierie,  by  the  appoyntment  of  the  Major  or 
other  Commanders. 

The  Councill  orders  that  there  be  three  hundred  bushells  of  wheat 
raysed  for  the  supply  of  the  army,  to  be  forthwith  prepared  ; one 
hundred  and  fifty  bushells  out  of  the  county  of  Hartford,  and  one 
hundred  bushells  out  of  the  county  of  Fayrefsild,  and  fifty  out  of 
New  Hauen  county  ; to  be  forthwith  convayed  to  New  London,  then 
to  be  grownd  and  baked  into  biskitt.  The  Treasurer  to  take  order 
for  that  to  be  raysed  in  Hartford  county  ; Mr.  Bryant  and  L"‘  Fow- 
ler to  prouide  for  that  of  New  Haven  county,  in  Milford  ; Major 
Gold,  Mr.  John  Burr  and  Mr.  Joseph  Hawley  to  rayse  that  for 
Fayrefeild,  in  those  towns  where  it  may  be  best  and  most  speedily  be 
had  and  convayed  as  afoarsayd.  This  to  be  accomplished  at  or  be- 
fore the  first  of  the  next  moneth  ; and  the  afoarsayd  committee  are 
impowered  to  impress  men  and  come  or  vessells,  according  as  there 
shall  be  occasion,  to  accomplish  as  afoarsayd. 

I The  Councill  haueing  ordered  to  send  their  proportion  of  a thow- 
\sand  men  to  guarde  our  frontiers,  according  to  the  order  of  the  Com- 
missioners, doe  order  that  the  men  be  raysed  as  followeth  : — out  of 
Hartford  County,  those  that  haue  allready  been  on  the  service  and 
are  present  fitt  for  seruice,  and  soe  many  added  as  may  make  it  one 
hundred  and  tenn  ; and  out  of  New  Haven  County,  sixty-three ; and 
out  of  Fayrfeild  County,  seventy-two  ; and  out  of  New  London 
County,  seventy  : all  to  be  raysed  in  like  manner  as  those  of  Hart- 
ford County.  The  souldiers  of  Fayrefeild  to  be  proportioned  and 
raysed  by  the  Assistants  and  Commissioners  of  Fayrefeild  County  : 
those  of  New  Haven  to  be  raysed  and  proportioned  by  the  Assistants 
of  that  County  : those  of  Hartford  to  be  raysed  and  proportioned  by 
those  of  the  Councill  of  Hartford  County  : those  of  New  London  to 
be  raysed,  eighteen  at  Norwich,  forty  at  New  London,  Stoneington 
and  Lyme,  at  Saybrooke  eight,  and  Kellingworth  fewer.  All  sol- 
diers to  be  fitted  with  armes  and  ammunition  suitable  ; to  be  trans- 
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ported  soe  as  they  may  be  at  New  London  before  the  tenth  of  Decem- 
ber next,  there  to  attend  their  Major’s  order.  The  Assistants  and' 
Commissioners  of  New  Haven  and  Fayrefeild  are  to  see  to  the  diss- 
patch  and  transport  of  all  persons  and  things,  in  due  order  and  season 
as  afoarsayd,  from  theire  respectiue  countyes. 

It  is  ordered  that  ten  good  serviceable  hatchets  be  provided  in  each 
county  for  the  use  of  the  army,  and  ten  soldiers  to  carry  them  in* 
stead  of  svvordes. 

The  Councill  orders  and  prohibits  the  transportation  of  all  sort  of 
provission  out  of  the  county  of  New  London  for  the  space  of  two 
moneths  from  the  date  hereof,  without  speciall  license  from  the  Coun- 
cill, upon  the  penalty  of  forfeiting  all  such  prouissions  as  shall  be 
shipped  for  transportation,  or  the  value  thereof ; and  all  constables 
are  required  to  take  speciall  care  that  this  order  be  attended.  And 
one-third  of  all  forfeitures  that  shall  arise  by  vertue  of  any  discoue- 
rie  of  the  breach  of  this  order  shall  be  and  belong  to  the  discouerer.

Whereas  Owanecoe  hath  taken  seuerall  captiues  of  the  Phillipe- 
ans,  these  are  to  certify  that  the  Councill  doe  leaue  it  with  him  to 
dispose  of  them  by  sale  or  otherwayes  as  he  shall  find  most  advanta- 
gious  to  himselfe. 

The  Councill  ordered  Mr.  Rob‘  Chapman  to  examin  such  vessells 
as  pass  out  of  theire  port,  to  see  that  they  doe  not  transgress  the  order 
of  the  Court  about  transporting  of  graine. 

The  Councill  doth  grant  Mr.  Wm.  Jones  liberty  to  transport  ten 
pownds  worth  of  hides  and  tallowe,  and  ten  pownds  in  pease,  Indian 
and  ry,  for  the  supply  of  his  famaly  in  necessaries. 

The  Councill  doe  grant  Mr.  James  Bishop  liberty  to  transport 
fuure  or  fiue  hides,  the  tanner  being  not  able  to  tann  them,  for  the 
supply  of  his  famaly. 

The  Councill  ordered  that  the  hundred  and  ten  men  that  were  to 
be  raysed  in  the  county  of  Hartford  shall  be  raysed  as  followeth  : — 
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out  of  Hartford,  thirty  ; out  of  WindsCr,  twenty-eight ; out  of  Weth- 
ersfeild,  twenty-three  ; out  of  Farmington,  fifteen  ; out  of  Midleton, 
foureteene  : — and  the  commanders  are  to  haue  each  of  them  a horss, 
and  euery  three  souldiers  a horss  between  them. 

It  is  ordered  that  the  wages  that  shall  be  allowed  for  each  officer, 
souldier  and  horss,  be  as  followeth  ; — the  Major  shall  haue  thirty 
shillings  p""  week  ; a captaine,  twenty  shillings  ; a liuetenant,  sixteen 
shillings  ; an  ensigne,  foureteene  shillings,  a seargeant,  twelue  shil- 
lings; and  a priuate  souldier,  eight  shillings  p'' week.  And  for  each 
horsse,  three  shillings  p’'  weeke.  All  this  to  be  payd  out  of  the  pub- 
lique  treasury  : and  two  men  in  each  and  euery  towne  are  to  pass 
and  signe  euery  one’s  payment  that  is  due  from  the  Treasurie. 
And  for  quarterage,  for  a man,  fiue  shillings  p"'  weeke,  and  for  horss 
pasturage,  four  pence  a day.

way  by  water  or  land  to  N London,  for  the  end  afoarsayd  ; if  by 
land,  then  cuery  commission  officer  to  haue  a horss  to  himselfc,  and 
euery  three  soldiers  to  haue  a horss  between  them  ; as  by  the  coppy 
of  the  letter  to  the  Major,  on  file,  more  at  large  it  will  appeare. 

Nov'  28,  1675.  The  Councill  by  a letter  adulsed  Major  Winthrop 
and  Mr.  Wilherly  of  the  appoyntment  they  had  made  of  Major 
Treat’s  marching  forthwith  to  their  releife,  and  desireing  of  them  to 
engage  the  Pequotts  and  Moheags  to  destroy  the  enemie,  what  they 
could  ; and  allso,  to  desire  them  to  certify  Mr.  James  Noyse  thiit  we 
had  appoynted  him  to  be  minister  to  o'  army,  and  therefore  vve  desire 
him  to  prepare  himselfe  to  go  forth  w '■  them  ; as  p'  the  coppy  of  the 
letter  on  file  will  appeare. 

A like  letter  was  sent  to  Mr.  Fitch,  desireing  him  to  encourage  the 
Indians,  Moheags  and  Pequots  against  the  enemie,  and  actually  to 
engage  them  as  much  as  may  be,  and  to  be  carefull  what  ammunition 
was  put  into  their  hands,  &c.  as  p'  the  letter  on  file.

The  Councill  gaue  Owaneco  by  letter  an  acco‘  of  what  intelligence 
was  com  to  hand,  and  allso  commissioned  him  to  doe  his  best  to  as- 
sault the  enemie,  &c.  as  p'  the  originall  on  file  will  appeare.  Mr. 
Richd.  Lord  was  appoynted  to  goe  to  Owaneco  and  giue  him  an  un- 
derstanding of  o'  commission  sent  him. 

Nou'  30.  Capt.  Newbery  being  disinahled  to  goe  forth  in  this  ex- 
pedition, Sam"_  Marshall  was  appoynted  Captaine,  and  commissioned 
accordingly  with  the  rest  of  the  officers. 
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call  upon  Vncass  at  their  return  and  to  setle  and  dispose  the 
sayd  Indians  accordingly.* 

This  Court  considering  the  good  seruice  of  such  commis- 
sion officers  and  sarjts  as  haue  been  in  office  in  the  late  warrs 
against  the  Indians,  whoe  haue  not  the  same  offices  in  the 
Trained  Bands,  doe  see  cause  to  honor  their  deserts  by  ex- 
empting them  from  training  as  priuate  souldiers,  requireing 
only  that  all  such  officers  be  present  at  all  the  traineings  of 
the  respectiue  bands  where  they  liye,  with  theire  swords,  and 
there,  as  the  cheife  officers  of  the  trained  bands  that  are  pres- 
ent shall  desire  them,  to  exercise  the  company  or  part  thereof 
in  that  office  that  they  bore  in  the  warrs,  for  their  owne  and 
the  company’s  better  furtherance  in  the  miUitary  discipline, 
vnless  themselues  shall  chuse  to  fall  into  the  same  capacitie 
in  the  bands  they  were  in  before  the  wars.  And  if  any  such 
officers  doe  refuse  or  neglect  to  be  present  at  the  severall 
traineings  and  attend  the  desire  of  the  officers  of  the  trained 
bands,  they  shall  be  lyable  to  the  same  penalty  that  the  law 
apends  to  the  same  offence  in  millitary  officers. 

1 Allso  all  commission  officers,  viz.  such  as  were  made  so 
in  the  late  war  shall  be  freed  from  halfe  their  watch  and 
warde,  onely  in  ordinary  times  of  peace. 

Vpon  the  motion  of  Mr.  John  Saffin  in  behalfe  of  sundry 
Gent"  that  doe  assert  they  haue  right  in  the  Narragancett 
country : — 

1.  This  Court  declares  that  they  will  endeauoure  the  setle- 
ment  of  the  sayd  land  in  the  Narrogancett  country  in  such 
way  and  manner  as  may  conduce  to  the  honnour  of  -God  and 
the  pub:  interest  of  the  Colony  and  those  concerned  therein. 

2.  This  Court  doth  nominate  and  appoynt  Major  John 
Tallcott,  Capt^i  Rob*^  Chapman,  L^t  Tho:  Tracey,  Tho: 
Minor  and  Mr.  John  Bankes,  together  with  any  two  that 
shall  be  appoynted  by  Mr.  John  Saffin  and  company,  if  they 
pleas  to  be  present  at  Mr.  Bull’s  in  the  Narrowgancett  coun- 
try upon  the  ll‘h  of  June  next,  to  take  a view  of  the  s<^  coun- 
try and  consider  what  places  may  be  fitt  for  plantations,  and 
what  inhabitants  eaeh  plantation  may  contayne  and  what

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seers  shall  be  and  are  hereby  further  authorized  and  impowered  to 
provide  and  agree  with  herdsmen,  shepherds,  bell-men  &c. ; for  the 
maintainance  and  repair  of  bridges,  churches,  meeting  houses,  town 
houses,  school  houses,  watch  houses,  cages,  and  stocks,  where  the 
same  are,  or  occasion  for  them,  in  their  respective  towns ; and  shall 
and  may,  by  warrant  from  any  two  justices  of  the  peace,  one  being  of 
the  quorum,  make  assessments  on  the  inhabitants,  and  to  cause  the 
same  to  be  levied  by  the  constables  to  satisfy  and  defray  the  charge 
and  expense  thereof ; of  all  which  to  render  a distinct  and  plain 
account  at  the  yearly  town  meeting  of  the  inhabitants,  to  be  examined 
and  allowed  of  in  like  manner  as  before  is  provided  for  the  money 
raised  or  to  be  raised  for  the  relief  of  the  poor. 

And  it  is  further'  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  from 
henceforth  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  inhabitants  of  any  town  wdth- 
in  this  Dominion  to  meet  or  convene  themselves  together  at  a town 
meeting,  upon  any  pretence  or  colour  whatsoever,  but  at  the  times 
before  mentioned  and  appointed  for  the  choice  of  town  officers  as 
aforesaid. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  sev- 
eral constables  in  the  respective  towns  within  this  Dominion  shall  be 
likewise  chosen  and  nominated  in  the  said  annual  town  meeting,  and 
the  persons  so  chosen  presented  to  the  next  Court  of  Sessions  to  be 
holden  in  the  respective  counties,  there  to  take  the  oath  usually  ad- 
ministered for  the  faithfull  discharge  of  that  office  for  one  year  or 
until  another  be  sworn  in  his  or  their  places;  and  that  if  any  person 
or  persons  so  nominated  and  chosen  shall  refuse  to  serve  or  take  the 
oath  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  the  use  of  his  Majesty 
the  sum  of  five  pounds,  to  be  recovered  by  bill,  plaint  or  information 
in  any  of  his  Majesty’s  courts  within  this  Dominion : and  the  said 
Court  of  Sessions  shall  forthwith  order  and  appoint  any  other  pei’son 
or  persons  to  serve  in  his  or  their  steads,  who,  if  too  remote  to  attend 
at  the  Sessions,  may  be  sworn  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  out  of 
sessions.

An  Act  for  settling  the  Militia. 

Whereas  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  inhabitants  throughout 
this  Territory  and  Dominion  be  well  arnied  and  trained  up  in  the  art. 
military,  as  well  for  the  honour  and  service  of  his  most  excellent 
Majesty  as  for  the  preservation  and  defence  thereof  from  any  violence 
or  invasion  whatsoever. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governour  and  Council  and  it  is 
hereby  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  no  per-

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I son  whatsoever  above  sixteen  years  of  a^e  remain  unlisted  by  them- 
selves, masters,  mistresses,  or  employers,  under  the  captain  or  other 
officers  in  the  respective  places  of  their  abode,  in  foot  or  horse,  the 
1 space  of  six  weeks,  on  penalty  of  forty  shillings,  and  so  for  every  six 
\ weeks  such  persons  shall  remain  unlisted.  And  that  every  foot  soldier 
be  provided  with  a well-fixed  musket,  the  barrel  not  under  three  foot 
in  length  and  the  bore  for  a bullet  of  twelve  to  the  pound,  a collar  of 
bandoliers  or  cartouch  box  with  twelve  charges  of  powder  and  bullets 
at  the  least,  and  a sword,  or,  if  the  officer  so  appoint,  with  a good  pike 
and  sword;  and  so  shall  appear  when  and  where  appointed,  upon 
penalty  of  six  shillings  for  his  defiiult  in  not  appearing  and  four  shil- 
lings for  want  of  each  cliarge  of  powder  or  bullets,  musket,  pike,  sword, 
bandoliers  or  cartouch  box,  so  as  the  whole  penalty  for  any  person  at 
one  time  exceed  not  ten  shillings  ; and  that  every  soldier  belonging  to 
the  horse  shall,  when  and  where  commanded,  appear  and  be  provided 
wdth  a good  serviceable  horse  covered  with  a good  saddle,  with 
holsters,  breastplate  and  crupper,  and  case  of  good  pistols  and  sword, 
and  half  a pound  [n/ ] powder,  and  twenty  sizeable  bullets,  on  penalty 
of  ten  shillings  for  each  time  absence  and  six  shillings  for  default  of 
each  the  particulars  above  mentioned,  so  as  the  whole  penalty  for  one 
time  exceed  not  fifteen  shillings.  And  every  trooper  [^shall]  have 
at  his  usual  place  of  abode  a well  fixed  carabine,  with  belt  and  swivel, 
on  penalty  of  ten  shillings,  which  they  shall  bring  into  the  field  when 
commanded,  upon  penalty  of  answering  the  same  at  a court  martial. 
Provided  nevertheless,  that  if  any  person  who  is  to  provide  arms  or 
ammunition  cannot  purchase  them  by  such  means  as  he  hath,  he  shall 
bring  to  the  clerk  of  the  company  so  much  corn  or  other  merchanta- 
ble goods  as  by  apprizement  of  the  clerk  and  two  of  the  company 
mutually  chosen  by  them  shall  be  judged  of  a greater  value  by  a fifth 
part  than  such  arms  and  ammunition  is  of,  and  thereupon  shall  be 
excused  from  the  penalty  for  -want  of  arms  and  ammunition,  but  not 
from  appeai’ance,  until  he  be  provided  for  and  furnished,  which  the 
said  clerk  shall  do  as  soon  as  may  be,  by  sale  of  sucli  goods,  and  ren- 
der the  overplus  if  any  be  to  the  party.  But  if  any  person  be  not 
able  to  provide  himseif  arms  and  ammunition,  through  his  mere  pov- 
erty, if  he  be  single,  he  shall  be  put  to  service  by  any  justice  of  the 
peace,  to  procure  him  estate  to  purchase  arms _ with,  and  his  master 
shall  find  him  arms  during  his  service;  if  otherwise,  the  selectmen, 
townsmen  or  overseers  shall  provide  and  furnish  him  with  arms  and 
ammunition  at  the  pubiick  charge  of  the  town,  the  which  arms  shall 
be  kept  by  the  clerk  of  each  respective,  company,  well  fixed  and  fitted 
for  service,  under  the  care  and  inspection  of  the  chief  military  officers 
there. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  no  person 
so  listed  as  aforesaid  shall  depart  thence  without  a discharge  from  the 
commander  of  the  company  or  troop  where  listed,  on  penalty  of  forty 
shillings;  and  that  no  commander  of  any  company  or  troop  shall 
refuse,  when  desired,  to  give  a discharge  in  writing  to  any  that  is 
removing  his  abode  out  of  the  precincts,  under  the  penalty  of  five 
pounds. 
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And  it  is  further  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  authority  aforesaid, 
That  all  Captains  of  companies  of  foot  or  troops  of  horse  shall,  within 
six  months  from  and  after  publication  of  this  act,  provide  for  their 
companies  and  ti'oops,  drums,  drummers  and  colours,  trumpets,  trum- 
peters and  banners,  at  their  own  charge,  under  penalty  of  ten  pounds, 
and  so  for  every  six  months  such  commanders  shall  remain  unpro- 
vided; and  that  the  Colonels  of  the  respective  Regiments,  or  other 
chief  officers,  shall  once  every  year,  at  the  least,  issue  out  their  war- 
rants to  their  inferiour  officers,  commanding  them  to  make  diligent 
search  and  inquiry  in  their  several  precincts,  that  all  be  duly  listed, 
armed  and  equipped,  and  to  return  to  them  such  defects  as  shall  be 
found,  to  the  end  the  same  may  be  reformed,  on  penalty  of  one  hun- 
dred pounds. 

And  that  three  times  in  every  year,  or  oftener  if  command  be  given 
by  his  Majesty’s  Captain  General  or  Commander-in-chief  for  the 
time  being,  the  several  companies  and  troops  in  each  Regiment  shall 
meet  at  the  next  and  most  convenient  place  to  be  appointed  by  their 
respective  officers,  to  be  then  and  there  by  them  mustered  and  exer- 
cised. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  once 
every  year,  or  oftener  if  thereunto  commanded,  each  particular  cap- 
tain, or  lieutenant,  where  no  captain  is  appointed,  shall  give  to  his 
field  officer,  and  the  field  officer  to  his  Majesty’s  said  Captain  General 
or  Commander-in-chief  for  the  time  being,  fair  written  rolls  of  their 
respective  companies  and  regiments.  And  if  any  field  officer,  captain 
or  other  inferiour  officer  or  soldier  shall  neglect  or  contemn  perform- 
ing the  lawful  commands  of  their  respective  superiour  officers,  he  or 
they  shall  be  punished  by  fine,  cashiering  or  other  punishment,  accord- 
ing to  the  discretion  of  a court  martial. 

Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  and  declared  by  the 
authority  aforesaid.  That  the  several  fines  and  forfeitures  mentioned 
in  this  act  and  not  declared  in  what  manner  they  shall  be  recovered 
and  how  disposed  of,  that  all  such  as  do  relate  to  any  person  under 
the  degree  of  a captain  shall  be  to  the  respective  captains,  to  defray 
the  charge  of  their  companies  or  troops,  and  to  be  levied  before  the 
next  exei’cising  day,  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  offender’s  goods,  by 
the  captain’s  warrant  to  the  clerk ; but  if  the  offender  be  a servant, 
the  owner’s  goods  shall  be  liable  to  the  distress  and  sale  as  aforesaid, 
so  that  satisfaction  may  be  made:  and  for  all  other  penalties  men- 
tioned in  this  act,  the  same  shall  be  levied  by  distress  and  sale  of  the 
offender’s  goods  and  chattels,  by  warrant  from  the  chief  field  officers 
in  the  respective  places  oi’  from  his  Majesty’s  Captain  General  or 
Coinmander-in-chief  for  the  time  being;  one  half  thereof  shall  be  to 
our  sovereign  lord  the  King,  his  heirs  and  successors,  for  and  towards 
the  support  of  his  government  here,  the  other  half  to  the  informer. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  all  per- 
sons listed  as  aforesaid  shall  readily  attend  and  serve  on  the  watch 
when  appointed,  under  the  penalty  of  three  shillings  for  each  default: 
and  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  captain  or  other  commis- 
sion officer  under  the  degree  of  a captain,  in  their  captain’s  absence, 
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to  grant  warrants  of  distress  against  any  persons  whatsoever  that  shall 
absent  themselves  from  their  duty  on  the  watch  or  night  guards,  they 
keeping  an  exact  account  of  all  sums  and  forfeitures  levied  and 
received  thereby,  which  they  are  to  render  to  their  superiour  officers 
when  required:  provided  always,  that  no  trooper  shall  be  obliged  to 
watch  or  ward  but  under  the  command  of  his  proper  officer,  and  in 
his  proper  arms. 

And  it  is  also  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid,  that  no 
person  whatsoever  presume  to  fire  any  small  arms  after  eight  of  the 
clock  at  night,  unless  in  case  of  an  alarm,  insurrection  or  other  law- 
ful occasion  ; and  in  either  of  the  said  cases,  four  muskets  or  small 
arms  distinctly  fired,  or,  where  great  guns  are,  the  firing  of  one  great 
gun  and  two  muskets  or  small  arms  distinctly,  and  beating  of  'drum, 
shall  be  taken  for  an  alarm ; and  every  person  that  shall  neglect  his 
duty  in  taking  and.  giving  forward  any  alarm  by  firing  as  aforesaid, 
or  shall  be  guilty  of  firing  any  small  arms  after  eight  of  the  clock  at 
night,  unless  as  aforesaid;  shall  be  fined  or  otherwise  punished  at  the 
discretion  of  a court  martial,  not  extending  to  life  or  limb.  And  in 
case  of  such  alarm,  every  soldier  is  immediately  to  repair  armed  to 
his  colours  or  court  of  guard,  upon  the  penalty  of  five  pounds.  And 
for  the  better  prevention  of  false  alarms,  that  no  captain,  master  or 
commander  of  any  ship  or  vessel  riding  at  anchor  in  any  [of~\  the 
harbors,  ports  or  bays  within  this  Dominion,  or  any  other  person,  fire 
any  gun  after  eight  of  the  clock  at  night,  under  penalty  of  forty  shill- 
ings for  every  gun  so  fired,  to  be  levied  by  warrant  from  the  chief 
officer,  not  under  the  degree  of  a captain,  (who  is  hereby  impowered 
to  administer  an  oath  and  give  judgment  thereupon,)  by  distress  or 
sale  of  the  offender’s  goods,  or  for  want  of  distress  the  said  chief  offi- 
cer is  hereby  impowered  to  commit  such  offender  to  jail,  there  to 
remain  until  payment  of  the  same  ; and  that  in  case  the  said  ofiicer 
shall  not  perform  his  duty  therein,  he  shall  forfeit  ten  pounds,  to  be 
levied  by  warrant  from  the  Governor  or  Commander-in-chief  for  the 
time  being : provided  always,  that  this  clause  shall  in  no  ways  con- 
cern or  extend  to  any  captain  or  officer  of  any  of  his  Majesty’s  ships 
of  war,  for  their  firing  at  setting  of  the  watch. 

Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  and  declared  hy  the  au- 
thority aforesaid,  that  all  trumpeters  and  drummers  lately  in  service, 
or  that  shall  by  the  several  captains  be  put  into  that  service,  shall 
hold  and  attend  the  said  service  during  the  captain’s  pleasure,  upon 
the  salary  of  forty  shillings  per  annum  for  a trumpeter  and  twenty 
shillings  per  annum  for  a drummer  finding  their  trumpet  and  drum, 
and  twenty  shillings  for  a trumpeter  and  ten  shillings  for  a di’ummer 
if  the  captain  find  them,  upon  penalty  of  forty  shillings. 

Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  further  enacted  and  declared, 
that  all  the  members  of  his  Majesty’s  council,  justices  of  the  peace, 
sheriffs,  coroners,  and  all  officers  of  courts  ; ministers  ; the  president, 
fellows,  students  and  officers  of  Harvard  college ; professed  and 
allowed  schoolmasters,  physicians  and  chirurgeons ; treasurers,  sur- 
veyors and  deputy*  surveyors ; masters  of  ships  and  other  vessels 
above  twenty  tons,  in  actual  employ ; constant  fishermen  and  herds- 
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men  ; the  clerks  belonging  to  the  surveyor’s  office  ; and  one  servant 
of  every  member  of  the  council,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  excepted 
and  exempted  from  training  or  watching  as  before  in  this  act  is  re- 
quired ; as  also  all  officers  imployed  about  his  Majesty’s  revenue. 

Provided  always,  and  it  is  f urther  enacted,  that  in  case  the  fines 
and  forfeitures  for  defaults  allowed  to  the  captains  as  aforesaid  shall 
fall  short  of  the  charge  of  providing  drums,  drummers  and  colours, 
the  account  thereof  being  given  to  the  chief  field  officer  and  by  him 
allowed,  the  sum  wanting  shall  be  supplied  and  satisfied  by  the  select 
men,  townsmen  or  overseers  out  of  the  moneys  raised  or  to  be  raised 
to  defray  other  public  charge  in  each  respective  town.

An  Act  for  additional  Duties  of  Imposts  and  Excise,  for  the 
better  collecting  and  securing  his  Majesty’s  Revenue. 

Whereas  the  several  Rates,  Duties  and  Imposts  heretofore  contin- 
ued and  established  are  found  to  be  far  short  of  the  ordinary  and  ne- 
cessary charge  required  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  his  Maj- 
esty’s government  of  this  his  Territory  and  Dominion  of  New  Eng- 
land, which  that  it  may  be  supplied  in  the  best  and  easiest  manner. 
Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governour  and  Council,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that  for  all  Wines,  Brandy,  Rum 
and  other  Strong  Waters  that  shall  at  any  time  or  times  hereafter  be 
imported  into  this  his  Majesty’s  Territory  and  Dominion  of  New 
England,  or  any  part  thereof,  from  any  place  whatsoever,  there  shall 
be  further  paid  to  his  Majesty’s  treasurer  or  receivei’-general,  or  such 
other  person  or  persons  as  are  or  shall  be  appointed  to  collect  and 
receive  the  same,  the  additional  customs  and  duties  following,  that  is 
to  say ; for  every  pipe  of  Fayal  wines  or  any  other  wines  of  the  Western 
Islands,  the  sum  of  twenty  shillings  ; for  every  pipe  [q/’J  Madeira 
wines,  sixteen  shillings  and  eight  pence ; for  every  pipe  of  Sherry, 
Sack,  Malaga,  Canary,  Tent  and  Alicant,  ten  shillings ; over  and 
above  the  customs  and  duties  mentioned  and  expressed  in  another 
Act,  intituled.  An  Act  for  the  continuing  and  establishing  of  several 
Rates,  Duties  and  Imposts.  And  whereas  by  the  said  Act,  the  excise 
on  all  wines  sold  by  retail  within  the  said  Territory  and  Dominion  is 
mentioned  to  be  paid  after  the  rate  of  fifty  shillings  per  pipe.  It  is 
hereby  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that  from  henceforth 
in  lieu  and  stead  of  the  said  fifty  shillings  per  pipe,  there  shall  be 
paid  to  his  Majesty’s  treasurer  or  receiver-general  as  aforesaid,  or  to 
such  other  person  or  persons  as  are  or  shall  be  appointed  to  collect 
and  receive  the  same,  for  all  wines  sold  by  retail  within  any  part  of 
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Capt.  Moses  Mansfeild,  Aiiram  Dickerman ; for  N.  Haueii. 
Capt.  Beard,  Sam"  Buckingham;  for  Milford. 

M""  John  Burr,  M"'  John  IVakeman ; for  Fayrefeild. 

M*'  Rich^  Blackleach,  M^  James  Judson;  for  Stratford. 

Mr  Thomas  Yale  ; for  IVallingford. 

L'rt  Nath.  White,  Ens.  lY™  Cheeny ; for  Midleton. 

Mr  Ephraim  Minor  ; for  Stoneington. 

Mr  Sam"  Hoyte  ; for  Standford.

The  Court  being  mett,  the  Gouernor  informed  the  Court  that 
tho  occasion  of  this  meeting  was  that  ho  receiued  siindry  let- 
ters from  the  Massachusots,  and  from  Ca})tain  Leislcr,  of  New 
Y^ork,  and  from  Col.  Pynchon,  in  which  letters  the  sayd  gent" 
of  Massachusots  niouod  that  there  might  bo  commissioners 
meet  at  Rhode  Island  on  the  last  Munday  of  this  moneth  from 
this  Colony  and  all  the  rest  of  the  Colonys ; 2.  that  we  would 
take  care  to  continue  Capt.  Bull  at  Albany,  or  if  he  bo  returned 
to  send  him  or  som  other  in  his  roonio,  with  suitable  forces  to 
guard  Albany,  and  to  joyno  with  such  others  as  shall  be  sent  to 
inuade  tho  French  towards  Cahedy ; 3.  Major  John  Fynchon 
manifested  his  desire  to  hauo  twenty  or  thirty  men  to  scout 
and  guard  the  up}>er  plantations ; 1.  Cajtt*'  Lcisler,  Capt.  Ad- 
sell  and  M*'  Fembrooke  desired  liberty  of  raysoing  volunteers 
to  goo  to  Canida  and  to  secure  Albany ; M*'  Lcuingston  allso 
moued  the  Court  in  the  bohalfo  of  Albany,  that  some  forces 
might  speedily  be  sent  thither  for  tho  preseruation  of  that  post 
and  offending  tho  enemie,  (as  by  scuorall  proposalls  ho  gauo 
into  the  Court  in  writting  will  appeare.)*  All  which  was  con-

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sidercd  by  the  Court,  and  the  Court  did  see  a necessity  of  \ 
utmost  endeauours  to  prevent  the  French  of  attaccpiing  or  set- 
leiiig  at  Albany,  and  therefore  did  order  that  two  foot  compa- 
nyes  shall  be  with  all  speed  raysed  and  sent  to  Albany,  to  take  / 
all  opportunities  and  advantages  against  the  eneniic  to  destroy 
them.  Capt"  Joseph  Fitch  was  appoynted  to  be  captain  of  one 
of  those  companies,  and  M*"  Sam"  Fozdike  is  appoynted  of 
sayd  company,  and  John  Stedman,  ensigne.  The  company  is 
to  consist  of  sixty  foure  English  souldiers,  besides  officers,  and 
so  many  Indians  as  will  go  forth  with  them,  to  the  number  of 
forty,  which  company  is  to  be  raysed  out  of  the  county  of  Hart- 
ford and  New  London.  The  other  company  is  to  be  raysed  in 
the  countyes  of  Newhauen  and  Fayrcfeild,  and  is  to  consist  of 
sixty  English  and  forty  Indians,  if  so  many  Indians  shall  be 
found  willing  to  goe,  and  Ebenezer  Johnson  is  appoynted  their 
captain,  and  Samuel  Newton  their  !■'*,  and  Auger  Tomlinson 
their  ensigne.  The  companies  to  be  raysed  are  so  many  vol- 
unteers as  shall  appeare,  and  the  rest  to  be  prest  souldiers. 

This  Court  tindcing  a necessity  that  money  be  raysed  to 
carry  an  end  the  war  and  pay  the  souldiers  that  haue  been  at 
[210]  Albany  this  winter,  ||  and  that  something  may  bo  in  a 
readincssc  for  that  purpose,  this  Court  doc  grant  and  order 
that  there  be  a rate  of  fower  pence  upon  the  pownd  raised  of 
all  the  rateable  estate  of  the  Colony,  to  be  payd  one  halfc 
forthwith,  and  the  other  halfe  at  or  before  the  last  of  Noueni- 
ber  next,  to  be  payd  in  the  same  species  and  price  as  the  rate 
granted  October  last  was  ordered  to  be  payd  in,  onely  there  is 
a liberty  granted  to  pay  a fowerth  part  in  bcife  well  repact,  at 
forty  shillings  p barell. 

Forasmuch  as  the  present  dispensation  of  God’s  prouidence 
towards  us  in  the  war  we  are  ingaged  in  with  the  French  and 
Indians,  and  the  effects  thereof  being  uncertain,  and  what 
opportunities  we  shall  haue  to  plant  and  sowe  being  uncertain, 
and  allso  the  danger  that  may  be  of  transportation  to  Boston, 
by  reason  of  pirates,  it  is  ordered  by  the  Governo*'  and  Gener- 
ali Court  that  there  shall  be  no  corn  nor  prouissions  of  any  sort 
shiped  on  boardc  any  yessell  in  any  portc  of  this  Colony,  to  be 
transported  out  of  this  Colony,  for  the  space  of  three  moneths 
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That  there  may  be  no  fay  lure  of  obteyiiing  what  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  fitting  out  our  souldiers  for  the  defence  of 
Albany  and  the  present  war,  this  Court  recommends  it  to  the 
select  men  and  Assistants  and  com^s  in  the  seuerall  plantations 
to  moue  their  inhabitants  to  lend  the  Colony  what  prouissions 
or  grayn  or  other  estate  they  can  atfoard  for  the  carying  on  of 
those  affayres,  upon  the  pub ; fayth  of  the  Colony  to  be  repay d 
again  in  ten  moneths,  and  that  an  acco*^  be  returned  forthwith 
to  the  Governor  or  Councill  what  shall  be  so  raysed. 

Whereas  the  present  occassion  of  the  country  doe  call  for  us 
to  put  ourselues  in  a posture  of  war,  and  there  seemes  to  be  a 
necessity  that  there  be  a Councill  of  War  stated  and  setled 
amongst  us  for  the  transactions  of  such  occassions  as  shall 
necessarily  call  for  to  be  attended  in  the  vacancy  of  the  Gen- 
erali Court,  this  Court  doe  see  reason  to  order  and  appoynt 
that  the  Governor  and  Dep‘  Gour,  with  any  of  the  Assistants 
as  he  or  either  of  them  shall  call  together,  prouided  there  be 
two  Assistants  at  least,  shall  be  a Councill  for  the  war,  hereby 
fully  impowered  to  act  and  transact  all  such  occassions  and 
atfayres  as  shall  be  necessary  to  be  attended  betwixt  this  and 
the  Court  of  Election  May  next. 

[211]  This  Court  haue  upon  the  desire  of  Brandford,  chose 
Mr  Malbey  and  Stent  to  be  commissionrs  for  Brandforc?, 
and  they  were  sworn  accordingly. 

For  the  better  mayntenance  of  the  millitary  watches  through- 
out this  Colony  in  times  of  danger,  which  is  of  so  great  im- 
portance, this  Court  doe  order  that  all  male  persons  whatso- 
euer,  except  negroes  and  Indians,  upwards  of  sixteen  yeares 
of  age,  shall  serue  and  doe  duty  equally  on  the  millitary  watch, 
whoe  are  resident  on  the  place  where  such  watches  are  to  be 
kept,  and  that  all  male  persons  afoarsayd,  inhabiting  in  this 
Colony,  being  absent  at  sea  or  elswhere,  shall,  by  those  of  their 
famaly  left  at  home,  prouide  a person  to  watch  instead  of  the 
absent  person  or  persons,  and  also  that  all  widowes  whose 
estates  in  the  publique  list  amoimteth  to  fifty  pownds  shall 
each  of  them  prouide  a man  to  watch  in  their  steads,  and  if 
there  be  any  old  or  impotent  men  that  by  such  disability  canot 
watch,  if  there  estates  in  the  publique  list  amoimteth  to  fifty 
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pownds,  they  shall  find  a man  to  watch  in  their  steads,  proui- 
ded  this  order  shall  not  extend  to  the  Assistants,  nor  minis- 
ters, nor  such  impotent  men  as  the  respectiue  commission 
officers  of  the  sayd  town  judg  uncapable  of  it,  and  who  haue 
not  estate  of  fifty  pownds  in  the  publique  list,  and  that  all  de- 
fects on  these  millitary  watches  shall  be  punishable  by  the 
commission  officers,  or  any  one  of  them,  in  the  same  measure 
and  maner  as  is  by  law  prouided  in  the  constables  watches, 
and  the  commission  officers  in  the  exercise  of  their  offices  by 
commission  are  by  this  order  freed  from  watching. 

This  Court  appoynts  the  commission  officers  in  each  towne 
to  list  and  appoynt  euery  scuenth  man  in  each  company  to  be 
a flyeing  army  of  dragoones,  to  be  listed  under  the  officers  ap- 
poynted  by  this  Court  in  each  county  to  lead  them  forth  against 
the  enemie,  if  any  occassion  should  be.  Derby,  Danbury, 
Woodbury,  Waterbury  and  Simsbury,  are  exempted  from  list- 
ing of  dragoones. 

And  this  Court  orders  that  the  townsemen  shall  prouide  in 
each  towne  ten  pownd  of  good  bisket  for  euery  dragoon  that 
shall  be  appoynted  in  the  seuerall  plantations. 

This  Court  grants  the  wages  of  such  as  shall  goe  forth  in  the 
present  war  to  bo  as  followeth ; each  priuate  souldier,  nine 
shillings  a weeke  ; a captain,  twenty  fine  shillings  p week  ; a 
leiutenant,  eighteen  shillings  p weeke  ; ensignes,  fifteen  shil- 
lings p week  ; sarjh  twelue  shillings  p week;  Corporalls,  ten 
shillings  p weeke  ; trumpeter,  twelue  shillings  p weeke.  The 
souldiers  to  be  raysed  out  of  each  town  by  volunteers  or  press 
according  to  proportion.  The  indians  that  goe  out  in  the  ser- 
uice  shall  be  allowed  as  the  captaines  shall  agree  with  them, 
prouided  they  allowe  not  aboue  twenty  shilling  p moneth. 

This  Court  haue  lent  three  gunns  to  Now  London,  of  those 
that  are  at  Saybrooke ; M*'  Chapman  and  John  Parker  to 
choose  three  gunns,  and  when  they  haue  a fortification  ready 
at  N.  London,  and  a platform  to  set  guns  on,  they  may  choose 
three  of  the  other  gunns  at  Saybrook,  and  transport  them  to 
New  London,  who  may  keep  them  tlicre  till  this  present  warr 
is  oner. 

This  Court  orders  that  the  fortifications  in  each  towne  ap- 
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fThe  following  orders  were  omitted  from  the  Colony  Record,  but  appear  with  the 
other  acts  of  this  session  in  the  Windsor  MS.] 

Ordered  that  two  shillings  p week  shall  be  allowed  for  every 
horse  that  hath  been  ont  and  improved  for  the  army’s  nse,  and 
no  more. 

Ordered  that  four  pounds  a horse  be  allowed  for  every  horse 
providentially  lost  in  the  service,  but  if  lost  through  the  defect 
of  any  person,  or  fraudulently  disposed,  such  person  to  be  re- 
sponsible. 

That  arms  providentially  lost  in  the  service,  the  owners  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  country  treasury,  according  to  the  just  value 
made  to  appear,  but  arms  lost  by  any  soldier’s  default,  or  sold 
or  embezzled,  such  person  or  persons  faulty,  to  be  responsible. 

That  every  soldier  or  soldiers  deserting  the  army  without 
leave,  or  flying  from  the  colours,  shall  lose  and  forfeit  the  full 
half  of  their  wages  from  their  first  listing ; and  if  a servant, 
then  to  make  reparation  to  his  sayd  master  by  longer  and  far- 
ther service. 

That  such  soldiers  as  fly  from  their  colors,  and  so  from  the 
service,  such  to  answer  for  his  delinquencie  at  the  county 
courts,  and  so  likewise  such  as  being  duly  pressed,  make  their 
escape  and  abscond  themselves,  which  orders  are  for  the  late 
expedition. 

' Ordered  that  soldiers  in  all  plantations  bring  their  arms  and 
ammunition  to  meeting  on  Sabbath  days  and  days  of  publique 
worship,  when  and  as  often  as  the  county  major  or  chief  mili- 
tary officers  in  any  town  shall  appoint,  upon  the  penalty  of  five 
shillings,  to  bo  paid  to  the  town  treasury,  by  every  soldier 
convict  of  neglect  hereof  before  authority,  to  be  levied  by  dis- 
tress upon  their  estate. 

Ordered  that  the  dragoons  in  the  several  counties  of  this 
Colony  be  disbanded  and  returned  to  their  former  foot  com- 
panies, and  that  this  order  be  published  in  all  the  towns.

This  Court  grants  the  administrators  of  Georg  Sanders  lib- 
erty to  make  sale  of  so  much  land  as  is  necessary  to  pay  his 
just  debts,  which  are  more  then  his  personall  estate,  prouided 
what  is  put  to  sale  be  directed  by  Samuel  Wilcoxson  and 
Thomas  Barber. 

This  Court  grants  Hanah  Sandford,  widow,  of  Milford, 
power  to  make  a deed  of  sale  to  Georg  Clarke,  for  confirming 
to  him  his  heires  and  assignes  a parcell  of  land  sold  to  him  by 
her  husband  Sam’^  Sandford  late  of  Milford  deceassed. 

This  Court  did  see  reason  to  declare  that  there  is  a necessity 
of  the  erecting  of  a bridg  at  Wallingford  ouer  New  Hauen 
Bluer. 

This  Court  orders  that  the  people  of  Now  Hauen  and  Wal- 
lingford shall  forthwith  build  a sufficient  horse  bridge  ouer 
Now  Hauen  Biuer  at  the  place  whore  Brockets  bridg  bridge 
formerly  stood,  and  if  in  case  they  may  see  reason  to  build  a 
cart  bridg  they  may  doc  it,  and  that  it  may  be  mayntayned  for 
the  future  by  the  two  towncs  in  good  repayre  l)y  equall  pro- 
portion according  to  the  list  of  their  estates  in  each  toAvne. 

This  Court  grants  the  constable  of  Haddam,  James  Wells, 
20s.  AAdth  the  Treasurer  for  loss  of  come  in  the  country  rate 
in  his  yeare. 

' [236]  Whereas  in  the  law,  title  Millitary  Affayres,  paragraph 
the  it  is  sayd  that  all  the  soiddiers  in  this  Jurisdiction 
shall  be  trayned  at  least  six  times  Avithin  the  year,  in  the 
moneths  of  March,  Aprill,  May,  September,  October,  and  Nou- 
ember,  by  and  according  to  the  appoyntment  of  their  captain 
or  other  cheife  officer,  it  is  noAv  by  this  Court  ordered  that  it 
shall  be  in  the  poAver  of  the  cheife  millitary  officer  to  call  them 
forth  in  each  of  the  moneths  aboiic  named,  or  in  any  one  of 
them,  as  he  shall  see  most  advantagious. 

As  an  adition  to  the  law,  title  Bates,  fo.  61,  it  is  now  bythis 
Court  ordered  that  such  catlc  as  are  left  out  of  the  list  shall 
be  forfeited,  or  the  A’^alue  of  them  as  they  arc  valued  in  the  list 
of  estates,  prouided  all  such  complaints  be  prosecAited  Avithin 
one  twelue  moneth  after  sucli  neglects  or  forfeitures. 
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order  made  in  May  last  are  to  be  paid  in  money  according  to 
the  former  valluation  before  the  said  act  was  published,  the 
said  act  notwithstanding,  and  what  aggreem’^®  or  contracts  for 
money  have  been  made  by  any  p'ticular  persons  since  the 
publication  of  the  s'*  order  made  in  May  last  are  to  stand  good 
and  to  be  fulfilled  according  to  the  true'  intent  and  meaning 
of  such  aggreemts  and  contracts. 

As  an  addition  to  the  law  title  Fence  Viewers,  requiring 
that  two  fence  viewers  be  chosen  annually  in  every  town  in 
this  Colonie,  it  is  ordered  by  this  Court  that  it  shall  be  lawfull 
/ for  every  town  by  their  discretion  to  choose  two  fence-viewers 
or  more,  according  as  the  necessity  of  their  town  shall  require. 

To  prevent  and  suppresse  the  disorder  of  souldiers  in  not 
coming  into  the  field  in  their  armes  compleat  and  well  fixt 
upon  the  days  of  trayning,  it  is  ordered  by  this  Court  and  the 
authority  thereof,  that  if  any  souldier  that  is  called  according 
to  law  into  tlie  field  to  exercise  in  tlie  use  of  his  armes  and 
military  discipline,  or  otherwise  for  the  Kings  service,  shall 
come  into  the  field  not  having  his  armes  compleat  and  well 
fixt  he  shall  for  every  such  default  be  fined  two  shillings. 

Whereas  this  Court  May  the  9^**,  1695,  did  order  that  no 
estates  seized  by  execution  should  be  sold  at  an  outcry  except 
such  estates  as  are  seized  for  rates  or  fines,  but  that  estate 
seized  by  execution  should  be  delivered  to  the  credit®®  upon 
apprizall  according  to  the  law  title  Executions,  and  according 
to  the  former  oath  apprizer[s]  were  sworn  to  vallue  such 
[274]  estate  according  to  ||  the  present  worth  of  it  in  cohion 
account ; now  to  the  intent  that  creditors  may  come  by  their 
just  dues,  it  is  ordered  by  this  Court  and  the  authority  thereof, 
that  for  the  future  all  persons  appointed  to  prize  such  estate 
seized  by  execution  shall  be  under  oath  to  apprize  the  same  as 
neer  as  they  can  judg  according  to  the  true  and  iust  vallue 
and  worth  thereof  to  the  credit®  in  the  specie  inguaged  to  him. 

Acts  and  laws  passed  in  this  Court  for  incouragernt  of  per- 
sons to  list  themselues  in  the  Troop  in  y®  countie  of  Hartford, 
and  for  the  regulating  of  the  said  troop. 

Impr.  It  is  ordered  by  this  Court  and  the  authority  thereof 
that  the  said  troop  shall  consist  of  sixtie  four  troopers,  and 
23 
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that  there  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  piiblick  treasurie  five  shil- 
lings and  eight  pence  p"'  annu  to  each  trooper  and  to  every  of 
their  officers. 

It.  That  every  trooper  shall  passe  ferrie  free  both  for  him- 
self and  his  horse  over  all  the  feries  in  this  Colonie  when  on 
piiblick  service  or  on  trooping  days. 

It.  That  no  troopers  shall  be  compelled  to  serve  but  under 
their  own  officers,  and  y‘  no  troopers  horse  or  furniture  shall 
be  imprest  from  him. 

It.  That  each  trooper  shall  be  allowed  for  his  horse  sixe 
pence  p^  day  more  then  other  souldiers  when  on  the  countreys 
service. 

It.  That  every  trooper  shall  be  allowed  one  horse  free  from 
the  list  of  estates. 

It.  That  each  trooper  that  is  listed  shall  keep  a horse  foi* 
the  seruice  allowed  and  approved  by  the  officers  of  the  troop, 
with  suitable  arms  as  carbine  and  pistols  and  other  accou- 
trem*^®. 

It.  That  all  damages  susteined  by  any  trooper,  either  in 
losse  of  horse  or  armes  or  necessary  furniture,  in  the  countrey 
service,  shall  be  made  good  to  them  out  of  the  piiblick  treas- 
urie as  to  other  souldiers  imployed  in  that  service. 

It.  That  amunition  shall  be  allowed  to  them  as  well  as  to 
other  souldiers. 

It.  That  any  person  legally  warned  to  troop  and  not  appear- 
ing shall  pay  a fine  of  five  shillings  for  each  day  he  is  defect- 
ive, to  be  paid  to  the  clerk  for  the  use  of  the  troop  within 
fourteen  dayes,  and  upon  neglect  to  be  distreyned  by  the  clerk 
at  the  charges  of  the  delinquent. 

It.  That  each  person  defective  in  armes  shall  be  finable  ac- 
cording to  law. 

It.  That  the  number  of  days  for  trooping  in  every  year  shall 
be  four  days,  and  that  every  trooper  shall  be  ready  to  attend 
tlie  King’s  service  when  orderly  called. 

It.  That  for  the  better  regulating  of  the  troop,  the  officers 
shall  have  liberty  to  make  such  orders  as  may  conduce  to  the 
right  mahagemt  thereof,  provided  they  are  not  contrary  to  the 
laws  of  this  Colonie.

And  that  there  may  be  fuch  Supplies  as  is 
ncceffary  for  the  comfortable  carrying  on  the  Military  Watch,  the  Corn- 
Wood  to  miffion  Officers  (hall  provide  a fuitable  houfc  to  keep  a Court  of  Guard, 
be  provided,  with  Fire  wood  and  Candles,  as  there  (hall  be  need  j the  Charges  whereof 
fliall  be  defrayed  by  the  refpeAive  Towns. 

The  Charge  to  be  given  to  the  Military  Watch. 

IN  His  Majefties  Name  you  arc  required  faithfully  to  attend  the  Watch, 
by  Walking  or  Standing  in  fuch  places,  where  you  may  bell  difcover 
Charge  to  be  danger  by  the  approach  of  an  Enemy,  or  by  Fire  ; which  if  you  difco- 

fiven  to  the  ver,  you  are  to  give  notice  thereof  by  (iring  your  Guns,  and  crying.  Fire, 

lilitaryWatth  Fire,  or  Arm,  Arm  : You  are  to  Examine  all  fuch  perfons  as  you  (hall 
meet  unfeafonably,and  upon  your  feeing  of  them,  you  are  to  Command 
them  to  Stand  twice,  which  if  they  do  not,  you  are  to  Command  them 
to  Stand  upon  their  peril,  which  if  they  refufe  to  do,  or  oppofe  you,  or 
flee  from  yon,  you  are  to  fire  at  them,  but  fire  low,  unlefi  you  judge  them 
to  be  Enemies : and  all  fuch  perfons  as  you  (hall  find  Walking,  or  abroad 
unfeafonably,  that  do  not  give  you  a good  account  of  their  occafions,  you 
are  to  bring  to  the  Court  of  Guard,  to  be  fecured  till  the  morning,  and 
conveyed  to  the  next  Authority  to  Examined,  and  difpoled  of  accord- 
ing to  Law  : and  you  are  to  give  notice  to  the  next  in  turn,  to  Watch 
the  night  following. 

28.  All  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  arifing  by  virtue  of  this  AiS,  or 
Fina  and  for-  any  breach  thereof,  ( not  otherwile  dilpofed  of  therein  ) (hall  be  for  the 
fdwreabowto  ufe  of  the  Company,  or  Troop  refpedively.

Grinds,  and  one  quart  out  of  each  bu(hel  of  Malt  he  Grinds,  and  no 
more  : and  if  any  Miller  (hall  prefume  to  take  or  receive  a greater  Toll 
or  Fee  for  Grinding,  than  is  herein  allowed  him  as  aforefaid,  he  (hall  for- 
feit and  pay  the  Sum  of  Ten  Sbtllmgs,  for  each  time  he  (hall  be  Conviift- 
ed  of  any  breach  of  this  Aft,  one  half  whereof  (hall  be  to  the  Complain- 
er  that  (hall  profecute  his  Complaint  to  effeA,  and  the  other  half  to  the 
poor  of  the  Town,  wherein  the  Offence  (hall  be  committed.

feikd  toll  (hall  be  provided  for  every  Grift  Mill  within  this  Colony,  ( by  theOwn- 

dithes.  CIS  of  (aid  Milb ) fealed  Meafures ; One  of  a pint,  one  of  a quart, 

and 
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their  charge  of  fitting  out  (except  provision  and  ammunition 
to  carry  them  into  the  Massachusett  Province)  to  be  paid  by 
said  volunteers  out  of  their  wages.  The  officers  to  be  appointed 
and  comissionated  by  the  Govern ^ And  it  shall  be  in  the 
power  of  the  Govern*"  and  Coiincill,  in  the  intervales  of  the 
Gen''H  Assembly,  to  call  home  said  volunteers  from  the  above- 
said  service  when  they  shall  see  occasion  for  it.  And  it  is  fur- 
ther ordered  that  if  there  be  not  a competent  number  of  Eng- 
lish volunteers,  viz.  the  number  of  ten  or  twelve  to  march  with 
the  Indians,  then  it  is  left  with  the  Hon‘  ‘^  Govern^  to  aggree 
with  so  many  as  to  make  up  said  number  ui^on  such  incour- 
ageing  terms  as  may  be  thought  best. 

It  is  ordered  and  enacted  by  this  Court : That  when  and  as 
often  as  the  Govern'"  and  Councill  shall  judge  it  necessarie  to 
impressc  men  for  the  publick  service  within  the  Colonie,  or  the 
Generali  Court  shall  order  any  number  of  soulcliers  to  be  sent 
out  of  the  Colonie,  the  Govern*"®  order  to  the  Serjeant  Majors 
[444]  shall  be  sufficient  for  them  to  grant  warrants  to  the  [|  con- 
stables, or  their  deputies,  of  the  sevcrall  townes  within  their 
precincts  to  impressc  so  many  sufficient  and  able  men,  with  all 
things  nee  [d]  full  to  furnish  them  for  the  service,  as  by  such  war- 
^ rants  shall  be  directed  to  be  impressed ; and  the  said  constables 
or  their  deputies  are  hereby  required  to  execute  all  such  war- 
rants ; and  if  any  person  so  impressed  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
attend  the  service  he  is  impressed  for,  or  to  pro\fide  an  able 
man  to  serve  in  his  room,  he  or  they  so  refusing  or  neglecting, 
shall  be  imprisoned  for  the  space  of  one  quarter  of  a year,  there 
to  remain  at  his  own  cost  and  charge,  or  pay  downe  five  pound 
for  the  use  of  the  Colonie,  except  such  person  or  persons  so  im- 
pressed upon  their  application  to  the  civill  and  military  officers 
of  the  towne  where  they  arc  impressed  shall  by  them  be  released ;

Ordered  and  enacted  by  this  Court : That  there  shall  be  sixtie 
men  raised  for  to  garrison  and  scout  from  the  upper  townes  in 
the  countie  of  Hampshire,  winch  men  shall  be  taken  out  of  the 
counties  in  proportion  as  followes,  viz.  twentie  out  of  the  coun- 
tie of  Newhaven,  eight  out  of  the  countie  of  Newlondon,  sixteen 
out  of  Hartford  countie,  and  sixteen  out  of  Fairfield  countie, 
and  shall  be  placed  in  such  townes  as  the  Councill  of  Warre 
in  the  countie  of  Hartford  with  the  consent  of  the  comanders 
in  chief  in  said  countie  of  Hampshire  shall  appoint ; and  it  is 
to  bo  done  with  all  convenient  speed ; and  said  Councill  of 
Warre  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  warre  on  that  side  accord- 
ing to  their  best  judgment,  and  they  may  recall  said  'men  if 
need  be.  It  is  also  left  to  the  Councill  of  Warre  to  appoint 
such  officers  as  they  shall  see  cause. 

And  it  is  ordered  by  this  Court  that  a letter  be  sent  to  Coli 
Patrigg  desiring  him  to  give  a meeting  to  those  gcntlmen  ap- 
pointed by  this  Court  to  conferre  with  them,  at  a time  and  place 
convenient,  concerning  the  improvement  of  those  sixtie  men 
that  are  appointed  to  be  posted  in  the  townes  of  Hampshire 
countie  both  for  garrisoning  and  scouting,  so  as  they  may  be 
most  servieeable  for  the  preservation  of  that  countie  and  this 
goverment,  and  in  all  things  needfull  to  concert  such  measures 
with  their  chief  comanders  there  as  they  shall  judge  for  the 
mutuall  defence  of  said  countie  and  this  Colonie,  and  to  aggree 
[445]  for  a proportionable  number  of  men  to  joyn  with  ours  1|  for 
our  mutuall  defence  as  the  Councill  of  Warre  shall  direct.  And 
the  men  appointed  by  this  Court  to  treat  as  abovesaid  are 
John  Elliott,  and  Capt.  Mathew  Allin  for  the  present,  and  for 
the  future  such  as  the  Councill  of  Warre  shall  appoint. 

Ordered  and  enacted  by  this  Court:  That  there  shall  be  a 
Comissary  in  each  countie  of  this  Colonie  in  this  time  of  warre, 
to  continue  in  their  office  during  the  pleasure  of  this  Court ; and 
Capt.  Caleb  Stanley  is  appointed  Coniissarie  for  the  countie  of 
Hartford,  M^  John  Winston  for  the  countie  of  Newhaven,  M^ 
George  Denison  for  the  countie  of  Newlondon,  M^  John  Burr 
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returned  within  seven  dayes,  but  if  such  horses  shall  be  kept 
in  service  more  then  one  week,  to  be  allowed  sixe  shillings  for 
the  first  week  and  two  shillings  p*"  week  after  the  first  week. 

It  is  ordered  and  enacted  by  this  Court : That  no  sonldier 
shall  presume  to  spoil,  sell,  convey  away,  or  imbezel,  any  amn- 
nition  delivered  to  him,  on  pain  of  having  double  the  valine  of 
the  ammunition  so  imbezeled  or  spoiled  deducted  out  of  his 
wages.  And  if  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever  shall  take  for 
pledge  or  buy  any  souldiers  armes  or  other  accoutrements,  of 
either  English  or  Indians  reteined  in  her  Majesties  service,  such 
person  or  persons  shall  be  fined  to  the  publick  treasurie  the 
valine  of  such  armes  or  other  accoutrements  so  taken  in  pledge 
or  bought,  to  be  recovered  by  bill,  plaint  or  information,  in  any 
court  of  record  in  this  Colonie,  and  all  such  armes  and  other 
accoutrements  shall  be  forfeited,  and  returned  to  the  owner 
thereof. 

[465]  It  is  ordered  and  enacted  by  this  Court:  That  when 
any  souldiers  are  to  be  raised  for  her  Majesties  service  against 
the  comon  enemy,  the  captains  or  other  officers  coihanded  to 
list  or  impresse  such  souldiers  shall  speedily  transmit  to  the 
comissarie  of  the  countie,  the  names  of  all  such  souldiers  by 
them  listed  or  impressed,  and  the  time  when,  with  a perticular 
account  what  armes,  amunition,  or  other  accoutrements,  are 
imprest  or  taken  up  upon  the  Colonies  account  for  each  of 
them  ; and  the  Colonie  shall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  any  charges 
arising  upon  the  account  of  such  souldiers  while  they  are  un- 
der the  care  and  comand  of  the  severall  captains  or  other  chief 
comanders  appointed  to  have  the  charge  of  them,  except  such 
as  the  captain  or  other  chief  comander  of  each  perticular  com- 
pany of  such  souldiers  shall  give  order  for.  And  the  said  cap- 
tain or  other  chief  comander  shall  when  they  are  dismist  speed- 
ily give  an  account  to  the  comissarie  of  the  countie  what  each 
sonldier  belonging  to  their  companies  while  under  their  comand 
hath  had  upon  the  countrie  account,  and  the  time  when  they 
were  disbanded.  And  no  constable  or  any  other  officer,  ap- 
pointed to  pay  the  Colonies  debts,  or  any  other  person  shall

from  the  comissarie  of  the  couiitie.  And  the  severall  officers 
in  the  capacities  above  exprest,  that  have  had  tlie  care  (in  the 
respects  above  mentioned)  of  the  souldiers  that  have  been  in  the 
countries  service  the  siimer  past,  shall  give  the  best  account 
they  can  to  the  commissarie  of  the  countie  according  to  the 
above  order  respecting  such  officers  for  the  time  to  come,  which 
account  shall  be  accepted  by  the  said  commissarie,  and  the 
souldiers  charged  and  the  persons  therein  concerned  allowed 
accordingly. 

It  is  ordered  by  the  authoritie  aforesaid,  for  the  incourage- 
ment  of  souldiers  to  take  good  care  of  their  armes,  amunition, 
and  accoutrements,  that  all  private  centinels  as  shall  be  im- 
proved in  her  Majesties  service  that  furnish  themselves  corn- 
pleat  with  armes,  amunition  and  all  necessary  accoutrements 
during  all  the  time  they  shall  be  in  said  service  shall  be  allowed 
ten  shillings  and  sixe  pence  p""  week  for  ordinary  service ; and 
all  such  as  doe  not  so  furnish  themselves  nine  shillings  p*”  week 
for  ordinarie  service  ; and  such  souldiers  as  goe  upon  a sudden 
exigence  at  any  time  that  so  furnish  themselves,  shall  be  allowed 
twelve  shillings  pi"  week ; and  that  no  horses  be  impresed  for 
souldiers  except  for  a sudden  exigence  or  by  expresse  order 
from  the  Governour  or  Deputy  Governour. 

It  is  ordered  and  enacted  by  this  Court : That  every  towne 
and  plantation  in  this  Colonie  shall  be  provided  with  a number 
of  snow  shoes  and  Indian  shoes,  no  lesse  then  one  pair  of  snow 
shoes  with  two  pair  of  Indian  shoes  for  every  thousand  pound 
in  the  list  of  estate  in  such  towne,  which  snow  shoes  and  Indian 
shoes  shall  be  provided  at  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  December 
next  by  the  select-men  in  every  towne  at  the  charge  of  the  Col- 
onie, and  shall  be  kept  by  them  in  good  repair  and  fit  for  ser- 
vice when  there  may  be  occasion  to  make  use  of  them.  And 
the  select-men  of  the  severall  townes  who  shall  neglect  to  pro- 
[466]  vide  |1  such  a number  of  snow-shoes  and  Indian  shoes, 
and  to  keep  them  in  good  repair  as  abovesaid,  shall  each  of 
them  pay  as  a fine  to  the  Colonie  treasurie  the  sume  of  ten 
shilling. 

It  is  ordered  and  enacted  by  this  Court : That  no  person 
shall  be  allowed  above  four  pence  p’’  meal  in  pay  for  the  enter- 
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And  it  is  further  enacted  by  the  authoritie  aforesaid : That 
the  constables  in  the  severall  townes  who  have  received  or  shall 
receive  cattel  for  the  countrie  rate,  shall  tender  them  to  such 
persons  in  said  townes  as  thd  Oolonie  is  indebted  to,  to  be  valued 
as  the  lawe  directs,  or  sell  them  for  the  same  price  they  take 
them  at  for  present  pay,  and  make  payment  thereof  to  the  afore- 
said creditors  ; and  such  cattel  as  the  creditor  will  not  take  of 
the  constables,  nor  cannot  be  sold  by  the  constables  as  afore- 
said, shall  by  them  be  branded  on  the  horn  with  the  letter  or 
figure  of  the  town  brand  in  which  they  are  taken  (a  brand  to 
be  made  for  that  end  upon  the  publick  charge)  and  be  turned 
into  the  woods  by  the  said  constables  under  their  care,  till  they 
be  hereafter  disposed  of  by  the  treasurer  for  the  paym^  of  the 
countrie  debts. 

Act  setting  forth  the  duty  of  Capt"®  appointed  to  impresse 

souldiers,  &c. 

I It  is  ordered  and  enacted  by  this  Assembly : That  the  cap- 
tains or  other  officers  comanded  to  list  or  impresse  souldiers 
for  her  Majesties  service  against  the  comon  enemy,  shall  give 
an  account  of  the  names  of  all  such  souldiers  as  they  shall  list 
or  impresse,  and  the  time  when,  and  also  what  armes,  ammu- 
nition or  other  things  are  impressed  or  taken  up  upon  the  Col- 
onies account  for  each  of  them,  unto  the  captains  or  other 
[478]  II  chief  corhanders  appointed  to  lead  them  forth ; and  the 
Colonic  shall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  any  charge  arising  upon  the 
account  of  such  souldiers  while  they  are  under  the  care  and 
coihand  of  such  officers,  except  such  as  the  captain  or  other 
chief  comander  of  each  perticular  company  of  such  souldiers 
shall  give  order  for ; and  the  said  officers  when  tliey  are  dis- 
mist,  shall  give  a bill  to  each  souldier  under  their  comand 
when  they  are  disbanded  for  what  is  remaining  due  to  him, 
which  bill  shall  be  sufficient  securitie  to  them,  or  any  that 
shall  accept  thereof,  for  the  payment  of  the  money,  and  be  ac- 
cepted by  the  constables  and  the  Colonie  treasurer  as  legally 
signed.  And  the  severall  officers  in  the  capacities  above  men- 
tioned shall  be  lyable  to  pay  all  such  daihages  as  shall  arise  by 
their  neglect  in  any  of  the  respects  abovementioned,  any  lawe, 
usage  or  custome  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  and  the 
lawes  concerning  Coihissaries  are  hereby  repealed. 
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All  Act  to  prevent  the  stopping  or  turning  of  Water-courses. 

It  being  found  very  preiudiciall  to  many  townes  and  perticu- 
lar  persons,  the  darning  of  riv^ers,  brooks  or  streams,  and  turning 
of  water-courses  or  streams  out  of  their  naturall  and  originall 
courses, — for  the  prevention  thereof: — It  is  enacted  by  this 
Assembly  and  the  authoritie  thereof:  That  no  person  within 
this  Colonie  shall  after  the  publication  hereof  stop,  dam  or  ob- 
struct, any  river,  brook  or  stream,  or  shall  turn  any  brook, 
stream  or  runn  of  water  out  of  its  naturall  and  originall  course, 
without  libertie  from  the  town  in  whose  bounds  the  said  brook, 
river,  or  stream  sliall  be ; and  if  any  person  doe  dam,  stop  or 
obstruct  any  river,  brook  or  stream  as  aforesaid,  without  such 
lihertie  first  oliteincd,  it  shall  be  deemed  a comon  nusance  and 
removed  accordingly,  by  such  person  or  persons  by  whose  pro- 
curement it  was  daihed,  stopt  or  hindred,  upon  })enaltie  of  for- 
feiting five  shillings  for  every  week  such  nusance  shall  remain 
after  due  warning  given  to  such  person  causing  the  same. 

Provided  nothing  is  here  meant  or  intended  concerning  any 
daih  for  any  mill  or  other  use  already  made. 

Councill  stated. 

It  is  ordered  and  enacted  by  this  Court:  That  the  Councill 
in  the  intervale  of  the  Generali  Assembly  untill  October  next 
shall  consist  of  seven  or  not  lesse  then  five,  viz.  the  Governour 
or  Dejmty  Governour  and  two  Assistants  at  the  least,  wdth  M‘‘ 
Nehemiah  Smith,  M""  Nehemiah  Palmer,  Capt.  Richard  Bush- 
nell,  and  Capt.  William  Eely,  or  in  the  absence  of  them  such 
other  judicious  freemen  as  the  Governour  or  Deputy  Governour 
shall  call  in ; who  shall  have  power  in  the  intervale  of  the  Gen- 
erali Assembly  to  mannage  the  affairs  of  this  Colonie  according 
to  charter,  they  not  to  raise  men  to  send  out  of  the  Colonie 
(unlesse  in  case  of  exigence)  nor  dispose  of  money.  Alwayes 
provided  that  in  extraordinarie  cases  the  Governour  or  Deputy 
Governour  may  call  the  Councill  of  Assistants,  or  as  many  as 
can  be  convened. 

Ordered  and  enacted  by  this  Assembly : Tliat  the  Assistants 
[479]  for  II  the  future  shall  be  allowed  five  shillings  in  money 
p day,  or  seven  shillings  and  sixe  pence  in  pay,  for  their  attend- 
ed 
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ance  at  the  Generali  Court  and  Court  of  Assistants,  and  the 
same  pi"  day  for  their  travail  out  and  home  for  so  many  dayes  as 
by  lawe  is  allowed  for  Deputies ; and  they  shall  have  their  five 
shillings  p*"  day  for  their  attendance  at  the  Courts  of  Assistants 
out  of  the  fees  appointed  by  lawe  for  triall  of  actions  at  said 
Court,  if  that  be  sufficient,  and  what  the  fees  fall  short  shall  be 
made  up  out  of  the  countrie  rate  by  the  treasurers  order,  ac- 
count thereof  being  given  to  him  by  the  Secretary,  and  if  there 
be  any  thing  remaining  of  the  said  fees  after  the  Assistants 
have  their  dues  as  above,  the  Secretary  shall  give  an  account 
thereof  to  the  Colonie  treasurer. 

This  Assembly  doth  allow  to  the  Treasurer  fiftie  pounds  in 
pay  for  his  sallerie  this  year,  and  thirtie  sixe  pounds  in  pay  fo[r] 
riding  the  circuit  to  make  up  the  Colonies  accounts  with  the 
constables  this  year. 

This  Court  allows  Maj'’  Ebenez'"  Johnson  deputies  wages  for 
sixe  dayes  attendance  at  this  Court,  and  to  Capt.  Joseph  Wads- 
worth deputies  wages  for  two  dayes  attendance,  and  to  Hart- 
ford constables  three  shillings  and  sixe  pence  p""  day  for  their 
attendance  upon  the  Lower  House  this  Court. 

M""  Richard  Cristophers,  Maj"’  John  Chester,  M^  William 
Malbie,  Capt.  Jonath.  Sellick,  and  M""  John  Hart,  or  any  four 
of  them,  are  appointed  Auditors  of  the  Colonie  accounts  with 
the  Treasurer,  and  to  make  return  to  the  Gcn*’ii  Court  in  Octo- 
ber next;  and  if  M"’  Cristophers  be  absent,  Mf  Osborn  is  to  sup- 
ply his  place ; the  auditt  to  be  holdc  at  Newhaven  this  year. 

Whereas  the  Committee  of  Warre  in  the  Countie  of  Hartford 
did  some  time  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  January  last  past 
order  that  four  hundred  of  effective  men  should  be  raised  in 
the  Countie  of  Hartford  to  be  in  readinesse  upon  any  sudden 
exigence,  and  for  their  incouragem'"  should  have  twejve  shil- 
lings p""  week,  they  furnishing  of  themselves  with  armes,  amu- 
nition,  snow-shoes  and  Indian  shoes,  and  other  necessaries: 
this  Court  see  reason  to  order  that  the  souldiers  raised  shall  be 
exempted  from  being  called  out  to  train  under  their  res[)ective 
oflicers  this  present  suihcr,  and  that  they  be  under  the  coin  and 
of  the  officers  coihissionated  to  lead  them  forth  on  any  occasion 
against  the  comon  enemy.

[27]  This  Assembly  grants  to  our  honoured  Governour  a 
sallerie  of  one  hundred  and  twentie  pounds  for  his  good  ser- 
vice the  year  past ; and  to  our  honoured  Deputy  Governour, 
for  his  good  service  the  year  past,  a sallerie  of  sixtie  pounds. 

This  Assembly  grant  to  the  Treasurer  that  his  sallerie  for 
the  year  ensuing  shall  be  fortie  five  pounds  in  pay. 

This  Assembly  allows  to  the  town  of  Waterbury  fifteen 
pounds  out  of  the  country  rate,  considering  the  charge  they 
have  been  at  in  fortifying ; and  to  the  town  of  Symsbury, 
seven  pounds  to  be  paid  out  of  the  country  rate,  in  consider- 
ation of  their  charge  in  fortifying;  and  to  the  town  of  Wood- 
bury seven  pounds,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  country  rate,  in  con- 
sideration of  their  charge  in  fortifying. 

Council  stated. 

Voted  and  concluded  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  Council  ap- 
pointed to  assist  the  Governour,  or  in  his  absence  the  Deputy 
Governour,  in  the  intervale  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall 
consist  of  two  of  the  Assistants  at  the  least,  and  four  able, 
judicious  freemen,  such  as  the  Governour,  or  in  his  absence, 
the  Deputy  Governour,  shall  call  to  council ; who  shall  have 
power,  in  the  intervales  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  manage 
the  affairs  of  this  colonie  according  to  charter,  they  not  to 
raise  men  to  send  out  of  the  colonie,  (unless  in  case  of  ex- 
igencie,  or  to  lodge  men  in  the  countie  of  Hampshire  if  need 
be,)  nor  to  dispose  of  the  colonies  money. 

Towns  of  Plainfield,  Colchester,  and  Mansfield  to  send  in 

their  Lists. 

It  is  ordered  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  towns  of  Plainfield, 
Colchester,  and  Mansfield,  before  the  first  day  of  December 
next,  shall  send  a list  of  their  persons  and  estates  in  their  re- 
spective towns  according  to  law,  to  the  ^Secretary  of  this  Col- 
onie, that  they  may  be  entered  with  the  other  lists,  on  penaltie 
of  fortie  pounds  each  town  for  their  neglect. 

Committee  of  War  appointed  in  Hartford  Countie. 

It  is  ordered  and  enacted  by  this  Assembly^  That  there  shall 
be  a Committee  of  War  in  the  countie  of  Hartford,  consist- 
ing of  seven,  viz  : Mr.  Nathaniel  Stanly,  Mr.  William  Pitkin, 
Maj.  John  Chester,  Maj.  William  Whiting,  Capt.  Cyprian 
Nickols,  Capt.  Aaron  Cook,  Capt.  Mathew  Allin,  or  any  four 
of  them  ; who  shall  have  full  power  to  send  out  what  souldiers 
shall  be  needful,  (not  exceeding  sixtie  men  unless  in  case  of 
actual  invasion  by  a body  of  the  enemy,)  to  defend  our  fron- 
tiers on  that  side,  and  the  countie  of  Hampshire,  from  the  as- 
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saults  of  the  enemy.  And  the  constables,  by  warrant  or  order 
from  the  said  Council  of  War,  shall  impress  so  many,  soul- 
,diers  as  they  shall  be  directed,  and  what  shall  be  necessary  to 
furnish  them  for  their  expedition.  And  such  souldier  or  soul- 
diers  so  impressed  that  shall  refuse  to  attend  her  Majesties 
service,  shall  be  punished  as  the  law  directs  in  such  case  when 
the  souldiers  are  impressed  by  a warrant  from  the  major  of 
the  countie.  The  said  Committee  of  War  to  appoint  officers 
for  the  said  souldiers,  who  are  to  be  commissioned  by  the 
Governour. 

Military  Officers  appointed  in  the  towns  of  Farmington,  New- 
london,  and  Stonington. 

George  Denison,  gent.,,  is  by  this  Assembly  appointed  Cap- 
tain of  the  trainband  in  Newlondon,  that  was  formerly  under 
the  command  of  Capt.  Daniel  Wetherel,  and  to  be  commis- 
[22]  sioned  accordingly.  ||  Lt.  John  Hart  is  by  this  Assem- 
bly appointed  to  be  Captain  of  the  trainband  in  the  town  of 
Farmington,  and  Ensign  Samuel  Wadsworth  to  be  their  Lieu- 
tenant, and  Sam'*  Newell  to  be  their  Ensign,  and  to  be  com- 
missioned accordingly.  Mr.  Joseph  Saxton  is  by  this  Assem- 
bly appointed  to  be  Captain  of  the  north  company  in  Stoning- 
ton, Ephraim  Minor,  Jun*’,  to  be  their  Lieutenant,  and  Icha- 
bod  Palmer,  Ensign,  and  to  be  commissioned  accordingly. 
And  Maj.  James  Fitch  is  by  this  Assembly  appointed  to  make 
an  equal  division  of  the  souldiers  in  Stonington. 

Act  concerning  the  East  Farmers  in  Gilford. 

Whereas  the  town  of  Gilford,  in  the  year  1703,  in  answer 
to  a petition  of  their  east  farmers,  did  grant  the  said  east  far- 
mers on  the  east  side  of  the  Neck  river,  libertie  to  be  a socie- 
tie  by  themselves,  and  to  procure  a minister  among  themselves, 
in  case  the  General  Court  should  approve  and  confirm  the 
same,  they  paying  their  dues  to  the  minister  of  Gilford  until 
they  had  a minister  among  themselves,  as  doth  appear  by  a 
vote  of  said  town  bearing  date  the  sixt  of  April,  in  the  year 
abovesaid.  And  whereas  the  said  east  farmers  or  societie 
have  now  laid  before  this  Court  the  charge  which  they  have 
been  at,  in  building  a meeting  house  and  settling  a minister 
among  themselves,  humbly  praying  this  Court  to  confirm  the 
bounds  of  their  societie,  and  to  grant  them  such  privileges 
as  this  Court  shall  think  fit.  This  Court  having  considered 
what  hath  been  laid  ‘ before  them  by  those  who  represented 
said  societie,  as  also  by  those  that  represented  the  town  of 
Gilford,  do  see  cause  to  order,  that  the  farmers  in  Gilford,  on 
the  east  side  the  Neck  river,  and  bounded  upon  said  river  and 
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ford  ; and  that  Mr.  Michael  Tainter  of  Colchester,  shall  be  a 
justice  of  the  peace  for  the  said  county  until  May  next. 

[56]  Upon  the  request  of  the  keeper  of  Newhaven  ferry, 
that  he  may  be  the  better  enabled  to  make  and  maintain  a 
good  and  sufficient  wharf  on  each  side  of  the  said  ferry  : This 
Court  do  see  cause  to  add  to  the  fare  of  his  ferry  already 
stated  in  the  printed  law,  one  penny  in  money,  which  he  may 
demand  and  take  at  such  time  as  he  shall  have  finished  the 
said  wharfes  and  made  them  sufficient  for  use,  according  to 
the  judgment  of  the  selectmen  of  Newhaven,  and  not  before  ; 
and  so  long  as  he  shall  keep  the  said  wharfes  in  good  and 
sufficient  repair,  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  said  select- 
men, and  no  longer.  Provided  always,  that  the  keeper  of  the 
said  ferry  shall  not  demand  nor  take  the  said  additional  fare 
of  one  penny  of  the  inhabitants  of  any  town  that  have  made 
agreement  with  him,  by  the  year  or  otherwise,  nor  of  any  per- 
son whatsoever  travailing  on  the  country s service. 

Whereas  several  persons,  officers,  and  others,  have  been 
presented  to  this  Court  for  several  neglects  and  misbehaviours 
in  her  Majesties  service  the  last  summer : The  Governour, 
Council  and  Representatives,  in  General  Court  assembled, 
having  considered  the  said  offences,  and  that  many  of  the 
said  offences  were  committed  by  the  persons  culpable  through 
ignorance  (as  they  plead),  and  want  of  a good  acquaintance 
with  their  duty,  do  hereby  conclude  to  overlook  and  pass  by 
the  said  offences  ; excepting  only  of  such  as  being  listed  into 
the  said  service,  did  without  any  leave  desert  and  forsake  the 
same,  who  are  hereby  left  to  be  prosecuted  for  such  offences, 
in  the  county  courts  of  the  several  counties  where  the  said 
persons  live.  And  this  Assembly,  for  the  better  and  more 
effectual  obliging  all  persons  whatsoever  duly  to  attend  her 
Majesties  service,  and  the  command  of  their  officers,  whenso- 
ever there  shall  be  occasion  for  it,  do  order  and  determine, 
that  all  persons  whatsoever,  who  shall  at  any  time  hereafter 
neglect  obedience  to  the  command  of  his  superiour  officer  for 
her  Majesties  service,  or  shall  desert  the  same,  shall  suffer  for 
such  default  the  utmost  penalty  of  the  law. 

This  Court  do  grant  to  Colonel  William  Whiting  of  Hart- 
ford, for  his  good  service  in  this  last  year  past,  as  well  in  the 
county  of  Hampshire  as  within  this  Colony,  the  sum  of  thirty 
pounds  in  pay,  out  of  the  colony  treasury. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  the  printed  law,  title  Records,  page  102. 

IL  is  ordered  and  enacted  hy  the  Governour ^ Council  and  Rep- 
resentatives, in  General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority 
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sider  of  Coll®  Quarjs  motion  and  letters  about  the  collectors 
office,  and  act  and  conclude  therein  according  to  their  discre- 
tion, either  to  admit  and  allow,  or  else  to  deny  him  to  substi- 
tute officers  under  him  in  this  Colony,  in  case  he  produces  no 
commission  for  the  management  or  ordering  that  affair  accord- 
ing to  statute. 

It  is  ordered  and  enacted  hy  this  Assembly,  That  the  several 
souldiers  that  were  formerly  improved  by  Capt.  John  Higly 
at  Simsbury,  in  the  Colonys  service,  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of 
seven  pounds  and  six  shillings  out  of  the  Colony  treasury, 
for  that  service. 

This  Court  grants  that  the  troopers  who  were  out  in  the 
Colonys  service  the  last  summer  past,  and  that  shall  hereafter 
be  called  forth  upon  publick  service  against  the  common  ene- 
my, shall  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  Colony  treasury  one 
shilling  per  week  more  than  foot  souldiers. 

It  is  ordered  and  enacted  hy  this  Assembly,  That  John  Ham- 
lin of  Middleton,  Esq*",  and  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Mid- 
dletown for  the  time  being,  and  from  time  to  time,  shall  be, 
and  are  hereby  impowred  to  sell  the  lands  of  David  Sage  of 
the  same  Middletown,  as  there  shall  be  occasion,  for  his  sup- 
port and  subsistence. 

It  is  ordered  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  listers  of  the  town 
of  Farmingtown  for  the  time  being  shall  send  the  total  sum 
of  the  list  of  the  persons  and  estates  of  that  town  to  the  sec- 
retary as  soon  as  may  be. 

A question  arising,  whether  such  persons  as  the  listers  have 
forgot  to  warn  (in  the  time  limited  by  law)  to  bring  in  their 
lists,  shall  be  requirable  to  give  in  their  lists  notwithstanding : 
It  is  concluded  and  resolved  by  this  Court,  that  such  persons 
so  forgotten,  being  after  warned  to  give  in  their  lists,  and 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  the  same,  that  then  the  listers  shall 
make  a list  of  all  the  ratable  estate  of  such  person  or  persons, 
as  near  as  they  can  come  at  it,  and  add  it  to  the  common 
list. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  the  printed  law,  title  Militia. 

It  is  ordered  and  enacted  by  the  dovernour.  Council  and 
Representatives,  in  deneral  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  author- 
ity of  the  same.  That  all  persons  above  the  age  of  fifty  five 
/years  shall  be  released,  and  hereby  are  released,  out  of  the 
trainbands  within  this  Colony,  but  not  from  keeping  arms  and 
amuiiition,  and  bringing  them  to  view  upon  command  as  form- 
^erly,  nor  from  service  in  case  of  exigency  ; neither  shall  they 
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be  debarred  from  voting  in  the  choice  of  their  commission 
officers. 

And  it  is  further  enacted^  That  every  centinel  on  every  train- 
ing day,  shall  appear  compleat  in  his  arms,  as  on  days  ap- 
[58]  pointed  for  viewing  arms,  and  under  the  same  1|  pen- 
alty for  every  defect ; and  that  every  centinel  who  shall  ab- 
sent himself  from  training,  (unless  in  such  cases  where  the 
said  law,  title  Militia,  doth  excuse  him  from  paying  any  fine,) 
shall  incur  the  penalty  of  five  shillings. 

An  Act  in  addition  to,  and  for  emendation  of  the  Act  passed 

in  the  General  Assembly,  holden  at  Hartford,  May  13th, 
1708,  intituled  An  Act  for  Excise  and  Impost. 

It  is  enacted  and  ordained  hy  the  Governour ^ Council  and 
Representatives^  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  author- 
ity of  the  same,  That  all  masters  of  vessels  importing  any 
wine,  rhum,  or  other  liquors,  specified  in  the  said  act,  and 
made  lyable  to  the  payment  of  the  duty  or  impost  therein 
mentioned,  (excepting  only  such  wine  or  liquors  as  shall  be 
imported  directly  from  the  place  of  their  making  or  growth, 
and  in  vessels  part  owned  by  one  or  more  inhabitant  of  this 
Colony,)  shall,  before  landing  any  such  liquors,  enter  them 
with  the  officer  that  is  or  shall  be  appointed  for  the  receiving 
of  such  duty  or  impost,  and  give  sufficient  bond  to  the  said 
officer,  to  pay  to  him  (before  his  departure  out  of  the  port 
where  the  said  entry  is  made,)  the  several  sums  hereafter 
mentioned,  that  is  to  say,  ten  shillings  currant  money  of  this 
Colony,  and  no  more,  for  each  pipe  of  wine,  and  for  each  hogs- 
head of  rhum,  or  other  distilled  liquors  so  imported,  and  pro 
rato  for  other  cask  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  liquors. 

And  it  is  now  hereby  further  enacted.  That  all  the  clauses 
in  the  said  act  made  May  13th,  1708,  concerning  an  excise 
upon  cyder  and  metheglin,  be  repealed,  and  they  are  hereby 
repealed  and  made  void. 

This  Assembly  grants  to  Mr.  John  Elliot,  Speaker  of  the 
Lower  House,  forty  shillings,  for  his  good  service  this  Court. 

This  Assembly  grants  to  Capt.  Richard  Bushnell,  Clerk  of 
the  Lower  House,  thirty  shillings,  for  his  good  service  this 
Court. 

This  Assembly  grants  to  John  Bradly  of  Newhaven,  con- 
stable, for  his  attendance  upon  the  Lower  House,  three  shil- 
lings and  six  pence  per  day. 

It  is  ordered  and  enacted  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Coun- 
cil to  assist  the  Governour,  or  in  his  absence  the  Deputy  Gov- 
ernour,  in  the  intervals  of  this  Assembly,  shall  consist  of  two 
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An  Act  for  the  better  and  more  speedy  Levying  of  Souldiers, 
out  of  the  Militia,  for  her  Majesties  service  in  time  of  War. 

/ It  is  ordered  and  enacted  hy  the  G-overnour,  Council  and  Rep- 
resentatives,  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority 
of  the  same.  That  when  and  so  often  as  the  General  Assembly 
of  this  Colony  shall  order  any  number  of  soldiers  to  be  raised 
for  her  Majesties  service,  and  the  chief  officer  of  any  regiment 
of  militia  within  this  Colony,  shall  receive  orders  from  the 
general  or  commander  in  chief  for  the  time  being  of  the  said 
Colony,  for  the  detaching  and  impressing,  or  causing  to  be 
detached  and  impressed  for  her  Majesties  service,  out  of  the 
regiment  under  his  command,  so  many  souldiers  as  in  such 
orders  shall  be  mentioned,  such  chief  officer  of  the  regiment 
shall  forthwith  thereupon  issue  forth  his  warrants  to  the  cap- 
tains or  chief  officers  of  the  companies  or  troops  within  his 
regiment,  or  such  of  them  as  he  shall  think  fit,  requiring  them 
respectively  to  detach  or  impress  out  of  the  militia  in  the  com- 
panies or  troops  under  their  command,  so  many  able  souldiers, 
furnished  and  provided  as  the  law  directs,  as  in  the  whole  shall 
make  up  the  number  which  by  the  orders  of  the  general  or 
1 commander  in  chief  he  shall  be  directed  to  detach  and  impress, 

1 on  pain  that  every  chief  officer  of  a regiment  that  shall  neglect, 

\ or  not  do  his  utmost  to  send  forth  his  said  warrants  seasona- 
\bly,  (having  orders  for  the  same  as  above  mentioned,)  shall 
\forfeit  and  pay  a fine  of  twenty  pounds  currant  money.  And 
every  captain  or  other  chief  officer  of  any  company  or  troop 
that  shall  receive  any  warrant  from  the  chief  officer  of  the 
regiment  whereto  such  company  or  troop  belongs,  for  the  im- 
pressing out  of  the  same  any  souldier  or  souldiers  for  her  Ma- 
jesties service,  shall  thereupon  use  his  utmost  endeavour  to 
detach  or  impress,  or  cause  to  be  detached  or  impressed,  so 
many  souldiers  as  by  said  warrant  he  shall  be  required,  and  to 
have  them  at  the  place  of  rendezvouz  in  time  as  therein  shall 
be  mentioned,  on  pain  that  every  captain  or  chief  officer  of  any 
[91]  II  company  or  troop  that  shall  neglect,  or  not  do  his 
utmost  to  comply  with  and  perform  any  warrant  to  be  by  him 
received  as  aforesaid,  from  the  chief  officer  of  the  regiment, 
shall  for  such  his  neglect  and  default,  pay  a fine  of  ten  pounds 
currant  money.  And  every  officer  or  soldier  that  shall  receive 
a warrant  from  his  captain,  or  the  chief  officer  of  the  company 
or  troop  in  which  he  is  inlisted,  for  the  detaching  or  impress- 
ing of  men,  shall  forthwith  attend  and  perform  the  same,  on 
pain  of  paying  a fine  of  five  pounds  currant  money.  And  all 
persons  are  required  to  be  aiding  and  assisting  to  him  in  the 
execution  of  such  warrant,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  the  sum  of 
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forty  shillings  currant  money.  And  if  any  person  authorized 
as  aforesaid  to  detach  or  impress  any  souldier  or  souldiers  for 
her  Majesties  service,  shall  exact  or  take  any  reward  to  dis- 
charge or  spare  any  from  said  service,  he  shall  forfeit  ten  times 
so  much  as  he  shall  so  exact  or  take. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  hj  the  authority  aforesaid^  That 
every  person  lyable  and  tit  for  service,  being  orderly  detached 
or  impressed  as  aforesaid,  for  her  Majesties  service,  by  being 
commanded  in  her  Majesties  name  to  attend  said  service,  or  by 
having  twenty  four  hours  warning  or  notice  given  him  by  the 
captain  or  other  chief  officer,  (or  any  other  officer  or  souldier  of 
the  company  or  troop  in  which  he  is  inlisted,  thereunto  author- 
ized by  warrant  as  aforesaid,)  to  attend  the  same,  shall  by  him- 
self, or  other  meet  person  in  his  room,  (to  the  acceptance  of  his 
captain  or  chief  officer,)  attend  the  said  service  at  time  and  place 
appointed.  And  if  any  souldier  detached  or  impressed  for  her 
Majesties  service  in  manner  as  aforesaid,  shall  abscond  him- 
self, or  not  make  his  appearance  and  duly  attend  the  said  ser- 
vice at  such  time  and  place,  as  the  captain  or  chief  officer  of 
the  company  or  troop  shall  appoint,  and  be  thereof  duly  con- 
victed by  the  oath  of  him  that  detached  or  impressed  him,  or 
gave  him  warning  or  notice  as  aforesaid,  such  souldier  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  pounds  currant  money,  to  be 
levyed  on  his.  body,  goods  or  chattels,  by  warrant  of  distress 
from  any  two  assistants  or  justices  of  the  peace,  to  be  forth- 
with made  out  upon  complaint  and  conviction  of  such  offence. 
And  in  case  no  sufficient  distress  can  be  found  wherewith  to 
satisfie  the  said  fine  or  forfeiture,  the  said  two  assistants  or 
justices  of  the  peace  are  iiereby  impowred  to  dispose  of  the 
offender  in  service,  to  some  of  her  Majesties  English  subjects 
within  this  Colony,  for  such  reasonable  time  as  they  shall  think 
fit.  All  which  fines  and  penalties  aforesaid  shall  be  one  moiety 
thereof  unto  the  publick  treasury  of  this  Colony,  and  the  other 
moiety  to  the  rest  of  the  soldiers  detached  out  of  the  same 
company  or  troop  at  the  same  time,  in  equal  shares. 

Whereas  the  towns  of  Durham  and  Mansfield,  and  the  in- 
habitants of  Kellingley,  Massamugget  and  Hebron,  by  an  act 
of  this  Assembly,  in  May  last  past,  were  ordered  to  bear  and 
pay  a part  and  proportion  of  the  rates  and  taxes  granted  in 
this  present  year  1709,  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  several 
towns  and  places  have  neglected  or  refused  to  send  to  this 
Assembly  their  respective  lists  of  polls  and  estate,  or  the  sum 
total  thereof,  according  to  law,  by  reason  whereof,  the  treasurer 
hath  no  rule  to  levy  and  collect  their  said  proportions  of  the 
said  rates  or  taxes : — 
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cil  of  War  appointed,  by  her  Majestie,)  to  rendezvouz  at  Bos- 
ton by  the  22d  day  of  this  present  month  of  August: — This 
Assembly,  considering  the  short  time  allowed  for  the  raising 
and  transporting  of  their  troops  to  Boston,  the  present  insults 
of  the  enemy  on  the  frontier  towns  of  this  government,  and 
the  numbers  of  our  men  now  posted  out  for  their  defence,  the 
loss  of  about  ninety  men  by  sickness  in  the  expedition  begun 
the  last  year,  the  weakness  and  inability  of  many  more  yet 
unfit  for  service  by  reason  of  the  said  sickness,  and  many  other 
difficult  circumstances, — and  being  notwithstanding,  desirous 
therein  to  express  their  gratitude  and  obedience  to  her  Majes- 
tie, who,  at  such  a juncture  has  assigned  so  considerable  a 
number  of  her  officers  and  troops  from  Great  Brittain,  with 
such  quantities  of  stores  of  war  for  the  carrying  on  the  said 
expedition,  which,  if  it  please  God  to  prosper,  will  be  of  so 
general  benefit  to  her  Provinces  in  North  America, — have 
unanimously  agreed  and  resolved  to  raise  and  furnish  three 
hundred  men  (being  all  that  can  be  spared  under  the  difficul- 
ties aforementioned,)  for  the  said  expedition,  with  all  conven- 
ient speed. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  hy  the  Governour,  Council  and  Rep- 
[116]  resentatives,  now  j|  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  it  is 
' enacted  and  ordained  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  there 
be  forthwith  raised  the  number  of  three  hundred  men,  within 
this  Colony,  (including  officers,)  for  the  said  expedition,  by 
proclamation  made  by  the  Hon>^>  the  Governour,  for  persons 
to  inlist  themselves  volunteers  in  the  said  service,  upon  the 
incouragement  hereafter  mentioned  to  be  given  to  them,  that 
is  to  say,  every  able  bodied  man  who  shall  offer  and  inlist  him- 
self a volunteer  in  the  said  expedition  shall  have  one  months 
pay  in  hand,  a coat  to  the  value  of  thirty  shillings,  and  a fire- 
lock to  the  value  of  forty  shillings,  or  in  case  he  shall  bring 
arms  fit  for  tlie  service,  by  the  judgment  of  the  chief  officer, 
then  he  shall  (if  he  sees  cause)  have  forty  shillings  instead  of 
a firelock ; also  three  years  exemption  from  all  impresses  into 
any  service  to  be  done  out  of  the  limits  of  this  Colony,  and 
shall  be  under  the  command  of  such  officers  as  this  government 
/ shall  appoint ; and  upon  the  reduction  of  Port  Royal,  and  other 
\the  French  settlements  in  Nova  Scotia,  or  other  determination 
of  the  said  expedition,  shall  be  allowed  to  return  immediately. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That 
press  warrants  shall  be  forthwith  issued  out,  to  impress  or  de- 
tach the  said  number  of  three  hundred  men  for  the  said  expe- 
dition, in  case  that  number  of  volunteers  shall  not  appear  and 
inlist  themselves  into  the  service ; and  that  all  such  men  as

of  officers  and  souldiers  contained  in  his  list,  to  the  major  of

where  the  offender  lives.  And  the  major  of  each  regiment  of 
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shall  be  so  impressed  shall  also  go  under  the  command  of  offi- 
cers appointed  by  this  government,  and  upon  the  reduction  of 
Port  Royal  and  other  the  French  settlements  aforesaid,  or  other 
determination  of  the  said  expedition,  shall  also  be  allowed  to 
return  immediately.

pence of  Time  at  the  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly,  in 
examining  of  the  Lists  of  Estates  of  the  several  towns. 

It  is  enacted  hy  the  dovernour , Council  and  Representatives, 
in  General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  clerk  of  each  military  company  or  trainband  within 
this  Colony,  shall  give  a true  and  exact  account  of  the  number 
of  officers  and  souldiers  contained  in  his  list,  to  the  major  of 
the  regiment  to  which  he  belonR's,  under  his  hand  and  test  as 
clerk,  sometime  in  the  month  of  September  annually,  and  at 
am.  all  other  times  when  it  shall  be  required  ||  of  him  by 


his  said  major,  upon  the  penalty  of  forfeiting  and  paying  a fine 
of  twenty  shillings  money  for  every  neglect,  to  the  use  of  the 
regiment  of  the  county  wherein  he  lives,  to  he  levyed  by  dis- 
tress and  sale  of  the  offenders  goods,  by  warrant  issued  forth 
by  the  said  major,  and  directed  to  the  constable  of  the  town 
where  the  offender  lives.  And  the  major  of  each  regiment  of 
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militia  within  this  Colony  shall  annually  lay  before  this  As- 
sembly in  the  month  of  October,  the  said  accounts  of  the  sev- 
eral clerks  brought  in  to  him  in  pursuance  of  this  act. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  that 
clause  in  the  aforerecited  act  contained  in  these  words,  viz. 
[With  the  number  of  male  persons  in  their  respective  towns,] 
be  repealed,  and  it  is  accordingly  repealed  and  made  void. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  and  confirm  Mr.  Caleb  Knap 
to  be  Ensign  of  the  company  or  trainband  in  the  town  of 
Greenwich. 

Upon  consideration  of  the  remoteness  of  the  town  of  Wa- 
terbury  in  the  county  of  Hartford  from  their  county  town  and 
the  committee  of  war  appointed  there,  by  reason  whereof  they 
cannot  have  so  speedy  relief  upon  the  sudden  approach  of  the 
enemy  as  is  requisite : This  Assembly  do  constitute  and  ap- 
point John  Ailing,  Esq*",  Major  Samuel  Eells,  Jeremiah  Osborn, 
Esq*',  and  Capt.  John  Munson,  or  any  three  of  them,  to  be  a 
Committee  of  W ar,  with  full  power  upon  the  application  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of  Waterbury,  and  in  case  of  dan- 
ger or  the  approach  of  the  enemy,  to  raise  and  send  men 
thither,  from  the  county  of  Newhaven,  for  their  relief,  by 
scouting  or  lying  in  garrison  there,  as  occasion  may  require. 

An  Act  in  addition  unto,  and  for  repealing  one  clause  or  par- 
agraph in  the  Act  made  and  passed  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  this  Colony  begun  and  holden  at  Hartford,  May  11th, 
1710,  intituled  An  Act  for  better  Regulating,  and  giving  a 
more  effectual  Currency  to  the  Bills  of  Publick  Credit. 

It  is  ordered  and  enacted  by  the  Governour^  Council  and 
Representatives^  in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  same,  That  the  first  paragraph  of  the  said  act, 
which  is  in  these  words,  viz.  That  all  rates  hereafter  to  be 
made  pursuant  to  either  of  the  said  forementioned  acts  for  the 
providing  a fund  or  security  for  the  repayment  and  drawing 
ill  of  the  said  bills  to  the  treasury  of  this  Colony,  shall  be  paid 
either  in  bullion  at  the  rate  of  eight  shillings  the  ounce  troy, 
or  in  the  bills  of  publick  credit  created  as  aforesaid,  and  in  no 
other  manner, — be  repealed,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed 
and  made  void. 

And  it  is  now  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  all  the  rates  and  taxes  hereafter  to  be  made  and 
levyed  for  the  repayment  and  drawing  in  the  said  bills  to  the 
treasury  of  this  Colony  again,  shall  be  paid  either  in  money  as 
it  shall  generally  pass  in  New  England  at  the  time  of  payment, 
or  in  the  said  bills  of  publick  credit,  and  in  no  other  manner.

Whereas  her  Majestic,  for  the  ease  and  benefit  of  her  good 
subjects  in  these  Provinces  and  Colonys,  has  been  graciously 
pleased  to  order  an  important  expedition,  with  sea  and  land 
forces,  from  her  Majesties  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  to  be 
joyned  by  some  of  her  Majesties  troops  of  this  Colony,  against 
the  common  enemy,  and  it  being  of  the  last  consequence  that 
the  sailors,  mariners,  and  souldiers  retained  in  her  Majesties 
service  upon  the  said  expedition,  be  held  to  their  duty,  and  be 
not  inticed  away,  do  not  desert,  or  withdraw  themselves  from 
the  service  : — For  the  better  prevention  whereof. 

It  is  ordered^  That  for  this  extraordinary  occasion,  and  pro 
hac  vice,  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  intice,  harbour,  or 
conceal,  or  convey  away,  any  sailor,  mariner,  or  souldier  en- 
listed or  retained  in  her  Majesties  service  for  the  said  expedi- 
tion, and  be  thereof  convicted,  shdl  be  punished  by  fine  or 
imprisonment,  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds  fine,  or  six 
months  imprisonment,  for  every  such  offence.  And  that  this 
[167]  order  be  presently  ||  printed  and  published. 

Whereas  the  said  Honourable  Comicil  of  War  have  desired 
the  Hon^i  Governour  Saltonstall  to  buy  and  send  to  Albany, 
two  hundred  beeves  and  six  hundred  sheep,  to  be  delivered  to 
his  Excellency  CoP  Hunters  order,  and  to  be  by  him  paid 
for : It  is  therefore  agreed  and  ordered,  that  the  said  number 
of  beeves  and  sheep  be  forthwith  procured  and  sent  accord- 
ingly. 

And  whereas  the  said  Hon^i  Council  of  War  have  concluded

An  Act  for  the  more  speedy  raising  Three  Hundred  and  Sixty 

Effective  Men,  it  being  the  Quota  of  this  Government  in 
the  present  Expedition  ordered  by  her  Majesty 
See  also  original  p.  250  against  the  Freiicli  ill  North  America. 

/ Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Crovernour,  Council  and  Representa- 
/ tives^  in  Ceneral  Court  assembled,  and  it  is  enacted  hy  the  au- 
thority of  the  same,  That  the  captain,  or  in  want  or  absence  of 
the  captain,  the  next  commission  officer  of  each  trainband 
: within  this  Colony,  shall  forthwith  require  all  officers  and  sol- 
\ diers  under  his  command  to  appear  compleat  in  their  arms  at 
32 
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the  usual  place  of  training,  and  at  the  time  hereafter  set  and 
appointed  in  this  act. 

And  it  is  also  hereby  enacted^  That  every  such  captain,  or 
other  officer  as  aforesaid,  shall  proclaim  and  signifie  to  the 
soldiers  of  the  said  trainband  so  mustered,  that  her  Majesty 
having  ordered  an  expedition  against  the  French  in  North 
America,  there  are  to  be  drawn  out  of  such  trainband  such  a 
number  of  private  centinels  for  the  said  service  as  he  hath  re- 
ceived orders  for,  from  the  Honourable  the  Governour ; to 
whom,  together  with  their  officers,  her  Majesty  has  been 
pleased  to  order  by  way  of  encouragement,  a coat,  breeches, 
stockings,  shoes  with  buckles,  two  coloured  shirts,  coloured 
neck-cloths,  and  hat,  gratis.  And  all  such  officers  and  sol- 
diers shall  have  the  same  wages  as  was  formerly  allowed  by 
this  government  in  the  expedition  to  the  Wood  Creek  in  the 
year  1709.  And  all  such  able-bodied  soldiers  as  shall  there- 
upon offer  themselves  freely  to  the  said  service,  he  shall  cause 
to  be  inlisted  in  a roll  for  that  end  prepared. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted^  That  if  upon  such  procla- 
mation so  made,  no  such  soldiers  shall  forthwith  offer  them- 
selves to  the  aforesaid  number,  volunteers  as  aforesaid,  that 
every  such  captain,  or  in  his  absence,  such  other  officer  as 
aforesaid,  shall  forthwith  draw  and  enroll  such  number  as 
shall  be  then  wanting  of  able-bodied  private  centinels  (as  are 
not  priviledged  and  exempted  from  impressment  for  such  ser- 
vice for  the  space  of  three  years,  by  an  act  of  this  Assembly 
made  and  passed  August  4th,  1710,)  out  of  his  trainband,  or 
of  vagrant  or  wandering  persons,  residing  within  the  limits 
thereof,  as  he  shall  receive  orders  for  as  aforesaid ; who  shall 
attend  the  said  service  or  suffer  as  deserters,  according  to  an 
act  made  and  passed  by  this  Assembly,  May  10th,  1711,  any 
other  law,  usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
And  every  such  captain,  or  other  officer,  shall  order  the  said 
soldiers  to  march  to  the  general  rendezvouz  of  tlie  troops  of 
this  Colony,  at  Newhaven,  on  the  eleventh  of  July  next,  trans- 
[168]  mitting  together  ||  with  them  (in  the  roll  aforesaid) 
to  the  Honourable  the  Governour,  an  account  of  the  time  when 
they  were  enrolled,  with  the  names  of  their  parents  or  mas- 
ters, if  they  are  under  age  or  servants;  and  every  soldier  so 
enrolled,  as  aforesaid,  shall  he  allowed  one  day  for  every 
twenty  miles,  for  his  march  from  the  place  where  he  is  en- 
rolled to  the  said  town  of  New  Haven,  and  one  shilling  per 
diem  subsistence  while  he  is  so  marching. 

And  it  is  also  hereby  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  authority 
aforesaid,  That  if  any  soldier  belonging  to  any  such  trainband 
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shall  not  (unless  prevented  by  sickness,)  attend  at  the  time 
and  place  of  the  said  trainbands  mustering,  as  hereafter  ap- 
pointed, every  such  soldier  shall  incur  the  penalty  of  twenty 
pounds,  currant  money,  to  the  publick  treasury  of  this  Colony, 
to  be  improved  in  defraying  the  charge  of  the  said  expedition, 
or  else  shall  suffer  six  months  imprisonment  without  bail ; the 
said  penalty  or  fine  to  be  levyed  by  the  clerk  of  the  trainband 
to  which  such  soldier  belongs,  in  the  same  manner  as  any 
military  fines  may  or  ought  to  be  levied,  and  is  hereby  im- 
powered  ex  officio  so  to  do,  and  to  command  and  take  all  as- 
sistance necessary  thereto  ; and  the  said  fine  so  levied,  shall 
by  the  said  clerk,  (his  own  fees  being  first  deducted,  which  is

day  and  time  for  such  trainband  to  muster  as  is  herein  before 
expresssd  ; which  muster  every  officer  and  private  centinel  be- 
longing unto  the  said  trainband  is  hereby  commanded  and 
obliged  to  take  notice  of  and  attend,  upon  the  pain  and  pen- 
alty aforesaid. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  all 
officers,  captains,  or  others,  mentioned  in  this  act,  who  shall 
neglect  any  part  of  the  duty  by  this  act  made  to  be  incumbent 
upon  them,  shall  incur  for  each  such  neglect  or  offence,  the 
sum  of  twenty  pounds,  currant  money,  to  be  recovered  by  bill, 
plaint,  or  information,  in  the  county  court  of  the  county  where 
such  officer  shall  live,  one  moiety  whereof  to  be  to  the  publick 
treasury  of  this  Colony,  and  the  other  moiety  to  him  or  them 
that  shall  sue  for  the  same  and  prosecute  his  suit  to  effect. 

And  it  is  enacted  and  ordained  hy  this  Court,  That  the  sol- 
diers upon  the  aforesaid  expedition  shall  go  under  our  own 
officers,  and  have  one  months  pay  in  hand,  and  twenty  shil- 
lings gratis  to  volunteers,  and  have  liberty  to  return  when  the 
expedition  is  over. 
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court : It  is  ordered  and  enacted  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
said  Howard  shall  have  a tryal  of  the  said  action  at  the  next 
superior  court  to  be  holden  in  the  county  of  Hartford,  and  no 
liberty  of  reviewing  from  the  judgment  of  the  said  superior 
court  if  it  be  given  against  him  ; but  if  judgment  be  given  by 
the  said  court  for  the  said  Howard,  that  then  the  said  Dickin- 
son shall  have  liberty  of  reviewing  to  the  next  superior  court 
[177]  in  the  said  county,  where  the  cause  shall  have  ||  a final 
issue,  any  law,  usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Whereas  the  law,  title  Intestate  Estates,  page  59,  limits  and 
restrains  orphans,  who  may  be  aggrieved  with  any  act,  sen- 
tence, order  or  decree  of  any  prerogative  court,  from  relief  by 
appealing  from  such  act,  order,  decree,  or  sentence,  except 
such  appeal  be  demanded  within  eighteen  months  after  such 
act  or  order  of  the  said  prerogative  court,  or  within  one  year 
after  he  or  she  come  of  age  to  choose  guardians,  and  not  after- 
wards,— 

Be  it  enacted^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  hy  the  G-overnour^ 
Council  and  Representatives^  in  General  Court  assembled^  and 
hy  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  any  orphan,  who  is,  or  may 
be  aggrieved  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  liberty  of  appealing  from 
such  act,  order,  decree,  or  sentence,  within  eighteen  months 
after  he  or  she  shall  come  to  the  age  of  twenty  one  years,  any 
clause  in  the  said  law,  or  any  other  law  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. 

Whereas  Mary  Wakeman,  an  orplian,  has  made  application 
to  this  Assembly  for  liberty  to  appeal  from  an  act  or  sentence 
of  the  prerogative  court  in  the  county  of  Fairfield,  bearing  date 
November  1st,  1692,  with  which  she  is  aggrieved : this  court 
has  thought  good,  by  a general  law  providing  relief  for  orphans, 
to  grant  her  the  liberty  desired. 

This  Assembly  do  allow  and  grant  to  Mr.  Francis  Winnee, 
master  of  the  sloop  now  at  Newhaven,  which  come  from  Alba- 
ny with  our  sick  men  and  stores,  the  sum  of  forty  shillings, 
money,  for  his  being  hindered  several  days  at  Albany  and  New 
York  upon  his  said  voyage. 

Whereas  by  an  act  made  and  passed  at  New  London  at  the 
General  Assembly  holden  there  June  19th,  1711,  it  was  pro- 
vided that  all  persons  belonging  to  trainbands  should  be  pres- 
ent at  a muster  appointed  by  that  act,  or  incur  the  penalty  of 
twenty  pounds  : And  whereas  it  has  been  represented  to  this 
Court  that  some  persons  are  in  hazard  of  suffering  the  said 
penalty  for  being  absent  from  the  said  muster,  although  they 
were  hindred  by  various  providences,  and  did  not  absent 
themselves  therefrom  and  refuse  her  Majesties  service  therein. 
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out  of  any  willful  contempt : — To  the  intent  that  such  persons 
may  be  excused  from  such  penalty,  and  that  all  contemptuous 
offenders  may  be  duly  punished,  this  Assembly  do  refer  the 
consideration  of  all  such  cases  of  persons  not  contemptuously 
refusing  the  obedience  required  in  the  said  act,  to  the  honour- 
able the  judges  of  the  superiour  court,  who  are  hereby  impow- 
ered  at  or  before  their  riding  of  the  circuit  in  March  next,  to 
hear  and  receive  the  applications  of  all  such  persons ; and  if 
it  shall  appear  to  them,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  that  by 
Providence  they  were  prevented  of  being  so  present  at  said 
muster,  and  did  not  absent  themselves  willfully  and  out  of  con- 
tempt, wholly  to  discharge  and  release  them  from  the  penalty 
aforesaid ; and  to  shew  to  all  offenders  of  the  said  law  so  ap- 
plying themselves,  such  favour  as  they  shall  see  meet,  taking 
care  that  no  willful,  obstinate  contempt  of  said  law  be  in  the 
least  tolerated. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted  and  agreed,  That  the  Gov- 
ernour  do  in  the  mean  time,  and  he  is  hereby  desired  with  all 
convenient  speed,  to  give  out  such  orders  as  may  prevent  any 
distraint  from  being  made  by  any  clerks  of  any  trainbands,  on 
any  persons  whatsoever,  for  the  penalty  aforesaid,  till  the  end- 
ing of  the  said  circuit. 

Upon  consideration  of  the  petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  New 
Milford,  now  presented  to  this  Assembly,  praying  that  they 
[178]  may  be  put  into  a way  to  ||  procure,  and  be  enabled  to 
call  and  settle  a minister  of  the  gospel  amongst  them : It  is 
ordered  and  enacted  by  the  Governour,  Council  and  Repre- 
sentatives, in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same.  That  it  is,  and  shall  be  lawful  to,  and  for,  and  in 
the  power  of  Mr.  Jonathan  Law  of  Milford,  one  of  the  commit- 
tee for  managing  the  affairs  of  the  said  town  of  New  Milford, 
with  two  of  the  said  inhabitants,  petitioners,  to  levy  a tax  or 
rate  on  all  the  owners  and  proprietors  of  land  lying  within  the 
said  town,  for  the  term  of  four  years  next  coming,  in  the  pro- 
portion following,  that  is  to  say  : — Each  proprietor  of  a whole 
share  right  (so  called)  to  be  rated  or  taxed  at  the  sum  of  seven 
shillings,  currant  money,  by  the  year,  and  each  proprietor  of 
a bigger  or  lesser  share,  or  right,  to  be  rated  and  taxed  more 
or  less,  proportionably,  and  so,  and  in  such  proportion  to  tax 
all  the  said  proprietors,  annually,  for  the  term  of  four  years 
next  after  the  date  of  this  act ; which  rate  shall  be  levyed  and 
collected  by  the  said  Jonathan  Law  and  two  of  the  said  inhab- 
itants for  and  towards  the  building  of  a ministers  house  there, 
and  supporting  or  paying  a minister  of  the  gospel  to  preach 
the  word  of  God  amongst  them.  And  in  case  that  any  owner 
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This  Court  grants  to  Capt.  Joseph  Whiting,  the  Treasurer, 
for  all  his  work  as  treasurer  this  year,  the  sum  of  sixty  pounds 
out  of  the  publick  treasury,  and  no  more. 

This  Assembly  refer  that  matter  about  laying  in  a store  of 
pork,  to  the  Governour  and  Council,  as  in  their  wisdom  they 
shall  judge  best  for  the  publick  service.  As  to  that  matter 
relating  to  the  port  of  New  London,  this  Assembly,  having 
ordered  the  payment  of  five  pounds  out  of  the  treasury  to  be 
put  into  the  hands  of  Richard  Christophers,  Esq'',  and  Mr. 
John  Plumb,  to  be  improved  for  the  safeguard  thereof,  do  refer 
further  considerations  hereof  unto  the  sessions  of  this  Court 
in  October  next. 

An  Act  for  the  more  speedy  Raising  Men  for  her  Majesties 

Service. 

Be  it  enacted,  That  when  and  as  often  as  the  General  As- 
sembly shall  consent  to  the  raising  any  number  of  men  for 
her  Majesties  service  out  of  the  trainbands,  an’d  the  Govern- 
our, or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  shall  issue 
out  a proclamation  commanding  the  captain  or  chief  commis- 
sion officer  to  make  a muster  of  their  respective  trainbands, 
in  order  to  a proportion  of  centinels  to  be  drawn  out  of  each 
of  them,  on  a certain  day  therein  appointed ; which  is  hereby 
required  to  be  duly  attended,  (the  said  day  to  be  twelve  days 
after  the  date  of  the  said  proclamation ;)  every  centinel  be-  . 
longing  to  such  trainbands  shall  attend  the  said  respective  / 
musters,  (unless  prevented  by  sickness,)  or  shall  render  a / 
sufficient  reason  for  his  not  attending,  to  the  major  of  the 
county  whereto  he  belongs,  and  two  other  commission  officers, 
such  as  the  major  shall  call  to  his  assistance  to  hear  and  de- 
[208]  termine  that  matter ; this  to  be  done  within  ||  thirty 
days  after  such  default.  Aijd  every  centinel  that  shall  not 
attend  as  aforesaid,  shall  incur  the  penalty  of  ten  pounds, 
currant  money,  to  the  publick  treasury  of  this  Colony,  (to  be 
iiliproved  in  defraying  the  charge  of  such  service  as  the  said 
centinels  are  to  be  drawn  for,)  or  else  shall  suffer  three  months 
imprisonment  without  bail.  The  said  penalty  to  be  levyed  by 
the  clerk  of  the  trainband  to  w^hich  such  centinel  belongs,  in 
the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  authority,  (out  of  which 
the  said  clerk  shall  receive  the  same  proportion  of  recom- 
pence,  with  that)  which  was  ordained  and  appointed  in  the 
like  case,  by  an  act  of  this  Assembly  made  and  passed  at  a 
General  Court  holden  at  New  Loudon,  the  19th  day  of  June, 
1711,  intituled  An  Act  for  the  more  speedy  raising  three  hun- 
dred and  sixty  effective  men. 
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And  it  is  further  enacted^  That  all  officers  mentioned  in  this 
act,  who  shall  neglect  any  part  of  the  duty  by  this  act  made  to 
be  incumbent  upon  them,  shall  incur  for  each  such  neglect  or 
offence,  the  sum  of  ten  pounds,  currant  money,  to  be  recov- 
ered by  bill,  plaint,  or  information,  in  any  court  of  record 
within  the  county  where  such  officer  shall  live,  one  moiety 
thereof  to  be  to  the  publick  treasury  of  this  Colony,  and  the 
other  moiety  to  him  or  them  that  shall  sue  for  the  same  and 
prosecute  his  suit  to  effect. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  Chief  Judge  of  the 
Superiour  Court  for  the  time  being,  shall  have  power  to  call 
and  hold  such  court  out  of  the  circuit  established,  upon  spe- 
cial and  weighty  reasons. 

The  aforegoing  record  of  this  Assembly  was  read  in  the 
presence  of  both  Houses,  and  ordered  to  be  signed  by  the 
Secretary  as  perfect  and  compleat. 

The  oath  of- justice  of  peace  and  quorum  was  administred 
to  Col®  William  Whiting,  Capt.  Aaron  Cook,  Capt.  James 
Avery,  and  Lt.  Josiah  Starr,  by  the  Hon^'  the  Governour,  in 
the  presence  of  this  Assembly. 

May  the  23d,  1712.  This  Assembly  was  adjourn’d  until  the 
Governour  or  Deputy  Governour  shall  see  cause  to  call  them 
to  meet  again.

There  being  several  souldiers  of  Coll.  Whiting’s  regiment  in  the 
late  expedition  against  Canada,  whose  debentures  could  not  be  made 
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Upon  the  petition  of  Mary  Lyon,  alias  Kellogg,  administra- 
trix on  the  estate  of  her  late  husband,  Andrew  Lyon,  of  Nor- 
walk, deceased,  for  power  to  sell  some  of  her  husbands  lands 
for  payment  of  his  debts : This  Assembly  do  hereby  impower 
the  said  administratrix  to  sell  so  much  of  the  said  deceast  An- 
drew Lyons  land  as  may  discharge  the  sum  of  ten  pounds 
eighteen  shillings  and  five  pence,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
court  of  probates  in  the  county  of  Fairfield  first  had  and  ob- 
tained. 

This  Assembly  do  allow  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  West 
Farms  in  Fairfield  to  imbody  themselves  into  a church  estate. 

This  Assembly  appoint  Capt.  Kichard  Bushnell,  Deacon 
[305]  II  James  Morgan  and  Mr.  Nehemia  Smith,  a committee 
to  renew  the  bounds  of  the  land  called  Bartlets  Land,  belong- 
ing to  the  school  of  New  London,  at  the  charge  of  the  town  of 
New  London,  the  parties  adjoyning  to  said  lands  having  notice 
to  be  present. 

This  Assembly,  upon  the  petition  of  Ebenezar  Fitch  of 
Windsor  for  a grant  and  confirmation  of  a tract  of  land  con- 
taining six  hundred  and  fifty  acres,  given  to  him  by  his  father. 
Major  James  Fitch,  lying  at  the  upper  or  north  end  of  Canter- 
bury, do  order  a quit  claim  and  release  of  all  the  Colonies 
right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  the  said  land,  be  made  under 
the  seal  of  this  Colony  to  the  said  Ebenezar  Fitch  and  his 
heirs  and  assigns  forever.

standing.  /

[220]  Read,  a letter  to  the  Governour  from  Ashford  to  New  London, 
dated  August  15th,  1723,  from  Capt.  Parry  of  that  town,  containing 
the  copie  of  a letter  from  Mr.  Parsons,  minister  of  Leicester,  dated 
August  15th,  1723,  to  Coll.  Chandler,  with  advice  that  Rutland  was 
destroyed  by  the  Indians,  on  Wednesday  evening  the  14th  instant,  and 
that  some  men  were  killed  at  Northfield. 

Read  also,  a letter  from  Capt.  Parry  at  Ashford,  August  17th,  1723, 
to  the  Governour  at  Hartford,  received  the  same  day  in  the  evening, 
advising  that  the  Indians,  supposed  twelve  in  number,  had  killed  Mr. 
Willard,  minister  of  Rutland,  and  barbarously  mangled  him,  and  had 
also  killed  two  of  Lt.  Stevens’s  sons,  and  two  more  of  his  sons  were 
fallen  into  the  enemies  hands,  but  whether  killed  or  no  was  uncertain. 

The  Governour  signified  he  had  received  a letter  last  week  from 
Boston,  advising  him  that  there  had  been  a general  council  of  Indians 
at  Canada,  where  Gov.  Vaudril  was  present,  who  told  the  Indians  that 
he  could  not  supply  the  eastern  Indians  in  the  war  with  the  English 
with  men,  yet  if  any  of  them  were  willing  to  assist  those  Indians,  he\ 
would  furnish  them  with  arms  and  ammunition;  whereupon  the  eastern  | 
Indians  resolved  not  to  come  into  the  treaty  of  peace  proposed  with] 
the  Province  of  Massachusets,  by  mediation  of  the  five  nations  of  the 
Indians,  but  would  carry  on  the  war  vigorously ; and  that  accordingly 
the  eastern  Indians  were  not  come  in,  at  the  time  appointed,  tor  the 
treaty. 

It  was  also  considered,  that  it  was  reported  with  some  credit  that 
advice  had  been  sent  from  Albany  to  Boston,  that  about  three  hundred 
French  Indians  were  come  over  the  lake  towards  Connecticut,  and  it 
was  feared  they  designed  mischief. 

Upon  consideration  of  the  letters  and  report,  it  was  concluded  that 
the  mischief  done  last  week  at  Northfield  and  Rutland  was  prob- 
ably by  a party  of  Indians  from  Canada ; and  that  probably  there  may 
be  at  this  time  divers  parlies  of  those  Indians  waiting  opportunity  to 
do  mischief  on  the  frontiers. 

Resolved,  That  Symsbury  and  Litchfield  are  the  frontier  towns  of 
this  Colony,  westward  of  Connecticut  River,  which  are  most  exposed 
to  danger  by  those  parties  of  Indians.

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[221]  Resolved,  That  advice  of  the  danger  be  immediately  given  to 
the  commission  officers  of  the  militia  in  each  of  those  towns,  with 
orders  that  they  forthwith  convene  the  householders  in  the  respective 
towns,  and  with  their  advice  agree  upon  suitable  places  for  garrisons 
in  said  towns,  for  their  safety  in  case  of  alarm,  and  use  their  best  en- 
deavours that  the  inhabitants,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  judged  most 
convenient,  provide  such  fortifications  with  speed. 

Resolved,  That  orders  be  forthwith  sent  to  the  sachems  and  several 
bodies  of  Indians  in  this  Colony,  requiring  them  forthwith  to  call  in 
all  their  Indians  that  are  out  a hunting  in  the  woods,  and  that  they  do 
not  presume  to  go  out  again  into  the  woods  to  hunt,  north  of  the  road 
that  goes  from  Farmingtown  through  Waterbury,  and  Woodbury,  to 
New  Milford,  or  north  of  the  road  from  Hartford  through  Coventry 
and  Ashford  to  New  Roxbury,  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Court 
in  October  next,  or  without  leave  first  had  of  the  Governour  and 
Council ; and  that  they  publish  it  to  all  Indians,  that  such  as  are  found 
north  of  the  said  paths  in  the  woods,  after  the  20th  of  this  instant 
August,  must  expect  to  be  treated  by  the  scouts,  and  all  others,  as 
enemies. 

I Resolved,  That  there  be  a couple  of  scouts  on  foot,  each  consisting 
/of  three  English  men  and  six  Indians,  who  shall  range  the  woods  above 
Symsbury  westward  to  Ousitanuck,  to  be  so  ordered  that  they  should 
meet  each  other  about  the  middle  way  between  Symsbury  and  Ousi- 
tanuck; this  to  continue  during  the  present  danger;  and  the  scout  to 
receive  their  directions,  from  time  to  time  as  there  shall  be  occasion, 
from  Major  Talcot. 

Resolved,  That  a military  watch  be  kept  in  the  most  convenient 
places  in  the  towns  of  Symsbury,  Waterbury,  Woodbury,  Litchfield, 
and  New  Milford ; and  that  Major  Talcot  send  to  the  commission  offi- 
cers of  each  town  a copie  of  this  order. 

Resolved,  That  the  chief  military  officer  in  each  town  cause  a mili- 
tary watch  to  be  duly  held  in  some  convenient  places  in  the  towns  of 
Stafford  and  Ashford ; and  that  two  men  be  employed,  by  the  chief 
commission  military  officer  fh  each  town,  every  day  to  scout  on  the 
northern  part  of  the  said  towns,  so  as  to  meet  each  day,  about  the 

[222]  middle  station  between  the  two  ||  towns,  and  return  every  night 
to  their  respective  towns.  This  scout  to  be  under  the  direction  of  such 
officer  from  time  to  time,  and  such  orders  as  he  gives  them  to  be  duly 
observed  by  ’em. 

I Ordered,  That  Major  Talcot,  with  such  assistance  as  shall  be  found 
\ meet,  ride  upon  the  frontier  from  Hartford  to  New  Milford,  to  take 
\ effectual  care  that  the  orders  of  this  board,  relating  to  a scout,  &c.  for 
\the  safely  of  the  northern  frontier  of  this  Colony  to  the  west  of  Con- 
necticut River,  be  duly,  and  as  speedily  as  may  be,  put  in  execution ; 
and  that  he  take  the  like  care  for  executing  the  orders  of  this  board 
for  watching  and  warding  at  Stafford  and  Ashford ; and  that  he  im- 
press men  or  horses,  as  shall  bo  found  necessary,  for  putting  the  said 
orders  in  execution. 

Whereas  it  has  been  moved  by  the  Mohegan  Indians  that  they  may 
have  leave  to  meet  in  a convention  of  Indians  from  divers  parts  of  this 
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Colony,  at  Mohegan,  to  install  as  their  sachem  Major  Benn  Uncas,  the 
only  surviving  son  of  Uncas,  formerly  their  sachem  appointed  by  this 
government:  It  is  hereby  allowed,  that  the  said  Major  Uncas  be  in- 
stalled the  sachem  of  the  Mohegan  Indians.  And  the  Governour  is 
hereby  desired  to  order  two  or  three  persons,  who  understand  well  the 
language  and  manner  of  the  Indians,  to  be  present,  one  or  other  of 
them,  during  the  whole  time  of  the  said  convention,  to  signify  the  con- 
currence of  this  government  to  the  said  installment,  and  to  keep  order 
among  the  Indians  on  this  occa>ion. 

Whereas  David  Robinson  of  Durham,  committed  to  the  goal  in  the 
county  of  Fairfield,  as  a person  maniiestly  distracted,  has  broken  loose 
from  his  confinement,  and  by  some'means  or  other  got  at  liberty,  and 
behaved  himself  with  such  fury  and  outrage  as  to  disturb  the  quiet  and 
peace  of  many  of  his  majesties  subjects,  and  is,  as  is  said,  lately  re- 
turned to  Fairfield  : Resolved,  that  Major  Peter  Burr,  of  said  Fair- 
field,  do  immediately  give  order,  and  cause  that  the  said  Robinson  be 
without  delay  taken  into  custody,  and  be  committed  to  the  goal  in  New 
Haven,  there  to  be  kept  till  further  order;  and  that  Coll.  Allyn  and 
John  Hooker,  Esq'rs,  or  either  of  them,  when  they  go  on  the  circuit, 
to  Fairfield,  carry  this  resolve  and  deliver  it  to  Major  Burr,  and  be 
assisting  in  executing  the  same.

Ordered,  That  Major  Talcot,  who  is  appointed  to  ride  forthwith  into 
the  western  frontier,  be  furnished  with  three  pounds  for  subsistence 
out  of  the  Colony  treasury,  he  keeping  account  of  the  riding  expence. 

Whereas  the  Governour  and  Council  have  bought  six  barrels  of 
powder  for  the  Colonies  use,  at  twelve  pound  per  barrel,  amounting 
to  seventy-two  pound  : Ordered  that  the  treasurer  pay  to  the  govern- 
our, who  has  bought  the  said  powder  for  the  Colony,  the  said  sum  of 
seventy-two  pounds.

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as  we  look  upon  them  to  be  our  friends,  v/e  send  them  the  news,  that 
mnny  of  the  eastward  Indians  are  come  out  against  the.'e  frontier 
parts  of  the  country,  and  also  that  Scaiecook  Indians  are  all  drawn 
off,  its  suppos’d,  to  the  enemie  ; and  we  send  them  this  news  that  they 
may  secure  themselves  in  the  best  mantier  they  chu  from  the  said  en- 
emie ; and  fariher  to  inform  them,  that  it  being  difficult  to  distinguish 
them  from  the  enemie,  they  are  forbid  to  let  their  men  hunt  or  travel 
in  the  land  belonging  to  this  government  on  either  side  of  Housatun- 
nack  River,  where  we  must  send  our  scouts  to  discover  the  enemie  that 
come  down  this  way.  And  the  said  scouts  are  carefully  to  observe  in 
their  travel,  if  any  tracks  come  down  towards  our  frontiers,  and  get 
what  intelligence  they  can  [at]  Housatunnack  and  Weataug,  and 
make  the  return  of  their  progress  to  the  Governor.  And  Sergeant 
Jonathan  Holcomb  is  desired  to  take  the  care  of  said  scout,  to  raise  and 
march  them,  &c. 

/ A/td  it  [fs]  resolved,  That  [there  be]  a view  of  arms  and  ammuni- 
tion of  the  souldiery  throughout  the  towns  of  Windsor,  Hartford, 
Weatherstield,  Middletown,  Glassenbury,  Bolton,  Coventry,  Ashford, 
Mansfield  and  Stafford;  and  that  the  news  of  the  enemie’s  coming 
from  Canada  be  sent  to  Stafford  and  Tolland,  and  that  they  set  up  a 
town  watch  as  the  law  directs,  and  that  the  constable  of  said  town  see 
that  it  be  duly  observed  and  kept  by  such  numbers  of  men,  and  in 
\such  places  as  the  commission  officers  and  selectmen  of  said  towns,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  shall  agree  to  and  order. 

And  whereas  we  have  intelligence  from  Albany  that  the  enemie

I ['^54]  It  is  resolved.  That  whereas  Major  Samuel  Eells  is  gone  out 
of  the  Colony,  that  Capt.  John  Hall,  of  Wallingsford,  Esq.,  is  ordered 
and  commanded  to  send  out  his  warrants  (by  virtue  of  the  order  of  the 
Governour  and  Council)  unto  the  commission  officers  of  the  towns  of 
Wallingford,  Branford  and  Guilford,  that  they  forthwith  send  seven  ef- 
fective men  from  each  of  said  towns,  under  the  command  of  a Ser- 
geant, to  march  to  Litchfield,  and  there  to  be  improv’d  by  the  direc- 
tion of  the  commission  officers  of  Litchfield,  in  scouting,  watching  and 
warding,  for  the  safety  of  said  town.

/of  Hampshire,  to  the  invasions  of  the  enemy:  This  Assem- 
bly do  therefore  impower  the  Hon^^^  the  Governour  and  the 
Committee  of  War  at  Hartford,  to  impress  and  send  forth 
such  forces  as  they  shall  think  needful  to  defend  our  own 


■s.  And  in  case  of  good  intelligence  of  a body  of  the 


enemy  coming  down  upon  the  county  of  Hampshire,  his  Hon- 
our, with  the  Committee,  are  enabled  to  send  forth  the  de- 
tachment in  Hartford,  Windsor  and  Wethersfield,  or  part  of 
them,  as  they  shall  judge  best,  for  the  defence  of  the  towns  in 
the  county  of  Hampshire  ; provided  tliose  men  that  may  be 
sent  into  Hampshire  shall  not  be  ordered  to  remain  there  to 
keep  garrison.

our  frontiers:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  there  be  forth-^ 
with  thirty  effective  men  raised  in  the  towns  of  New  Haven 
and  Wallingsford,  to  march  forthwith  to  Litchfield,  to  be  under 
the  direction  and  command  of  Capt.  Jolm  Maish  of  Litch- 
field, for  the  defence  of  said  Litchfield  ; twenty  of  which  to 
be  raised  in  New  Haven,  and  ten  in  Wallingsford  ; and  that  a 
sergeant  march  with  them  directly  from  each  of  said  towns  ; 
and  that  the  major  of  the  county  make  out  his  orders  to  the 
respective  captains  in  said  towns  accordingly. 

Upon  intelligence  of  the  Indian  enemy  coming  toward  our 
frontiers : Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  twenty  effective’ 

men  be  forthwith  raised  in  the  town  of  Milford,  with  a ser-^ 
geant,  and  march  forthwith  to  New  Milford,  to  be  under  the 
command  of  Capt.  Stephen  Nobles,  to  be  improved  for  the  de- 
fence of  said  town;  and  that  the  major  of  the  regiment  of 
New  Haven  forthwith  make  out  the  necessary  orders  therefor. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  Capt.  John  Marsh  and 
Capf.  Stephen  Nobles  forthwith  send,  each  of  them,  a small 
scout  at  their  discretion  into  the  woods,  to  call,  and  in  the 
name  of  this  Assembly  to  command,  all  our  friend  Indians  to 
retire  to  the  respective  towns  or  places  where  they  belong,  and 
that  they  may  not  be  seen  in  the  woods  except  in  company 
with  Englishmen. 

[553]  Pvesolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  if  his  Honour  the 
Governour,  with  advice  of  his  Council,  shall  imploy  any  of 
our  friend  Indians  in  the  defence  of  our  frontiers  or  scouting,

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and  goat:^,  and  tobacco.  Our  manufactures  are  inconsiderable,  our 
pi'Opie  being  generally  imployed  in  tilling  the  earth;  some  few  are 
imployed  in  tanning  and  shoe-making  and  other  handicrafts,  others  in 
building,  joyner-work,  taylors,  smiths,  without  which  we  could  not 
subsist. 

9.  There  are  some  copper  mines  found  amongst  us,  which  have 
not  yet  been  very  profitable  to  the  undertakers.  Iron  oar  hath  been 
found  in  sundry  places,  and  improved  to  good  advantage. 

10.  The  number  of  our  inhabitants,  of  both  sexes  and  all  a<zes, 
are  computed  to  be  38,000,  and  about  700  Indian  and  negro  slaves. 
The  inhabitants  are  much  increased  within  this  ten  years  last  past. 
The  reasons  are:  1st,  The  country  is  new  and  large.  21y.  The  in- 
testate estates  are,  or  have  been,  divided  amongst  all  the  children, 
which  incourages  them  while  in  their  father’s  family  to  joyn  their 
united  strength  to  clear  and  subdue  the  earth,  and  thereby  make  room 
for  their  own  settlement  when  they  come  of  age.  But  the  consum- 
mate and  principal  reason  is,  the  blessing  of  the  Almighty  on  the  fruit 
of  our  bodies  and  the  fruit  of  our  lands. 

11.  ' The  number  of  the  militia,  according  to  lists  or  muster  rolls 
of  the  trainbands,  which  consist  of  all  from  sixteen  to  fifty-five  years 
of  age,  is  8,500. 

12.  In  time  of  war  we  have  always  had  sundry  forts  on  our  fron- 
tiers, to  cover  us  from  the  insults  of  the  French  and  Indians,  which 
yet  have  never  been  of  any  great  service  to  us;  the  enemy  coming  in 
small  parties  surprize  our  people  suddenly,  and  then  flee  into  the  ad- 
jacent woods.  VVe  have  had  a fort  at  New  London  long  since,  and 
several  pieces  of  cannon,  but  are  now  building  a new  fort  where  are 
already  mounted  four  cannon  to  secure  that  port,  and  in  a short  time 
intend  divers  more  shall  be  there  mounted. 

13.  The  number  of  Indians  amongst  us  are  about  1600,  of  both 
sexes  and. all  ages.  They  are  inclined  to  hunting,  idleness  and  excess- 
ive drinking.  Some  of  their  youth  are  now  in  a school  at  Mohegan, 
set  up  and  maintained  by  the  English  for  that  purpose,  and  they  give 
good  evidence  of  their  docibility. 

14.  The  Five  Nations  (of  Indian^,)  as  they  are  called,  live  about 
250  miles  westward  from  us.  The  French  Indians  that  live  at  Can- 
ada, and  the  eastern  Indians,  which  live  about  250  miles  to  the  north- 
east of  us,  are  our  only  neighbouring  Indians,  and  their  strength  is 
unknown  to  us. 

15.  The  Spaniards  have  not  settled  in  North  America  to  the  east- 
ward of  Cape  Florida,  as  we  know  of,  which  is  very  distant  from  us. 
The.  French  at  Canada  are  about  400  miles  north  of  us,  and  of  con- 
siderable strength. 

16.  The  Spaniards  in  South  Ameiica  have  of  late  years  taken 
some  vessels  from  this,  and  sundry  from  the  neighbouring  govern- 
ments. The  French  at  Canada  have  been  very  troublesome  to  this 
and  the  neighbouring  governments,  always  inceu'ing  the  Indians 
against  the  English,  supplying  them  with  arms  and  ammunition,  and 
joyning  with  them  in  making  inroads  in  time  of  war.  They  are  of 
considerable  strength,  and  since  they  are  settled  on  the  River  Saint

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the  said  townships:  hut  if  the  service  cannot  be  done  by  tliem

The  above  report  accepted  and  approved  by  this  Assembly, 
and  Edmund  Lewiss,  Esq’’,  Capt.  William  Judd  and  Capt.  John 
Buell,  are  appointed  a committee  to  do  the  work  of  laying  out 
the  towns,  as  mentioned  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  John  Woodbridge,  Joseph  Wood- 
bridge,  Timothy  Woodbridge,  John  Stedinan  guardian  to  Ben- 
jamin Woodbridge,  coheirs  of  the  Reverend  Mr.  John  Wood- 
Uridge  late  of  Springfield,  deceas’d,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  in  October  12th,  1671,  this  Assembly  granted  to  Mr.  John 
Woodbridge  250  acres  of  land,  to  be  taken  up  in  the  ungranted 
lands,  Ac'^. ; which  land  descended  to  said  John  Woodbridge 
of  Springfield,  father  of  the  memorialists.  One  moiety  of 
which  land,  (viz :)  125  acres  thereof,  was  by  said  Woodbridge 
sold  to  Mr.  Samuel  Buell  of  Killingsworth,  deceas’d,  and  was 
laid  out  in  an  old  grant  before  made  to  Killingsworth  town, 
and  so  by  said  Killingsworths  grant  said  outlay  was  defeated, 
and  said  Buell  and  his  heirs  thereof  utterly  prevented;  mov- 
ing that  this  Assembly  would  order  the  said  125  acres  afore- 
said to  be  laid  out  to  said  Buell’s  heirs:  Resolved  by  this  As- 
sembly, that  125  acres  of  land  be  laid  out  to  the  said  Buell’s 
heirs,  of  the  ungranted  lands  of  this  Colony  on  the  west  side 
of  Ousatunnuck  river,  so  as  not  to  prejudice  any  former  sur- 
vey made  by  order  of  this  Assembly;  and  that  the  heirs  of 
said  Buell  have  lilierty  to  call  out  the  county  surveyour  of 
Fairfield  county,  at  their  proper  cost,  to  survey  and  lay  out 
the  land  aforesaid,  in  fulfillment  of  the  grant  aforesaid.

Upon  the  memorial  of  Zebulon  Mygatt,  master  of  the  work 
house  in  Hartford,  setting  forth  that  there  is  w&,nt  of  bedding 
and  sundry  other  necessaries  in  said  house,  that  the  persons 
that  are  or  may  be  sent  thitlier  and  to  be  subsisted  at  the  Col- 
ony charge  may  be  comfortably  subsisted  and  improved  there : 
Be  it  enacted,  that  Nathaniel  Stanly,  Esq'',  shall,  at  the  pub-

An  Act  for  Regulating  the  Militia. 

Whereas  for  the  honour  and  service  of  his  Majesty,  and 
for  the  security  of  this  his  Majesty’s  Colony  against  any  vio- 
lence or  invasion  whatsoever,  it  is  necessary  that  due  care  be 
taken  that  the  inhabitants  thereof  be  armed,  trained,  and  in 
a suitable  posture  and  readiness  for  the  ends  aforesaid:  And 
that  every  person  may  know  his  duty,  and  be  obliged  to  per- 
form the  same, 

1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Crovernour^  Council  and  Representa- 
tives, in  (xeneral  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the 
same.  That  all  male  persons,  from  sixteen  years  of  age  to  fifty, 
shall  bear  arms  and  duly  attend  all  musters  and  military  ex- 
ercises of  the  respective  troops  and  companies  where  they  are 
inlisted  or  do  belong,  (except  assistants,  justices  of  the  peace, 
the  Secretary,  church  officers,  the  rector,  tutors  and  students 
at  the  collegiate  school,  masters  of  art,  allowed  physicians  and 
surgeons,  representatives  or  deputies  for  the  time  being,  school- 
masters, attorneys  at  law,  one  miller  to  each  grist-mill,  con- 
[77]  stant  herdsmen,  and  mariners  ||  who  make  it  their  con- 
stant business  to  go  to  sea,  sheriffs,  constables,  constant  ferry- 
men, lame  persons  or  otherwise  disabled  in  body,  producing 
certificate  thereof  from  two  able  physicians  or  surgeons  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  two  chief  officers  of  the  company  whereto 
the  persons  seeking  dismission  appertain,  or  of  the  chief  offi- 
cer of  the  regiment  to  which  such  company  belongs,  Indians 
and  negroes ; and  every  person  listed  in  any  troop  or  company 
shall  so  continue  and  attend  all  duty  in  such  troop  or  com- 
pany, or  otherwise  suffer  the  penalty  by  law  provided,  until 
orderly  dismissed,  or  removed  .out  of  the  town  or  precinct; 
and  in  case  of  removal  into  the  precinct  of  another  company 
in  the  same  town,  to  produce  a certificate  under  the  hand  of 
the  chief  officer  of  the  company  in  the  precinct  where  he  is 
removed,  that  he  is  listed  there.

gun,  a cartridge-box,  one  pound  of  good  powder,  four  pounds 
of  bullets  fit  for  his  gun,  and  twelve  flints,  on  penalty  of  ten 
shillings  for  want  of  such  arms  and  ammunition  as  is  hereby 
required,  and  three  shillings  for  each  defect;  and  the  like  sum 
or  sums  for  every  four  weeks  he  shall  remain  unprovided, 

3.  That  every  trooper  shall  be  always  provided  with  a good 
serviceable  horse,  not  less  than  fourteen  hands  high,  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  two  chief  commission  officers  of  the  troop 
to  which  he  belongs,  covered  with  a good  saddle  with  housing 
and  other  proper  furniture  thereto,  bitt,  bridle  and  holsters, 
and  furnished  with  a carbine,  the  barrel  not  less  than  two  feet 
and  half  long,  with  a belt  and  swivel,  a case  of  good  pistols, 
a sword  or  cutlass,  a flask  or  cartridge-box,  one  pound  of  good 
powder,  three  pounds  of  sizeable  bullets,  twenty  flints,  a good 
pair  of  boots  and  spurs,  on  penalty  ol  fifteen  shillings  for  want 
of  such  horse  as  is  hereby  ordered,  and  three  shillings  for  each 
other  defect,  and  the  like  sum  for  every  six  weeks  he  shall 
remain  unprovided ; and  that  each  trooper  list  his  horse,  and 
shall  not  dispose  thereof  without  the  consent  of  the  chief  of- 
ficer, on  the  penalty  of  five  pounds.  And  for  non-appearance 
at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  exercise,  every  listed 
trooper  shall  pay  a fine  of  twelve  shillings  for  each  days 
neglect. 

4.  That  each  company  or  troop  shall  choose  some  suitable 
person  to  be  clerk,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  a faithful  discharge 
of  his  office  before  some  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace,  in 
the  words  following,  (viz  :) 

You  do  swear  truly  to  perform  the  office  of  a clerk  of  the 
military  company  under  the  command  of  A.  B.  to  the  utmost 
of  your  skill  and  power,  in  all  things  appertaining  to  said 
office,  according  to  law  ; So  help  you  God. 

And  every  clerk  so  chosen  and  sworn  shall  give  his  attend- 
ance in  the  field,  with  his  sword  by  his  side,  on  every  of  the 
muster  or  training  days  by  his  captain  or  chief  officer  ap- 
[78]  pointed,  to  call  over  tire  roll  of  the  souldiers  ||  and  to 
take  notice  of  their  defects,  by  their  absence  or  otherwise. 
And  every  such  clerk  shall  take  an  exact  list  of  all  the  soul- 
diers within  his  limits,  twice  in  every  year  at  least,  and  de- 
liver to  the  captain  or  chief  officer  of  the  company  of  which 
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ho  is  clerk  a true  copy  of  such  list  twice  in  every  year,  if 
tliercto  required,  and  also  deliver  a true  and  exact  account  of 
the  iiumher  of  officers  and  souldiers  contained  in  his  list  to 
the  (;olonel  or  chief  officer  of  the  regiment  to  which  said 
coinjiany  hcloipas,  under  his  hand  and  test  as  clerk,  sometime 
in  the  month  of  September  annually,  and  oftner  if  by  such 
chief  officer  required,  on  penalty  of  forfeiting  the  sum  of 
twenty  shillings  for  every  such  neglect,  to  the  use  of  the  com- 
pany or  troop  to  whicli  he  belongs  ; which  tine  shall  lie  levyed 
by  distress  and  sale  of  the  offender’s  goods,  l>y  warrant  from 
the  ebief  officers  of  said  company  or  troop  directed  to  the 
constable  of  the  town  in  which  said  clerk  dwells.  And  every 
such  clerk  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  execute  all  law- 
ful warrants  by  his  siqicrior  officers  to  him  directed,  for  the  levy- 
ing any  fine  or  fines  on  deliiujuents  together  with  the  neces- 
sary charges  arising  thereon,  being  liy  virtue  of  such  warrants 
as  fully  impowered  thci  cto  as  constables  are  in  other  cases,  and 
shall  have  the  same  lees,  and  shall  account  for  such  fines  to 
the  chief  officer  of  the  conqiany  whereto  he  belongs. 

5.  That  in  every  trainband  where  there  arc  sixty-four  soul- 
diers  besides  officers,  there  shall  be  a cajitain,  lieutenant,  en- 
sign and  four  sergeants  ; and  where  there  are  thirty-two 
souldiers,  there  shall  be  a lieutenant  and  ensign  and  two  ser- 
geants ; and  where  there  are  but  twenty-four  souldiers,  there 
shall  be  but  two  sergeants  ; which  officers  the  respective  com- 
panies shall  have  liberty  to  nominate.  And  all  such  as  are 
obliged  by  law  to  keep  arms  shall  be  notified  of  and  have  lib- 
erty to  vote  in  the  choice  of  such  commission  officers.  And 
all  commission  officers  shall  lie  established  by  the  General 
Coui  t.  And  wlten  there  shall  be  in  any  company  a sufficient 
number  of  souldiers  for  two  companies,  and  where  there  are 
two  companies  that  have  a sufficient  number  of  souldiers  for 
three  companies,  the  colonel  or  chief  officer  of  the  regiment 
to  which  such  company  or  companies  belong,  shall,  with  the 
advice  of  the  commission  officers  of  such  company  or  compa- 
nies, establish  a line  or  lines  by  which  said  company  or  com- 
panies shall  be  divided,  and  to  which  the  power  of  the  chief 
officer  in  each  division  shall  extend. 

6.  That  the  clnef  commission  officer  of  each  company  and 
troop  shall  appoint  tlie  days  of  training  and  trooping,  and  the 
souldiers  shall  have  three  days  warning,  which  warning  shall 
be  given  by  the  clerks  of  the  respective  bfintls  and  troops,  or 
by  some  other  person  appointed  by  tbe  chief  officer  of  the 
company  or  tinop,  or  in  some  other  Avay  agreed  on  by  such 
bands  or  troops.  And  the  days  of  training  and  trooping  shall 
be  in  some  or  either  of  the  months  of  March,  April,  May, 
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September,  October  or  November.  And  every  centinel  shall 
appear  complcat  in  his  arms  on  every  such  day,  as  on  days 
appointed  for  viewing  arms,  and  under  the  same  penalty  for 
every  defect. 

7.  That  every  captain  or  cliicf  officer  of  any  company  or 
troop  shall  be  obliged  (on  penalty  of  five  pounds,  to  be  dis- 
[79]  trained  by  warrant  fi'om  the  chief  officer  of  ||  each  reg- 
iment directed  to  either  of  the  constal)1es  of  the  town  in  which 
such  captain  or  chief  officer  dwells,  and  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  said  town,)  to  draw  forth  his  company  or  troop,  or  cause 
them  to  be  drawn  forth,  four  days  in  a year,  to  exercise  them 
in  the  use  of  arms,  shooting  at  marks  and  otlver  military  ex- 
ercises. And  every  person  liable  to  train,  having  been  duly 
warned  and  not  appearing  and  attending  the  same,  shall  for 
each  days  neglect  pay  a fine  of  six  shillings,  (except  such 
person  shall  within  twelve  days  make  an  excuse  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  chief  officer  of  the  company  to  which  he  belongs, 
for  his  not  appearing  according  to  warning  given  him.) 

8.  That  if  any  commission  officer  of  any  military  company 
or  troop  shall  lay  down  his  place  or  give  in  his  commission, 
without  liberty  from  the  captain-general,  and  if  any  sergeant 
of  foot  or  corporal  of  troop,  or  clerk  of  either  troop  or  foot, 
shall  lay  down  his  place,  without  liberty  from  the  colonel  or 
chief  officer  of  the  regiment  whereto  such  sergeant,  corporal 
or  clerk  doth  belong,  every  such  officer  shall  be  listed  in  the 
roll  of  the  company  in  the  limits  whereof  he  resides,  and  do 
all  duties  and  services  as  private  centinels  are  by  law  required 
to  do. 

9.  That  all  such  persons  that  are  not  fifty  years  of  age, 
who  have  been  sergeants  of  foot  or  corporals  of  troop  in  any 
company  or  troop  in  this  Colony,  or  such  as  have  been  in 
either  of  said  offices  in  any  war,  who  shall  dwell  in  the  limits' 
of  any  other  company  than  that  in  which  they  have  sustained 
such  offices,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  freed  Irom  doing  duty 
as  private  centinels,  and  shall  be  required  only  to  be  present 
to  attend  the  exercise  in  such  place  or  office  as  they  have  be- 
fore served  in.  And  if  any  such  officer  shall  refuse  or  neglect 
to  be  present  on  days  of  exercise,  when  required,  and  to  at- 
tend the  duty  of  his  office,  he  sliall  be  liable  to  the  same  fine 
as  others  that  sustain  the  same  office  in  any  particular  com- 
panies are  liable  to. 

10.  That  the' chief  officer  of  every  troop  shall  cause  the 
arms  and  ammunition  of  all  under  his  command,  and  the 
chief  officer  of  every  company  of  foot  shall  cause  the  arms 
and  ammunition  of  all  under  his  command,  and  also  of  all 
others  dwelling  within  the  limits  of  his  company,  to  be  viewed 
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on  the  first  Monday  of  May  aimiially,  by  requiring  such  per- 
sons to  l)ring'  forth  their  arms  and  ammunition  at  a certain 
place  and  hour  by  such  officer  appointed ; and  if  any  person 
belonging  to  or  in  the  limits  of  any  foot  company  shall  not 
appear,  Ijeing  thereto  required  and  duly  warned,  he  shall  pay 
as  a fine  for  non-appearance,  six  shillings,  and  for  deficiency 
in  arms  and  ammunition,  ten  shillings ; and  every  trooper 
shall  pay  as  a tine  for  non-apiiearance  twelve  shillings,  and 
for  deficiency  in  arms  and  ammunition  ten  shillings  ; except 
such  person  shall  appear,  witliiii  twelve  days  after  the  day 
appointed  for  viewing  arms,  and  make  a satisfactory  excuse 
for  his  non-appearance  on  said  day,  and  also  shew  his  arms 
and  ammunition  to  the  chief  officer  of  the  company  to  which 
he  belongs  or  in  the  limits  whereof  he  resides,  and  avouch 
them  to  be  his  own,  and  that  they  had  not  been,  by  any  per- 
son whatsoever,  carried  forth  to  be  viewed  upon  or  after  said 
day.  And  every  captain  or  chief  officer  of  any  company  or 
[80]  troop  that  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  view,  or  ||  cause  to 
be  viewed,  tbe  arms  and  ammunition  of  all  under  his  command 
or  within  the  limits  of  liis  company,  as  above  required,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  pounds  money  for  each  neg- 
lect, to  be  levyed  and  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
penalty  in  this  act  provided  for  captains  not  attending  on  reg- 
imental musters. 

11.  Tliat  if  any  lieutenant,  cornet,  ensign  or  quarter-mas- 
ter of  any  company  or  troop,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear 
on  any  muster-day  or  day  of  exercise  by  the  captain  of  such 
company  or  troop  appointed,  and  attend  the  duty  of  his  post, 
he  sliall  pay  for  each  day’s  neglect  fifteen  shillings  money, 
the  distress  therefor  to  be  granted  by  the  colonel  or  chief  offi- 
cer of  the  regiment  to  which  such  comjiany  or  troop  doth  lie- 
long,  unless  such  excuse  be  made  within  twelve  days  as  such 
colonel  or  chief  officer  shall  think  it  reasonable  that  distress 
should  not  be  granted.  And  every  sergeant  of  the  foot  and 
corporal  of  the  troop,  that  shall  neglect  to  appear  and  attend 
the  duty  of  his  place,  shall  for  each  days  neglect  pay  a fine  of 
twelve  shillings,  the  distress  therefor  to  be  granted  by  the  two 
chief  officers  of  such  company  or  troop,  unless  excuse  be 
made  within  twelve  days  after  such  muster-day,  to  the  satis- 
faction of  said  two  chief  officers. 

12.  That  there  may  be  one  troop  of  horse  in  each  regi- 
ment, not  exceeding  sixty-four  men  including  officers  ; and 
where  there  is  no  troop  already  formed,  the  chief  officers  of 
such  regiment  shall  have  liberty  to  form  a troop.  And  in 
any  regiment  where  there  is  but  part  of  a troop,  said  officers 
shall  have  liberty  to  fill  up  such  troop  to  the  number  afore- 
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said,  and  to  lead  or  cause  sncli  ti-oops,  so  formed  or  filled  up, 
to  1)0  led  to  the  clioicc  of  officers  pi'0f>er  and  uecessaiy,  and 
make  return  thereof  to  the  General  Assembly.  And  tiio  re- 
spective troops  in  tliis  Colony  arc  liei'cby  impowei’cd,  two- 
thirds  at  least  of  such  troojis  agreeing,  to  jiass  votes  for  tlie 
regulating  said  troops  with  respect  to  the  colour  of  tlicir 
cloathiug,  and  to  impose  tines,  not  exceeding  twenty  sldllings 
per  day,  on  sucli  as  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  such 
votes  ; and  sucli  fines  shall  be  levyed  in  the  same  manner, 
and  disposed  of  and  im])i-oved  for  the  same  uses,  as  other  fines 
and  penalties  in  said  troojis  by  law  are. 

13.  That  there  shall  be  in  each  regiment,  from  time  to 
time  appointed  by  tlie  General  Assembly,  a colonel,  lieuten- 
ant colonel  and  major,  who  shall  lie  commissioned  by  the 
Governor  for  the  time  being.  That  the  colonel  or  chief  offi- 
cer of  each  regiment,  as  often  as  he  shall  see  cause,  shall  re- 
quire the  captain  or  chief  officer  of  each  company  in  his 
regiment  to  meet,  at  such  time  and  place  as  ho  shall  appoint, 
to  confer  with  them  and  give  in  cliarge  such  orders  as  shall 
by  them,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  be  jtuJged  meet,  toi'  the 
better  ordering  military  affairs  and  promoting  military  disci- 
pline in  said  regiment. 

14.  That  the  colonel  or  chief  military  offic(.*r  of  each  i-egi- 
ment  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  muster  togolher 
the  several  comj)anies  in  his  regiment,  or  such  a number  of 
them  as  he  shall  judge  )>roper,  once  in  fom-  years,  foi'  regi- 
mental exercise  ; which  musters  the  several  captains  or  chief 
officers  of  said  companies  are  required  to  attend  with  their 
companies,  on  penalty  of  five  pounds,  which  said  penalties 
shall  be  distrained  by  warrant  from  the  chief  officer  of  said 
regiment,  directed  to  either  of  the  constables  of  the  town  in 
which  said  captain  dwells,  and  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
said  town. 

[81]  15.  That  the  colonel  or  chief  officer  of  eacli  regiment 
shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  impowered  and  authorized,  upon  any 
alarm,  invasion,  or  notice  of  the  appearance  of  an  enemy, 
either  by  sea  or  land,  to  assemble  in  martial  array  and  put  in 
war-like  posture  the  whole  militia  of  the  regiment  under  his 
command,  or  such  part  of  them  as  he  shall  thiidc  needful,  and 
being  so  armed,  to  lead,  conduct  and  imploy  them,  as  well 
within  the  regiment  whereto  they  belong  as  in  any  other  ad- 
jacent place  in  this  Colony,  for  the  assisting,  succouring  and 
relieving  any  of  his  Majesty’s  subjects,  forts,  towns  or  places 
that  shall  be  assaulted  by  an  enemy,  or  in  danger  thereof,  and 
with  them  by  force  of  arms  to  encounter,  re])el,  pursue,  kill 
and  destroy,  such  enemy,  or  any  of  them,  by  any  fitting  ways. 
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enterprizes  or  means  wliatsoever.  And  the  colonel  or  chief 
officer  of  any  regiment,  so  taking  to  arms  or  leading  forth  any 
party  of  men,  shall  forthwith  post  away  the  intelligence  and 
occasion  thereof  to  the  captain-general  or  commander  in  chief 
for  the  time  being,  and  shall  attend  and  observe  such  direc- 
tions and  orders  as  he  shall  receive  from  him. 

16.  That  when  any  town  or  place  in  this  Colony  shall  be 
assaulted  by  Indians,  or  any  other  enemy,  it  sliall  be  lawful 
for  and  in  the  power  of  the  chief  commission  officer  or  officers 
of  the  company  or  companies  in  such  place  so  assaulted,  to 
call  forth  all  the  souldiers  under  his  or  tlieir  command,  and  to 
martial  order  and  dispose  them  in  the  best  manner  to  defend 
the  place  assaulted,  and  to  encounter,  repel,  pursue  and  de- 
stroy the  enemy,  and,  if  need  so  require,  to  assist  a neighbour 
town  when  assaulted  as  aforesaid.  And  that  such  officer  or 
officers  so  taking  to  arms  shall  forthwith  dispatch  notice  to  his 
or  their  superior  officer  of  his  or  their  motion  and  the  occa- 
sion thereof,  and  observe  such  commands  and  orders  as  he  or 
they  shall  receive  from  him. 

17.  That  the  chief  officers  of  each  regiment  shall  order  the 
correcting  and  punishing  disorders  and  contempt  on  days  of 
regimental  exercises,  and  the  two  chief  officers  of  any  com- 
pany or  troop  shall  order  the  correcting  and  punishing  dis- 
orders and  contempt  on  training  days  or  on  a military  watch; 
the  punishment  not  being  greater  than  laying  neck  and  heels, 
riding  the  wooden  horse,  or  twenty  shillings  fine. 

18.  That  all  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  arising  by  virtue 
of  this  act  or  any  breach  thereof,  shall  be  levyed  on  the  goods 
or  chattels  of  the  respective  delinquents  if  upwards  of  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  and  on  the  goods  or  chattels  of  the  parents, 
masters  or  guardians  of  such  delinquents  as  have  not  arrived 
at  tlie  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the 
respective  companies  or  troops  to  which  the  persons  fined  do 
belong,  (except  such  fines  as  are  otherwise  disposed  of  in  this 
act :)  that  is  to  say,  for  the  procuring  and  maintaining  trum- 
pets, colours,  banners  and  halberts,  and  for  paying  drummers 
and  trumpeters,  or  other  charge  of  said  company,  by  direction 
of  the  commission  officers  of  such  company  ; and  where  there 
are  not  fines  sufficient  to  provide  halberts  and  colours  and  to 
pay  drummers,  what  is  wanting  shall  be  had  out  of  the  town 
[82]  treasury.  And  every  person  ||  chosen  by  any  company 
for  their  drummer,  upon  his  accepting  said  service  shall  pro- 
vide himself  a good  drum,  and  constantly  attend  service  when 
required,  on  penalty  of  ten  shillings  fine  for  each  day’s  neglect, 
to  be  levyed  by  warrant  from  the  two  chief  officers  of  the 
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company  to  wliicli  such  drummer  belongs;  and  shall  be  paid 
for  each  day’s  service  six  sliillings. 

And  whereas  the  j)roviding  a sufficient  stock  of  ammuui- 
tion  or  militaiy  stores  for  the  Colony,  as  also  for  the  several 
towns  within  the  same,  is  necessary  for  the  defence  tliereof. 

Be  it  enacted  laj  the  Governour^  Council  and  Representatives^ 
in  General  Cotirt  assemhled^  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony  lor  tlie  time  being  shall,  at 
all  times  hereafter,  at  the  publick  charge  of  this  Colony,  pi'o- 
cure,  keo])  and  maintain,  a magazine  of  powder  and  shot,  to 
be  ready  for  the  use  of  the  Colony  as  occasion  may  call  for 
the  same  ; and  the  said  Treasurer  is  hereby  ordered  and  di- 
rected to  take  direction  from  time  to  time  of  the  Governor 
and  Council,  respecting  the  quantity  and  proportion  of  said 
stores  of  ammunition. 

And  it  is  fiirther  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid.  That 
the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  in  this  Colony,  and  they 
are  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  provide,  keep,  and  to  re- 
new from  time  to  time  as  occasion  shall  require,  a sufficient 
stock  of  ammunition  or  military  stores  in  the  several  towns  in 
this  Colony  to  which  they  do  resjiectivcly  belong,  which  shall 
not  be  less  than  fifty  pounds  of  good  }>owdor,  two  hundred 
weight  of  bullets  and  three  hundred  flints,  for  every  sixty 
listed  souldiers,  and  after  that  proportion  for  all  the  listed 
souldiers  in  each  town,  whether  they  be  more  or  loss.  And 
the  selectmen  of  any  town  that  are  not  aide  (upon  informa- 
tion made  to  the  colonel  or  chief  officer  of  tlie  regiment  to 
which  such  town  doth  belong)  to  make  it  appear  to  said  colo- 
nel or  chief  officer  of  such  regiment,  that  they  are  ju’ovided 
with  such  stock  of  ammunition  as  aforesaid,  within  thi'ee 
months  after  the  publication  liereof,  shall  pay  a line  of  five 
pounds  lawful  money,  one-third  part  of  which  line  shall  be  to 
him  that  shall  inform  against  them,  the  remainder  shall  be 
laid  out  and  inqiroved  towards  tbe  procuring  such  stores ; 
which  said  ])enalty  shall  be  distrained  by  warrant  signed  by 
said  colonel  or  chief  officer  of  said  regiment,  directed  to  the 
sheriff  of  the  county  in  which  such  town  is,  his  deputy,  or 
either  of  the  constaliles  of  said  town,  and  shall  be  accord- 
ingly collected  and  paid  into  the  hands  of  said  colonel  or  chief 
officer  aforesaid,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

And  it  is  fia-ther  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid,  That 
the  selectmen  of  any  town,  as  aforesaid,  shall  incur  the  same 
penalty  for  every  three  months  that  they  shall  remain  unpro- 
vided as  aforesaid,  to  bo  levyed  and  improved  as  aforesaid. 

And,  forasmuch  as  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  better  de- 
fence of  the  Colony,  or  any  parts  thereof  exposed  to  invasion 
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<fec.,  that  watches  and  wards  be  kept  up  at  times  and  places 
within  the  same, 

[83]  Be  it  therefore  further  eyiacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  [| 
That  when  and  so  often  as  the  authority  and  selectmen  in  any 
town  in  this  Colony,  or  the  major  part  of  tliem,  shall  judge  it 
necessary  or  highly  convenient  for  the  safety  of  such  town,  to 
have  watches  and  wards  therein,  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  impowered,  by  warrant  to  command  the  constable,  or  some 
other  meet  ])erson  by  them  appointed,  to  warn  such  a number 
of  men  to  appear  at  such  time  and  [dace  in  said  town  as  they 
shall  think  necessary;  and  all  and  every  such  person  or  per- 
sons that  shall  be  notified  to  watch  or  ward  as  aforesaid,  shall 
appear  at  the  time  and  place,  with  a good  fire-lock  and  sword, 
a quarter  of  a pound  of  powder,  and  one  pound  of  bullets  fit 
for  his  gun,  and  observe  such  directions  as  shall  be  given  by 
order  of  said  authority  and  selectmen,  who  are  hereby  im- 
powered to  give  such  orders  and  directions  relating  to  the 
regulating  such  watching  and  warding,  and  the  continuance 
thereof,  as  they  shall  judge  needful.  And  if  any  person  or  per- 
sons, being  warned  as  aforesaid,  or  in  any  other  manner  which 
the  anthority  and  selectmen  shall  agree  and  conclude  upon, 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  attend  at  time  and  place,  armed  and 
furnished  as  aforesaid,  or  to  observe  the  ordei’S  to  them  given 
by  the  constable  or  any  other  person  appointed  by  the  authority 
and  selectmen  as  aforesaid,  shall  lor  every  such  neglect  or 
offence  pay  a fine  of  ten  shillings,  which  by  warrant  from  an 
assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  be  levyed  by  the  consta- 
ble, and  disposed  of  for  the  use  of  said  watch. 

And  it  is  farther  enacted.  That  all  laws  heretofore  made 
respecting  military  affairs,  (excepting  an  act  entituled  An  Act 
relating  to  alarms,* * * §  and  an  act  entituled  An  Act  for  encourag- 
ing military  skill  &c.,f  and  an  act  entituled  An  Act  to  enable 
selectmen  to  assess  the  inhabitants  ,%  and  also  an  act  entituled 
An  Act  for  the  better  regulating  the  militia,  &c.,  made  and 
passed  by  the  General  Assembly  in  the  13th  year  of  his  pres- 
ent Majesty’s  reign, §)  shall  be  repealed,  and  they  are  hereby 
repealed  and  made  void. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  the  Law  of  this  Colony  entituled 
An  Act  for  the  Encouragement  and  better  Support- 
ing the  Schools  that  by  Law  ought  to  be  kept'  in  the 
several  Towns  and  Parishes  in  this  Colony. 

Whereas  by  the  said  act  it  is  ordered  that  the  money  given 
for  the  several  towns  lately  laid  out  in  the  Western  Lands,  so

publick  Treasurer  of  this  Colony  in  the  full  sum  of  fifty  pounds 
money,  to  be  paid  to  the  said  Treasurer  upon  condition  that 
he,  the  said  Benjamin  Pumroy,  do  not  at  all  times  hereafter, 
from  this  day  until  the  sessions  of  this  Assembly  in  May  next, 
both  in  word  and  deed,  use,  bear  and  behave  himself  well, 
faithfully  and  peaceably,  towards  all  his  Majesty’s  liege  sub- 
jects, and  especially  towards  the  Legislature  and  all  the  civil 
authority  in  this  government,  in  such  wise  as  that  by  any  act, 
speech  or  thing,  by  him,  the  said  Benjamin  Pumroy,  to  be 
committed,  done,  reported,  spoken  or  published,  the  Legisla- 
ture or  any  of  the  civil  authority  of  this  Colony  be  not,  at  any 
time  hereafter,  or  in  any  manner,  injured,  troubled,  vilified  or 
defamed,  or  in  their  name,  office,  honour  or  authority,  im- 
peached, slandered  or  taken  away  ; and  also,  if  the  said  Ben- 
jamin Pumroy  do  not  personally  appear  before  the  General 
Assembly  of  this  Colony,  to  be  holden  at  Hartford,  on  the  2d 
Thursday  of  May  next  ensuing,  and  take  up  this  his  bond. 

Whereas  this  Assembly,  at  their  sessions  in  October  last,  in 
pursuance  of  the  directions  of  the  Lords  Justices,  appointed 
his  Honour  the  Deputy  Governor  of  this  Colony,  Nathaniel 
Stanly,  Ozias  Pitkin,  William  Pitkin,  Esq'^®.,  and  Capt.  John 
Marsh  and  Mr.  Joseph  Buckingham,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  a Committee  of  War,  with  full  power  to  send  such  a 
number  of  men  as  they  should  judge  necessary  for  the  defence 
of  our  frontier  towns  and  into  the  county  of  Hampshire  in  case 
of  an  invasion,  and  to  give  directions  for  erecting  garrisons  in 
our  said  frontiers  in  case  they  should  judge  it  necessary. 

It  is  now  enacted  and  ordered,  That  if  the  said  Committee 
of  War  judge  it  necessary  that  fortifications  be  made,  they 
shall  have  power,  and  they  are  hereby  impowered,  to  assess 
the  inhabitants  ^of  those  towns  where  they  shall  order  such 
fortifications  to  be  made,  in  order  to  def  ray  the  one-half  of 
the  charge  thereof ; and  they  are  hereby  impowered  to  grant  a 
distress,  under  their  hands,  for  the  collecting  such  assessments 
of  all  and  every  one  who  shall  refuse  to  pay  his  or  their  pro- 
portion thereof ; which  money,  collected  by  such  distress,  shall 
be  improved  towards  the  erecting  such  fortifications,  according 
to  the  order  of  such  committee ; and  the  other  half  of  the  charge 
thereof  to  draw  out  of  the  publick  treasury  of  this  Colony. 
And  that  such  a number  of  effective  men  as  they  shall  judge 
necessary  to  be  sent,  either  to  the  said  frontiers  or  into  the 
said  county  of  Hampshire,  they  shall  enlist  and  enroll,  and 
appoint  their  proper  officers,  whom,  on  their  nomination  and 
appointment,  his  Honour  the  Governor  is  desired  to  commis- 
sionate  for  that  purpose.  And,  in  case  a sufficiency  of  volun-

teers  do  not  appear,  the  said  committee  are  hereby  impowered 
to  give  orders  in  such  and  so  many  regiments  as  they  judge 
most  reasonable,  convenient  and  necessary,  for  the  impressing 
said  men  for  said  service ; and  the  several  officers  in  such 
regiments  are  ordered  to  attend  and  conform  to  the  orders  of 
said  committee  respecting  said  impressing,  according  to  the 
laws  of  this  Colony : provided  no  men  be  sent  out  of  the  gov- 
ernment, or  raised  for  that  purpose,  until  a proper  request  be 
made  for  our  assistance,  and  there  be  notice  of  the  danger  of 
an  attack  or  invasion.  And  that  his  Honour  the  Governor  be 
desired,  and  he  is  hereby  desired,  to  give  orders  to  the  several 
colonels  in  this  Colony,  to  have  the  respective  regiments  under 
their  command  in  a proper  readiness  for  the  assisting,  suc- 
couring and  relieving  any  of  his  Majesty’s  subjects,  forts, 
towns  or  places  that  shall  be  assaulted  by  an  enemy,  or  in 
danger  thereof,  according  to  directions  of  the  law  of  this 
Colony  for  regulating  the  militia. 

And  it  is  further  enacted^  That  his  Honour  the  Governor, 
witli  the  advice  of  Joseph  Whiting,  Roger  Newton,  Ebenezer 
Silliman,  Esq''®.,  Captain  John  Fowler,  and  Mr.  Robert  Treat, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  (who  are  hereby  appointed  a Com- 
mittee of  War,)  be  impowered,  and  he  is  hereby  impowered, 
to  raise  effective  men  to  the  number  of  two  hundred,  including 
officers,  if  they  judge  needful,  and  send  them  to  the  assistance 
of  his  Majesty’s  subjects  in  the  Colony  of  New  York,  in  case 
of  an  invasion  or  eminent  danger  thereof,  and  a request  be 
made  to  his  Honour  therefor  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
[240]  of  the  Colony  of  New  York.  |1  And  the  said  committee 
are  impowered  to  take  the  same  method  in  raising  the  same 
as  is  above  provided  for  raising  men  for  the  defence  of  our 
frontiers  and  to  be  sent  into  the  county  of  Hampshire  ; and 
the  officers  to  be  appointed  and  commissioned  as  is  above 
provided,  and  to  return  according  to  the  directions  given  them 
from  his  Honour  the  Governor.  And  all  such  officers  and 
souldiers  as  shall  go  in  service  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be 
allowed  the  same  wages  in  new  tenour  bills  of  credit  on  this 
Colony  which  were  stated  and  allowed  to  officers  and  souldiers 
in  current  money  in  the  act  of  this  Colony,  entituled  An  act  for 
stating  the  wages  and  for  the  more  speedy  and  careful  pay- 
ment of  officers  and  souldiers  in  her  Majesty’s  service  and 
defraying  other  charges  arising  by  the  same.*  And  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  are  desired  to  give  the  orders  and  direc- 
tions to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Colony,  to  procure  a magazine  of 
powder  and  shot  for  the  use  of  the  Colony,  according  to  the 
law  for  regulating  the  militia.

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(viz:')  Each  vessel  exceeding  the  burthen  of  ten  tons  and  not 
more  than  fifty  tons  shall  pay  eight  shillings,  each  vessel  ex- 
ceeding the  burthen  of  fifty  tons  and  not  more  than  one  hun- 
dred tons  shall  pay  sixteen  shillings,  each  vessel  more  than  one 
hundred  tons  and  not  more  than  two  hundred  tons  shall  pay 
thirty-two  shillings,  and  all  vessels  of  a greater  burthen  shall 
pay  in  the  same  proportion  ; which  duty  shall  be  paid  in  bills  of 
credit,  old  tenour  ; the  money  becoming  due  as  abovesaid  shall 
from  time  to  time  be  paid  to  and  collected  by  the  naval  officer 
of  the  port  where  any  such  vessel  shall  clear  out,  which  officer 
is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  this 
Colony  for  the  purpose  abovesaid,  deducting  for  his  fees  as  he 
is  allowed  for  collecting  other  duties. 

And,  whereas  it  may  be  for  his  Majesty’s  service  that  the 
officers  and  souldiers  on  board  the  sloop  Defence  receive  some 
part  of  their  wages  before  their  years  service  be.  expired,  it  is 
enacted,  that  Nathaniel  Stanly,  William  Pitkin  and  Joseph 
Buckingham,  Esq'^®,  be  impowered,  upon  their  receiving  a mus- 
ter-roll from  the  captain  shewing  what  is  then  to  each  man 
due,  to  pass  an  order  upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of 
such  sums  as  they  shall  think  meet,  (always  keeping  within  the 
sum  then  said  to  be  due,)  to  the  person  the  captain  shall  order 
to  receive  the  same,  and  the  same  shall  be  reckoned  in  the  ad- 
justment of  the  accounts  at  the  years  end. 

And,  whereas  this  Assembly , at  their  sessions  in  May  last,  did 
appoint  a Council  for  the  War  in  the  county  of  Hartford,  im- 
powering  the  said  council  to  protect  our  frontiers  from  the  enemy, 
and  to  send  men  into  the  county  of  Hampshire  in  case  of  a de- 
scent of  the  enemy  on  their  frontiers,  it  is  resolved  and  enacted. 
That  the  said  council,  or  any  other  council  or  committee  to  be 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  be  impowered,  and  they  are  here- 
by impowered,  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  may  be,  to  im- 
press into  his  Majesty’s  service  such  number  of  effective  men 
as  they  shall  judge  necessary  for  the  service  aforesaid,  by  send- 
ing a warrant,  signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  council,  to  the  col- 
onels of  the  regiment  or  regiments  as  they  think  best,  requiring 
him  to  impress  for  his  Majesty’s  service  such  a number  of  effec- 
tive men  as  such  warrant  shall  appoint,  and  to  have  them  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  warrant  shall  appoint ; and  the  colonel  upon 
receipt  of  such  warrant  shall  consider  what  number  of  the 
quota  demanded  to  draw  out  of  each  company,  and  according- 
ly send  his  warrants  to  the  captains  or  chief  officers  of  such 
companies  for  impressing  the  same,  which  warrants  the  cap- 
tains or  chief  officers  shall  obey  by  impressing  the  men  and 
sending  them  to  the.  rendezvous  according  to  his  warrant,  and 
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certify  the  same  on  the  back  of  the  warrant  to  the  colonel, 
who  shall  return  the  same  to  the  council ; and  the  said  council 
shall  appoint  officers  over  the  men  that  shall  be  so  impressed 
and  detached  for  his  Majesty’s  service,  (tlie  commission 
[267]  officers  to  receive  theu’  commissions  from  the  Gov- 
ernor,) and  also  appoint  them  the  place  and  time  for  their 
service,  as  also  to  adjust  their  accounts  when  the  service  is 
ended,  and  draw  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment 
of  the  same,  and  also  to  pass  the  accounts  for  their  billett- 
ing ; all  which  accounts  from  time  to  time  the  said  council 
shall  lay  before  this  Assembly.  Always  provided,  no  man  be 
sent  into  the  county  of  Hampshire  until  information  be  given 
to  said  council  of  the  approach  of  an  enemy  from  some  that 
are  chief  in  authority  in  that  county.  And  the  said  committee 
are  hereby  impowered  to  take  the  oversight  and  care  of  the 
frontier  towns  in  this  Colony,  and  to  order  the  inhabitants  to 
reside  in  their  forts,  and  to  watch  and  ward,  as  they  shall 
judge  to  be  most  for  the  safety  and  benefit  of  the  inhabitants ; 
and  if  any  man  that  is  an  inhabitant  in  any  of  those  frontier 
towns  in  whiph  forts  are  built  by  order  of  the  government,  shall 
not  obey  the  order  of  said  committee,  or  the  orders  of  such  oiSi- 
cers  or  persons  whom  the  committee  shall  appoint  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  reside  at  the  fort,  or  to 
attend  watching  and  warding  according  to  such  orders  to  him 
given,  each  man  offending  as  aforesaid,  for  every  such  offence, 
shall  pay  a fine  of  twenty  shillings,  old  tenour,  to  the  treasury 
of  the  town  where  the  offence  is  committed. 

And^  for  the  security  of  such  Indians  as  are  in  friendship 
with  his  Majesty's  subjects^  and  to  prevent  their  being  mistaken 
for  the  enemy  Indians  and  fired  upon  as  such,  it  is  enacted,  That 
the  said  committee  shall,  by  themselves  or  some  meet  persons, 
treat  with  the  Indians  that  live  within  our  frontier  towns,  for 
their  safety  in  this  case,  and  appoint  the  limits  where  such 
Indians  may  range  and  the  badge  by  which  they  shall  be  known, 
and  take  care  to  publish  such  limits  and  badge  to  the  adjacent 
Indians  that  they  may  be  careful ; and  if  any  of  the  Indians 
in  friendship,  through  mistaking  such  Indian  for  an  enemy, 
shall  be  slain  out  of  the  limits  set,  or  not  having  on  the  badge 
appointed,  no  blood  shall  be  shed  for  him. 

And,  to  prevent  disorders  in  the  souldiers  and  mariners  in 
his  Majesty's  service,  it  is  enacted.  That  if  any  souldier  or  mar- 
iner in  his  Majesty’s  service  shall  be  guilty  of  mutinying 
against  or  of  reproaching  or  contemning  the  person  of  his 
officer,  or  of  disobeying  his  command,  or  of  quarrelling,  pro- 
fane swearing  or  cursing,  lying,  stealing,  or  drunkenness, 
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in  to  this  Assembly,  at  their  sessions  in  October  next,  their 
list  of  polls  and  rateable  estate,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  this 
Colony  transmit  a copy  of  this  act  to  the  selectmen  of  said 
town. 

Upon  consideration  of  the  motion  made  by  his  Excellency 
Governor  Shirley  and  Colonel  John  Stoddard,  in  behalf  of 
the  Province  of  the  Massachiisets  Bay,  respecting  the  main- 
taining of  garrisons  and  scouts  for  the  security  and  defence  of 
the  outward  and  frontier  settlements  of  these  governments  : 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  the  present  Committee  of 
War  in  the  county  of  Hartford  be  impowered,  and  they  are 
hereby  impowered  and  directed,  to  raise  a company  of  foot, 
not  exceeding  sixty  men,  including  officers,  and  send  them 
into  the  county  of  Hampshire  in  the  said  Province,  to  be  im- 
ployed  there  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor  of  the  said 
Province,  or  such  officer  as  he  shall  appoint  for  that  purpose, 
in  keeping  garrison  in  the  line  of  block-houses  erected  be- 
tween Connecticut  River  and  the  Dutch  settlements  at  Hoo- 
suck,  and  in  scouting  from  thence : provided  nevertheless, 
[290]  that  if  the  said  committee,  on  further  ||  intelligence, 
shall  judge  it  not  necessary  that  such  foot  company  be  forth- 
with sent  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  they  may  suspend  doing 
the  same  until  they  shall  judge  it  necessary  to  do  the  same ; 
provided  also,  that  the  said  Province  will  victual  and  support 
such  souldiers  as  shall  be  sent  from  hence  during  their  contin- 
uance in  the  service  aforesaid.  And  the  said  Committee  of 
War,  in  order  to  their  raising  said  company,  are  directed  to 
nominate  to  his  Honour  the  Governour  proper  officers  for 
the  same,  to  whom  the  Governor  is  desired  to  give  proper 
commissions.  And,  in  case  a sufficient  number  of  men  do 
not  appear  and  voluntarily  inlist  themselves  for  that  service, 
the  said  committee  are  hereby  impowered  to  give  proper  or- 
ders, in  such  and  so  many  regiments  as  they  judge  conven- 
ient and  necessary,  for  the  impressing  said  men  for  the  ser- 
vice aforesaid  ; and  the  several  officers  in  such  regiments  are 
hereby  ordered  to  attend  and  conform  themselves  to  the  orders 
of  said  committee  respecting  the  said  impressing ; and  the  said 
company  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  said  committee  as 
to  the  time  of  their  going  to,  continuing  in,  and  returning 
from  said  service.  And  all  such  officers  and  souldiers  as  shall 
go  into  said  service  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  the  same  wages, 
in  new  tenour  bills  of  credit,  which  were  stated  and  allowed 
to  officers  and  souldiers  in  current  money  in  and  by  the  act 
entituled  An  Act  for  stating  the  wages  a?id  for  the  more  speedy 
and  careful  payment  of  officers  and  souldiers  in  her  Majesty's 
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service,  and  defraying  other  charges  arising  hy  the  same,  made 
and  passed  by  this  Assembly  in  the  tenth  year  of  the  reign  of 
her  late  Majesty  Queen  Anne  ; with  this  alteration,  (viz:') 
that  the  sergeants,  instead  of  having  twelve  shillings  new 
tenour  per  week,  shall  have  thirteen  shillings  new  tenour, 
and  the  clerk,  instead  of  ten  shillings  per  week,  shall  have 
eleven  shillings,  and  the  corporals,  instead  of  nine  shillings 
and  six  pence  per  week,  shall  have  ten  shillings  and  six  pence, 
and  the  centinels,  instead  of  nine  shillings  per  week,  shall 
have  ten  shillings  per  week. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  Nathaniel  Stanly,  Ozias 
Pitkin,  William  Pitkin,  and  Joseph  Buckingham,  Esq*'®,  or 
any  three  of  them,  be* a committee  with  full  power,  and  they, 
or  any  three  of  them,  are  hereby  fully  impowered  from  time  to 
time,  to  adjust  and  settle  such  account  and  accounts  that  shall 
be  laid  before  them  by  any  person  or  persons,  relating  to  the 
charge  and  expence  of  the  present  war;  and  whatsoever  the 
said  committee  shall  find  due  upon  any  such  account  they  are 
to  allow  and  draw  orders  from  time  to  time  for  the  same  upon 
the  Colony  Treasurer,  who  is  hereby  ordered  to  pay  out  of 
the  publick  treasury  such  sum  and  sums  to  the  person  or 
persons  to  whom  it  is  due:  always  provided  said  committee 
shall  not  adjust  or  settle  the  accounts  of  the  commissaries  ap- 
pointed to  make  provision  for  the  present  expedition  against 
Cape  Breton. 

And  it  is  further  resolved.  That  such  persons  as  have  had 
any  arms  or  other  accoutrements  of  war  impressed  and  taken 
from  them  and  improved  in  the  said  expedition,  upon  the 
return  of  such  arms,  Ac.,  such  persons,  if  they  think  it  neces- 
sary, may  have  them  reapprized  by  the  same  persons  who 
apprized  them  before  they  were  delivered  to  the  souldiers,  if 
the  same  apprizers  may  be  had,  or  by  other  sufficient  persons 
under  oath,  which  apprizement  shall  be  returned  to  some  as- 
sistant or  justice  of  the  peace,  who  shall  under  his  hand  trans- 
mit the  same  to  the  said  committee,  upon  which  the  said 
committee  shall  from  time  to  time  proceed  to  make  out  orders 
to  the  said  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  so  that  thereby  every  per- 
son may  have  a meet  recompence  for  the  damages  he  shall 
sustain  in  any  such  arms  or  accoutrements. 

Whereas  many  of  the  bonds  given  for  the  payment  of  the 
first  half  of  the  principal  sum  borrowed  in  new  tenour  bills 
loaned  by  order  of  this  Assembly,  although  the  time  of  pay- 
ment mentioned  in  the  condition  of  said  bonds  is  past,  remain 
yet  unpaid,  the  several  borrowers  neglecting  or  refusing  the 
payment  thereof: 
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meiit  of  the  first  half  of  the  principal  sum  borrowed  in  new 
tenour  bills,  and  loaned  by  order  of  this  Assembly  in  the 
county  of  Hartford  and  remain  unpaid,  and  to  proceed  to  final 
judgment  and  execution  according  to  the  common  rules  and 
course  of  the  law ; and  the  money,  when  recovered  and  received, 
to  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony,  taking 
his  receipt  therefor,  and  to  lodge  the  same  with  the  Secretary. 

And  Capt.  Elihu  Hall  of  Wallingford  is  in  like  manner  fully 
authorized  and  impowered  to  sue  out  the  bonds  given  in 
the  county  of  New  Haven  for  the  said  first  half  of  the  new 
[408]  tenour  ||  bills  loaned  oiit  as  aforesaid,  and  to  proceed  and 
do  therein  according  to  the  above  directions.  And  Mr.  Ebene- 
zer  Backus,  of  Norwich,  is  in  like  manner  fully  authorized  and 
impowered  to  sue  out  the  bonds  given  in  the  county  of  New 
London,  for  the  said  first  half  of  the  new  tenour  bills  loaned  as 
aforesaid,  and  to  proceed  and  do  therein  according  to  the  above 
directions.  And  Capt.  Robert  Walker,  of  Stratford,  is  in  like 
manner  fully  authorized  and  impowered  to  sue  out  such  bonds 
which  were  given  in  the  county  of  Fairfield,  and  to  proceed 
therein  according  to  the  above  directions.  And  Jonathan 
Trumble,  of  Lebanon,  Esq'',  is  in  like  manner  fully  authorized 
and  impowered  to  sue  out  such  bonds  which  were  given  in  the 
county  of  Windham,  and  to  proceed  therein  according  to  the 
above  directions.  And  the  Treasure!*  is  hereby  directed  to  de- 
liver out  to  the  several  persons  above  named  the  respective 
bonds  belonging  to  each  of  the  aforesaid  counties  wliich  re- 
main unpaid,  taking  their  receipts  for  the  bonds  given  into 
each  of  their  hands. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That,  for  the  future,  the  wages 
of  the  officers,  seamen  and  souldiers,  imployed  on  board  the 
Colony  sloop  Defence  shall  be  as  follow,  in  bills  of  credit  of 
the  new  tenour,  viz:

An  Act  in  Addition  to  an  Act  intituled  An  Act  for  regTilating  the  Mili- 
tia. (Page  494.) 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Crovernor,  Council  and  Representatives, 
in  Creneral  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  if  any  person  belonging  to  any  foot  company  and  liable 
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(to  train  or  be  viewed  on  days  appointed  by  law  for  viewing 
of  arms,  having  been  duly  warned  and  not  appearing  and  at- 
tending the  same,  shall  pay  a fine  of  three  shillings  in  new 
tenour  bills  for  each  days  neglect ; any  law,  usage  or  custom 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding;  and  also  that  drummers 
shall  have  three  shillings  new  tenour  diem. 

An  Act  for  raising  and  stating  the  Fare  of  the  Ferry  across  Connecti- 
cut River,  commonly  called  Rocky  Hill  Ferry  in  Weathersfleld. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor.,  Council  and  Representatives, 

in  General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same. 

That  for  the  future  the  fare  of  said  ferry  shall  be  as  folio weth, 

(viz:')  for  man,  horse  and  load,  nine  pence  ; for  a foot  man, 

five  pence,  and  for  a led  horse,  six  pence,  all  old  tenour. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Mr.  Cyprian  Webster,  to  be  a 

Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  county  of  Hartford  for  the  year 

ensuing. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  the  town  of  Tolland  send 
into  this  Assembly  in  October  next  the  sum  total  of  their  list, 
as  the  law  directs. 

Whereas  the  estate  of  Samuel  Weed,  of  Derby,  both  real 
and  personal,  is  forfeited  to  this  government,  and  is  by  this 
Assembly  ordered  to  be  sold  to  the  best  advantage  by  a com- 
mittee appointed  for  that  purpose  ; and  this  Assembly  being 
now  informed  that  since  the  same  has  been  declared  to  be 
forfeit,  some  persons,  under  colour  of  title  from  the  said  Samuel 
Weed,  have  entered  into  his  lands  and  would  prevent  the  or- 
ders aforesaid  taking  effect : This  Assembly  do  appoint  and 
fully  empower  Capt.  Elihu  Hall,  of  Wallingford,  in  the  name 
of  the  Governor  and  Company,  to  commence  a suit  or  suits, 
as  the  case  may  require,  to  eject  any  person  or  persons  that 
have  entered  or  may  hereafter  enter  into  any  of  the  said 
Weed’s  lands  forfeited  to  this  government  as  aforesaid,  and 
the  same  to  prosecute  from  time  to  time  until  such  incum- 
brances may  be  removed ; which  shall  be  done  at  the  charge 
of  this  government. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  the  sum  of  six  hundred 
pounds  old  tenour  be  delivered  out  of  the  treasury  to  his 
Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  to  be  by  him  forwarded  as 
soon  as  may  be  to  Colo.  John  Stoddard,  to  be  improved  for  the 
use  of  the  Six  Nations  in  such  manner  as  the  said  Colo.  Stod- 
dard may  think  most  for  the  advantage  of  this  Colony.

And  every  fuch  Clerk  (hall  take  an  exatft  Lift  of  all  the  Soldiers 
within  his  Limits,  Twice  in  every  Year  at  lead,  and  deliver  to 
the  Captain  or  Chief  Officer  of  the  Cortipany  of  which  he  is  Clerk, 
a true  Copy  of  fuch  Lift  Twice  in  every  Year,  if  thereto  Required, 
and  alfo  deliver  a true,  and  exatft  Account  of  the  Number  of  Officers 
and  Soldiers  contained  in  his  Lift  to  the  Colonel,  or  Chief  Officer 
of  the  Regiment  to  which  (aid  Company  belongs,  under  his  Hand, 
and  Teft,  as  Clerk,  fome  time  in  the  Month  of  September,  Annually, 
and  oftner  if  by  fuch  Chief  Officer  required,  on  penalty  of  Forfeiting 
the  Sum  of  Fen  Shillings  for  every  fuch  Negleft  to  the  ufe  of  the 
Company,  or  Troop  to  which  he  belongs:  Which  Fine  fhalF  be 
Levied  by  Diftrefs,  and  Sale  of  the  Olfenders  Goods,  by  Warrant 
from  the  Chief  Officers  of  faid  Company,  or  Troop  directed  to  the 
Conftable  of  the  Town  in  which  fai<i  Clerk  Dwells. 


And  every  fuch  Clerk  is  hereby  Authorized,  and  Required  to 
Execute  all  Lawful  Warrants  by  his  Superior  Officers  to  him  directed. 
Audio  Eae-  (he  levying  any  Fine,  or  Fines,  on  Delinquents,  together  with 
ful'wa*rr*  nw”  neceffary  Charges  arifing  thereon  -,  being  by  virtue  of  fuch 
rran  , fyj|y  Impowred  thereto  as  Conftables  are  in  other  Cafes, 

and  (hall  have  the  fame  Fees,  and  ffiall  account  for  fuch  Fines  to 
the  Chief  Officer  of  the  Company  whereto  he  belongs. 

That 
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That  in  every  Train-band  where  there  arfe  Sixty  Four  Soldiers 
befides  Cheers,  there  (hall  be  a Captain,  Lieutenant,  Enfigh,  and 
Four  Serjeants  •,  and  where  there  are  Thirty  Two  Soldiers,  there 
lhall  be  a Lieutenant,  and  Enfign,  and  Two  Serjeants;  and  Where  Trainband?: 
there  are  but  Twenty  Four  Soldiers,  there  lhall  be  but  Two  Serjeants,  Offi'-eri 
whiah  Officers  the  refpeftive  Companies  have  Liberty  to  Nominate. 

And  all  fuch  as  are  by  LaW  obliged  to  keep  Arnts,  lhall  be 
Notified  of,  and  have  Liberty  to  Vote  in  the  Choice  of  fuch  CommifTion  Liberty  f<» 
Officers:  And  all  CommifTion  Officers  lhall  be  Eftablifhed  by  the  General 
Court. 

And  where  thefe  lhall  be  in  any  Company  a fufficient  Number  of 
Soldiers  for  Two  Companies  ; and  Where  there  arc  Two  Companies  that  , 

have  a fufficient  Number  of  Soldiers  for  Three  Companies,  the  Colonel,  Com- 

or  Chief  Officer  of  the  Regiment  to  which  fuch  Company,  or  Companies  ‘"j? 

belong,  lhall  with  the  Advice  of  the  Cornmilfion  Oificers  of  fuch  ^ ‘ 
Company,  or  Companies,  Fix,  and  Eftablilh  a Line,  or  Lines  by  which 
faid  Company,  or  Companies  lhall  be  D vided,  and  to  which  the 
Power  of  the  Chief  Officers  in  fuch  Diviflon  lhall  Extend, 


That  the  Chief  Cornmilfion  Officer  of  each  Company,  arid  Troop 
■lhall  appoint  the  Days  of  Training,  and  Trooping,  and  the  Soldiers 
lhall  have  Three  Days  Warning,  which  Warning  fhall  be  giVen  by 
the  Clerks  of  the  Refpeftive  Bands,  and  Troops,  or  by  foale  other 
Perfon  appointed  by  the  Chief  Officer  of  the  Company,  or  Troop, 
or  in  fome  other  way  agreed  on  by  fuch  Bands,  or  Troops. 

And  the  Days  of  Training,  and  Troopi.ng  lhall  be  in  fome,  or 
either  of  the  Months  of  March,  April,  May,  September,  OAobet,  or 
November  ; And  every  Centinel  lhall  Appear  compleat  in  hi«  Arms  oil 
every  fuch  Day,  as  on  Days  appointed  for  Viewing  Arms,  and  under 
the  fame  Penalty  for  every  Defcft. 

That  every  Captain,  or  Chief  Officer  of  any  Conipany,  or  Tidop, 
fhall  be  Obliged  ( on  Penalty  of  Three  Pounds,  to  be  Dirtreined  by 
Warrant  from  the  Chief  0;ficer  of  each  Regiment  direfted  to  either 
of  the  Conftables  of  the  Town  in  which  fuch  Captain,  or  Chief 
Officer  dwells,  and  paid  into  the  Treafury  of  faid  Town  ) to  draW 
forth  his  Company,  or  Troop,  or  caufc  them  to  be  drawn  forth  Four 
Days  in  a Year,  to  Exercife  them  in  the  Ufe  of  Arms,  Shooting 
at  Marks,  and  other  Military  Exefcifes. 

And  every  Perfon  liable  to  Train,  having  been  duly  Warn’d, 
and  not  Appearing,  arid  Attending  the  fame,  lhall  for  each  Days  Neg-

Services  as  Private  Centinels  arc  by  Law  required  to  dij; 

That 
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That  all  fuch  Perfons  that  are  not  Fifty  Years  of  Age,  who  have 
been  Serjeants  of  the  Foot,  or  Corporals  of  the  Troop,  in  any  Company, 

. . . q-  O'"  Troop  in  this  Colony,  or  (uch  as  have  been  in  either  of  faid 
cerr*riTi?e  e War,  who  Iball  dwell  in  the  Limits  of  any  other 

& ducy  Company  than  that  in  which  they  have  fuftained  fuch  Offices,  (hall 

be,  and  are  hereby  freed  from  doing  Duty  as  Private  Centinels,  and 
(ball  be  required  only  to  be  Prefent  to  attend  the  Exercife  in  fuch 
Place,  or  Office  as  they  have  before  Served  in. 

Peoaity  on  Officer  (ball  refufe,  or  negleif  to  be  Prefent  on 

them.^in  cafe  Days  of  Exercife,  when  required,  and  to  attend  the  Ducy  of  his 
Office,  he  Iball  be  liable  to  the  fame  Fine  as  others  who  fuftain 
the  fame  Office  in  any  particular  Company  arc  luole  to. 

imnofthe  That  the  Chief  Officer  of  every  Troop  fhail  caufe  the  Arms,  and 
whole  Go-  Ammunition  of  all  under  his  Command  ; and  the  Chief  Officer  of 
vetmnent  to  every  Company  of  Foot,  fhall  caufe  the  Arms,  and  Ammunition  of 
tbe'firft  mon-  under  his  Command,  and  alfo  of  all  otheis  dwelling  in  the  Limits 
day  in  Maj  of  his  Company,  to  be  Viewed  on  the  Fitft  Monday  of  May,  Annually, 
annually  by  Requiring  fucn  Perfons  to  bring  forth  their  Arms,  and  Ammunition 
at  a certain  Place,  and  Hour,  by  fuch  Officer  appointed. 

And  if  any  Perfon  belonging  to,  or  in  the  Limits  of  any  Foot 
for'*iion*aD^  ’ Company,  (hall  not  appear,  being  thereto  Required,  and  duly  Warned, 
pearing  on  fhall  pay  as  a Fine  tor  Non-appearance,  Three  Shillings  j and  for 

laid  day,  6’c  deficiency  in  Arms,  and  Ammunition  Three  Shillings, 

And  every  Trooper  fball  pay  as  a Fine  for  Non-appearance, 
Four  Shillings  ; and  tor  deficiency  in  Arms,  and  Ammunition  Three 
A1UJ4  ^ Shillings  : Except  fuch  Perfon  fball  Appear  within  Twelve  Days 
Irooperi  after  the  Day  Appointed  tor  Viewing  Arms,  and  make  a fatisfadlory 
Excufe  for  his  Non-appearance  on  (aid  Day  ; and  alfo  fbew  his 
Arms,  and  Ammunition  to  the  Chief  Officer  of  the  Company  to 

which  he  belongs,  or  in  the  Limits  whereof  he  Refides,  and 

Avouch  them  to  be  his  own,  and  that  they  had  not  been  , by  any 

Perfon  whatfoever  carried  foith  to  be  Viewed,  upon,  or  after  faid 

Day. 

And  every  Captain,  or  Chief  Officer  of  any  Company,  or  Troop 
On  Captains  that  fball  negle6t,  or  refufe  to  View,  or  caufe  to  be  Viewed  the 
whonffiirtto  Arms,  and  Ammun'tion  of  all  under  his  Cornnnnd,  or  within  the 
view  Aims  Limits  of  his  Company,  as  above  Required,  fliall  forfeit,  and  pay  the 
^ ' Sum  of  Ihree  Pounds  Money  for  fuch  Negletfl  •,  to  be  levied,  and 

difpofed  ot  in  the  fame  Manner  as  the  Penalty  in  this  Adi  provided 
for  Captains  not  attending  on  Regimental  Mullers. 

That  if  any  Li.utenant,  Cornet,  Fnfign,  or  Quarter-Mafler  of 
any  Company,  or  Troop,  fball  Negledl,  or  Refute  to  Appear  on 
On  Lieute-  Mutter  Day,  or  Day  of  Exercife,  by  the  Captain  of  fuch 

nants,&’f.  for  Company,  or  Ttoop  Appointed,  and  Attend  the  Duty  of  his  Poft, 
Bon  appear-  he  fball  pay  for  each  Days  Negledl  Five  Shillings  Money  : The 
•ng  I • Diflrefs  therefor  to  be  granted  by  the  Colonel,  or  chief  Officer  of 
the  Regiment  to  which  fuch  Company,  or  Troop  doth  belong  : 
Unlefs  fgch  Excufe  be  made  within  Twelve  Days  ; as  fuch  Colonel, 
or  chief  Officer  Iball  tlunk  it  Reafonable,  that  Diflrefs  Ihbuld  riot 
be  granted. 

And 
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And  every  Serjeant  pf  the  Foot,  and  Corporal  of  the  Troop, 
that  fhall  Neglect  to  ApJjearj  and  Attend  the  Duty  of  his  Place, 
(hall  for  each  Days  Neglcdl^,  pay  a Fine  of  Four  Shillings  : The  Diftrefs 
therefor  to  he  granted  by  the  Two  Chief  Officers  of  fuch  Company, 
or  Troop  •,  Unlefs  Excufe  be  made  within  Twelve  Days  after  fuch 
Muljer  Day  to  the  Satisfadion  of  faid  Two  Chief  Officers.  . 

That  there  may  be  One  Troop  of  Horfe  in  each  Regiment,

Two  Thirds  at  lead:  of  fuch  Troops  agreeing,  to  pafs  Votes  for 
the  Regulating  faid  Troops  with  refpeft  to  the  Colour  of  their 
Cloathing,  and  to  impofe  Fines,  not  exceeding  Six  Shillings  per 'Ddi'j , 
on  fuch  as  negleft,  or  refufe  to  coYnply  with  fuch  Votes  ; and  fuch 
Fines  (hall  be  Levied  in  the  fame  Manner,  and  be  Difpofed  of,  and 
Improved  for  the  fame  Ufes  as  othjr  Fines,  and  Penalties  in  fud 
Troops  by  L,aw  are. 

And  that  each  Trooping  Horfe  Lifted,  as  before  in  this  AA  is 
provided,  (hall  be  Freed  from  Rates,  and  from  Impreffes  for  tlie  Service 
of  the  Foot : And  the  Troopers  fhall  not  be  Compelled  to  Lie  in 
Garrifons ; nor  Liable  to  Serve  under  the  Officers  of  the  Foot  Companies. 

That  the  Colonel,  or  Chief  Officer  of  each  Regiment,  (hall  be, 
and  is  hereby  Impowred,  and  Authorized,  upon  any  Alarm,  Invafion, 
or  Notice  of  the  Appearance  of  an  Enemy,  either  by  Sea,  or  Land, 
to  alTemble  in  Martial  Aray,  and  put  in  Warlike  Pofture  the  whole 
Militia  of  the  Regiment  under  his  Command,  or  fuch  part  of  them 
as  he  (hall  think  Needful,  and  being  fo  Armed,  to  Leadj  Condudt, 
and  Employ  them ; as  well  within  the  Regiment  whereto  they 
belong,  as  in  any  other  adjacent  Place  in  this  Colony,  for  the 
Affifting,  Succouring,  and  Relieving  any  of  His  Majefly’s  Subjedls, 
Forts,  Towns,  or  Places  that  '(hall  be  Affaulted  by  an  Enemy,  or 
in  Danger  thereof;  and  with  them  by  Force  of  Arms,  to  Encounter, 
Repel,  I'urfue,  Kill,  and  Deftroy  fuch  Enemy,  or  any  of  them, 
by  any  fitting  Ways,  Enterprises,  or  Means  whatfoever. 

And  the  Colonel,  or  Chief  Officer  of  any  Regiment,  fo  taking 
to  Arms,  or  Leading  forth  any  Party  of  Men  fliall  forthwith  Polt 
away  the  Intelligence,  and  Occafion  thereof,  to  the  Captain  General, 
or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  and  (hall  attend,  and 
obferve  fuch  Diredions,  and  Orders  as  he  fhall  receive  from  him. 

That  whert  any  Town,  or  Place  in  this  Colony  (hall  be  Affaulted, 
Attacked,  or  Set  upon  by  Indians,  or  any  other  Enemy,  it  (hall  be 
Lawful  for,  and  in  the  Power  of  the  Chief  Commilfion  Officer,  of 
Officers  of  the  Company,  or  Companies  in  fuch  Place  fo  Affaulted, 
Attacked,  or  Set  upjn,  to  call  forth  all  the  Soldiers  under  his,  or 
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their  Command,  and  to  Martial,  Order,  and  Difpofe  them  in  the 
beft  manner  to  Defend  the  Place  fo  Befet,  and  to  Encounter,  Repel, 
Purfue,  and  Deftroy  the  Enemy  ; and  if  need  fo  require,  to  Affift 
a Neighbour  Town  when  AlTaulteci,  or  Set  upon,  .as  aforefaid. 

And  .that  fuch  Officer,  or  Officers  fo  Taking  to  Arms,  ffiall  forth- 
with difpstch  Notice  of  his,  or  their  Motion,  and  the  Occafion 
thereof,  to  his,  or  their  Superior  Officer,  and  obferve  fuch  Commands, 
and  Orders  as  he,  or  they  ffiall  receive  from  him. 

That  the  Chief  Officers  of  each  Regiment,  ffiall  Order  the  Cor- 
refting,  and  Puniffiing  Diforders,  and  Contempt  on  Days  of  Regi- 
mental Exercifes. 

And  the  Two  Chief  Officers  of  any  Company,  or  Troop,  ffiall 
order  the  Correfting,  and  Puniffiing  Difofders,  and  Contempt  on 
Training  Days,  and  on  ‘a  Military  Watch  ; the  Puniffiment  not 
being  greater  than  Laying  Neck,  and  Heels,  Riding  the  Wooden 
Horfe,  or  Fifteen  Shillings  Fine. 

That  all  Fines,  Penalties,  and  Forfeitures  arifing  by  Virtue  of  this 
Aft,  or  any  Breach  thereof,  ffiall  be  Levied  on  the  Goods,  or  Chattels 
of  the  refpeftive  Delinquents,  if  upwards  of  Twenty  One  Years  of  Age  ; 
and  on  the  Goods,  or  Chattels  qf  their  Parents,  Mafters,  or  Guardians 
of  fuch  Delinquents  as  have  not  arrived  to  the  Age  of  Twenty  One 
Years ; and  ffiall  be  for  the  Ufe  of  the  refpeftive  Companies,  or  Troops 
to  which  the  Perfons  Fined  do  belong,  ( Except  fuch  Fines  as  are 
otherwife  Difpofed  of  in  this  Aft  ) That  is  to  Say,  For 
Procuring,  and  Maintaining  Trumpets,  Colours,  Banners,  and  Halberts  j 
and  for  paying  Drummers,  and  Trumpeters,  or  other  Charge  of  faid 
Company,  by  Direftion  of  the  Commiffion  Officers  of  fuch  Company. 

And  where  there  are  not  Fines  fufficient  to  provide  Halberts,  and 
Colours,  and  to  piy  Drummers,  what  is  wanting  ffiall  be  had  out 
of  the  Town  Treafury. 

And  every  Perfon  chofen  by  any  Company  for  their  Drummer, 
upon  his  Accepting  faid  Service,  ffiall  provide  himfelf  a good  Drum, 
and  conftantly  Attend  Service  when  Required,  on  penalty  of  ‘Three 
Shillings  Fine  for  each  Days  Negleft  : To  be  Levied  by  Warrant  from 
the  Two  Chief  Officers  of  the  Company  to  which  fuch  Drummer 
belongs  : And  ffiall  be  paid  for  each  Days  Service  ‘Three  killings. 

And  whereas  the  Providing  a fufficient  Stock  of  Ammimition,  or 
Military  Stores  for  the  Colony,  as  alfo  for  the  fever al  Towns  within 
the  fame,  is  Necejfary  for  the  Defence  thereof. 

Sr  it  futtfiec  <?itn£rtD  bp  the  ^lutjojftp  That  the 

Treafurer  of  the  Colony  for  the  Time  being,  at  all  Times  hereafter, 
at  the  Charge  of  this  Colony,  ffiall  Procure,  Keep,  and  Maintain  a 
Magazine  of  Powder,  and  Shot,  to  be  ready  for  the  Ufe  of  the 
Colony,  as  Occafion  may  call  for  the  fame  : And  the  faid  Treafurer 
is  hereby  Ordered,  and  Direfted  to  take  Direftion  from  Time  to 
Time  of  the  Governour,  and  Council,  Refpefting  the  Quantity,  and 
Proportion  of  faid  Stores  of  Ammunition. 
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That  the  Seleft-Men  of  the  feveral  Towns  in  this  Colony  be,  and 
they  arc  hereby  Ordered,  and  Direaed,  to  Provide,  Keep,  and  to 
Renew,  from  time  to  time  as  Occafion  (hall  require,  a fufficient 
Stock  of  Ammunition,  or  Military  Stores,  in  the  feveral  Towns  in  Town"toTro 
this  Colony  to  which  they  do  Refpeaively  belong  : Which  (hall  vide 
not  be  lefs  than  Fifty  Pounds  of  good  Powder,  Two  Hundred  'V 
Weight  of  Bullets,  and  Three  Hundred  Flints  for  every  Sixty  Lifted  Towns. 
Souldiers  ; and  after  that  Proportion  for  all  the  Lifted  Souldiers  in 
each  Town,  whether  they  be  more,  or  lefs. 

And  the  Sele£l-Men  of  any  Town  that  are  not  Able,  ( upon  In- 
formation made  to  the  Colonel,  or  Chief  Officer  of  the  Regiment 
to  which  fuch  Town  belongs  ) to  make  it  Appear  to  faid  Colonel, 
or  Chief  Officer  that  they  are  provided  with  fuch  Stock  of  Ammu-  ‘'en*hyofj/.

WHEREAS  amongd  other  Things  it  is  Enafted,  that  the  AffiSlants,  andjuf- 
tices  of  the  Peace  in  the  fever al  Counties,  fhall  Tax  the  Inhabitants  oj  the 
Counties  for  building  of  Gaols,  C?r.  But  no  particular  Direbiion  is  therein  given  for 
levfing  and  colkbling  fuch  ‘I axes. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Reprefentatives  in  General 
Court  af  embkd,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame.  That  for  the  collefting  of  any 
fuch  Tax  already  granted,  and  not  collefted,  or  that  fhall  be  hereafter  fo 
granted;  the  County  Court  fhall  appoint  Colleftors,  or  Colleftor  (in  each 
Town  in  the  County  j to  levy  and  colleft  the  fame  ; which  Colleftors  fo  ap- 
pointed fhall  have  the  fame  Fee,  Power  and  Authority  as  other  Colleftors 
in  this  Colony  by  Law  have.

An  Act  in  Addition  to  the  Law  of  this  Colony,  intituled,  An  A£i  for 
forming  and  regulating  the  Militia,  and  for  the  Encouragement  of 
military  Skill  for  the  better  Defence  of  this  Colony. 

WHEREAS  among  other  ‘things  in  faid  Law,  it  is  enabled,  ‘ That  every 
‘ filled  Soldier,  and  other  Houle  holder,  fhall  always  be  provided 
‘ with  Arms  and  Ammunition,  as  in  faid  Adi  is  diredled,’  Tet  for  want  of 
a due  Obedience  thereto,  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning  thereof  is  greatfi  fruflratedy 
and  thereby  the  Defence  of  the  Colony  rendered  more  precarious  and  uncertain. 

For  Remedy  whereof  : 

Be  it  enabled  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and  Reprefentatives  in  General  Court 
effembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame.  That  the  chief  Officer  of  every 
Troop  fhall  caufe  the  Arms  and  Ammunition  of  all  under  his  Command, 
and  the  chief  Officer  of  every  Company  of  Foot  fhall  caufe  the  Arms  and 
Ammunition  of  all  under  his  Command,  and  alfo  of  all  others  dwelling 
within  the  Limits  of  his  Company,  to  be  viewed,  not  only  on  the  firlt 
Monday  of  May,  (as  in  faid  Adi  is  already  provided)  but  alfo  in  the  fame 
Manner  fhall  caufe  the  lame  to  be  viewed  on  the  firft  Monday  of  Oblober 
annually  : And  alfo  fhall,  and  they  are  hereby  impowered  and  diredled,  to 
caufe  the  faid  Arms  and  Ammunition,  to  be  in  like  Manner  viewed,  as  of- 
ten, and  at  fuch  other  Days,  or  Times  as  they  fhall  be  thereunto  required 
by  the  Colonel,  or  chief  Officer  of  the  Regiment  to  which  they  belong  : 
And  in  Cafe  any  Captain,  or  chief  Officer  of  any  Troop  or  Company  of 
Foot,  fhall  negledt  or  refufe  to  conform  to  this  Adi  by  a due  Obedience 
thereto,  or  fhall  negledi  to  impofe,  and  to  take  proper  Care  to  colledi  the 
Penalties  or  Fines,  as  the  Law  diredls,  he  fhall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Three 
Pounds,  to  be  diftrained  by  Warrant  from  the  Colonel,  or  chief  Officer  of 
the  Regiment,  diredled  to  the  Conftable,  &c.  and  to  be  levied  and  paid  in 
•the  fame  Manner  as  the  Fine  is  by  Law  to  be  levied  on  Captains  for  not 
appointing  Training  Days,  and  to  be  to  the  fame  Ule. 

And  whereas  alfo  in  and  by  faid  Law,  ‘ The  Colonel  or  chief  Officer  of  each 
Regiment,  is  impowered  upon  any  Alarm,  Invafion,  or  Notice  of  the 
Appearance  of  an  Enemy,  either  by  Sea  or  Land,  to  aflemble  in  martial 
Array,  and  put  in  warlike  Pofturc  the  whole  Militia  of  the  Regiment 

under 
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‘ under  his  Command,  or  fuch  Parc  of  them  as  he  fhall  think  needful,  and 
‘ being  fo  armed  to  lead,  conduft,  and  imploy  them,  as  well  within  the 
‘ Regiment  whereto  they  belong,  as  in  any  other  adjacent  Place  in  this 
‘ Colony,  &c. 

And  whereas  Douhts  have  arlfeit  upon  the  Intent  of  the  Wards  of [aid  AM,  (viz,) 
Whether  fuch  Force  may  hy  fuch  Officer  be  lead  or  conduMed  to  any  Parts  out  of 
this  Colony. 

Therefore  for  Removal  of  fuch  QtielUons,  and  for  rendering  fuch  Defence 
more  effectual  when  needed  : 

He  it  further  enabled  hy  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That  whenfoevcr  any  Co- 
lonel, or  chief  Officer  of  any  Regiment,  fliall  affemble  in  martial  Array, 
and  put  in  warlike  Pofture  the  Whole  of  his  Regiment,  or  Parc  thereof, 
for  the  faid  Reafons,  and  in  Purfuance  of  faid  Aft,  or  in  Obedience  to  any 
Orders  given  by  the  Captain  General,  or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  Time 
being,  (which  he  is  hereby  impowered  to  give  as  the  particular  Emergency 
of  Cafes. may  require)  fuch  chief  Officer  is  hereby  authorized  and  impower- 
ed to  lead,  conduft,  or  order  fuch  of  the  Militia  fo  affembled,  and  them 
imploy  for  affilting,  fuccouring,  and  relieving  any  of  His  Majefty’s  Subjefts, 
Forts,  Towns,  or  Places  attacked  by  an  Phiemy,  or  in  Danger  thereof,  as 
well  out  of  the  Limits  of  this  Colony,  as  within  t!ie  lame^  as  the  Excgency 
and  Circumftances  of  the  Cafe  fhall  require,  for  the  Safety  and  Defence  of 
this  and  the  neighbouring  Governments  -,  fuch  Colonel,  or  chief  Officef 
always  to  lend  Intelligence  to,  and  to  attend,  and  obferve  fuch  Direftions 
and  Orders  therein,  as  he  fhall  receive  from  the  Commander  in  Chief,  ac- 
cording to  the  Intent  of  the  faid  Aft  : And  in  Cafe  any  Officer  or  Soldier 
lhail  refule  to  mufter,  and  march  according  to  Orders  given  him  for  the 
Purpofes  aforefaid  ; fuch  Officer  fliall  be  caffiired,  and  fuch  Soldier  fliall 
fuffer  the  Penalty  of  Forty  Shillings. 

And  whereas  there  may  be  Qccafion  for  the  more  fpeedy  and  effeMual  Defence  of 
His  Majeftys  SubjeMs,  to  raife  Men  on  fitdden  Emergencies,  and  for  particular  Ser- 
vices, by  impreffing  or  detaching  Part  of  the  Militia  for  that  Purpofe. 

Wherefore  that  the  fame  when  ordered  by  the  General  Affembly  may  be 
rendered  effectual  : 

Be  it  further  enabled  by  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That  whenloever  the  Gene- 
ral Affembly  fhall  refolve,  or  order  that  any  certain  Number  or  Proportion 
of  effeftive  Men  fhall  be  impreffed,  detached,  or  drafted  out  of  the  refpec- 
tive  Regiments  of  Militia  in  this  Colony,  or  any  of  them  for  any  particular 
Service,  or  to  be  in  Readinefs  therefor  on  a hidden  Emergency,  according 
as  the  Affembly  fhall  judge  proper  : And  that  if  in  Confequence  and  Por- 
fuance  of  luch  Refolve  or  Order,  arjy  Captain,  or  chief  Officer  of  any  Cotrt- 
pany  fliall  caufe  his  .Company  to  be  warned  to  affemble  and  mufter  at  fuch 
Time  andPlace  as  he  fliall  appoint,  (which  he  is  direfted  to  do  when  thereto  re- 
quired by  his  fuperior  Officer  aforefaid)  in  Order  to  detach,  imprefs,  or 
draft  any  Part  thereof,  for  the  Purpofe.  aforefaid  -,  every  Soldier  belonging 
to  fuch  Company,  being  duly  warned,  fhall  appear  and  attend  fuch  Mufter 
according  to  fuch  Warning  •,  ,and  for  Negleft  thereof,  fliall  forfeit  and  pay 
to  the  Treafury  of  the  Town  , where  he  dwells  the  Sum  of  Fen  Pounds  lawful 
Money,  to  be  recovered  by  Bill,  Plaint,  or  Information,  in  any  Court  pro- 
per to  try  the  fame.  And  if  any  Soldier  fhall  in  any  Manner  be  duly  and 
legally  detached,  impreffed,  or  drafted  for  the  Purpofe,  and  Service  or 
Services  aforefaid,  and  fhall  negleft  or  refufe  feafonably  to  mufter,  join  t(f, 
or  proceed  with  the  Troops  he  is  appointed  to  ferve  with,  (being  duly  no- 
ticed thereof)  he  fhall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  Fen  Pounds  to  the  Ufe 
aforefaid,  to  be  recovered  as' aforefaid,  and  for  want  of  Goods  or  Eftate  to 
anfwer  the  fame,  fhall  be  difpofed  of  in  Service  to  any  of  His  Majefty’s 
Subjefts  to  fatisfy  the  fame  •,  any  Law,  Ufage  or  Cuftom  in  any  wife  here- 
tofore to  the  contrary  notwithftanding.

[03]  expence  and  extraordinary  succours  ||  supplied  by  his 
Kingdom  for  our  preservation  and  defence ; and  his  Majesty 
judging  that  this  Colony  together  with  the  Massachusets 
Bay,  New  Hampshire,  Rhode  Island,  New  York  and  New 
Jersey,  (who  are  more  immediately  obnoxious  to  the  main 
irruptions  of  the  enemy  from  Canada,  and  to  each  of  which 
similar  orders  are  sent,)  are  able  to  furnish  20000  men,  to

joyn  a body  of  the  King’s  forces  for  invading  Canada  and 
carrying  the  war  into  the  heart  of  the  enemies  possessions ; 
and  further  signifying,  that  it  is  his  Majesty’s  pleasure  that 
with  all  possible  dispatch  as  large  a body  of  men  be  raised  in 
this  Colony  as  the  number  of  its  inhabitants  will  allow,  to  be 
in  readiness  to  begin  the  operations  of  the  campaign  as  soon 
as  practicable ; and  that  no  encouragement  may  be  wanting 
to  so  great  and  salutary  an  attempt,  that  strong  recommen- 
dations will  be  made  to  Parliament  to  grant  a compensation 
for  the  expences  of  said  Provinces,  according  as  their  active 
vigour  and  strenuous  efforts  shall  justly  appear  to  merit: 
Therefore,  notwithstanding  this  Colony  (when  acting  with 
the  Provinces  aforesaid  in  three  several  expeditions  under- 
taken the  three  preceeding  years  against  Crown  Point  raised  a 
much  greater  number  of  men  than  their  just  proportion  com- 
pared with  what  said  Provinces  then  raised,  by  means  whereof 
the  number  of  men  in  this  Colony  is  greatly  diminished  and 
our  strength  much  exhausted,  yet  that  nothing  may  be  wanting 
on  the  part  of  this  Colony  to  promote  the  great  and  good  de- 
sign proposed  by  his  Majesty,  and  relying  on  his  royal  encour- 
agement, 

/ It  is  resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  five  thousand  good 
/ and  effective  men,  including  officers,  be  raised,  and  they  are 
hereby  ordered  to  be  levied  and  raised  within  this  Colony  as 
soon  as  may  be,  for  the  service  aforesaid,  (tho’  said  Assembly 
is  sensible  that  it  is  really  more  than  the  number  of  men  in 
this  Colony  will  allow  of  without  great  difficulty,  and  much 
exceeds  this  Colony’s  just  proportion  even  of  twenty-three 
thousand  men  when  joyned  with  the  aforementioned  Prov- 
I inces. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  the  five  thousand  men 
ordered  to  be  raised  as  aforesaid  be  formed  into  four  regi- 
ments consisting  of  twelve  companies  each,  and  there  shall 
be  a colonel,  lieutenant-colonel  and  major,  a chaplain,  an 
adjutant,  a quarter-master  and  a drum-major  in  each  regi- 
ment ; and  that  the  colonel, lieutenant-colonel  and  major  of  each 
regiment  shall  have  each  of  them  the  command  of  a company  as 
captain  thereof  ; and  that  a captain  be  appointed  to  each  of  the 
other  companies  ; that  a captain-lieutenant  and  one  lieutenant 
and  ensign  be  appointed  for  each  colonel’s  company,  and  two 
lieutenants  and  an  ensign  for  each  of  the  other  companies ; 
that  there  be  four  sergeants,  four  corporals,  a clerk  and  two 
drummers  to  each  company  aforesaid. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  hath  resolved  to  raise  the  number 
of  five  thousand  men  as  soon  as  possible,  to  co-operate  witli 
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This  Assembly  do  appoint  Ebenezer  Marsh,  Noah  Hinman, 
Elisha  Sheldon  and  Increase  Moseley,  Esq'"®,  to  be  Justices  of 
the  Peace  and  Quorum  in  and  for  the  county  of  Litchfield  the 
year  ensuing.

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Henry  Castle  to  be  a Justice  of 
the  Peace  for  the  county  of  Litchfield  the  year  ensuing. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  in  March  last  voted  to  raise  five 
thousand  men  in  this  Colony  for  the  service  of  the  ensuing 
campaign  and  gave  great  encouragements  to  induce  able- 
bodied  effective  men  voluntarily  to  enlist  into  the  several  regi-

1 hat  the  colonel,  or  in  his  absence  the  next  field  officer,  of 
each  regiment  be  forthwith  certified  either  from  the  enlisting 
officers  or  the  militia  captains  or  chief  officers  of  the  compa- 
nies what  number  of  men  belonging  to  or  within  the  limits  of

as  heretofore  returned  to  the  colonels ; and  that  thereupon 
the  officers  receiving  such  orders  shall,  and  they  respectively 
are  hereby  impowered  and  directed  in  the  most  proper  and 
effectual  method,  to  proceed  in  detaching  or  impressing,  and 
taking  the  advice  of  the  civil  authority  in  the  town  (if  to  be 
obtained)  shall  and  may  impress  men  included  in  the  training- 
rolls  or  such  as  may  be  found  within  the  limits  of  the  com- 
pany proper  for  the  service  ; and  that  all  such  as  have  been 
in  any  former  campaigns  shall  be  liable  to  and  may  be  im- 
pressed as  well  as  others  (their  having  been  before  in  sej'vice 
notwithstanding). 

Provided  nevertheless,  That  no  more  than  every  sixth  man, 
including  those  already  inlisted,  be  detached  out  of  any  troop 
of  horse.

Provided  nevertheless.  That  if  any  person  shall  enlist 
previous  to  such  detachment  or  impressing,  or  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after,  he  shall  receive  the  same  encouragement 
as  is  already  given  to  those  who  have  enlisted. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  the  soldiers  in  this  Colony 
detached  for  his  Majesty’s  service  in  the  ensuing  campaign 
shall  by  the  colonels  of  the  standing  militia  in  this  Colony, 
respectively,  by  whose  order  said  soldiers  were  detached,  be 
assigned  to  serve  under  the  next  officer  of  the  company 
respectively  going  into  the  service  aforesaid  whose  company 
is  vacant ; and  in  case  such  soldier  so  assigned  shall  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  such  assignment,  or  after  he  has 
opportunity  by  any  enlisting  officer  of  such  company,  enlist

Whereas  his  Honour  the  Governor  hath  laid  before  this  As- 
sembly a letter  from  the  Right  Hon^’®  William  Pitt,  one  of 
his  Majesty’s  principal  Secretaries  of  State,  dated  December 
9th  1758,*  signifying  that  his  Majesty  having  nothing  so 
much  at  heart  as  to  improve  the  great  and  important  advan- 
tages gained  the  last  campaign  as  well  as  to  repair  the  disap- 
pointment at  Ticonderoga  and  by  the  most  vigorous  and 
extensive  efforts  to  avert,  by  the  blessing  of  God  on  his  arms, 
all  dangers  which  may  threaten  North  America  from  any 
irruptions  of  the  French,  and  not  doubting  that  all  his  faithful 
and  brave  subjects  here  will  chearfully  co-operate  with  and 
second  to  the  utmost  the  large  expences  and  extraordinary 
succours  supplied  by  his  Kingdom  for  our  preservation  and 
defence ; and  his  Majesty  considering  that  the  several  Prov- 
inces in  particular  from  proximity  and  accessibility  of  situa- 
tion more  immediately  obnoxious  to  the  main  irruptions  of 
the  enemy  from  Canada  are  of  themselves  well  able  to  furnish 
at  least  twenty  thousand  men  to  joyn  a body  of  the  King’s 
forces  for  invading  Canada  by  the  way  of  Crown  Point  and

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carrying  war  into  the  heart  of  the  enemies  possessions,  and 
that  it  is  the  King’s  pleasure  that  with  all  possible  dispatch  at 
least  as  large  a body  of  men  l>e  raised  in  this  Colony  as  was 
done  for  the  last  campaign,  and  even  as  many  more  as  the 
number  of  its  inhabitants  may  allow,  to  be  in  readiness  to 
begin  the  operations  of  the  campaign  as  soon  as  practicable; 
and  that  no  encouragement  may  be  wanting  to  this  great  and 
salutary  attempt,  that  strong  recommendation  will  be  made 
to  Parliament  to  grant  a proper  compensation  tor  such  ex- 
pences  as  above,  according  as  the  active  vigour  and  strenuous 
efforts  of  the  respective  Provinces  shall  fully  appear  to  merit : 
Whereupon  this  Assembly  considering  that  in  several  former 
expeditions  against  Crown  Point  a greater  number  of  men 
was  raised  here  than  our  just  proportion,  compared  with  the 
other  Provinces ; that  the  last  year,  animated  with  great  zeal 
to  second  the  very  extraordinary  and  ample  succours  supplied 
by  his  Majesty,  this  Colony  agreed  to  raise  a larger  body  of 
men  th^n  it  was  able  fully  to  compleat  upon  a diligent  tryal 
and  exertion ; that  many  of  our  men  have  died  or  become 
unfit  for  duty  by  reason  of  the  last  years  service ; that  many 
of  our  inhabitants  liave  lately  inlisted  for  recruits  to  the 
King’s  regiments  here,  and  others  engaged  in  battoe  and  car- 
riage service,  by  all  which  means  our  numbers  are  diminished 
[153]  and  our  strength  and  treasure  ||  exhausted,  and  no 
other  way  can  be  devised  that  is  practicable  to  supply  the 
puldic  treasury  but  only  by  emitting  a large  sum  in  bills 
of  credit,  which  cannot  be  refunded  by  the  inliabitants  with- 
out great  difficulty  and  distress : Yet  that  the  great  and  salu- 
tary designs  of  his  Majesty  may  be  promoted  to  the  utmost 
ability  of  this  Colony,  with  a firm  and  humble  reliance  on  his 
royal  and  most  gracious  encouragement, 

/ It  is  resolved  and  ordered  hy  this  Assembly,  That  three 
/ thousand  six  hundred  good  and  effective  men,  including 
officers,  be  raised,  and  they  are  hereby  ordered  to  be  levied 
and  raised  within  this  Colony  as  soon  as  may  be  ; which 
1 number  this  Assembly  is  fully  of  opinion  is  as  great  as  the 
\ number  of  its  inhabitants  will  allow  for  the  service  aforesaid. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  the  three  thousand  six  hun- 
dred men  aforesaid  be  formed  into  four  regiments  consisting 
of  ten  companies  each,  and  there  shall  be  a colonel,  lieutenant- 
colonel  and  major,  a chaplain,  an  adjutant,  a quarter-master,  a 
sergeant-major  and  a drum-major  in  each  regiment,  and  that 
the  colonel,  lieutenant-colonel  and  major  of  each  regiment 
shall  have  each  of  them  the  command  of  a company  as  cap- 
tain thereof,  and  that  a captain  be  appointed  to  each  of  tlic 
other  companies  ; that  a captain-lieutenant  and  one  lieutenant 
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and  an  ensign  be  appointed  for  each  colonel’s  company,  and 
two  lieutenants  and  an  ensign  for  each  of  the  other  com- 
panies ; that  there  be  four  sergeants,  four  corporals,  a clerk 
and  two  drummers  to  each  company  aforesaid. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  hath  resolved  to  raise  the  numl>er 
of  three  thousand  six  hundred  men  as  soon  as  possible,  to  co- 
operate with  and  second  the  extraordinary  succours  supply’ d 
by  his  Majesty  for  the  preservation  and  defence  of  his  sul> 
jects  in  North  America,  and  to  induce  such  non-commission 
officers  and  soldiers  as  have  been  in  his  Majesty’s  service  in 
either  of  the  campaigns  to  continue  and  enlist  themselves 
accordingly,  and  to  encourage  able-bodied  and  effective  men 
voluntarily  to  inlist  into  the  service  aforesaid. 

It  is  resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  every  such  able-bodied 
effective  man,  as  well  non-commission  officers  as  soldiers,  who 
has  been  in  the  service  in  either  of  the  late  campaigns,  who 
shall  voluntarily  inlist  himself  to  continue  in  said  service, 
shall  be  entituled  to  have  and  receive  full  wages  and  pay  at 
the  respective  rates  given  to  such  non- commission  officer  and 
soldier  in  the  service  of  this  Colony  the  last  year,  to  be  com- 
puted from  the  first  day  of  December  last  until  the  fifth  day 
of  April  next:  provided  they  voluntarily  inlist  before  the  16th 
day  of  April.  And  each  able-bodied  effective  man  who  hatli 
not  heretofore  been  in  such  service,  who  shall  voluntarily 
inlist  himself  therein,  shall  have  and  receive  a bounty  of  four 
pounds  lawful  money.  That  each  man  inlisting  on  either  of 
the  encouragements  aforesaid  shall  provide  for  himself  cloaths, 
powder-horn  and  shot-bag,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  muster- 
master,  and  on  failure  thereof  such  man  shall  be  supply’d 
with  the  same  by  his  captain  out  of  the  aforesaid  wages  and 
bounty,  and  the  remainder  shall  be  then  paid  to  him.  That 
each  man  raised  in  this  Colony  who  shall  go  in  said  service 
shall  have  and  receive  one  month’s  advance  pay  with  a good 
blanket  and  knapsack,  and  also  a bounty  of  thirty-five  shil- 
lings to  be  improved  by  each  man  to'  purchase  a lapelled  coat. 

And  to  encourage  both  officers  and  soldiers  to  engage  in 
said  service. 

It  is  further  resolved.  That  the  wages,  both  of  officers  and 
soldiers  raised  in  this  Colony  and  employed  in  the  service 
aforesaid,  shall  be  as  follows  per  month,  accounting  28  days 
to  a month,  viz  :

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives, 
in  General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  military  companies  or  trainbands  in  the  several 
regiments  in  this  Colony  shall  be  called  out  and  exercised  in 
the  use  of  their  arms  and  other  exercises  proper  for  a com- 
pany of  infantry  twelve  half-days  from  this  time  until  the 
first  day  of  May  next.  And  if  any  of  the  non-commissioned 
officers  or  soldiers  in  said  companies  shall  neglect  to  attend 
said  exercises,  each  person  so  neglecting  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  each  half-day  two  shillings,  lawful  money,  to  be  divided 
[372]  equally  ||  among  the  non-commission  officers  and  sol- 
diers in  said  companies  who  shall  attend  and  do  duty,  and 
a premium  of  six  shillings  shall  be  allowed  to  each  soldier 
who  shall  attend  said  twelve  half  days.  And  every  regiment 
in  this  Colony,  as  well  the  horse  as  foot  belonging  thereto, 
shall  meet  either  together  or  in  parts,  at  the  discretion  of  the

And  he  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid.  That 
the  military  companies  in  the  towns  of  East  Windsor,  Enfield 
and  Bolton,  and  that  part  of  Hartford  on  the  east  side  of 
Connecticut -River,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted 
and  made  one  entire  and  distinct  regiment,  and  shall  be  called 
and  known  by  the  name  of  the  Nineteenth  Regiment.  That 
the  military  companies  in  the  town  of  Norwich  shall  be  and 
they  are  hereby  made  and  constituted  one  entire  regiment, 
and  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  the  Twentieth 
Regiment.  That  the  military  companies  in  the  towns  of 
Plainfield,  Canterbury,  Voluntown,  and  the  south  company  in 
the  town  of  Killingley,  and  all  the  soldiers  living  in  said 
Canterbury,  shall  be  set  off  from  the  eleventh  regiment  and 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  made  and  constituted  a distinct  and 
entire  regiment,  and  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name 
of  the  Twenty-first  Regiment.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  G-overnor^  Councd  aod  Representatives, 
in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  one  fourth  part  of  the  militia  of  this  Colony  be,  and  it 
is  hereby,  ordered  and  directed  that  they  be  forthwith 
inlisted,  equipped,  accoutred  and  assembled,  for  the  special 
defence  and  safety  of  this  Colony,  to  be  led  and  conducted 
as  the  General  Assembly  shall  order.

That  each  of  said  regiments  shall  be  com- 
manded by  one  colonel,  a lieutenant-colonel,  and  a major, 
each  of  which  field-officers  shall  likewise  command  a com- 
pany as  captain,  and  each  general  officer  shall  be  assisted  by 
two  majors  to  his  regiment.  That  each  of  said  companies 
shall  be  commanded  by  one  captain,  two  lieutenants  and  an 
ensign,  who  shall  all  be  duly  commissioned  by  his  Honor  the 
Governor  to  execute  the  offices  to  which  they  are  respectively 
appointed.  That  there  shall  be  appointed  one  adjutant,  one 
quarter-master,  one  chaplain,  one  surgeon  and  two  surgeon’s 
mates  to  each  regiment.  That  said  inhabitants  shall  be  in- 
listed  to  continue  in  the  said  service  during  the  pleasure  of 
the  General  Assembly,  not  exceeding  seven  months. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  a 
premium  of  fifty-two  shillings  per  man  shall  be  advanced  and 
paid  to  each  non-commission’d  officer  and  inhabitant  upon 
53 
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llieir  inlistment,  they  supplying  themselves  witli  a blanket, 
knapsack,  cloathing  &c.,  to  the  acceptance  of  their  respective 
captains;  and  that  one  month’s  pay  shall  be  advanced  and 
paid  to  each  of  said  officers  and  inlisted  inhabitants. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid,  That 


the  establishment  of  pay  and  wages  shall  be  as 
the  pay  for  their  whole  services.

authority  aforesaid. 

That  each  inhabitant  so  inlisted  shall  be  furnisbed  with  good 
fire-arms,  and  that  the  fire-arms  belonging  to  this  Colony, 
wherever  they  are,  shall  be  collected  and  put  into  the  hands 
of  such  inlisted  inhabitants  as  have  not  arms  of  their  own  ; 
and  that  each  inlisted  inhabitant  that  shall  provide  arms 
for  himself,  well  fixed  with  a good  bayonet  and  cartouch  box, 
shall  be  paid  a premium  of  ten  shillings  ; and  in  case  such 
arms  are  lost  by  inevitable  casualty,  such  inhabitant  pro- 
viding himself  as  aforesaid  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  the 
just  value  of  such  arms  and  implements  so  lost,  deducting 
only  said  sum  of  ten  shillings  allowed  as  aforesaid : said 
premium  of  ten  shillings  to  be  paid  as  soon  as  such  inhabitant 
shall  provide  such  arms  as  aforesaid.  That  where  the  afore- 
said provision  fails,  sufficient  arms  shall  be  impress’d,  coin- 
pleatly  to  arm  and  equip  said  inhabitants : tbe  said  im])i-ess 
to  be  limited  only  to  the  arms  belonging  to  house-holders  and 
other  persons  not  on  the  militia  roll ; and  in  case  any  house- 
holder or  other  person  shall  voluntarily  furnish  any  inlisted 
inhabitant,  not  able  to  procure  arms  for  himself,  with  a good 
gun,  well  fixed  with  a good  bayonet  and  cartouch  box,  shall 
have  and  receive  a premium  of  ten  shillings,  and  in  case  of 
loss  shall  receive  the  value  thereof,  deducting  the  said  ten 
shillings  as  aforesaid  ; and  also  that  every  person  from  whom 
any  gun  shall  be  impress’d,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  paid  for  the 
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use  of  such  gun  the  sum  of  four  sliillings,  and  in  case  of  loss 
shall  be  paid  the  just  value  of  such  gun,  deducting  the  sum 
of  four  shillings  aforesaid ; and  that  a particular  account  be 
taken  of  the  arms  that  may  be  used,  and  the  same  be  all 
apprized  by  indifferent  judges ; and  that  if  any  inlisted 
inhabitant  through  negligence  shall  lose  or  damage  the  arms 
found  for  him,  as  aforesaid,  such  loss  or  damage  shall  be 
deducted  out  of  his  wages. 

And  it  is  also  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid, 
That  three  thousand  stands  of  arms  be  procured  as  soon  as 
may  be,  and  held  in  readiness  to  be  used  for  the  special 
defence  and  safety  of  this  Colony.  And  also,  that  the  number 
of  five  hundred  spades,  five  hundred  pick-axes,  three  hundred 
narrow  axes,  and  five  hundred  tents  be  procured  for  the  use 
of  this  Colony. 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Colony  have  ordered 
and  enacted  tliat  one-fourth  part  of  the  militia  of  said  Colony 
should  be  forthwith  inlisted,  equipped  and  assembled,  for  the 
special  defence  and  safety  of  said  Colony  Ac. : For  the 

encouragement  of  such  able-bodied  and  effective  men  of  said 
militia,  or  others,  as  shall  voluntarily  offer  and  inlist  them- 
selves for  said  service  to  the  acceptance  of  the  proper  officers. 

It  is  resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  each  inlisted  inhabi- 
tant or  person  as  aforesaid  shall  be  entituled  to  a premium  of 
fifty-two  shillings  upon  their  inlistment,  they  supplying  them- 
selves with  a blanket,  knapsack,  cloatliing  Ac.,  to  the  accept- 
ance of  their  respective  captains,  and  also  to  one  month’s 
advanced  pay.  That  each  sergeant  shall  receive  forty-eight 
shillings,  each  corporal  forty-four  shillings,  each  drummer 
and  fifer  forty -four  shillings,  and  eacli  private  forty  shillings 
per  kalendar  month,  during  their  continuance  in  said  service. 
That  each  enlisted  inhabitant  or  person  as  aforesaid,  who 
shall  provide  arms  for  himself,  well  fixed  with  a good  bayonet 
and  cartouch  box,  shall  be  paid  a premium  of  ten  shillings, 
and  in  case  such  arms  are  lost  by  any  inevitable  providence, 
such  inhabitant  so  providing  himself  shall  be  allowed  and 
paid  the  just  value  of  such  arms  and  implements  so  lost, 
deducting  only  the  said  sum  of  ten  shillings  allowed  as  afore- 
said ; said  premium  of  ten  shillings  to  be  paid  as  soon  as 
such  inhabitant  shall  be  so  provided  as  aforesaid.  That  a 
particular  account  shall  be  taken  of  all  the  arms  that  may  be 
used,  and  the  same  shall  be  all  apprized  by  indifferent  judges. 
That  each  inhabitant,  as  aforesaid,  upon  his  inlistment  shall 
be  entituled  to  six  pence  yer  diem  for  billeting  money,  until 
they  are  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  Colony.

An  ACT  for  regulating  and  ordering 
the  Troops  that  are,  or  may  be 
raifed,  for  the  Defence  of  this 
Colony. 

Previdmee  heth  heeH 
pleafed  in  great  Mercy  to  bejicw  upon  the  In- 
habitants  of  this  Cclpiy  all  the  Rights ^ Id- 
ler tits  ^ and.  Immunities  of  the  free  and  natural  bom 
Subjects  of  the  Realm  of  England^  which  have  been  ejla- 
blijhed  and  confirmed  by  a f acred  Compali^  and  fecurei 
hy  a royal  Charts  ; which  Rights^  Liberties  and  Im- 
munities^ were  tbo  Birthright  cf  our  bravCy  virtuousi 

and 
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dnd  r^figiotts  Ancefters^  whilft  in  England^  who^  rather 
than  fubmit  to  religious  or  civil  ’Tyranny^  chofe  to  leave 
their  pleafant  Seats^  and  all  their  happy  ProfpeSls  in 
their  native  Country^  bravely  encountered  the  Dangers  cf 
untried  Seas  and  Coajis^  of  a howling  Wildernefs^  bar- 
barous Men  and  favage  Beafis  \ at  the  Expence  of  their 
Eafe  and  Safety^  of  their  Bloody  their  Treafurey  and  their 
LiveSy  tranfplanted  and  reared  the  Englijh  Conjiitution 
in  thefe  WildSy  upon  the  ftrong  Pillars  of  civil  and  re- 
ligious Liberty  y and  having  led  the  JVay  by  their  great 
Exampky  bequeathed  their  inejlimable  Purchafe  as  a 
/acred  and  unalienable  Legacy  to  their  Pofterity  •,  who 
have  ever  fince  united  the  fincerefl  Loyalty  to  their  So- 
vereigny  and  the  warmeft  Affebiicn  for  their  elder  Bre- 
thren m Englandy  with  the  Enjoyment  of  their  aforefaid 
Rights y Liberties  and  ImmunitieSy  nor  have  they  till 
lately  been  thought  incompatible. 

And  whereaSy  fmce  the  Clofe  of  the  loft  TVary  the 
Britijb  Parliament  claiming  a Power  of  Right  to  bind 
the  People  of  America  by  StatutCy  in  all  Cafes  whatfoe- 
vei\  hath  in  fame  Ahs  exprejly  impofed  Laxes  upon 
them ; and  in  Other Sy  under  various  Pretences y hut  in 
Fa5i  for  the  Purpofe  of  raijing  a Revenue y hath  impofed 
Rates  and  Duties  payable  in  thefe  Colonies- --eft ahlijhed 
a Board  of  Ccmmifftoners  with  unconftitutional  Powers\ 
and  extended  the  Jurifdidlion  of  Courts  of  Admiralty 
not  only  for  colle  fling  faid  Duties  y but  alfo  for  the  Trial 
of  Caufes  merely  arifing  within  the  Body  of  a County. 

And  whereas  in  Confequence  of  other  Statutes y Judges 
who  before  held  only  Eftates  at  Will  in  their  Offices  y have 
been  made  to  depend  on  the  Crown  alone  for  their  Sala- 
ries y a7td  St  abiding  Armies  kept  in  Time  of  Peace.  And 
R has  been  lately  rejolved  in  Parliament y that  by  Force 
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df  a Statute  made  in  the  3 Year  of  the  Reign  of 
King  Henry  the  Eighth^  Colonijls  may  be  tranfported  to 
England^  and  tried  there  upon  Accufations  for  Yreafom 
and  Mifprifions^  or  Concealment  of  Yreafons  committed^ 
or  alledged  to  be  committed  in  the  Colonies^  and  by  a late- 
Statute  fuch  Yrials  have  been  direbled  in  Cafes  therein 
mentioned. 

And  whereas  three  A5ls  of  Parliament  have  been  pa f 
fed.,  by  one  of  which  the  Pert  of  Boft on  is  Jhut  up.,  and 
Yhoufands  reduced  from  Affluence  to  Poverty  and  Dif 
trefs  : By  another  the  Charter  of  the  Province  of  the 
Mafflachufetts-Bay  is  fubverted  and  dejiroyed^  and  by  the 
Yhird.,  under  Pretence  of  the  impartial  Admimftration  of 
JuJlice.,  all  Hope  of  Jufiice  is  taken  away  in  certain 
Cafes. 

And  whereas  another  Statute  hath  been  made  by 
which  the  Roman  Catholic  Religion  is  eftahlifhed—the 
equitable  Syftem  of  Englijh  Laws  are  abolijhed.,  and  a 
Yyranny  ere^ed  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  to  the  great 
Danger  of  the  neighbouring  Colonies.  And  alfo  in  the 
prefent  Sefflon  of  Parliament  another  ASi  is  pajfed.,  by 
which  the  Hew-Engband  Colonies  are,  in  a great  Mea- 
fure,  deprived  of  their  Trade  and  Fiftoery,  the  Blefflngs 
which  God  and  Nature  have  indulged  the7n  being  thus 
attempted  by  Force  to  be  wrefted  from  them. 

And  whereas  all  our  humble,  dutiful,  and  loyal  Peti- 
tions to  the  Throne  for  Redrefs  of  Grievances  have  been 
treated  with  Contempt,  or  pajfed  by  in  Silence  by  his  Ma~ 
jeftfs  bVBniJiers  of  State,  and  the  Refufal  to  furrender 
our  juft  Rights,  Liberties  and  Immunities,  hath  been 
ftiled  Rebellion,  and  Fleets  and  Armies  have  been  fent  in~ 
to  a neighbouring  Colony  to  force  them  to' fubmit  to  Sla-< 
very,  and  awe  the  other  Colonies  to  Submifflon,  by  the 
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Example  of  Vengeance  infliSed  on  heVy  who  have  hefides 
the  ufual  Calamities  and  Infults  that  proceed  from  Stand- 
ing  Armies^  fortified  the  fown  of  Boft on- -driven  the 
peaceable  Inhabitants  front  their  Dwellings^  and  imbrued 
their  Hands  in  the  Blood  of  our  Countrymen— all  which 
Alls  and  Meafures  have.  Rehtioji  to  all  the  Britijh  Co- 
lonies in  the  Principles  from  which  they  fiow^  and  are, 
evidently  intended  to  force  or  terrify  them  into  a Submif- 
fion  to  Parliamentary  Taication^  or  at  leaft  into  a Sur- 
render of  their  Property  at  the  Pleafure  of  the  Britijh 
parliament^  and  in  fuch  Proportion  as  they  /hall  pleafe 
to  prefcribe  ; with  which  we.  rniifi  comply  or  lye  at  the 
Mercy  of  thofe  who  cannot  know  our  Situation  and  Cir- 
cumfiances^  and  will  be  interefied  to  opprefs  and  enjlave 
us.  Our  Liberty^  our  Lives  and  Property  will  beconu 
precarious  and  dependent  upgn  the  IVill  of  Men  over 
whom  we  can,  have  no  Check  or  Controul ; ReligioUy 
Property.,  perfonal  Safety,  Learning,  Arts,  public  and 
private  Virtue,  facial  Happinefs,  and  every  Blejfmg  at- 
tendant on  Liberty,  will  fall  ViPlims  to  the  Principles 
and  Meafures  advanced  and  purfued  againft  us,  wkilft 
Jha'melefs  Vice,  Infidelity,  Irreligion,  ahjebl  Dependance, 
Ignorance,  Superjiition,  Meannefs,  Servility,  and  the 
whole  Train  of  Lefpotifm,  prefent  themf elves  to  our 
View  in  melancholy  Profpeli. 

And  whereas  although  this  AJfemhly  wifh  for  no  new 
Rights  and  Privileges,  and  defire  only  to  preferve  their 
ancient  Conjiitution  as  it  has  been  underjiood  and  pr  alii  fed 
upon  from  the  Beginning',  freely  yielding  to  the  Britijh 
parliament  the  Regulation  of  our  external  Commerce,  for, 
the  Purpofe  of  fecuring  the  cornmercial  Advantages  of 
all  the  Dominions  of  our  Sovereign  to  the  Mother  Coun- 
try,and  the  commercial  Benefits  of  its  fever al  Members, 
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excluding  every  Idea  of  T axationfot  rnijing  a Revenue 
without  our  Confent^  and  claiming  only  a Right  to  regu- 
late our  internal  Police  and  Government^  and  are  moft 
earnejlly  do/irous  of  Peace^  and  deprecate  the  Horrors  of 
IVar  .*  Tet^  when  they  fee  military  preparations  againfi 
them^  at  Handy  and  the  Hopes  of  Peace  and  Harmony 
placed  at  a gr  center  DiftancCy  being  fully  determined  never 
to  make  a voluntary  Sacrifice  of  their  Rights^  not  know- 
ing how  foon  P arliamentary  and  Apnifterial  Vengeance 
may  be  direSed  againfi  them  immediately ^ as  it  is  now 
againfi  the  Province  of  Majfachu[etts-Payy  who  are 
fuffering  in  the  common  Caufe  of  Uifh  Arnericay  trufi- 
ing  in  the  Jufiice  of  their  Caufcy  a/id  the  righteous  Pro- 
vidence of  Almighty  Gody  for  the  Refioration  of  ^iet 
and  PeacCy  or  for  Succefs  in  their  pfi'orts  for  their  De- 
fencey  have  thought  it  their  Dpy  to  raife  Troops  for 
the  Defence  of  this.  Colony.  !4ndy 

Whereas  it  is.  necejfary  that  finch  Troops  both  Officers 
and  Soldiers yfhguld  he  made  acquainted  with  their  Dutyy 
and  that  Articles y Rules  and  Regulations fihould  be  efia- 
hlifijed  to  prefierve  Order y good  Government y and  Difid- 
pline  in  the  Armyy  agreeable  to  the  mild  Spirit  of  our 
Confiituti.QHy  and  not  according  to  the  Severities  praliiced 
in  Standing  Armief.  Therefiorey 

BE  IT  ENACTED,  BY  THE  Go- 
vernor, Council,  and  Representa- 
tives,inQeneralCourt  ASSEMBLED, 
AND  BY  Authority  of  the  same  : 

Article  I.  That  all  officers  and  Soldiers, 
not  having  juft:  Impediment,  Ihall  diligently 
trequent  Div'nc  Service  and  Sermon,  in  the  Places 
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appointed  for  the  alTembling  of  the-  Rcgimerrt, 
Troop  or  Company,  to  which  they  belong-,  and 
fuch  as  wilfully  abl'ent  themlclves,  or  being  pre- 
fent,  behave  indecently,  or  irreverently,  (hall,  if 
Commiflioned  Officers,  be  brought  before  a Re- 
gimental Court-Martial,  there  to  be  publicly  and 
feverely  reprimanded  by  the  Prefident;  if  Non- 
Commiflioned  Officers,  or  Solders,  every  Perfon 
fo  offending,  lhall  for  his  Firfl:  Offence,  forfeit 
One  Shilling,  to  be  dedu^fed  out  of  his  Wages-— 
for  his  Second  Offence,  he  fhall  not  only  forfeit 
One  Shilling,  bu:  be  confined,  not  exceeding. 
Twenty- Four  Hours-,  and  for  every  like  Offence* 
fhall  fuffer  and  pay  in  like  Manner,  which  Money" 
fo  forfeited,  fhall  be  applied  to  the  life  of  the  Sick 
Soldiers  of  the  Troop  or  Company  to  which  the 
Offender  belongs. 

ART.  II.  That  whatfoever  Non-Corn.mifiion- 
cd  Officer  or  Soldier,  fhall  ufe  any  unlawful 
Oath  or  Execration,  fhall  incur  the  Penalties  ex^ 
preffed  in  the  Firfl  Article-,  and  if  a Commiffion- 
ed  Officer  be  thus  guilty  of  profane  Curfrng  or 
Swearing,  he  fhall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  and  e- 
very  fuch  Offence,  the  Sum  of  Four  Shillings 
Eawful  Money. 

ART.  III."  That  any  Officer  or  Soldier  who 
ihall  behave  himfelf  with  Contempt  or  Difrefpedl 
towards  the  General  or  Generals,  or  Commander 
in  Chief,  or  fhall  fpeak  Words  tending  to  his  or 
their  Hurt,  or  Difhonour,  fliall  be  punifhed  ac- 
cording to  the  Nature  of  his  Offence,  by  the  Judg- 
ment of  a General  Court-Martial. 

ART.  IV.That  any  Officer  or  Soldier,  who  fhall 
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begin,  excite,  caufe,  or  join  in  any  Mutiny  or  Se-I* 
dition  in  the  Regiment,  Troop,  or  Company  to 
v/hich  he  belongs,  or  in  any  other  RegimentTroop 
or  Company  of  the  Forces  of  this  Colony,  either 
by  Land  or  Sea,  or  in  any  Party,  Poll,  Detach- 
ment or  Guard,  on  any  Pretence  whatfoever,  lhall 
fuffer  fuch  Punifhment,  as  by  a General  Court- 
Martial  fhall  be  ordered. 

ART.  V.  That  any  Officer,  Non-Commiffi* 
oned  Officer,  or  Soldier,  who  being  prefent  at 
any  Mutiny  or  Sedition,  does  not  ufe  his  utmoft 
Endeavours  to  fupprefs  the  fame,  or  coming  to 
theXnowlege  of  any  Mutiny,  or  intended  Muti- 
ny, does  not  without  delay  give  information  there- 
of, to  the  Commanding  Officer,  llinll  be  punifh- 
cd  by  Order  of  a General  Court-Martial,  accord- 
ing to  the  nature  of  his  Offence. 

ART.  VI.  That  any  Officer  or  Soldier  who 
fhall  ftrike  his  Superior  Officer,  or  draw,  or  of- 
fer to  drav/,  or  lhall  lift  up  any  Weapon,  or  offier 
any  Violence  againft  him,  being  in  the  Execution 
of  his  Office,  on  any  pretence  whatfoever,  or  fhall 
difobeyany  lawful  Commands  of  his  Superior  Of- 
ficer, lhall  fuffer  fuch  Punilhment,  as  fnall,  ac- 
cording to  the  Nature  of  his  Offence,  be  ordered 
by  the  Sentence  of  a General  Court-Martial. 

ART.  VII.  That  any  Non-Commiffioned  Of- 
ficer or  Soldier,  who  lhall  defert,  or  without  leave 
of  his  Commanding-Officer,  abfent  himfelf  from 
the  Troop  or  Company  to  which  he  belongs, 
or  from  any  Detachment  of  the  fame,  ffiall,  upon 
being  convided  thereof,  be  punilhed  according  to 
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•the  Nature  of  his  Offence,  at  the  Difcretion  of  a 
General  Court-Martial. 

ART.  VIII.  That  whatfoevcr  Officer  or  Sol- 
dier lhall  be  convicted  of  having  advifed  or  per- 
fuaded  any  other  Officer  of  Soldier  to  defert,  fhall 
fuffer  fuch  Punifhment  as  (hall  be  ordered  by  the 
Sentence  of  a General  Court-Martial. 

ART.  IX.  That  all-  Officers  of  what  Condi- 
tion foever,  fhall  have  Power  to  part  and  quell 
all  Quarrels,  Frays,  and  Diforders  j though  the 
Pcrfons  concerned  fhould  belong  to  another  Regi- 
ment, Troop,  or  Company*,  and  either  order 
Officers  to  be  arreftcd,  or  Non-Commiffioned  Of- 
ficers or  Soldiers  to  be  confined  and  irnprifoned, 
’till  their  proper  Superior  Officers  fhall  be  ac- 
quainted therewith:  And  whoever  fhall  refufe  to 
obey  fuch  Officer  (though  of  an  inferior  Rank) 
Or  fhall  draw  his  Sv/ord  upon  him,  fhall  be 
punifhed  at  the  Difcretion  of  a General  Court- 
Martial, 

ART.  X.  That  no  Officer  or  Soldier  flialf 
ufe  any  reproachful  or  provoking  Speeches  or 
Geftures  to  another*,  nor  fhall  any  Officer  or  Sol- 
dier prefumc  to  fend^Ch^enge  to  any  PCrfon  to 
fight  aDuel^arkxorKi,  prom^e,  or  carry  any  Chal- 
lengefhallbedeemed a principal  therein  : and  what- 
ibever  Officer  or  Soldier  fliail  upbraid  another,  for 
refufing  a Challenge,  fliall  alfo  be  confidered  as  a 
Cliallenger;  and  all  fuch  Offenders,  in  any  of  thefe, 
or  fuch  like  Cafes,  fliall  be  punifhed  at  the  Dif- 
tretition  of  a General  Court-Martial. 

ART..  XL  That  every  O.diccr  commanding 
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in  Quarters,  or  on  a march,  fhall  keep  good  Or- 
der, and  to  the  utmoft  of  his  Power,  redrefs  all 
fuch  Abufcs  or  Diforders  which  may  be  commit- 
ted by  aay  Officer  or  Soldier  under  his  Command, 
if  upon  any  Complaint  made  to  him,  of  Officers 
or  Soldiers  beating,  or  otherwife  ill-treating  any 
Perfon,  or  of  committing  any  Kind  of  Riot,  to 
the  difquieting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Conti- 
nent; he,  the  faid  Commander,  who  fhall  refufe, 
or  omit  to  fee  J uftice  done  on  the  Offender  or  Of- 
fenders, and  Reparation  made  to  the  Party  or  Par- 
ties injured,  as  far  as  the  Offenders  Wages  fhall 
enable  him  or  them ; fhall  upon  due  Proof  thereof, 
be  punifhed,  "as  ordered  by  a General  Court-Mat- 
tial,  in  fuch  Manner,  as  if  he  himfelf  hard  com- 
mitted the  Crimes  or  Diforders  complained  of. 

ART.  XII.  That  if  any  Officer  fhould  think 
himfelf  to  be  wronged  by  his  Colonel,  or  the  Com- 
manding Officer  of  the  Regiment,  and  fhall  upon 
due  Application  made  to  him,  be  refufed  to  be  re- 
dreffed  he  may  complain  to  the  General  or  Com- 
mander in  Chief  of  the  Forces  of  this  Colony,  in 
order  to  obtain  Juftice;  who  is  hereby  requited  to 
examine  into  faid  Complaint,  and  fee  that  Juftice 
be  done. 

ART.  XIII,  That  if  any  inferior  Officer  or 
Soldier  fhall  think  himfeU  wronged  by  his  Cap- 
tain or  other  Officer  commanding  the  Troop 
or  Company  to  which  he  belongs,  he  is  to 
complain  thereof  to  the  Ccfmmanding  Officer 
of  the  Regiment,  who  is  hereby  required 
to  fummon  a Regimental  Court-Martial, 
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for  the  doing  Juftice  to  the  Complainant;  from 
which  Regimental  Court-Martial  either  Party  may 
if  he  thinks  himfelf  ftill  aggrieved,  appeal  to  a 
General  Court-Martial ; but  if  upon  a Second 
Hearing,  the  Appeal  lhall  appear  to  be  vexatious 
and  groundlefs,  the  Perfon  fo  appealing  ftiall  be 
punilhed  at  the  Diferetion  of  the  General  Court- 
Martial, 

ART.  XIV.  That  whatfoevcrNon-Commiflion- 
ed  Officer  or  Soldier  ffiall  be  convi6ted  at  a Regi- 
mental Court-Martial,  of  having  fold,or  defignedly, 
or  thro’  Negled,  wafted  the  Ammunition,  Arms  or 
Provifion  or  other  Military  Stores,  delivered  out 
to  him,  to  be  employed  in  the  Service  of  this  Colo- 
ny, fliall,  if  an  Officer,  be  reduced  to  a Private 
Centinel,  and  if  a Private  Soldier,  ffiall  fuffer 
fuch  Puniffiment  as  ffiall  be  ordered  by  a Regi- 
mental Court-Martial. 

ART.  XV.  That  all  Non-Commiffioned  Of- 
ficers and  Soldiers,  who  ffiall  be  found  One  Mile 
from  the  Camp,  without  leave  in  Writing,  from 
their  Commanding-Officer,  ffiall  fuffer  fuch  Pu- 
niffimiCnt  as  ffiall  be  inflidted  on  him  or  them,  by 
the  Sentence  of  a Regimental  Court-Martial. 

ART.  XVI.  That  no  Officer  or  Soldier  ffiall  lie 
out  of  his  Qiiartcrs  or  Camp  without  Leave  from 
the  commanding  Officer  of  the  Regiment,  upon 
Penalty  of  being  puniffied  according  to  the  Na- 
ture of  his  Offence,  by  Order  of  a regimental 
Court-Martial. 

ART.  XVII.  That  every  non-commiffioned  Of- 
ficer and  Soldier  ffiall  retire  to  his  Quarters  or  Tent, 
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at  the  beating  of  the  Retreat;  in  Default  of  which, 
he  fhall  be  punifhed  according  to  the  Nature  of 
his  Offence,  by  Order  of  the  commanding  Officer. 

ART.  XVIII.  That  no  Officer,  non-commif- 
fioned  Officer,  or  Soldier,  ffiall  fail  of  repairing  at 
the  Time  fixed  to  the  Place  of  Parade  or  Exercife, 
or  other  Rendezvous  appointed  by  the  command* 
ing  Officer,  if  not  prevented  by  Sicknefs  or  fome 
other  evident  Neceffity,  or  ffiall  go  from  the  faid 
Place  of  Rendezvous,  or  from  his  Guard,  without 
Leave  from  his  Commanding  Officer,  before  he 
ffiall  be  regularly  difmiffed  or  relieved,  on  Penal- 
ty of  being  puniffied  according  to  the  Nature  of 
his  Offence,  by  t!ie  Sentence  of  a Regimental 
Court-Martial. 

ART.  XIX.  That  whatfoever  Commiffioned 
Officer  ffiall  be  found  drunk  on  his  Guard,  Party, 
or  other  Duty  under  Arms,  ffiall  be  caffiiered  for 
it:  Any  Non- Commiffioned  Officer  or  Soldier,  fo 
offending,  ffiall  fuffer  fuch  Puniffiment  as  ffiall 
be  ordered  by  the  Sentence  of  a Regimental  Court- 
Martial. 

ARl’.  XX.  That  whatfoever  Centinel  ffiall 
be  found  deeping  upon  his  Poft,  or  ffiall  leave  it 
before  he  ffiall  be  regularly  relieved,  ffiall  fuffer 
fuch  Puniffiment  as  ffiall  be  ordered  by  the  Sen- 
tence of  a General  Court-Martial. 

ART.  XXI.  That  any  Perfon  belonging  to 
the  Troops  of  this  Colony,  who,  by  dilcharging 
of  Fire-Arms,  beating  of  Drums,  or  by  any  other 
Means  whatfoever,  ffiall  occafion  falfe  Alarms  in 
Camp  or  Qiiarters,  ffiall  fuffer  fuch  punidiment 
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*s  (hall  be  ordered  by  the  Sentence  of  a Oeneral 
Court  Martial. 

ART.  XXII.  That  any  Officer  or  Soldier, 
who  ffiall  without  urgent  Ncceffity,  or  without 
Leave  of  his  Superior  Officer  quit  his  Platoon  or 
Divifion  ffiall  be  puniffied  according  to  the  Na- 
ture of  his  Offence,  by  the  Sentence  of  a Regi* 
mental  Court-Martial. 

ART.  XXIII.  That  no  Officer  or  Soldier 

ffiall  do  Violence,  or  offer  any  Infult  or  Abufe,  to 
any  Perfon  who  ffiall  bring  Provifion  or  other  Ne- 
ceffaries  to  the  Camp  or  Quarters  of  the  Army, 
any  Officer  or  Soldier  fo  offending,  ffiall  upon 
Complaint  being  made  to  the  Commanding  Offi- 
cer, fuffer  fuch  Puniffiment  as  ffiall  be  ordeied  by 
a Regimental  Court-Martial. 

ART.  XXiy.  That  whatfoever  Officer  or 

Soldier  ffiall  ffiamefully  abandon  any  Poll  com- 
mitted to  his  Charge,  or  ffiall  fpeak  words  induc- 
ing others  to  do  the  like,  in  time  of  an  Engage- 
ment, ffiall  fuffer  Death  immediately. 

ART.  XXV.  That  any  Perfon  belonging  to 
the  Forces  raifed,  or  that  may  be  raifed  for  the 
Defence  of  this  Colony,  who  ffiall  make  known 
the  Watch- Word  to  any  Perfon  who  is  not  intitkd 
to  receive  it,  according  to  the  Rules  and  Difci- 
pline  of  War,  or  ffiall  prefume  to  give  a Parole 
or  Watch- Word  different  from  what  he  re* 
ceived,  ffiall  fuffer  Death,  or  fuch  other  Puniffi- 
ment as  ffiall  be  ordered  by  the  Sentence  of  a Ge- 
neral Court-Martial. 

ART,  XX VL  That  whofoever  belonging  to 
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the  Forces  raifed,  or  that  may  be  raifed  for  the 
defence  of  this  Colony,  (ball  relieve  the  Enemy 
with  Money,  Vidldals  or  Ammunition,  or  fhaii 
knowingly  harbour  or  protect  an  Enemy,  fnall 
fuffer  fuch  Punifhment  as  by  a General  Court- 
Martial  fhall  be  ordered. 

AKT.  XXVII.  That  whofoever  belonging  to 
the  Forces  already  raifed,  or  that  may  be  raifed  for 
the  Defence  of  this  Colony,  fhall  be  convidted  of 
holding  Correfpondence  with,  or  of  giving  In- 
telligence to  the  Enemy,  either  diredlly  or  indi- 
redlly,  lhall  fuffer  fuch  Punifhment  as  by  a Gene- 
ral Court-Martial  fhall  be  ordered. 

ART.  XXVIII.  That  all  Public  Stores  taken 
in  the  Enemy^s  Camp  or  Magazines,  whether  of 
Artillery,  Ammunition,  Cloathing  or  Provifions, 
fhall  be  fecured  for  the  ufe  of  this  Colony. 

ART.  XXIX.  That  if  any  Officer  or  Soldier 
fhall  leave  his  Poll  or  Colours  in  time  of  an  En- 
gagement, to  go  in  Search  of  Plunder,  he  fliall 
upon  being  convidted  thereof,  before  a General 
Court-Martial,  fuffer  fuch  Punifhment  as  by  faid 
Court-Martial  fhall  be  ordered. 

ART.  XXX.  That  if  any  Commander  of 
any  Poll,  Intrcnchmcnt  or  Fortrefs,  fhall  be  com- 
pelled by  the  Officers  or  Soldiers  under  his  Com- 
mand, to  give  it  up  to  the  Enemy,  or  to  aban- 
don it,  the  CommifTioned  Officer,  Non-Com- 
miflioned  Officers,  or  Soldiers,  who  fhall  be  con- 
vidted  of  having  fo  offended,  fhall  fuffer  Death, 
or  fuch  other  Punifhment  as  may  be  inflidled  up- 
on 
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on  them,  by  the  Sentence  of  a General  Court- 
Martial. 

ART.  XXXI.  That  all  Suttlers  and  Retail- 
ers to  a Camp,  and  all  Perfons  whatfoever  ferv- 
ingwith  the  Forces  already  raifed,  or  that  may  be 
raifed  for  the  Defence  of  this  Colony,  in  theField, 
though  not  inlilled  Soldiers,  are  to  be  fubjedted 
to  the  fame  Articles,  Rj^les  and  Regulations,  to 
which  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  are,  or  fhall  be 
fubjedled. 

ART.  XXXII.  That  no  General  Court-Mar- 
tial fhall  cpnfift  of  a lefs  Number  than  Thirteen, 
none  of  which  fhall  be  under  the  Degree  of  a 
Commiflioned  Officer •,  and  the  Prefident  of  each 
and  every  Court-Martial,  whether  General  or  Re- 
gimental, fhall  have  Power  to  adminifter  an  Oath 
to  every  Witnefs,  in  order  to  the  Trial  of  Of- 
fenders, and  the  Members  of  all  Courts-Martial 
fhall  be  duly  fworn  by  the  Prefident  j and  the  next 
in  Rank  on  the  Court  Martial  fhall  admdnifler  the 
Oath  to  the  Prefident. 

ART.  xxxni.  That  the  Members,  botli  of 
General  and  Regimental  Courts-Martial  fhall, 
when  belonging  to  different  Corps,  take  the  fame 
Rank  which  they  hold  in  the  Army;  but  when 
Courts-Martial  fhall  be  compofed  of  Officers  of 
one  Corps,  they  fliall  take  their  Ranks  according 
to  their  Commiffions,  by  which  they  are  muftered 
in  the  faid  Corps. 

ART.  XXXIV.  That  all  the  Members  of 
a Court-Martial  are  to  behave  with  Calmnefs,  De- 
cency and  Impartiality;  and  in  the  giving  of  their 
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VoteS)  arc  to  begin  with  the  youngeft,  or  lowdt 
in  Commiflion. 

ART.  XXXV.  That  no  Field  Officer  ffiall 
be  tried  by  any  Perfon  under  the  Degree  of  a 
Captain,  nor  ffiall  any  Proceedings  or  Trials  be 
carried  on  excepting  between  the  Hours  of  Eight 
in  the  Morning  and  Three  in  the  Afternoon,  ex- 
cept in  Cafes  which  require  an  immediate  Ex- 
ample. 

ART.  XXXVI.  That  the  Commiffioned  OF 
fleers  of  every  Regiment  m.ay,  by  the  Appoint- 
ment of  their  Colonel  orCommanding-Officer,  hold 
Regimental  Courts-Martial  for  the  enquiring  in- 
to fuch  Difputes  or  criminal  Matters  as  may  come 
before  them,  and  for  the  inflidling  corporal  Puniffi  - 
ments  for  fmall  Offences,  and  ffiail  give  Judg- 
ment by  the  Majority  of  Voices;  but  no  Sentence 
ffiall  be  executed  "‘till  the  Commanding  Officer 
(not  being  a Mernber  of  the  Court-Martial)  ffiall 
have  confirmed  the  fame. 

ART.  XXXVII.  That  no  Regimental  Court- 
Martial  ffiall  confift  of  lefs  than  Five  Officers, 
excepting  in  Cafes  where  that  Number  cannot 
be  conveniently  affembled,  when  three  may  be 
fufficient ; v/ho  are  likewife  to  determine  upon 
the  Sentence,  by  the  Majority  of  Voices;  which 
Sentence  is  to  be  confirmed  by  the  Command- 
ing Officer,  not  being  a Menlber  of  the  Court- 
Martial. 

ART.  XXXVIII.  That  every  Officer  com- 
manding in  any  Fort,  Caflle  or  Barrack,  or  clfc- 
where,  where  the  Corps  under  his  command  con- 
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fills  of  Detatdiments  from  different  Regiments^ 
or  of  independant  Companies,  may  aflcmblc  Courts 
Martial  for  the  Trial  of  Offenders,  in  the  fame 
Manner-,  as  if  they  were  Regimental,  whofe  Sen-= 
tence  is  not  to  be  executed,  ‘till  it  fhall  be  con- 
firmed by  the  laid  Commanding-Officer^ 

ART.  XXXIX.  That  no  Perfon  whatfoever. 
fhall  ufc  menacing  Words,  Signs  or  Geftures  in 
the  Prefence  of  a Court-Martial  then  fitting,  or, 
fhall  caufe  any  Diforder  or  Riot,  fo  as  to  difturb 
their  Proceedings,  on  the  Penalty  of  being  punifh- 
cd  at  the  Diferetion  of  the  faid  Court-Martial. 

ART.  XL.  That,  to  the  End,  that  Of- 
fenders may  be  brought  to  Jufticc,  whenever  any 
Officer  or  Soldier  fhall  commit  a Crime  defe;rvinp; 
Punifhment,  he  fhall,  by  his  Commanding  Of 
ficer,  if  an  Officer,  be  put  in  Arreft:  If  a Non- 
Commiffioned  Officer,  or  Soldier,  be  imprifoned, 
’till  he  fhall  Be  either  tried  by  a Court-Martial,  or 
fhall  be  lawfully  difchkrged  by  proper  Autho- 
rity. 

ART.  XLl.  That  no  Officer  or  Soldier  who 
fhall  be  put  in  Arreft,  or  Imprifonment,  fhall  con- 
tinue in  his  Confinement  more  than  eight  Days,  or 
till  fuch  Time  as  a Court  Martial  can  be  conveni- 
ently affembled. 

ART.  XLIL  That  no  Officer  commanding  a 
Guard  or  Provoft-Marfhal  fhall  refufc  to  receive 
or  keep  any  Prifoner  committed  to  his  Charge,  By. 
an  Officer  belonging  to  the  Forces  aforefaid,  which 
Officer  fhall  at  the  fame  Time  deliver  an  Account 

in 
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itirjg,  figned  by  himfelf,  of  the  Crime  with 
the  laid  Prifoner  is  charged. 
vT.  XLIII.  That  no  Officer  commanding  a 
d;  or  Provoft-Marffial,  fhall  prefume  to  re- 
any  Prifoncr  committed  to  his  Charge,  with- 
out proper  Authority  for  fo  doing  : nor  (hall  he 
fuffer  any  Prifoner  to  efcape,  on  the  Penalty  of  be- 
ing puniffied  for  it,  by  the  Sentence  ot  a General 
Court- Ma-ptial. 

ART.  XLIV.  That  every  Officer  or  a Provoft- 
Marffial,  to  whofe  Charge  Prifoners  ffiall  be  com- 
mitted, is  hereby  required,  within  twenty-four 
Hours  after  fuch  Commitment,  or  as  foon  as  he 
ffiall  be  relieved  from  his  Guard,  to  give  in  Writ- 
ing to  the  Colonel  of  the  Regiment  to  whom  the 
Prifoner  belongs,  (where  the  Prifoner  is  confined 
upon  the  Guard  belonging  to  the  laid  Regiment, 
and  that  his  Offence  only  relates  to  the  Negle<ft  of 
£)uty  in  his  own  Corps)  or  to  the  Commander  in 
Chief,  their  Names,  their  Crimes;  and  the  Names 
of  the  Officers  who  committed  them,  on  the  Pe-r 
nalty  of  being  puniffied  for  his  Difobedience  or 
Negledf,  at  the  Diferetion  of  a General  Courts 
Martial. 

ART.  XLV.  And  if  any  Officer  under  Arreft, 
ffiall  leave  his  Confinement  before  he  is  fet  at 
Liberty  by  the  Officer  who  confined  him,  or  by  a 
fuperior  Power,  he  ffiall  be  caffiiered  for  it. 

ART.  XLVI.  That  whatfoever  commiffioned 
Officer  ffiall  be  convi^ed  before  a general  Court- 
Martial,  of  behaving  in  a fcandalous,  infamous 
Manner,  fuch  as  is  unbecoming  theChara^ler  of  an 
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Officer  and  a Gentleman,  fliall  be  difeharged 
the  Service. 

ART.  XLVII.  That  all  Officers,  Condut^ 
Gunners,  MatroiTes,  Drivers,  or  any  other 
fons  whatfoever,  receiving  pay  or  Hire  in 
Service  of  the  Artillery  or  this  Colony,  ffiall  be 
governed  by  the  aforefaid  Rules  and  Articles,, 
and  lhall  be  fubjc(5t  to  be  tried  by  Courts-Marti- 
al, in  like  Manner  v/it>h  the  Officers  and  Soldiers 
of  the  Troops. 

ART.  XLVIII.  That  for  Differences  arifing 
amongft  themfelvcs,  or  in  Matters  relating  folely  to 
their  own  Corps,  the  Courts- Martial  may  be  com- 
pofed  of  their  own  Officers;  but  where  a Number 
fufficient  of  fuch  Officers  cannot  be  affembled,  or 
in  Matters  wherein  other  Corps  are  interefted,  the 
Officers  of  Artillery  ffiall  fit  in  Courts-Martial 
with  the  Officers  of  the  other  Corps. 

ART.  XLIX.  That  all  Crimes  not  capital, 
and  all  Diforders  and  Neglects  which  Officers 
and  Soldiers  may  be  guilty  of,  to  the  Prejudice 
of  good  Order,  and  Military  Difcipline,  though 
not  mentioned  in  the  Articles  of  War,  are  to  be 
taken  Cognizance  of  by  a General  or  Regimental 
Court-Martial,  according  to  the  Nature  or  De- 
gree of  the  Offence,  and  be  puniffied  at  their 
Diferetion. 

ART.  L.  That  no  Courts-Martial  ffiall  order 
any  Offender  to  be  whipped,  or  receive  more  than 
thirty-nine  Stripes  for  one  Offence. 

ART.  LI.  That  the  Field-Officers  of  each 
and  every  Regiment  are  to  appoint  fome  fuitable 
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•n  belonging  to  fuch  Regiment,  to  receive  all 
Fines  as  may  arjfe  within  the  fame,  for  any 
^ch  of  any  of  the  foregoing  Articles,  and  lhall 
fl  the  fame  to  be  carefully  and  properly  ap^ 
"d  to  the  Relief  of  fuch  fick,  wounded,  or 
necefiitous  Soldiers  as  belong  to  fuch  Regiment ; 
and  fuch  Perfons  fhall  account  with  fuch  Offi- 
cer for  all  Fines  received,  and  the  Application 
thereof. 

ART.  LII.  That  all  Members  fitting  in 
Courts-Martial  ffiall  be  fworn  by  the  Prefident 
of  faid  Courts,  which  Prefident  ffiall  himfelf  be 
fworn  by  the  Officer  in  faid  Court  next  in  Rank: 
—The  Oath  to  be  adminiflered  previous  to  their 
proceeding  to  the  Trial  of  any  Offender,  in  Form 
following,  viz. 

“ Tou  A:  Bo /wear ^ that  you  will  well  and  truly  try^ 
and  impartially  determine  the  Caufe  of  the  Pr if  oner  now 
to  be  triedy  according  to  the  Rules  for  regulating  the 
Forces  raifed  or  to  be  raifed^  for  the  Defence  of  the  Co^ 
lony  of  Conne£iicut.  So  help  you  God. 

ART.  LIII.  That  all  Perfons  called  to  give 
Evidence  in  any  Cafe,  before  a Court-Martial, 
who  ffiall  refufe  to  give  Evidence,  ffiall  be  puniffi- 
ed  for  fuch  Refufal  at  the  Diferetion  of  fuch 
Court-Martial:  The  Oath  to  be  adminiftered  in 
the  Form  following,^  viz. 

“ Tou  fwear  the  Evidence  you  Jlsall  give  in  the  Cafe 
now  in  hearing.^  fhall  he  the  Truths  the  whole  Truths 
and  nothing  hut  the  Truth.  So  help  you  God.

That  in  addition  to  and  reinforcement  of  the  inhabitants  in 
and  by  said  act  directed  to  be  assembled  Ac.,  a further  body 
of  fourteen  hundred  men,  exclusive  of  commission  officers, 
be  forthwith  inlisted,  equipped,  accoutered  and  assembled, 
for  the  special  defence  and  safety  of  this  Colony,  to  serve

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during  the  pleasure  of  this  Assembly,  not  exceeding  five 
montlis,  and  to  be  led  and  conducted  as  the  General  Assem- 
bly shall  order.  That  the  inhabitants  so  to  be  inlisted  and 
assembled  shall  be  formed  into  two  regiments  of  ten  com- 
panies each,  and  each  company  consist  of  seventy  non-com- 
mission’d  officers  and  privates  besides  commission  officers, 
with  the  same  number  of  field,  commission  and  staff  officers 
as  in  the  regiments  already  raised  and  assembled  for  the 
defence  of  this  Colony  by  the  act  aforesaid.  And  that  the 
said  troops,  both  officers  and  soldiers,  shall  receive  the  same 
bounty,  pay,  allowance  for  arms,  blankets,  knapsacks,  accou- 
trements and  provisions,  be  furnished  with  the  same  quantity 
of  ammunition,  and  in  every  respect  be  under  the  same  regu- 
lations as  in  and  by  said  act  is  already  provided  and  directed 
for  the  troops  assembled  for  the  defence  of  this  Colony. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  the  persons  hereafter  named  to 
the  respective  offices  hereinafter  mentioned,  to  take  the  com- 
mand of  the  inhabitants  to  be  inlisted  and  assembled  for  the 
special  defence  and  safety  of  this  Colony,  in  addition  to  the 
six  regiments  heretofore  raised  for  the  same  purpose,  to  lead 
and  conduct  them  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  order ; and 
his  Honor  the  Governor  is  desired,  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  impowered,  to  give  commissions  according  to  the 
form  provided  and  ordered  for  each  respective  officer  accord- 
ing to  his  office  and  rknk,  and  warrants  to  such  as  are  ap- 
pointed on  the  staff,  viz : 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Charles  Webb,  Esq'',  Colonel  of 
the  seventh  regiment  and  Captain,  Ebenezer  Hill  Captain- 
Lieutenant,  Stephen  Betts  jun''  2d  Lieutenant,  Silvanus  Mead 
Ensign,  of  the  1st  company  in  the  7th  regiment.

A number  of  letters  received  by  the  Governor  and  answers 
read  &c. 

Mr.  Huntington,  one  of  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last 
meeting,  reported  that  they  had  not  yet  found  a very  proper  and 
suitable  small  vessel  to  be  fitted  out  as  a runner  and  cutter  &c. 

After  much  discourse  about  the  matter  of  arming  the  same  &c., 
he  with  the  other  committee  directed  to  make  further  inquiry  &c. 
and  report. 

Cap.  Niles  (appointed  at  the  last  meeting  to  be  captain  of  said 
small  vessel)  was  present  and  accepted  to  take  the  command  of 
her  &c. 

The  news  of  3 or  4 men  of  war  and  8 or  so  other  ships  appear- 
ing off  New  London,  yesterday  morning,  being  bro’t  by  express 
the  same  day,  we  are  now  further  informed  by  Col.  Huntington 
&c.,  that  they  are  bearing  to  Fishers  Island,  supposed  with  a de- 
sign to  take  the  stock  &c. 

[22]  This  Committee  having  reason  to  apprehend  ||  hostile  at- ' 
tacks  on  our  sea  coasts  from  said  ships  or  others  which  will  prob- 
ably be  sent  to  distress  us  &c. : It  is  by  the  Governor  and  this 
Council  judged  of  much  importance  for  all,  especially  those  at  and 
near  the  sea  coasts,  to  be  in  the  best  posture  of  defence  ; and  this 
Council  do  therefore  advise  and  desire  his  Honor  the  Governor,  to 
direct  and  order  the  colonels  or  chief  officers  of  the  3d,  8th,  20th, 
7th  and  2d  regiments  of  militia  forthwith  to  draw  off  and  enroll 
one  fourth  part  of  their  respective  regiments,  and  see  that  the 
same  be  compleatly  equipped  with  fire-arms,  powder  and  ball, 
formed  into  cartridges  suitable  for  their  pieces,  and  every  neces- 
sary implement:  the  powder  and  ball,  if  need  be,  to  be  supplied 
out  of  the  several  town  stocks:  each  man’s  cartridges  to  be  num- 
bered and  marked  and  deposited  with  the  captain  or  othep  com- 
mission officers  of  the,  respective  companies  ready  to  be  delivered

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I on  any  emergency;  and  said  fourth  part  to  hold  themselves  in 
readiness,  as  minute  men,  to  march  at  the  shortest  notice  to  any 
place  attacked  or  in  danger  of  being  attacked  by  sea  or  land,  and 
\ the  same  to  succour  and  defend  &c. 

And  the  field  officers  with  the  advice  of  the  captains  within  said 
regiments  be  fiu’ther  directed  and  impowered  to  nominate  and  ap- 
point suitable  officers  to  lead,  conduct  and  order  them  in  their 
march  and  operations. 

Having  at  the  last  meeting  ordered  Maj.  Latimer  and  Cap.  Ship- 
man’s company  of  Col.  Webb’s  regiment  to  N.  London  &c.,  Do 
now  order  one  other  captain  with  his  company  of  said  Col.  Webb’s 
regiment,  at  his  discretion,  to  march  and  be  stationed  at  N.  Haven, 
[23]  for  its  defence  for  the  present;  and  ||  do  further  order,  that 
two  suitable  cannon  at  N.  Haven  be  properly  fixed  and  mounted 
for  field  pieces,  if  not  already  done  by  them.  That  ship  carriages 
be  prepared  for  four  other  cannon  of  those  marked  by  Messrs. 
AVilliams  and  Wales,  lately  there;  and  do  appoint  Messrs.  Jona. 
Fitch,  Wra.  Greenough  and  David  Austin  a committee  to  procure 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  done  with  all  convenient  speed,  and  that 
they  be  instructed  to  improve  Mr.  James  Rice  in  anything  he  is 
willing  to  undertake  about  them. 

P.  M.  Mr.  Jno.  Skinner,  express  from  Hartford,  bro’t  the  Gov- 
ernor a letter  from  Gen'  Washington,  requesting  all  the  tow  cloth 
which  can  be  had,  to  make  shirts  or  short  coats,  for  a uniform 
dress  for  the  army  &c.,  and  sent  a sample  made  up  with  a cape, 
ruffles  &c. 

Letters  were  wrote  and  dispatched  to  all  the  commissaries  in  the 
Colony  to  purchase  all  the  tow  cloth  they  can  procure. 

Letter  to  Col.  Webb,  directing  him  to  order  one  of  his  captains 
and  company  to  N.  Haven. 

Also  letters  to  the  colonels  of  the  five  regiments  out  of  which 
the  fourth  part  for  minute  men  is  to  be  drawn  &c.,  informing  and 
directing  them  about  it. 

Also  letter  to  Messrs.  Fitch,  Greenough  and  Austin,  informing 
them  what  is  ordered  about  minute  men,  and  the  company  ordered 
there,  and  appointing  them  a committee  to  prepare  the  carriages 
for  the  field  pieces  and  other  carriages  as  aforesaid. 

Also  a letter  to  Col.  Hamlin,  requesting  him  to  inform  what  prog- 
ress he  has  made  in  collecting  and  sending  saltpetre  and  sulphur 
to  N.  York  to  be  wro’t  into  gun-powder. 

[24]  Also  wrote  a letter  to  Col.  AVillianis  kc.,  committee  of 
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safety;  and  of  such  their  proceedings  and  resolves  they  do 
transmit  authentic  co})ies  from  time  to  time  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  this  Colony.  That  the  said  Delegates  now  ap- 
pointed do  repair  to  and  take  their  seats  in  said  Congress  by 
the  first  day  of  January  next,  in  case  said  Congress  shall  be 
then  sitting,  or  as  soon  after  as  said  Congress  shall  be  con- 
vened; and  that  the  said  gentlemen  who  are  now  attending

and  procured  a considerable  number  of  said  arms  to  be  made 
[501]  in  this  Colony,  which  are  now  in  the  hands  ||  of  said 
committee:  but  notwithstanding  their  utmost  assiduity  have 
not  been  able  to  procure  the  whole  number  ordered  by  said 
act  within  the  time  therein  limited: 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  said  committee  be 
directed  and  they  are  hereby  directed,  to  purchase  and  re- 
ceive for  the  use  of  this  Colony  all  the  stands  of  fire-arms 
which  shall  be  made  and  compleated  within  this  Colony,  ac- 
cording to  the  direction  of  the  aforesaid  act,  and  shall  be  de- 
livered to  said  committee  at  any  time  before  the  first  day  of 
May  next;  and  the  manufacturers  of  said  fire-arms  and  gun- 
locks  shall  be  entituled  to  and  receive  the  same  bounty  as 
those  are  entituled  to  by  said  act  who  made  and  delivered  to 
the  committee  any  arms  before  the  20th  day  of  October  in- 
stant, the  time  therein  limited.

An  Act  in  further  Addition  to  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  the  forming 
and  regulating  the  Militia  and  for  the  Encouragement  of  Mili- 
tary Skill  for  the  better  Defence  of  this  Colony. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives, 
in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  chief  officer  of  every  troop  shall  cause  the  arms  and 
ammunition  of  all  under  his  command,  and  the  chief  officer 
of  every  company  of  foot  shall  cause  the  arms  and  ammuui- 
VoL,  XY.  — 18 
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tion  of  all  under  his  command,  and  also  of  all  others  dwell- 
ing within  the  limits  of  his  company  who  are  by  Jaw  obliged 
to  keep  arms,  to  be  reviewed  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  and 
the  first  Monday  of  October  annually,  by  requiring  such  per- 
sons to  bring  forth  their  arms  and  ammunition  at  a certain 
time  and  place  by  such  officer  appointed ; and  if  any  of  the 
persons  aforesaid  shall  not  appear,  being  thereto  required  and 
duly  warned,  or  shall  be  deficient  in  arms  or  ammunition,

An  Act  in  further  Addition  to  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  forming  and 
regulating  the  Militia  and  for  the  Encouragement  of  Military 
Skill  for  the  better  Defence  of  this  Colony. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives, 
in  General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  each  and  every  trooper  inlisted  into  and  belonging  to 
any  troop  of  horse  in  this  Colony  shall,  within  three  months 
from  the  first  day  of  November  next,  furnish  and  provide 
himself  with  a suitable  horse  and  furniture,  a carabine  and 
every  other  article  of  fire-arms  and  accoutrements  which  arc 
by  law  already  directed  and  prescribed  for  troopers,  and  the 
same  constantly  hold  and  keep  in  readiness  for  service.  And 
that  every  person  who  shall  hereafter  inlist  and  be  received 
into  any  troop  of  horse  shall,  within  three  months  after  such 
his  inlistment,  be  compleatly  furnished,  provided  and  equip- 
ped in  manner  aforesaid. 

Be  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  every 
inlisted  or  to  be  inlisted  trooper  who  shall  neglect  to  furnish 
and  provide  himself  in  manner  and  within  the  time  and 
times  limited  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  by  the  captain  or  chief 
officer  of  such  troop  discharged  and  dismissed  from  the  same ; 
and  every  person  so  discharged  shall  be  liable  and  shall  at- 
tend and  perform  military  duty  in  the  company  of  foot  within 
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wliose  limits  ho  shall  belong,  under  the  same  regulations  as 
the  soldiers  of  said  company  by  law  are,  unless  such  dis- 
charged trooper  is  or  shall  be  by  law  otherwise  exempted. 

Be  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  the 
captain  or  chief  officer  of  every  troop  where  any  such  neglect 
shall  happen  shall,  within  a short  reasonable  time  after,  cer- 
tify such  neglect  and  the  names  of  the  persons  so  neglecting 
and  discharged  to  the  captain  or  chief  officer  of  the  foot 
company  within  whose  limits  the  same  shall  happen;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  captain  of  such  foot  company  to 
enroll  and  require  such  discharged  trooper  to  attend  and  do 
duty  in  his  company  as  aforesaid. 

[505]  And  it  is  further  enacted,  That  if  any  captain  or 
chief  officer  of  any  company  of  horse  or  foot  shall  neglect 
his  duty  as  required  by  this  act,  he  shall  pay  a fine  of  ten 
shillings  for  each  offence  to  the  town  treasurer  of  the  town 
to  which  he  belongs,  for  the  use  of  said  town ; to  be  recovered 
by  warrant  from  the  colonel  of  the  regiment  to  which  he  be- 
longs. Provided  nevertheless,  that  if  any  such  trooper  shall 
be  deficient  in  any  article  required  which  is  not  to  be  had  or 
obtained  in  this  Colony,  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  colonel 
or  chief  officer  of  the  regiment,  in  such  case  only,  to  excuse 
him  from  the  penalty  of  this  act  until  such  article  can  be 
gotten  and  obtained.

[525]  An  Act  for  raising’  and  equipping  a Body  of  Minute  Men  to  be 
held  in  Readiness  for  the  better  Defence  of  this  Colony. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representa- 
tives, in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of 
the  same.  That  one  fourth  part  of  the  militia  of  this  Colony 
be  forthwith  selected  by  voluntary  inlistment,  with  as  many 
other  able  bodied  effective  men  not  included  in  any  militia 
roll  as  are  inclined  to  enlist,  to  stand  in  readiness  as  Minute 
Men  for  the  defence  of  this  and  the  rest  of  the  Unitedi 
Colonies. 

And  that  such  inlistments  may  be  speedily  made.  Be  it  fur- 
ther enacted.  That  the  colonels  or  chief  officers  of  the  respect- 
ive regiments  of  militia  in  this  Colony  shall  forthwith  give 
orders  to  the  captains  or  chief  officers  of  the  several  military 
companies  in  their  regiments,  requiring  them  to  call  their 
respective  companies  together  and  inlist  the  fourth  part  of 
the  same  as  aforesaid,  with  such  other  able  bodied  effective 
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men  not  included  in  any  militia  roll  as  shall  voluntarily 
offer  themselves.  And  said  captains  or  chief  officers  of  said 
companies  shall  immediately  execute  said  orders,  and  make 
return  of  their  doings  to  the  colonels  or  chief  officers  of  the 
respective  regiments,  and  thereupon  the  field  officers  of  each 
regiment  of  militia  shall  form  said  men  into  distinct  compa- 
nies, each  consisting  of  about  sixty-eight,  rank  and  file ; 
which  companies  shall  have  liberty  to  choose  their  own  offi- 
cers, to  wit,  one  captain,  two  lieutenants  and  one  ensign, 
four  Serjeants,  one  clerk,  one  drummer,  one  fifer,  and  four 
corporals;  and  said  field  officer  shall  lead  such  companies  to 
the  choice  of  their  commission  officers  and  make  return  of 
their  choice,  with  a muster  roll  of  their  company,  to  his 
Honor  the  Governor,  who  on  receipt  thereof  is  authorized 
and  desired  to  commissionate  them  accordingly. 

And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor, 
with  the  advice  of  the  committee  appointed  to  assist  him  in 
the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  desired,  to  form  said  companies  into  distinct 
regiments  and  specially  appoint  and  impower  such  of  the 
field  officers  of  the  regiments  of  militia  for  the  time  being  to 
take  command  of  such  new  formed  regiments  as  he  shall 
think  proper  and  expedient. 

And  he  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid,  That 
such  officers  and  soldiers  shall  compleatly  equip  themselves 
with  arms  and  ammunition  according  to  law,  and  shall  also 
provide  themselves  a good  bayonet  and  knapsack,  for  which 
they  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  each  one  the  sum  of  eight 
shillings  out  of  the  Colony  treasury.  And  the  captain  of 
each  of  said  inlisted  companies  shall  procure  a drum  and 
fife  for  the  use  of  his  company,  for  which  he  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  Colony  treasury,  and  at  the  expiration  of  their 
service  shall  secure  the  same  for  the  use  of  this  Colony. 

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  companies  raised  and 
formed  as  aforesaid  shall  be  called  out  by  their  chief  officers 
and  meet  one  half  day  in  each  fortnight  the  three  summer 
months  only  excepted,  either  in  whole  or  in  such  divisions 
not  exceeding  four  in  number  as  the  commission  officers 
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shall  direct  for  military  exercise,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  penalties  for  absence  or  misbehaviour  as  the  militia  by 
law  are  already  subject  to,  which  penalties  shall  be  collected 
by  warrant  from  the  chief  officers  and  applied  to  the  use  and 
benefit  of  said  company ; and  the  said  officers  and  soldiers 
shall  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  public  treasury  for  each 
half  day  they  shall  meet  and  exercise  as  follows,  viz:  a cap- 
tain three  shillings,  a lieutenant  two  shillings,  an  ensign  one 
shilling  and  six  pence,  a serjeant  and  clerk  one  shilling  and 
three  pence  each,  and  each  corporal,  fifer,  drummer  and  pri- 
vate soldier  one  shilling. 

And  he  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid,  That 
the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  regiments  and  companies 
raised  and  formed  as  aforesaid  shall  hold  themselves  in  con- 
stant readiness  to  march  on  the  shortest  notice  for  the 
defence  of  this  or  any  other  of  the  United  Colonies  in  obe- 
dience to  the  orders  of  the  Captain-General  of  this  Colony 
or  other  their  superior  officer,  and  when  they  are  so  called 
out  into  actual  service  shall  have  and  receive  like  wages  and 
billeting  allowance,  and  be  subject  to. the  same  laws  and 
regulations,  asdhose  to  which  the  officers  and  soldiers  already 
raised  and  inlisted  for  the  defence  of  this  Colony  by  order  of 
the  General  Assembly  are  entituled  or  subjected. 

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  regiments  and  compa- 
nies raised  and  formed  as  aforesaid  shall  be  exempted  from 
military  duty  in  any  other  regiment  or  company,  and  shall 
continue  to  be  held  under  the  aforesaid  regulations  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly,  not  exceeding  twelve 
months  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January  next,  and 
shall  then  be  disbanded  and  returned  into  the  regiments  and 
companies  of  militia  to  which  they  respectively  belong,  and 
be  again  subject  to  military  duty  therein,  said  inlistment 
notwithstanding. 

Always  provided.  That  no  officer  or  soldier  inlisted  and 
liable  to  do  duty  as  aforesaid  shall  be  intituled  to  have  or 
receive  the  sum  or  sums  granted  to  said  officers  and  soldiers 
for  their  service  as  aforesaid  until  he  or  they  shall  com- 
pleatly  arm  themselves  as  is  hereinbefore  directed  and  or- 
dered ; anything  herein  contained  notwithstanding. 
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And  it  is  further  provided,  That  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  not  extend  to  include  or  affect  the  24th  regiment  of 
militia  in  this  Colony. 

[520]  An  Act  for  encouraging  the  Maniafactures  of  Salt  Petre  and  Gun 

Powder. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Grovernor,  Council  and  Representatives, 
in  G-eneral  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  there  shall  be  given  and  paid  out  of  the  Colony  treasury 
a premium  or  bounty  of  ten  pounds  for  every  hundred  pounds 
weight  of  good  and  merchantable  salt  petre  or  nitre  that 
shall  be  made  and  manufactured  in  this  Colony  between  the 
first  day  of  June  1776  and  the  first  day  of  January  1777, 
and  so  in  proportion  for  a greater  or  lesser  quantity  : Always 
provided,  That  in  case  any  proprietor  of  salt  petre  works 
or  manufacturer  of  salt  petre  shall,  upon  application  and 
request  made  to  him  by  any  person  or  persons,  neglect  or 
refuse  to  communicate  a full  account  of  the  materials  out  of 
which  and  the  process  by  which  such  salt  petre  or  nitre  is 
made,  such  proprietor  or  manufacturer  shall  not  be  euti- 
tuled  to  have  or  receive  the  aforesaid  bounty  or  premium  for 
any  ?alt  petre  or  nitre  he  shall  make ; anything  herein  con- 
tained notwithstanding. 

Be  it  further  enacted.  That  a suitable  number  of  inspectors 
of  salt  petre  or  nitre  be  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly, 
and  that  the  claimants  of  the  premium  or  bounty  given  by 
this  or  any  former  act  for  the  manufacture  oi  salt  petre  or 
nitre  shall  procure  the  salt  petre  or  nitre  by  them  made  to 
be  inspected  by  one  or  more  of  said  inspectors,  and  shall 
also  make  oath  before  such  inspector,  which  oath  such  in- 
spector is  hereby  enabled  to  administer,  that  such  salt  petre 
or  nitre  was  made  and  manufactured  in  this  Colony  out  of 
materials  collected  therein  by  him  or  them,  or  for  his  or 
their  account,  and  that  no  other  certificate  hath  been  had  or 
given  for  the  same  ; and  thereupon  said  inspector  shall  give 
to  the  claimant  or  claimants  a certificate  of  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  such  salt  petre  or  nitre,  and  that  proof  hath  been 
made  as  aforesaid  that  the  same  was  manufactured  in  this 
Colony  by  such  claimant  or  claimants ; which  certificate 
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An  Act  in  further  Addition  to  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  forming  and  regulat- 
ing the  Militia,  and  for  the  Encouragement  of  military  Skill, 
for  the  better  Defence  of  this  State. 

Whereas  it  is  not  only  the  interest  but  the  duty  of  all  nations  to 
defend  their  lives,  liberties  and  properties  against  the  unlawfull  attacks 
and  depredations  of  all  enemies  whatever : And  whereas  the  laws  now 
in  force  respecting  the  regulations  of  the  militia  are  not  fully  adequate 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 

It  is  therefore  enacted  hy  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^ 
in  General  Court  assembled^  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  all 
the  regiments  of  militia  within  this  State  shall  be  formed  into  six 
several  brigades,  as  follows,  viz. : 

The  first  shall  consist  of  and  include  within  the  same  the  first, 
sixth,  nineteenth  and  twenty-second  regiments  of  militia,  and  shall  be 
called  the  First  Brigade.  That  the  second  shall  consist  of  and  include 
the  second,  seventh,  tenth  and  twenty-third  regiments  of  militia,  and 
shall  be  called  the  Second  Brigade.  That  the  third  shall  consist  of 
and  include  the  third,  eighth,  twentieth,  and  twenty-fifth  regiments 
of  militia,  and  be  called  the  Third  Brigade.  That  the  fourtli  shall 
consist  of  and  include  the  fourth,  ninth,  thirteenth  and  sixteenth 
regiments  of  militia,  and  be  called  the  Fourth  Brigade.  That  the 
fifth  shall  consist  of  and  include  the  fifth,  eleventh,  twelfth  and  twenty- 
first  regiments  of  militia,  and  be  called  the  Fifth  Brigade.  That  the 
sixth  shall  consist  of  and  include  the  fourteenth,  fifteenth,  seven- 
teenth, eighteenth  and  twenty-fourth  regiments  of  militia,  and  be 
called  the  Sixth  Brigade. 

And  he  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid..  That  there 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  from  time  to  time  as  may 
be  necessary  two  Major  Generals,  to  rank  and  command  as  first  and 
second  over  the  whole  militia  of  this  State,  who  shall  be  commissioned 
to  said  office  by  the  Governor  and  shall  at  all  times  have  power  to 
draw  forth  the  said  militia  or  any  part  of  them  as  they  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  ordered  by  the  General  Assembly  or  the  captain  gen- 
eral and  commander-in-phief  or  other  their  superior  officer  for  the 
immediate  defence  of  this  or  any  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
And  the  officers  and  "soldiers  of  said  militia  shall  pay  entire  obedience 
to  their  commands  accordingly,  under  the  penalties  hereafter  provided 
in  this  act. 

And  he  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  there 
shall  be  appointed  by  said  Assembly  from  time  to  time  as  may  be 
necessary  one  Brigadier  General  to  the  command  of  each  of  the  several 
brigades  aforesaid,  who  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  and 
have  the  same  command  over  their  respective  brigades  as  the  first  major 
general  has  oVer  the  whole  militia  of  the  State,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  the  orders  of  his  superior  officer  in  drawing  forth  or  marching  said 
militia  for  defence  as  aforesaid ; and  every  brigadier  shall  review  each 
regiment  of  his  brigade  once  a year  and  oftener  if  the  Assembly  shall 
order  it,  and  on  default  thereof  shall  be  liable  to  be  removed  from  his 
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office.  And  the  colonel  or  chief  officer  of  every  regiment  may  and 
shall  nominate  and  appoint  a suitable  person  to  serve  as  an  adjutant 
to  their  respective  regiments  and  commissionate  them  accordingly. 

And  whereas  in  and  by  the  acts  and  laws  heretofore  made  and 
now  in  force  for  regulating  the  militia,  certain  orders  of  men  are  ex- 
empt from  common  and  ordinary  trainings,  and  not  liable  to  the  same 
duty  with  those  on  the  present  militia  rolls,  and  many  who  have  been 
commission  and  non-commission  officers  in  the  militia,  and  others 
who  for  various  reasons  have  obtained  discharges  and  been  excused 
from  doing  ordinary  duty  in  such  trained  hands;  and  whereas  the 
present  situation  of  this  State  calls  loudly  for  the  whole  force  and  aid 
of  its  inhabitants,  and  many  of  those  persons  who  are  by  said  acts  so 
exempted  and  others  not  included  in  that  part  of  the  militia  called 
the  train-bands,  and  persons  excused  as  aforesaid,  are  able  and  will- 
ing to  fight  in  defence  of  their  country. 

It  is  therefore  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  all 
male  persons  from  sixteen  years  of  age  to  sixty,  not  included  in  that 
part  of  the  militia  called  ’the  train-band,  or  exempted  from  common 
and  ordinary  training,  shall  constitute  an  alarm  list  in  this  State 
(excepting  members  of  the  Council,  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  American  Congress,  for  the  time  being,  the  Treasurer  and  Secre- 
tary of  the  State,  ministers  of  the  gospel,  the  president,  tutors  and 
students  of  Yale  College  for  the  time  being,  and  negroes,  indians  and 
molattoes ;)  and  if  of  sufficient  ability  in  the  judgment  of  the  select- 
men of  the  town  where  they  have  their  usual  place  of  abode,  shall 
respectively  provide  for  and  equip  themselves  with  such  arms  and 
accoutrements  as  by  law  is  directed  for  those  of  the  train-band  in 
the  militia  aforesaid ; and  shall  in  case  of  an  alarm  or  orders  given 
be  under  the  command  of  such  officers  as  by  this  act  is  directed; 
any  law,  usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  Provided 
that  no  person  above  fifty  years  of  age  shall  be  compelled  to  march 
out  of  the  State,  nor  such  millers  and  ferry-men  as  the  selectmen  of 
the  town  shall  judge  necessary  to  excuse  therefrom  shall  be  obliged 
to  march  out  of  the  town  wherein  they  have  their  usual  place  of 
abode. 

And  that  all  such  persons  belonging  to  the  alarm  list  may  be  formed 
into  companies  and  the  service  to  which  they  may  be  called  to  engage 
in  be  thereby  rendered  more  agreeable  to  them. 

Be  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  captain 
or  commanding  officer  of  the  several  militia  companies  shall  forthwith 
take  an  exact  list  of  the  number  and  names  of  such  as  are  of  the 
alarm  list,  (excepting  as  before  excepted,)  who  have  their  abode 
within  the  limits  of  their  respective  companies  or  trainbands,  and 
deliver  the  same  to  the  colonel  or  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment 
to  which  they  belong;  and  said  colonel  and  other  field  officers  of  such 
regiment  shall  thereupon,  as  soon  as  may  be,  divide  and  set  off  the 
same  into  companies,  in  the  respective  towns  whereto  they  belong  or 
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to  abide  as  they  shall  judge  expedient,  to  consist  as  nearly  as  con- 
veniently can  be  of  sixty-four  privates,  and  to  determine  the  rank  of 
each  and  every  company. 

Provided  nevertheless,  that  no  person  belonging  to  said  alarm  list 
shall  be  obliged  without  his  consent  to  join  a company  belonging  to 
any  town  in  which  he  has  not  his  usual  place  of  abode,  unless  where 
there  shall  not  be  privates  enough  to  make  a company  of  thirty  soldiers 
including  officers ; in  which  case,  as  also  where  there  are  any  persons 
belonging  to  any  place  not  incorporated,  they  shall  be  joined  to  such 
company  as  the  field  officers  of  the  regiment  within  which  they  are 
shall  see  fit.  And  each  company  when  so  formed  and  set  off  shall  by 
ballot  in  the  presence  of  one  of  the  said  field  officers,  who  shall  cause 
them  to  be  duly  notifyed  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  preside  as  mod- 
erator^ choose  one  captain,  one  lieutenant  and  one  ensign;  which 
choice  shall  immediately  be  certifyed  to  the  General  Assembly  or  in 
the  recess  of  said  Assembly  to  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  by 
said  field  officer,  who  shall  commissionate  such  persons  pursuant  to 
their  election.  And  if  said  company  so  set  off  and  notifyed  to  choose 
their  said  officers  as  aforesaid  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  do  the  same, 
said  field  officers  of  said  regiment,  or  either  of  them,  shall  nominate 
the  most  suitable  and  proper  persons  of  said  company  to  be  appointed 
commission  officers  for  such  company  so  neglecting  or  refusing  and 
certify  the  same  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  be  commissioned  accordingly. 
And  that  each  of  the  captains  that  shall  be  chosen  or  appointed  as 
aforesaid  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  call  their  respective  companies 
together  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  one  clerk,  four  serjeants,  four 
corporals,  one  drummer  and  one  fifer.  And  if  the  said  company 
being  called  together  for  that  purpose  shall  at  any  time  neglect  or 
refuse  immediately  to  proceed  to  the  choice  of  one  or  more  non-com- 
missioned officer  or  officers  so  ordered  to  be  chosen,  the  commission 
officers  of  such  company,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  by  warrant 
under  their  hands  in  writing  appoint  such  non-commissioned  officer 
or  officers  which  the  said  company  shall  have  refused  to  choose  as 
aforesaid. 

And  he  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  cap- 
tain or  commanding  officer  of  every  such  company  shall  on  the  first 
Monday  of  May  and  first  Monday  of  October,  annually,  muster  and 
call  forth  said  company  and  examine  their  arms  and  accoutrements ; 
and  if  any  such  person  belonging  to  the  alarm  list  shall  unnecessarily 
neglect  to  appear,  after  being  duly  warned,  with  his  arms  and  accou- 
trements, he  shall  be  liable  to  pay  the  same  fine  as  is  provided  against 
those  of  the  training  band  in  like  cases  offending.  And  the  said  sev- 
eral companies  that  constitute  the  alarm  list,  in  case  of  an  alarm  or 
of  orders  given  by  their  superior  officers  to  march  for  the  defence  of 
this  or  any  of  the  United  States  of  America,  shall  be  under  the  com- 
mand of  the  general  officers  and  of  the  field  officers  of  the  respective 
regiments  of  militia  within  whose  limits  they  be  that  are  or  may  be 
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appointed  from  time  to  time,  and  be  liable  to  be  detached  or  drafted 
and  to  do  the  same  military  duties  while  on  their  march  or  in  service, 
and  to  suffer  the  same  penalties  for  not  joining  and  marching  when 
required  as  the  militia  companies  or  training  bands  are  by  law  holden 
and  subjected  to.  And  when  such  companies  shall  be  called  into 
service,  they  shall  take  rank  before  the  other  militia  companies : Pro- 
vided nevertheless,  that  if  any  person  drafted  or  detached  as  afore- 
said, either  from  the  alarm  list  or  militia  roll,  shall  forthwith  procure 
an  able-bodied  effective  man  to  inlist  in  his  room  and  stead  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  captain  or  muster-master  of  his  company,  or  shall 
forthwith  pay  or  secure  to  be  paid  within  one  month  the  sum  of  five 
pounds  money  to  the  treasurer  of  the  town  where  he  belongs,  for  the 
use  of  the  town,  such  person  shall  be  exempted  from  prosecution  for 
neglect  or  refusal  of  his  personal  service  in  such  detachment. 

And  he  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  no  non- 
commissioned officer  or  soldier  drafted  or  detached  for  service  in  pur- 
suance of  this  act  shall  depart  the  same  without  licence  of  his  com- 
mander, on  pain  of  forfeiting  the  sum  of  fifteen  pounds  to  the  treas- 
ury of  the  town  to  which  he  belongs. 

And  it  is  further  provided,  That  in  case  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  sixth  brigade  shall  from  time  to  time  order  the  colonel  or  chief 
officer  of  the  militia  in  Westmoreland  to  review  and  make  return 
thereof  to  him  he  shall  be  excused  from  doing  the  same  in  his  own 
person ; anything  in  this  act  notwithstanding. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  the  selectmen  shall  adjudge  any 
person  unable  to  equip  and  arm  himself  as  in  this  act  is  required,  they 
shall  certify  the  same  under  their  hands  to  the  captain  or  command- 
ing officer  of  the  company  to  which  such  person  shall  belong ; and  the 
said  selectmen  shall  at  the  expence  of  the  town  arm  and  equip  such 
deficient  person,  and  the  arms  so  provided  shall  be  the  property  of 
such  town,  and  the  fines  and  penalties  in  this  act  provided  for  such  as 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  join  and  march  when  called  for  shall  be 
appropriated  for  or  towards  reimbursing  the  expences  of  providing 
such  arms. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  and  provided.  That  when  any  person  or 
persons  incurring  or  liable  to  any  fines  or  forfeitures  in  this  act  pro- 
vided shall  pay  or  deliver  such  fine  to  the  town  treasurer  of  the  town 
to  which  he  or  they  belong,  it  shall  excuse  such  person  from  any  suit 
or  prosecution  thereon. 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  to  attain  the  good  ends  proposed  by 
this  act,  that  the  Captain  General  should  from  time  to  time  be  informed 
of  the  state  and  strength  of  the  military  companies  within  this  State, 

Be  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  the  captain 
or  commanding  officer  present  in  this  State  of  every  military  company 
within  the  same,  as  well  those  of  the  militia  as  of  the  companies  to  be 
formed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  once  in  every  two  months  make  a 
return  to  the  colonel  or  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  of  the 
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number  and  state  of  his  company,  therein  setting  down  and  distin- 
guishing 'the  number  of  able-bodied  effective  men  both  oflBcers  and 
soldiers  thereto  belonging,  those  that  may  be  then  absent  in  public 
service,  at  sea  or  on  journeys,  and  such  as  are  sick  and  unfit  for  service. 
And  that  the  colonel  or  commanding  officer  of  each  regiment  of  mili- 
tia in  this  State  shall  once  in  every  two  months  make  a return  to  the 
brigadier  general  of  the  brigade  to  which  he  belongs  of  the  able-bodied 
effective  men,  those  absent  in  public  service,  at  sea  or  on  journeys, 
and  of  those  that  are  sick  and  unfit  for  duty  within  his  regiment, 
agreeable  to  the  returns  he  shall  receive  from  the  captains  and  com- 
manding officers  of  companies  within  the  same.  And  that  the  several 
brigadiers  general  shall  once  in  every  two  months  make  a return  to, 
the  Captain  General  for  the  time  being  of  the  able-bodied  effective 
men,  those  absent  in  public  service,  at  sea  or  on  journeys,  and  of  those 
that  are  sick  and  unfit  for  duty  within  his  brigade,  agreeable  to  the 
returns  he  shall  receive  from  the  colonels  or  commanding  officers  of 
the  regiments  within  the  same. 

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  in  case  any  captain  or  command- 
ing officer  of  a company  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  return  of  the 
number  and  state  of  his  company  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  knowingly  and 
wittingly  make  a false  or  undue  return  of  the  same,  and  shall  be 
thereof  convicted,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  pounds,  L. 
money,  to  be  recovered  by  bill,  plaint  or  information,  in  any  court 
proper  to  try  the  same. 

And  whereas  it  is  just  that  the  services  necessary  for  the  defence 
of  the  State  should  be  born  and  performed  by  those  persons  liable  to 
the  same  in  a just  and  equal  proportion. 

Be  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  private 
soldiers  in  the  several  companies  of  militia  and  those  to  be  formed  by 
virtue  of  this  act  be  entered  and  reduced  into  a certain  order  and 
numbered  in  a muster-roll  in  manner  following,  viz : That  the  com- 
mission officers  of  each  company  shall  and  do  as  soon  as  may  be  call 
forth  their  said  companies  and  divide  them  into  four  equal  divisions, 
taking  care  that  persons  of  the  same  office,  family,  business,  trade  or 
occupation  be  divided  as  much  as  may  be  and  placed  in  different 
divisions.  And  that  the  said  divisions  immediately  proceed  to  settle 
their  turn  of  duty  by  lot  in  this  manner,  viz : That  the  figures  1,  2,  3, 
4,  be  fairiy  wrote  on  slips  of  paper,  and  said  slips  being  rolled  up  and 
put  into  a box  or  open  vessel!,  that  some  person  by  each  division 
appointed  and  chosen  shall  draw  out  of  such  box  or  vessell  one  of  said 
slips,  and  that  the  turn  of  duty  for  such  divisions  shall  be  settled 
agreeable  to  the  natural  order  of  the  figure  the  person  by  them 
appointed  shall  happen  to  draw.  And  that  thereupon  the  soldiers  of 
each  division  shall  immediately  proceed  to  settle  their  several  turns 
of  duty  in  manner  following,  viz : That  a number  of  figures  from  1 
and  upwards,  equal  to  the  number  of  persons  soldiers  in  such  division, 
shall  be  fairly  wrote  on  slips  of  paper,  which  shall  in  the  presence  of 
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ther  commission  officers  of  such  company  be  rolled  up  and  put  into  a 
box  or  open  vessell ; and  thereupon  each  soldier  shall  then  and  there 
openly  and  publickly  draw  out  of  such  box  or  vessell  one  of  said 
papers  and  the  order  in  which  each  soldier  shall  be  entered  in  the 
muster-roll  of  such  company  shall  be  determined  by  the  number  he 
shall  so  draw,  that  is  to  say,  the  soldier  who  draws  the  figure  1 shall 
be  first  entered,  and  so  in  succession  agreeable  to  the  natural  order  of 
the  figures  they  shall  respectively  draw. 

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  any  person  that  shall  hereafter 
arrive  to  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  or  otherwise  become  liable  to  do 
duty  in  any  military  company,  his  name  shall  be  entered  at  the  end  of 
the  muster-roll  of  such  company  and  his  turn  of  duty  take  place 
accordingly. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  any  draught  or  detachment 
shall  hereafter  be  first  ordered  to  be  made  from  any  company  of  the 
militia  or  any  company  to  be  formed  by  virtue  of  this  act  that  the 
same  shall  be  made  of  such  persons  as  are  and  shall  be  first  named  and 
set  down  in  the  muster-roll  of  the  same,  and  so  in  succession  from 
time  to  time  until  every  soldier  in  such  company  shall  have  taken  his 
turn  in  service.  Always  provided,  that  when  any  detachment  or 
draught  is  to  be  made  for  any  service  to  be  performed  out  of  this  State 
no  person  in  the  alarm  list  of  the  age  of  fifty  years  or  upwards  shall 
be  detached  for  the  same  but  shall  for  that  time  be  passed  by,  and 
shall  be  detached  and  put  upon  the  first  service  thence  afterwards  to 
be  performed  within  this  State.  Provided  also,  that  if  any  soldier 
shall  be  sick  and  unfit  for  duty,  or  absent  at  sea  or  on  a journey  at  the 
time  of  his  turn  of  service,  he  shall  be  drafted  and  take  his  turn  of 
service  upon  the  next  draft  after  he  shall  recover  his  health  and  be  fit 
for  duty  or  shall  return  into  this  State. 

And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  whenever  any  non-commission 
officer  or  soldier  who  shall  be  detached  and  ordered  into  service  by 
virtue  of  this  act  shall  refuse  to  muster  and  march  upon  the  same 
and  shall  not  procure  some  fit  person  to  serve  in  his  stead,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  selectmen  of  that  town  to  which  he  belongs  to  procure 
or  hire  a fit  and  able  person  to  perform  such  service,  for  which  pur- 
pose the  fines  inflicted  by  this  or  any  former  act  and  ordered  to  be 
paid  into  the  town  treasury,  or  so  much  of  the  same  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary, may  be  drawn  out  and  appropriated  for  that  use. 

And  whereas  the  method  of  recovering  the  fines  and  forfeitures 
inflicted  by  former  acts  for  regulating  the  militia  upon  such  persons 
as  refuse  or  neglect  to  muster  and  march  with  the  companies  to  which 
they  belong  when  duly  ordered  and  for  other  breaches  of  the  same  are 
found  to  be  inconvenient. 

Be  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  when  any 
person  shall  be  guilty  of  any  breach  of  said  former  acts  or  of  this  act  by 
refusing  or  neglecting  to  march  when  legally  ordered,  or  by  deserting 
as  aforesaid,  or  any  other  breach  whereby  a fine  or  penalty  is  forfeited 
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to  any  public  treasury,  the  captain  or  commanding  officer  of  the  com- 
pany to  which  such  offending  person  belongs  shall  as  soon  as  may  be 
make  a report  and  return  in  writing  of  the  name  of  such  person  and 
the  offence  of  which  he  is  guilty  subscribed  with  his  name  and  office 
to,  and  the  same  lodge  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  the 
county  to  which  such  person  belongs,  and  such  clerk  shall  from  time 
to  time  as  soon  as  may  be  certify  the  judge  of  such  court  of  the  num- 
ber of  such  returns  and  the  names  of  the  persons  against  whom,  and 
said  judge  is  directed  to  take  care,  that  such  persons  be  brought  to 
tryall  before  the  then  setting  or  next  session  of  such  court,  and  in  case 
such  court  be  not  then  sitting  or  speedily  to  be  holden,  such  judge 
shall  appoint  and  call  a special  court  for  the  tryal  of  such  persons  and 
shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  said  clerk  and  direct  him  to  summon 
a jury  to  attend,  and  shall  also  direct  the  State  Attorney  of  such 
county  to  enquire  after  and  receive  such  reports  so  lodged  and  prepare 
the  process  against  such  persons,  and  such  court  at  either  of  their 
sessions  as  aforesaid  shall  proceed  to  take  cognizance  of  such  offences, 
hear  and  try  the  same  ; and  all  fines  and  forfeitures  found  and 
adjudged  by  such  court  for  any  of  the  offences  aforesaid  shall  belong 
to  the  treasury  of  the  town  in  which  such  person  did  reside  at  the 
time  of  incurring  the  same,  for  the  uses  aforesaid,  and  execution  shall 
be  awarded  accordingly,  and  the  sum  to  be  collected  for  such  fine  made 
payable  to  the  treasurer  of  such  town ; and  such  treasurer  is  hereby 
authorized  to  enquire  after  and  receive  the  same. 

And  it  is  further  enacted,  That  on  such  tryal  the  report  or  return 
of  such  officer  subscribed  as  aforesaid  shall  be  admitted  and  allowed 
as  legal  evidence  against  such  offender;  any  law,  usage  or  custom  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  such  captain  or  command- 
ing officer  shall  neglect  to  make  such  report  or  return  by  the  space  of 
one  month  after  the  offence  shall  be  committed,  such  officer  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a fine  or  penalty  of  forty  shillings  for  the  use  of  the 
town  to  which  he  belongs,  and  the  like  sum  for  every  month  he  shall 
neglect  the  same,  unless  he  can  satisfy  the  court  or  justice  to  whom 
he  may  be  complained  of  that  it  was  not  a careless  or  wilfull  neglect. 
And  all  informing  officers  are  directed  and  specially  impowered  to 
make  presentment  of  such  officer  who  shall  be  guilty  of  neglecting 
his  duty  as  aforesaid. 

An  Act  to  prevent  Monopolies  and  Oppression  by  excessive  and  unreasonable 
Prices  for  many  of  the  Necessaries  and  Conveniences  of  Life. 

Whereas  the  rapid  and  exorbitant  rise  upon  the  necessaries  and 
conveniences  of  life  in  this  day  of  public  calamity  and  distress  is 
chiefly  occasioned  by  ’monopolizers,  the  great  pest  of  society,  who  pre- 
fer their  own  private  gain  to  the  interest  and  safety  of  their  country, 
and  which  if  not  prevented  threatens  the  ruin  and  destruction  of  the 
State,  and  the  committees  from  the  several  States  of  New  England 
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ufactured  here  and  given  as  a specimen  of  American  workmanship.  A letter 
from  a great  house  in  France  to  his  Honor  the  Governor,  offering  supplies, 
was  also  communicated  to  them,  and  they  appeared  greatly  pleased.

Foierf,  To  draw  on  Messrs.  Elderkin  and  Wales  for  one  hundred  weight 
of  powder,  in  favour  of  the  selectmen  of  Tolland  for  their  town  stock,  for 
which  they  are  to  be  accountable.

A Proclamation  or  order  to  sundry  regiments  to  detach  men  to  go  to 
Peekskills  &c.  agreeable  to  the  requisition  of  Gen*  Washington  was  draughted 
and  voted  in  order  for  the  press.

Gen.  Parsons,  Col.  Bradley  and  Col.  Dimon  were  in  this  morning  to 
finish  their  business  begun  yesterday. 

Ebenezer  Gray  is  appointed  to  be  Major  in  Col.  Douglass’s  battalion  in 
continental  service,  instead  of  Isaac  Sherman  promoted. 

His  Honor  the  Governor  wrote  to  the  Committee  of  W ar  in  the  State  of 
the  Massachusets  Bay  to  supply  Gen*  Parsons  or  order  with  proper  medicine 
for  the  purpose  of  inoculation. 

A letter  came  in  from  Capt.  Seth  Harding,  requesting  some  advice, 
whether  to  allow  one  Cornelius  Dunham  of  the  brig  Defence,  who  was 
wounded  in  their  fight  in  Boston  Bay  and  was  at  home  lame  in  time  of  a 
cruise  made  afterwards,  his  share  of  prize  money  and  his  wages  whilst  dis- 
abled to  serve  by  reason  of  his  wound;  to  which  an  answer  was  given  that 
no  reason  appears  to  this  Board  against  it. 

This  Board  taking  into  consideration  the  slow  progress  made  in  filling  up 
the  continental  battalions  to  be  raised  in  this  State  and  the  vast  importance 
of  their  being  immediately  compleated  and  of  every  possible  exertion  for  that 
purpose,  as  from  the  present  appearance  it  is  more  than  probable  that  should 
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these  United  States  freely  exert  themselves  at  this  time  and  for  a few 
months  to  come,  the  unnatural  war  we  are  engaged  in  might  be  brought  to 
a happy  close  and  peace  and  rest  be  restored  to  our  country;  and  consider- 
ing the  many  advantages  we  have  (by  the  blessing  of  Divine  Providence) 
gained  over  our  enemies  there  appears  the  greatest  encouragement  to  exert 
ourselves  most  chearfully  in  the  defence  of  our  just  rights  and  privileges, 
and  in  filling  up  said  battalions  for  that  purpose  : Therefore,  to  promote  the 
same, 

It  is  voted  and  resolved  hy  this  Board,  To  ascertain  the  quota  or  proportion 
of  each  town  to  compleat  said  battalions,  and  that  said  towns  be  certified 
thereof,  and  that  the  civil  authority,  selectmen  and  military  ofiBcers,  and  all 
friends  to  the  liberties  of  mankind,  be  requested  and  exhorted  to  exert  them- 
selves to  their  utmost,  and  that  immediately,  as  they  regard  the  welfare  and 
salvation  of  their  country,  in  incouraging  and  procuring  the  quotas  of  their 
respective  towns  to  engage  in  said  service,  to  promote  and  encourage  such 
inhstment:  And  least  any  should  be  embarrassed  by  the  prospect  of  leaving 
their  families  without  a security  of  their  being  properly  provided  for,  it  is 
earnestly  recommended  to  the  several  towns  in  this  State  to  engage  and 
promise  such  soldiers  as  shall  undertake  in  said  service  and  not  have  time 
and  opportunity  to  lay  out  their  money  and  make  proper  provision  for  their 
families,  (such  as  have  any,)  that  their  said  families  on  their  reasonable  re- 
quest shall  be  aupphed  in  their  absence  with  necessaries  at  the  prices  stated 
by  law,  and  that  each  town  severally  appoint  a committee  for  that  purpose 
to  see  them  provided  for  and  supplied  accordingly  on  such  soldiers  lodging 
or  from  time  to  time  remitting  money  to  said  committee  for  that  purpose, 
and  without  any  additional  expence;  and  the  necessary  expence  attend- 
ing the  same  to  be  born  by  such  towns  respectively  ; and  that  the  several 
towns  in  this  State,  on  proper  notice  to  be  given  by  the  selectmen,  meet 
together  as  soon  as  may  be,  in  order  to  agree  upon  this  regulation  and  to 
appoint  committees  accordingly  and  also  to  agree  and  firmly  unite  among 
themselves  strictly  to  adhere  to  the  law  regulating  prices,  and  to  use  their 
joint  and  several  influence  to  support  and  maintain  the  same  as  a very  im- 
portant and  necessary  regulation  for  the  support  of  the  army  and  preventing 
every  measure  artfully  taken  for  oppressing  the  poor,  which  the  Hon’’  * Con- 
tinental Congress  have  also  taken  to  recommend  to  all  the  other  United 
States  ; and  also  to  exert  themselves  to  have  their  quotas  of  the  continental 
army  immediately  compleated. 

Since  the  personal  security,  liberty  and  happiness  of  every  individual  is 
deeply  concerned,  and  freedom  or  bondage  to  be  secured  and  entailed  to  all 
posterity  by  the  issue  of  the  present  struggle,  and  every  one  in  their  several 
capacities  are  called  to  a vigorous  exertion  for  the  defence  and  security  of 
their  country,  it  is  earnestly  recommended  to  her  virtuous  sons  voluntarily 
and  without  delay  to  offer  themselves  for  the  service  of  God  and  their 
country  in  this  righteous  cause,  thereby  also  to  prevent  the  disagreeable 
necessity  of  the  frequent  rotation  of  the  men  from  the  militia,  whereby  the 
husbandry  and  manufactures  are  so  much  injured. 

And  his  Honor  the  Governor  is  advised  and  desired  to  issue  this  order. 

N.  B.  Printed  and  dispersed  to  all  the  towns. 

Voted,  That  a letter  be  written  to  Capt.  Wm.  Coit  to  come  directly  to- 
Lebanon  and  bring  in  his  accounts  for  settlement. 
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This  day  was  chiefly  spent  in  consulting  on  the  best  measures  for  filling 
up  the  continental  army. 

Silas  Boldget  is  appointed  First  Lieutenant  in  Capt.  Walbridge’s  com- 
pany in  Col.  Charles  Webb’s  battalion,  instead  of  John  Waterbury  4*^,  who- 
is  removed  into  Capt.  Hoit’s  company  in  Col.  Bradley’s  battalion. 

A letter  was  sent  to  Brig.  Gen*  Silliman  containing  orders  to  keep  the 
utmost  vigilance  over  the  enemy  supposed  to  be  collecting  in  N.  York  in 
order  to  make  a push  up  the  North  River  to  destroy  our  magazines  at  Dan- 
bury and  other  places  in  those  parts,  and  to  raise  his  brigade  for  defence  if 
he  judges  it  needful,  and  to  give  the  earliest  intelligence  to  the  Governor 
and  Council  of  every  alarming  appearance  of  danger  in  his  department. 

A permit  was  given  to  Capt.  Isaac  Hilliyard  to  carry  3800  pounds  of 
flax  out  of  this  State  into  the  Massachusets  Bay,  for  the  inhabitants  there, 
with  orders  that  said  permit  to  be  indorsed  to  prevent  fraud. 

Voted  and  resolved,  That  Col.  Latimer,  or  the  commanding  ofiicer  of  the 
S'*  regiment,  do  immediately  draft  and  call  forth  two  hundred  men  of  his 
regiment  to  take  post  at  New  London  for  the  same  service  and  defence- 
assigned  to  the  military  companys  now  there  and  whose  time  is  nearly  ex- 
pired, and  to  serve  for  a term  not  exceeding  one  month,  and  ifnder  such 
commission  ofiBcers  of.  his  regiment  as  he,  said  commanding  officer,  shall 
assign,  and  himself  to  take  the  chief  command  of  them  during  the  term 
aforesaid.

And  on  much  consideration  &c.  the  following  draft  for  a resolve  and 
proclamation  for  the  purpose  of  hastening  and  promoting  the  raising  the 
continental  army,  being  prepared,  is  revised,  considered  &c.  and  pass’d,  viz  r 

A Resolve  and  Proclamation. 

Whereas  notwithstanding  the  encouragement  given  by  the  Honourable 
Continental  Congress,  and  by  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  and  the 
generous  exertions  of  the  towns  and  of  individuals  in  said  State,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  ACTS  and  doings  of  said  Assembly  and  this  Board,  to  rais& 
and  furnish  our  quota  of  the  Continental  army;  For  the  great  and  unspeak- 
ably important  purposes  of  defending  all  our  property,  our  lives,  and  all  the 
privileges,  which  render  life  desirable,  and  secure  any  of  its  blessings  to 

POSTERITY. 

The  said  quota  or  proportion  of  said  army  is  not  yet  compleated  in  this 
State,  and  the  time  swiftly  approaches  and  is  almost  arrived,  when  without 
more  vigorous  and  successful  efforts  all  is  lost  ; there  is  therefore  no  more- 
time  to  spare;  while  the  great  laws  of  reason,  virtue  and  self  preservation, 
call  aloud  for  universal  attention  to  this  great  object,  of  far  greater  import- 
ance than  any  other  temporal  concern.  It  is  therefore  once  more,  most  press- 
ingly  and  earnestly  recommended  to  all  whom  it  may  concern  to  use  every 
influence  and  exertion,  immediately  to  fill  up  the  quota  of  the  respective 
towns,  and  forthwith  to  engage  in  this  so  greatly  important  and  necessary 
service,  which  cannot  be  longer  neglected,  without  the  most  imminent  haz- 
ard of  ruin  and  destruction  to  this  State  and  Continent,  and  unless  the  said  / 
army  be  immediately  filled,  constant  rotations  of  the  Militia  and  Husband  / 
men  must  be  called  off,  which  would  afford  the  dismal,  certain  prospect  of  / 
being  devoured  by  famine.  It  is  then  in  every  view  the  duty  and  interest 
of  all,  to  exert  themselves  to  promote  and  encourage  this  great  and  good 
work,  and  of  a sufficient  number  of  able  and  effective  men  forthwith  to  un- 
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dertake  for  defence  of  their  country,  and  on  tlie  reasonable  and  generous 
rewards  and  encouragements  offered  them.  And  they  have  great  reason  to 
rely  upon  the  protection  and  blessing  of  God  Almighty,  and  to  put  their 
trust  in  him  for  success  in  this  our  righteous  cause,  though  for  our  manifold 
sins  He  is  pleased  to  suffer  us  to  labour  under  so  many  delays  and  difficul- 
ties. But  the  voice  and  tokens  of  his  providence  now  seem  clearly  to  point 
out  that  longer  delay  would  be  fatal  and  destructive  to  ourselves  and  all 
succeeding  generations:  And  as  some  are  absolutely  necessary  at  home  for 

many  great  purposes,  as  well  as  to  afford  necessaries  for  the  subsistance  of 
those  abroad;  it  is  high  time  and  highly  necessary  that  each  should  take 
their  several  stations,  and  that  every  exertion  to  which  God  has  enabled  us, 
should  be  made,  as  we  would  do  our  duty  to  Him  and  save  ourselves  and 
country,  and  avoid  the  keenest  remorse  and  anguish  for  having  neglected 
any  means  in  our  power  to  preserve  and  transmit  to  our  children,  the  most 
precious  privileges  that  ever  any  people  were  blessed  with. 

Therefoee  as  a most  reasonable,  just  and  necessary  measure,  in  the 
present  situation  of  our  public  affairs,  it  is  resolved,  recommended  and 
ordered,  by  this  Board,  that  the  commission  officers  of  every  company  in 
each  town,  and  field  officers  residing  therein,  do  immediately,  and  within 
one  day  after  receiving  this  order,  or  as  soon  as  possible,  meet  together,  and 
find  how  many  are  wanting  and  deficient  in  each  town  of  their  quota  of  said 
army,  according  to  the  stating  thereof  lately  made  and  sent  out,  and  there- 
I upon  the  commission  and  field  officers  within  such  towns  shall  immediately 
divide  and  class  all  the  men  of  each  company,  within  the  same,  into  as  many 
equal  numbers  or  classes  as  there  are  deficiencies  in  such  towns;  in  which 
classing,  such  officers  shall  include  all  persons  formed,  or  to  be  formed  by 
law,  into  Alarm  companies;  and  use  their  best  discretion;  and  such  classes 
shall  be  entered  and  enrolled:  and  all  such  companies  shall  be  convened  by 
order  of  the  chief  officer  thereof,  and  be  by  said  officers  &c.  called  upon,  and 
earnestly  invited,  freely  to  inlist  into  said  army;  and  be  also  notified  of  such 
division  and  classing,  and  each  of  such  divisions  called  upon  to  turn  out, 
furnish  or  inlist  one  able  man  into  some  company  of  our  eight  battalions. 
And  in  case  any  such  division  or  class  shall,  by  the  space  of  three  days,  fail 
or  neglect  to  inlist,  or  procure  one  such  man  to  be  inlisted  as  aforesaid;  and 
to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Captain,  or  chief  officer  of  the  company  to 
which  he  did  belong,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  such  Captain,  or  chief 
officer  of  such  company,  with  the  advice  of  his  Subalterns;  and  he  is  hereby 
required,  without  further  order,  to  draft  and  detach  one  suitable  and  able 
man  from  each  of  said  divisions,  who  shall  be  joined  to  the  nearest  and 
most  convenient  company  in  any  of  said  eight  battalions  where  he  may  be 
needed,  and  equipped  and  furnished  in  the  same  manner  as  the  inlisted 

soldiers  — and  march  with  them  for  the  same  services;  and  to  be  held 

therein  until  the  first  day  of  January  next,  unless  sooner  discharged  — to 

which  discharge  he  or  they  shall  be  entitled  by  lot,  as  fast  as  his  or  their 

place  can  be  supplied  by  voluntary  inlistments  into  the  Continental  army 
from  the  town  to  which  he  or  they  belong,  or  upon  his  or  their  procuring 
another  fit  person  to  take  his  or  their  place;  and  all  such  detached  persons 
shall  have  the  same  wages  and  rations  as  the  Continental  soldiers;  and  the 
detaching  officer  shall  give  immediate  notice  of  the  name  of  the  person  so 
detached,  to  the  Captain  of  the  next  Continental  company,  which  may  not 
have  its  compliment  of  men,  or  his  next  officer  to  be  come  at;  who  will  be 
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authorized  to  take  such  detached  person  or  persons  into  said  company;  and 
every  such  detached  person  who  shall  go  into  the  service,  and  continue  for 
the  term  aforesaid,  shall  be  allowed  at  the  end  thereof  a bounty  of  three 
POUNDS,  and  so  in  proportion  for  any  shorter  term,  provided  he  shall  volun- 
tarily engage  in  said  service  (before  marching)  until  the  said  first  day  of 
January  next ; and  all  such  persons  shall  return  the  arms,  blankets  and 
accoutrements,  which  may  be  supplied  them,  at  the  end  of  the  service,  unless 
lost  without  the  default  of  the  bearer.  And  if  any  persons  so  detached  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  march  in,  and  perform  said  service,  they  shall  be  hable 
to  the  penalty  in  manner  as  provided  by  a law  of  this  State,  passed  in 
December  last,  and  thereupon  will  not  be  liable  to  be  taken  into  such  com- 
pany as  aforesaid;  and  such  penalty  shall  be  applied  to  procure  a fit  person 
to  inlist  into  the  Continental  army,  or  to  take  the  place  of  such  person  so 
declining  and  incurring  said  penalty  according  to  the  provision  of  said  law. 
And  all  such  officers  are  to  make  return  of  their  doings,  by  virtue  of  this 
Eesolve,  to  the  General  Assembly,  or  in  their  recess  to  his  Honour  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  of  Safety.

State  of  Connecticut. 

By  the  Governor. 

Whereas  a doubt  has  arisen,  whether  those  persons  who  may  be  detached, 
agreeable  to  the  resolve  and  proclamation  issued  by  the  Governor  and  Council  of 
Safety,  on  the  12th  instant,  to  fill  up  the  eight  battalions  raising  in  this  State;  may 
after  such  detachment  inlist  into  the  one  and  an  half  battalions  raising  in  this  State  in 
addition  to  said  eight. 

Resolved,  That  said  proclamation  did  not  design,  neither  doth  it  intend,  to  pre- 
vent any  person  detached  as  aforesaid,  from  inlisting  into  any  of  said  nine  and  an 
half  battalions,  as  they  shall  chuse,  and  they  have  liberty  to  do  the  same;  non-com- 
missioned officers  are  included  in  the  number  mentioned  in  the  quota  of  each  town; 
the  commission  officers  are  not.

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uf  accounts  for  the  army  in  the  northern  and  middle  departments, 
who  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  respective  regimental  paymasters, 
to  enable  them  to  call  the  oflScers  chargeable  with  such  money  to 
account  in  the  manner  before  directed  ; and  the  said  regimental  pay- 
masters shall  transmit  to  the  respective  commissioners  aforesaid  the 
settlement  of  such  accounts  with  the  vouchers,  who  shall  report  to  the 
Treasury  Office  those  which  are  approved  of  by  them,  and  shall  pro- 
ceed with  the  regimental  paymaster  neglecting  to  obey  their  directions 
herein,  and  officers  not  accounting  for  the  monies  by  them  received  as 
aforesaid,  in  the  manner  proposed  to  be<  pursued  by  the  States  in 
[consequence  of]  the  preceding  resolve.  That  the  general  officers, 
paymaster  and  deputy  paymasters  general,  respectively,  be  also  directed 
to  transmit  to  the  Treasury  Office  duplicate  accounts  of  all  monies 
advanced  by  them  for  recruiting  continental  battalions  as  aforesaid. 
That  all  regimental  paymasters  be  directed  to  apply  to  the  respective 
commissioners  for  accounts  of  the  sums  advanced  to  their  officers  as 
aforesaid.  That  all  commissioners  of  claims  or  accounts  be  impowered 
to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations  to  persons  examined  by  them  in 
the  execution  of  their  office. 

Extract  from  the  minutes,  Charles  Thomson  Secr*^. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  the  foregoing  resolutions  of  the 
Hon’^^®  Continental  Congress,  bearing  date  April  29*^,  1777,  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  ordered  to  be  carefully  and  punctually  performed 
and  complied  with,  so  far  as  to  this  State  appertains ; and  all  officers 
and  other  persons  whom  it  may  concern  belonging  to  this  State  are 
hereby  required  and  enjoined  to  take  notice  of  and  pay  the  most  care- 
full  and  exact  obedience  to  the  said  resolves  of  said  Congress  in  every 
particular  to  them  respectively  appertaining,  upon  the  pains  and 
penalties  of  being  dealt  with  according  to  the  directions  therein  con- 
tained, and  to  such  other  and  further  penalty  as  to  this  Assembly 
:shall  appear  fit  and  just  according  to  the  nature  and  demerit  of  such 
•offence  or  neglect. 

An  Act  for  raisiUgr  and  compleatlng  the  Quota  of  the  Continental  Army  to  be 

raised' in  this  State. 

/ Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Grovernor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in  Q-en- 
eral  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  any  two 
men  belonging  to  this  State,  and  not  of  the  continental  army,  who 
shall  procure  an  able-bodied  soldier  or  recruit  to  inlist  into  either  of 

\ the  continental  battalions  to  be  raised  in  this  State,  for  the  term  of 
three  years  or  during  the  war,  shall  be  exempted  from  actual  service, 
and  from  all  drafts  during  the  term  for  which  they  shall  so  procure 
such  soldier  or  recruit  to  inlist,  such  soldier  however  to  be  accounted 
as  part  of  the  quota  of  the  town  to  which  such  soldier  belonged  at  the 
time  of  his  being  so  procured  untill  their  quota  is  compleated,  after- 
wards to  be  accounted  as  part  of  the  quota  of  that  town  by  whose  in- 
habitants he  may  be  hired  and  procured  to  inlist. 
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And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  in  case  said  battalions  shall  not 
be  compleated  by  the  26“'  day  of  May  instant,  the  captains  or  com- 
manding officers  of  the  militia  alarm  list  and  independent  companies, 
which  have  not  already  furnished  their  proportion  of  soldiers  for  said 
battalions,  shall  convene  their  respective  companies  at  the  usual  place 
of  parade  on  said  day  and  shall  then  and  there  detach  to  serve  in  one 
of  the  most  convenient  companies  in  said  battalions,  untill  the  first  day 
of  January  next  unless  sooner  discharged,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  a Resolve  and  Proclamation  of  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety, 
bearing  date  the  12“*  day  of  April  last,  one  man  from  each  of  the 
classes  heretofore  made  in  pursuance  of  said  resolve  and  proclama- 
tion, which  have  not  already  procured  a recruit  to  inlist  into  some  one 
of  said  battalions.  And  in  case  persons  so  detached,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  go  into  said  service,  said  officers  shall  con- 
tinue to  detach  successively  from  the  class  to  which  the  person 
detached  and  neglecting  or  refusing  to  go  into  said  service  belongs, 
untill  they  shall  either  detach  one  from  such  class  who  will  agree  to 
go  into  said  service,  or  untill  they  shall  have  detached  every  man  in 
such  class,  and  the  person  or  persons  so  neglecting  or  refusing  shall 
be  liable  to  the  penalties  that  persons  drafted  and  neglecting  to  march 
are  subjected  to  by  a statute  law  of  this  State  entituled  An  act  in 
further  addition  to  an  act  entituled  [an  act]  for  furnishing  and  regu- 
lating the  militia  and  for  the  encouragement  of  military  skill  for  the 
better  defence  of  this  State,  and  be  proceeded  against  according  to 
the  directions  of  said  statute  : Provided  however,  that  no  person  who 
has  been  already  detached  by  virtue  of  the  said  proclamation  shall  be 
liable  to  be  drafted  by  force  of  this  clause. 

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  if  by  drafting  as  aforesaid  said 
officers  shall  not  be  able  to  procure  one  man  from  each  of  said  classes 
to  go  into  said  service,  said  officers  of  said  respective  companies  shall 
thereupon  immediately  proceed  to  detach  from  their  respective  com- 
panies to  serve  in  said  battalions  untill  the  first  day  of  January  next 
such  a number  of  able-bodied  effective  men  as  is  proportioned  to  the 
number  of  classes  belonging  to  said  companies,  which  have  not  pro- 
vided their  men,  and  shall  certify  the  names  of  the  persons  so  drafted 
to  the  next  commission  officers  of  any  of  said  battalions,  who  is  author- 
ized to  take  and  cause  him  or  them  to  join  and  serve  in  such  battalions 
untill  the  first  day  of  J anuary  next  unless  sooner  discharged  as  afore- 
said. And  the  penalty  which  he  or  they  shall  have  been  subjected  to 
by  said  proclamation  or  this  act  shall  be  remitted  to  him  or  them. 
And  in  case  the  person  or  persons  in  either  of  the  ways  aforesaid 
drafted  shall  thereupon  voluntarily  engage  in  either  of  the  said 
battalions  for  said  term,  he  or  they  shall  at  the  expiration  thereof  be 
entituled  to  a premium  of  three  pounds,  and  if  sooner  discharged  to 
such  part  of  said  sum  as  is  proportionable  to  the  time  for  which  he 
shall  have  served : Provided  nevertheless,  that  no  person  in  actual 
service  on  the  15“'  of  May  instant  or  belonging  to  any  class  who  shall 
have  furnished  or  procured  a man  for  said  service  in  either  of  said 
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battalions,  or  hath  contributed  a part  or  proportion  thereto,  shall  be- 
subjected  to  such  draft ; anything  in  this  act  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  drafted  in  manner 
aforesaid,  or  any  other  in  their  stead,  shall  inlist  into  any  of  said 
battalions  for  the  term  of  three  years  or  during  the  war,  the  fines 
arising  by  virtue  of  said  proclamation  and  this  act  within  the  town  to 
which  he  or  they  belong  shall  be  distributed  to  such  person  or  persons 
equally : Provided  nevertheless,  that  not  more  than  twenty  pounds 
shall  be  distributed  to  one  man. 

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  every  man  so  drafted  as  aforesaid 
who  shall  thereupon  inlist  into  any  of  the  continental  battalions  rais- 
ing in  this  State  for  the  term  of  three  years  or  during  the  war,  and 
shall  be  accepted  in  said  service,  shall  he  entituled  to  the  continental 
and  state  premiums,  cloathing,  wages  and  allowances. 

Whereas  the  exigencies  of  this  State  and  the  publick  require  a 
considerable  supply  of  the  treasury. 

It  is  therefore  resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  a tax  of  twelve  pence 
on  the  pound  on  the  general  list  of  polls  and  rateable  estate  of  the  in- 
habitants of  this  State  brought  into  this  Assembly  in  October,  1776, 
with  the  additions,  be  laid,  collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  this 
State  at  or  before  the  29th  day  of  December  next ; and  the  Treasurer 
is  ordered  to  send  out  his  warrants  accordingly. 

And  for  a temporary  relief  in  the  present  exigency,  it  is  further 
resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  be  and  he 
is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  borrow  or  issue  his  notes  on  inter- 
est for  such  sums  as  there  may  he  immediate  occasion  for,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  sum  of  seventy-two  thousand  pounds  in  the  whole,  payable 
at  said  Treasurer’s  office  in  continental  bills  or  bills  of  this  State,  at 
or  before  the  end  of  one  year  from  the  date,  with  interest  at  six 
per  cent,  per  annum  untill  paid,  or  untill  publick  notice  sliall  be 
given  by  said  Treasurer  after  the  expiration  of  one  year  that  he  is 
ready  to  pay  the  same ; and  none  of  such  notes  shall  be  issued  for  a 
less  sum  than  thirty  pounds,  and  that  the  moneys  due  to  this  State  be 
collected  as  soon  as  may  be. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  for  the  more  effectual  defence 
of  this  State  on  the  sea  coasts  and  frontiers,  and  to  prevent  incursions 
and  depredations  of  the  enemy,  there  be  forthwith  raised  by  voluntary 
inlistment  two  battalions,  to  consist  of  728  men  in  each  battalion  in- 
cluding officers,  in  which  two  battalions  shall  be  computed  the  troops 
that  are  already  ordered  to  be  raised  and  stationed  in  the  several 
parts  of  this  State  on  the  sea  coast.  That  said  two  battalions  be  con- 
tinued in  service  untill  the  first  day  of  January  next,  unless  sooner 
discharged  by  the  General  Assembly  or  his  Honor  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety.  That  all  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers 
who  shall  inlist  into  either  of  said  battalions  by  the  15th  day  of  July

An  Aft  to  deteft  certain  Frauds  which  have  been 
praftiecd  by  many  Perfons  to  fereen  and  fecure 
thcmfelves  from  Detachments,  and  other  per- 
fonal  Military  Duties.  see  in 


E RE  A S,  by  an  All  faffed  by  the  Genital  Affmhly  of  this 
State,  in  May,  A.  D 1777,  it  'was,  in  cnmnUanu  and purfuanae 
nf  A Rtfelilien  and  Refommendathn  of  Ctmgrefr,  enabled  Md  froviM, 
“ That  if  any  t»o  Men  belonging  to  this  St«e,  and  not  of  thj 
“ Continental  Army,  who  fhaH  orocure  an  able  bodied  Soldier 
“ or  Recruit  to  inlift  into  either  of  the  Continental  Battalions 
“ to  be  raifed  in  this  State,  for  the  Term  of  three  Years  or  durirtg 
“ the  "War,  lhall  be  exempted  from  aftaal  Service,  and  from  all 
“ Eirafts,  during  the  Term  for  which  they  fliall  fo  procure  fuch 
“ Soldier  or  Recruit  to  inlift  and  Fraffis  have  Been  prabfifed  by 
maty  Ppfotts  to  obtain  the  Benefits  of  faid  Exemptions  ; 

Therefore, 

IfiE  it  enaSed  by' the  Governor,  Council,  and  Reprefentatives,  in 
^ 'General  Court  afiembled]  and  by  the  Aulborily  of  the  fame.  That 
where  any  Recruiting  Officer  hath  given  a Certificate  to  any  two 
Perfons,  that  they  have  procured  or  hired  a Soldier  or  Recruit  to 
inlift  into  either  of  laid  Battalions,  where  the  Pcrfon.fo  inlifted 
was  a Prifoner  of  War,  or  a Foreigner  that  might  tlbt  be  inlifted 
into  the  Continental  Army  agreeable  to  the  Relolutions  of  Con- 
grefs,  or  where  Officers  have  given  Cemrtcates  to  Perlons  as 
hiring  a Recruit,  where  fuch  Recruit  had  inlifted  before  the  paffiiig 
laid  Aft  of  Affembly,  or  where  fuch  Recruit,  on  the  public  En- 
couragement, bad  voluntarily  inlifted  before  the  Date  of  the  Cer- 
ciftcate,  and  the  fame  was  known  to  the  Perfons  in  whefe  Favour 
fuch  Certificates  were  given,  or  where  Perfons  have  hired  a Recruit 
for  three  Years  only,  and  obtained  Certificates  of  having  hired 
them  during  the  War  \ and  where  fuch  Certificates  have  been 
given,  but  the  Name  of  the  Recruit  not  mentioned  therein,  or 
no  Recruit  was  aftually  inlifted  by  the  procurement  and  hiring 
ef  the  Officer  giving,  or  the  Perfons  to  whom  fuch  Certificates 
were  given  ; and  all  fuch  Certificates  where  two  or  more  Certifi- 
cates are  given  by  the  fame  Officer  to  different  Perfons  for  the 
fiime  Recruit,  fubfequent  to  the  firft  of  fuch  Certificates  } and  all 
Certificates  given  by  Officers,  where  the  Officers  giving  fuch 
Certificates,  and  the  Perfons  in  wHofe  Favour  fuch  Certificates 
VC  given,  have  divided  or  (hared  the  public  Bounty  among  them- 
lelves,  (hall  be  deemed  null  and  void  : And  in  all  other  Cafes 
where  any  Fraud  hath  been  praftiecd  in  gaining  any  Certificates, 
fliall  be  deemed  null  and  void.  And  in  Cafe  any  Difpute  (hall 
■rife  relative  to  any  fuch  Certificate,  the  fame  (hall  be  determined 
by  the  Brigadier  General  of  the  Brigade,  or  Colonel  of  the  Regi- 
mac  in  wnofe  Limiu  the  Per(ons  live,  who  clahn  an  Exemption 
by  ftich  Certificate. 
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of  the  continental  loan  office  in  this  State  copies  of  each  subscription 
paper,  and  also  receive  such  sums  of  the  lenders,  lodge  the  same  with 
said  commissioner  of  loan  office,  for  which  they  shall  procure  loan 
office  certificates  in  favour  of  the  lenders,  and  the  same  deliver  over, 
for  which  they  shall  be  allowed  by  this  State  one  quarter  per  cent. 

And  he  it  further  resolved,  That  the  several  persons  herein 
appointed  shall  be  supplied  with  printed  copies  of  the  several  resolu- 
tions of  Congress  respecting  the  continental  loan  offices. 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  at  their  present  session  have 
appointed  Samuel  Bishop  juffi,  Esq'^,  of  New  Haven,  to  open  subscrip- 
tions for  supplying  the  continental  loan  office  in  this  State,  receive  the 
monies  and  lodge  the  same  in  said  office:  Upon  his  request  to  be  re- 
leased therefrom, 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  said  Samuel  Bishop  jun’’.  Esq"",  be 
released  and  David  Austin,  Esq’’,  of  New  Haven  is  hereby  appointed 
in  his  stead. 

Whereas  it  is  important  that  the  battalions  raised  by  this  State  to 
serve  in  the  continental  army  be  speedily  filled  up,  and  the  most  just, 
equitable  and  expeditious  manner  to  compleat  the  same  will  be  for 
each  town  to  raise  the  quota  already  assigned  them  by  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  for  filling  up  said  battalions  on 
the  12^^'  day  of  April  last. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  said  battalions  be  filled  up  by 
voluntary  inlistment  for  the  term  of  three  years,  during  the  war,  or 
/untill  the  first  day  of  January  next.  That  if  a sufficient  number  can- 
not be  inlisted  by  the  20“’  day  of  February  next,  that  the  residue 
shall  be  raised  by  a peremtory  detachment  of  able-bodied  effective 
^ men,  liable  by  law  to  do  military  duty  out  of  this  State,  from  such 
towns  as  have  not  compleated  their  quota  of  men  to  serve  in  some  of 
said  battalions  untill  the  first  day  of  January  next  unless  sooner  dis- 
charged ; which  number  to  be  detached  as  aforesaid  shall  be  appor- 
tioned out  among  the  several  companies  of  alarm  list  and  militia  who 
have  not  compleated  their  quota,  by  the  field  officers  of  the  regiments 
to  which  said  companies  respectively  belong,  regard  being  had  to  the 
number  of  suitable  and  proper  persons  in  each  company  who  have  not 
contributed  their  proportion  towards  filling  up  said  battalions,  in  such 
manner  as  that  perfect  justice  may  be  done  among  said  companies  as 
near  as  possible  according  to  their  best  judgment  and  discretion,  and 
the  commanding  officers  of  said  companies  to  observe  the  same  in 
making  said  particular  detachments  so  that  equal  justice  may  be  done 
among  the  individuals  of  such  companies ; and  in  case  any  persons 
shall  happen  to  be  injured  by  any  such  detachment,  it  shall  be  in  the 
power  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  to  which  such  per- 
son belongs  to  hear  and  determine  the  same,  and  to  give  order  for  a 
new  draught  or  not  as  occasion  shall  require.  And  any  soldier  who 
shall  inlist  to  serve  in  said  battalions  untill  the  first  day  of  January 
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next  shall  receive  as  a bounty  £5  6 8,  and  be  intituled  to  the  same 
wages  and  refreshments  as  the  continental  troops  raised  by  this  State 
receive.  That  if  any  captain  or  commanding  officer  of  any  company 
shall  wilfully  neglect  to  detach  his  quota  of  men  according  to  this  act, 
he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a fine  of  twenty  pounds  for  each  man  he  shall 
neglect  to  detach  of  his  quota,  and  also  be  cashiered ; and  the  colonel 
or  commanding  officer  of  such  regiment  shall  order  and  direct  some 
other  proper  officer  in  his  regiment  to  make  such  detachment  to  fill 
up  such  quota  wanting  until  the  same  be  compleated ; such  fine  to  be 
collected  by  warrant  from  the  brigadier  in  whose  brigade  such  officer 
neglecting  belongs,  and  to  be  disposed  of  for  the  purpose  of  filling  up 
said  battalions.  That  the  commanding  officers  of  companies  shall 
make  return  of  the  names  of  the  soldiers  who  shall  inlist  or  be 
detached  as  aforesaid  from  their  respective  companies,  distinguishing 
such  as  inlist  for  the  several  terms  aforesaid  or  are  detached,  as  also 
the  names  of  all  such  soldiers  as  are  now  in  the  continental  service 
with  the  town  to  which  they  belong,  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
regiment  to  which  they  belong,  respectively,  by  the,  first  day  of  March 
next,  which  commanding  officers  of  regiments  shall  make  return  of 
the  same  to  the  commanding  officers  of  the  respective  brigades  to 
which  they  belong,  by  the  tenth  day  of  March,  who  shall  make  return 
thereof  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  by  the  20“'  day  of  March 
next.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  recruiting  officers  in 
each  brigade,  to  furnish  themselves  with  the  returns  in  their  respect- 
ive brigades  by  applying  therefor  to  their  respective  brigadiers  or  the 
commanding  officer  in  each  regiment,  and  to  cause  said  soldiers  so  in- 
listed  or  detached  to  join  the  army  as  soon  as  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  shall  direct ; and  such  soldier  shall  have  liberty  to  join  any 
company  in  any  battalion  he  shall  choose  that  is  not  full.  And  if  any 
soldier  detached  as  aforesaid  shall  within  ten  days  after  such  detach- 
ment voluntarily  inlist,  he  shall  receive  the  same  bounty  and  encour- 
agement as  those  who  first  inlist.  And  in  case  the  person  so  de- 
tached shall  within  ten  days  after  procure  an  able-bodied  effective 
man  to  inlist  in  his  stead,  the  person  so  inlisting  shall  receive  the 
same  bounty  and  refreshment  as  aforesaid,  and  the  person  so  procur- 
ing him  to  inlist  shall  thereupon  be  discharged.  And  all  persons  'in- 
listed  or  detached  as  aforesaid  and  not  duly  discharged  shall  he  con- 
sidered as  soldiers  duly  engaged  in  the  continental  army  and  treated 
accordingly. 

This  Assembly  taking  into  consideration  an  earnest  recommenda- 
tion of  Congress  to  this  and  the  rest  of  the  United  States  to  procure 
further  supplies  of  cloathing  for  the  comfortable  subsistance  of  the 
officers  and  soldiers  of  the  respective  battalions,  and  judging  it  rea- 
sonable, just  and  necessary,  that  the  same  should  be  complied  with  on 
the  part  of  this  State : 

Be  it  therefore  resolved  and  ordered  hy  the  Governor,  Council  and 
Representatives,  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of 
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for  three  years  or  during  the  war  be  as  follows:  Serjeant,  <£2.  10. 
0;  Gunner,  £3.  12.  0;  Clerk  and  Quarter  Gunner,  <£2.  6.  0;  Cor- 
poral, £2.  6.  0 ; Drum  and  Fife,  £2.  5.  0 ; Private,  £2.  3.  0;  and  also 
a bounty  of  £10.  0,  0,  continental  currency,  to  each.  And  that  their 
polls  respectively  be  exempted  from  the  list  as  mentioned  in  said 
resolve,  and  that  said  wages  be  made  good  and  secured  to  them  either 
in  gold  or  silver  coin  or  continental  bills  or  other  articles  equivalent, 
in  'the  same  way  and  manner  as  is  provided  by  a resolve  passed  at 
this  Assembly  in  behalf  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  serving  in  the  Con- 
necticut Line  of  infantry  in  the  continental  army.

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  company  of  artillery  men  or- 
dered by  this  Assembly  in  January  last,  to  be  raised  for  the  defence 
of  New  London,  be  augmented  to  one  hundred,  and  that  the  officers 
appointed  to  raise  said  company  proceed  to  enlist  and  compleat  said 
company  to  the  number  of  one  hundred  ; and  the  men  so  inlisted  to 
have  the  same  encouragements,  allowances  and  privileges,  as  given  to 
others  raised  for  the  defence  of  the  sea  coast. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  officers  and  soldiers  now  serv- 
ing or  that  may  hereafter  be  commissioned  or  inlist  to  serve  for  three 
years  or  during  the  war  in  the  Connecticut  Line  of  infantry  in  the 
continental  army  who  at  the  time  of  the  expiration  of  their  service 
shall  not  have  received  the  value  of  their  wages  in  articles  of  refresh- 
ment, cloathing  or  other  supplys,  or  in  money  or  other  considerations, 
shall  have  their  wages  secured  and  made  good  to  them  either  in  gold 
or  silver  coin  or  continental  bills  or  other  articles  equivalent,  so  as  to 
make  their  respective  wages  equal  in  value  upon  the  whole  as  though 
the  same  had  been  or  should  be  from  time  to  time  paid  in  gold  or  sil- 
ver as  said  wages  are  affixed  and  stated  by  resolutions  of  Congress  of 
the  16‘*'  of  September  and  eighth  of  October,  1776. 

Whereas  the  Hon'’'®  Congress  by  their  resolve  of  the  month  of 
March  last  have  made  a requisition  that  the  several  States  make  up 
and  compleat  their  respective  battalions  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  by  draughts  or  otherwise  as  they  shall  think  proper,  so  that  the 
quota  of  deficiences  be  ready  to  take  the  field  and  to  march  to  such 
place  as  the  Commander-in-Chief  shall  direct,  without  delay  ; and 
whereas  it  is  the  duty  of  this  State  to  furnish  their  just  quota  of  troops 
for  the  necessary  defence  of  this  and  the  other  United  States  : This 
Assembly,  being  desirous  to  give  proper  encouragement  to  such  as  shall 
voluntarily  inlist  to  serve  in  either  of  the  battalions  raised  in  this 
State  during  the  war  or  untill  the  20th  day  of  March  next : 

Therefore  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  there  be  immediately 
raised  by  voluntary  inlistment  six  hundred  effective  men  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  that  each  able-bodied  and  effective  man  who  shall  on  or 
before  the  third  day  of  May  next  voluntarily  inlist  to  serve  in  either 
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of  said  battalions  during  the  war  shall  receive  the  sum  of  sixty  pounds 
bounty  offered  by  Congress,  and  shall  be  entituled  to  the  same  wages, 
cloathing  and  refreshments,  as  those  in  the  Connecticut  Line  in  the 
army  of  the  United  States  are  entituled  to  have  and  receive ; and 
each  able-bodied  and  effective  man  who  shall  on  or  before  the  third 
day  of  May  next  inlist  to  serve  in  any  of  said  battalions  untill  the 
20th  day  of  March  next  shall  receive  as  a bounty  twenty  pounds  ; and 
have  the  same  wages  and  refreshments  as  the  troops  in  the  continen- 
tal service  now  or  hereafter  have  and  receive. 

And  that  said  recruits  may  he  expeditiously  engaged  in  said  service^ 
it  is  further  resolved,  That  the  commanding  officer  of  each  regiment 
shall  as  soon  as  may  be  issue  orders  to  the  several  commanding  offi- 
cers in  the  trainbands  and  alarm-list  companys  under  their  respective 
commands,  (the  24th  regiment  excepted,)  directing  them  to  inlist 
what  may  remain  now  wanting  of  four  fifths  of  the  number  of  the 
quotas  apportioned  and  assigned  to  the  several  towns  respectively  by 
his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  to  be  ascertained 
and  proportioned  by  such  field  officer  respectively  to  each  town  and 
company,  by  computing  and  substracting  from  each  town’s  quota 
those  already  inlisted  into  and  now  serving  in  said  battalions  for  three 
years  or  during  the  war  and  also  such  as  belong  to  and  are  now  serv- 
ing in  Colonels  Hazen,  Warner,  Samuel  B.  Webb,  and  Sherburn’s 
battalions. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  the  commanding  officer  of  each 
regiment  shall  make  a return  of  the  number  and  names  of  those  who 
shall  inlist  agreeable  to  this  act  in  their  respective  regiments,  and  of 
the  towns  and  companys  to  which  they  belong,  and  the  deficiencys  of 
any  town  in  any  regiment,  to  the  Captain  General  by  the  second 
Thursday  of  May  next,  that  in  case  the  number  of  recruits  to  be 
raised  by  this  act  shall  not  then  be  filled  up  by  voluntary  inlistment 
such  further  steps  may  be  taken  as  may  be  necessary  to  compleat  the 
same. 

It  is  further  resolved.  That  the  military  and  alarm  list  companys 
in  the  town  of  Washington  shall  be  considered  and  allowed  to  the 
respective  towns  to  which  they  belonged  in  apportioning  the  number 
to  be  raised  in  such  other  towns  before  said  town  of  Washington  was 
incorporated,  and  said  companys  in  said  town  of  Washington  shall 
raise  the  same  proportion  of  said  six  hundred  recruits  as  would  have 
been  their  quota  had  they  not  been  set  off.  That  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  be  desired  to  issue  such  proclamation  and  orders  as  he 
shall  judge  proper  to  carry  this  act  into  execution  and  also  direct  the 
manner  in  which  said  recruits  shall  be  collected  and  join  the  army. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  in  future  the  officers,  marines, 
mariners,  and  men  employed  on  board  the  navy  of  this^  State  in  ves- 
sels under  twenty  guns  in  the  service  of  the  State,  be  allowed  the  fol- 
lowing wages  per  calendar  month,  viz  : 
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be  dealt  with  in  the  same  manner  as  they  might  have  been  before  the 
passing  this  act. 

A nd  it  is  further  resolved,  That  all  persons  so  returning,  who  shall 
demean  themselves  as  good  and  faithfull  subjects  to  this  State,  may 
expect  further  favour  as  their  conduct  shall  merit.  And  that  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor  be  and  he  is  hereby  desired  to  issue  a proclama- 
tion accordingly. 

An  Act  for  filling  up  the  Connecticut  Battalions  in  the  Continental  Army. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  (Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  eight 
hundred  able-bodied  recruits  be  immediately  raised  within  this  State 
and  ordered  to  join  the  continental  army. 

And,  to  encourage  a voluntary  inlistment  of  said  recruits,  be  it 
enacted.  That  a premium  or  bounty  of  forty  pounds,  lawfull  money, 
be  paid  to  each  able-bodied  recruit  who  shall  inlist  to  serve  during  the 
continuance  of  the  present  war,  in  addition  to  the  premium  or  bounty 
given  by  Congress;  and  each  man  so  inlisting  shall  be  entituled  to  the 
same  pay,  refreshments  and  family  support,  as  those  in  the  continental 
army  from  this  State. 

And,  if  said  eight  hundred  men  cannot  be  inlisted  upon  the  afore- 
said encouragement  for  and  during  the  time  the  war  shall  continue. 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  a premium 
or  bounty  of  twenty  pounds,  lawfull  money,  be  paid  by  this  State  and 
a uniform  coat  be  given  to  each  effective  man  who  shall  inlist  to  serve 
in  any  of  the  battalions  in  the  continental  army  raised  by  this  State 
untill  the  15th  day  of  January  next,  and  be  entituled  to  the  same  pay, 
refreshment  and  family  support  during  the  term  of  his  service,  as 
soldiers  in  the  army  by  law  are. 

And,  provided  the  aforesaid  encouragement  should  not  be  attended 
with  the  desired  success  and  said  eight  hundred  men  should  not  inlist 
voluntarily  at  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  July  next. 

Be  it  further  enacted.  That  peremtory  draughts  shall  be  made 
from  the  several  companies  of  light-horse  of  this  State  by  the  proper 
officer  or  officers,  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  effective  men  to  serve  untill 
the  15th  day  of  January  next,  in  the  continental  army,  either  in  the 
regiments  of  light-dragoons  commanded  by  Colo.  Sheldon  or  either  of 
the  foot  battalions  raised  by  this  State  at  their  election,  they  furnish- 
ing their  own  horses,  arms  and  accoutrements,  who  serve  in  the  cav- 
alry. 

Provided  always.  That  all  troopers  that  shall  inlist  or  be  drafted 
from  the  troop,  agreeable  to  this  act,  and  shall  serve  with  the  cavalry 
in  the  continental  army,  shall  be  entituled  to  receive  the  continental 
allowance  and  pay  given  to  the  cavalry  beyond  what  is  granted  by  this 
act  to  the  infantry. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  perem- 
tory draughts  be  made  from  the  foot  militia  to  fill  up  or  compleat  the 
quota  hereafter  affixed  to  each  town  in  this  State,  to  serve  untill  the 
15th  day  of  January  next  in  such  company s of  the  Connecticut  Line 
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in  the  continental  army  which  are  not  full  as  they  shall  chuse,  and 
that  each  man  so  drafted  or  detached,  either  from  the  troops  of  horse 
or  foot  militia,  shall  have  and  receive  the  same  pay,  refreshments  and 
family  support,  during  their  term  of  service,  as  those  are  entituled  to 
who  belong  to  the  array. 

. Provided^  That  all  those  not  belonging  to  the  troops  of  horse  who 
shall  inlist  in  the  several  towns  shall  be  accounted  as  part  of  the 
annexed  Quota  of  each  town  respectively  :

And  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  are  authorized  to  make 
and  give  all  necessary  appointments  and  orders  relative  to  inlisting 
officers,  money  to  pay  the  premiums,  cloathing,  places  of  rendezvous 
for  such  inlisted  and  detached  men,  and  directions  respecting  such 
detachments,  and  any  regulations  proper  and  necessary  to  carry  the 
provisions  of  the  foregoing  act  into  full  and  speedy  execution. 


An  Act  for  raising'  two  Regiments  of  Men  for  the  Defence  of  this  State. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Ciovernor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  there 
shall  be  forthwith  raised  by  voluntary  inlistment  two  regiments  of 
men,  for  the  defence  of  the  sea  coasts  and  frontiers  of  this  State  and 
to  prevent  the  incursions  and  depredations  of  the  enemy,  to  consist  of 
five  hundred  and  twenty  men  each,  exclusive  of  commissioned  officers, 
and  each  regiment  composed  of  eight  companies,  to  be  commanded  by 
one  lieutenant  colonel  commandant,  and  one  major,  each  company  to 
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An  Act  for  regulating  the  Choice  of  Delegates  to  represent  this  State  in  the 

Congress  of  the  United  States. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Grovernor,  Council  and  Representatives^  in 
(xeneral  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
freemen  in  the  several  towns  in  this  State,  on  the  day  when  they 
give  in  their  votes  for  the  nomination  of  the  Hon'’‘®  Council  of  the 
State  in  September  annually,  shall  prepare  and  give  in  also  in  like 
manner  their  votes  or  suffrages  not  exceeding  twelve  each  for  such 
gentlemen  as  they  shall  choose  to  represent  the  State  as  Delegates  in 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  the  next  year ; and  the  votes  be- 
ing returned  to  the  General  Assembly  in  October  shall  be  sorted  and 
counted,  and  those  who  stand  highest  in  nomination  to  the  number  of 
twelve  shall  be  declared  and  published  to  stand  in  nomination  for 
election  in  May  following,  whereof  the  freemen  at  their  annual  meet- 
ing in  April  shall  proceed  to  choose  seven  Delegates ; and  on  the  day 
of  the  general  election  by  sorting  and  counting  the  votes  returned  the 
same  shall  be  determined,  whereof  any,  not  exceeding  four  nor  less 
than  two,  to  attend  as  Members  6f  Congress  in  behalf  and  at  the  ex- 
pence of  this  State. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  the  Dele- 
gates from  this  State,  whether  chosen  in  manner  aforesaid  or  by  the 
General  Assembly  as  hereafter  provided,  shall  be  accountable  and  an- 
swerable to  this  Assembly  for  their  conduct  from  time  to  time,  and 
be  liable  to  be  recalled  in  case  said  Assembly  shall  judge  fit. 

Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Delegates  so  chosen  shall  enter 
upon  their  offices  on  the  first  Monday  of  November  next  ensuing  their 
election,  and  continue  in  the  same  for  the  term  of  one  year  thence  next 
ensuing.  Always  provided,  that  Delegates  may  be  chosen  by  the 
General  Assembly  to  represent  this  State  in  Congress  untill  their  places 
may  be  supplied  in  the  manner  in  this  act  directed,  any  thing  in  this 
act  before  contained  notwithstanding. 

Provided  always.  That  in  case  of  death,  resignation,  refusal  or 
revocation,  the  General  Assembly  may  supply  such  vacancy  as  may 
so  happen. 

See  in  general 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  a Law  of  this  State  entituled  An  Act  for  forming  and 
regulating  the  Militia  and  the  Encouragement  of  Military  Skill 
for  the  better  Defence  of  this  Colony. 

Whereas  it  is  of  great  importance  that  returns  be  duly  made,  and 
that  peremtory  drafts  when  ordered  be  effectually  attended  to,  as 
also  that  all  inlisted  and  belonging  to  the  troops  of  horse  be  com- 
pleatly  equipped ; for  the  enforcing  of  which  sufficient  provision  has 
not  by  law  been  heretofore  made. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Grovernor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  when 
the  captain  or  commanding  officer  of  any  company  of  alarm  list,  or 
militia,  or  troop  of  horse  within  this  State,  by  force  of  laws  now  in 
being  or  any  orders  which  may  hereafter  be  given  him  by  his  superior 
officer,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  a return  as  required  to  the 
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commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  to  which  he  belongs,  every  such 
disobedient  officer  for  that  neglect  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  treas- 
ury of  the  county  to  which  he  belongs  the  sum  of  thirty  pounds,  law- 
full  money ; and  if  any  colonel  or  commanding  officer  of  any  regiment 
of  militia  or  troop  of  horse  within  this  State  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
make  such  return  of  his  regiment  as  he  now  is  or  shall  be  by  legal 
authority  required  to  do,  such  disobedient  officer  shall  forfeit  to  the 
treasury  of  this  State  the  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds,  lawfull  money ; 
and  if  any  brigadier  general  of  the  militia  or  colonel  commandant  of 
the  troop  of  horse  within  this  State  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make 
return  of  the  state  of  his  brigade  or  command,  as  he  now  is  or  here- 
after by  lawful],  authority  shall  be  required  to  do,  every  such  brigadier 
general  or  commandant  so  neglecting  or  refusing  shall  forfeit  a pen- 
alty of  two  hundred  pounds,  lawfull  money,  to  the  treasury  of  this 
State.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regi- 
ment to  which  said  neglecting  captain  or  chief  officer  of  the  company 
or  troop  of  horse  belongs,  to  make  return  to  the  State  attorney  in  the 
same  county,  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  brigade,  or  colonel  commandant  of  the  troop  of  horse,  to  which 
said  neglecting  colonel  or  chief  officer  of  the  regiment  or  troop  of 
horse  belongs,  to  make  return  to  the  State  attorney  in  the  same 
oounty,  which  returns  or  a certificate  from  the  captain  general  of  the 
neglect  or  disobedience  of  any  brigadier  general  or  commanding  officer 
of  brigade  or  troop  of  horse  shall  be  admitted  as  evidence  of  such 
neglect  or  refusal  on  any  tryal  relative  thereto,  which  attorney  shall 
inform  against  and  prosecute  such  neglecting  officers  before  the  court 
in  the  same  county  to  full  effect. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  whenever 
after  any  peremptory  draft  shall  be  made  upon  the  militia,  alarm  list, 
or  troop  of  horse  within  this  State,  and  notice  thereof  he  given  to  the 
drafted  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier  or  horseman,  and  he  be 
directed  to  march  and  join  any  corps  in  the  service  of  this  or  the 
United  States,  that  if  such  draited  man  shall  refuse  to  obey  such 
-direction  or  shall  endeavour  to  make  his  escape,  all  reasonable  expence 
in  removing,  seeking  after  or  guarding  such  drafted  man,  shall  be 
borne  and  sustained  by  him,  except  such  person  drafted  as  aforesaid 
shall  have  a just  and  reasonable  excuse,  and  on  application  made  to 
the  captain  general,  major  general,  brigadier  general,  or  the  colonel 
of  the  regiment,  or  major  of  the  troop  of  horse,  from  which  the 
detachment  is  made,  and  such  excuse  shall  be  so  adjudged,  and  the 
person  so  applying  be  released  therefrom.  And  any  one  of  the  field 
officers  of  the  regiment  to  which  such  person  shall  belong  may  and 
is  hereby  impowered  to  tax  all  reasonable  costs  for  the  service  and 
subsistence  of  such  guards  or  pursuers  against  such  offender,  and 
upon  such  bill  so  taxed,  either  two  of  the  field  officers  of  the  same 
regiment  may  issue  their  warrant  directed  to  the  clerk  of  the  company 
or  troop  of  horse  to  which  such  offender  belongs,  impowering  and 
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directing  him  to  levy  and  collect  such  bill  of  expence  out  of  the  goods, 
chattels  or  estate  of  such  offender  at  any  time  afterwards,  and  the 
same  to  dispose  of  according  to  law,  and  to  those  to  whom  the  same 
shall  be  due. 

And  he  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  if  any 
captain  of  the  troop  of  horse  within  this  State  shall,  after  the  term  of 
one  month  next  after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly,  hold  within  his 
roll  and  company  and  neglect  to  certify  to  the  captain  of  the  company 
where  such  man  lives,  any  man  not  equipped  and  furnished  according 
to  the  provision  and  intention  of  law,  such  captain  shall  for  that 
offence  forfeit  the  sum  of  thirty  pounds,  lawfull  money  ; and  for  every 
month’s  neglect  afterwards  a like  forfeiture  with  an  increase  of  ten 
pounds  for  each  month:  one  half  of  which  forfeitures  shall  be  to  him 
who  shall  prosecute  the  same  to  effect,  and  the  other  half  to  the 
treasury  of  the  county  in  which  such  captain  shall  dwell. 

And  he  it  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  if  any  person  in 
this  State  shall  at  any  time  after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly  inlist 
into  any  of  the  troops  of  horse  in  this  State,  which  exceeds  forty  men, 
officers  included,  at  the  time  of  such  inlistment,  he  shall  be  liable  to  do 
duty  in  the  company  where  he  did  belong  at  the  time  of  such  inlist- 
ment, and  be  liable  to  all  military  drafts  and  duty,  such  inlistment 
notwithstanding. 

An  Act  to  prevent  Sharping'  and  Engrossing. 

Whereas  there  are  divers  persons  of  this  and  the  other  States  who- 
make  it  a practice  to  go  from  place  to  place  purchasing  and  endeav- 
ouring to  purchase  cattle  and  every  other  kind  of  provision,  for  no 
other  purpose  but  to  make  extravagant  gain,  and  thereby  are  con- 
stantly raising  the  price  of  every  article  of  provision,  tending  to  dis- 
tress the  poor,  prevent  seasonable  supplies  for  the  army,  and  to 
enhance  the  price  to  the  purchasing  commissary s,  to  depreciate  the 
public  credit,  and  taking  occasion  of  the  present  calamitous  war 
increase  the  distress,  co-operate  with  the  enemy  therein,  and  have 
proved  the  greatest  pests  to  society : To  put  a final  stop  to  such  per- 
nicious practices. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  G-overnor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  no 
person  or  persons  whatever,  during  the  present  war,  (except  persons 
duly  impowered  to  purchase  for  this  or  the  United  States  and  produc- 
ing a certificate  thereof  in  writing,  or  having  obtained  a permit  there- 
for from  his  Excellency  the  Governor,)  shall  hereafter  purchase  in 
this  State  any  pork,  beef,  grain,  meal  or  flour,  unless  it  be  necessary 
and  ordinary  supplies  for  the  use  and  consumption  of  his  or  her  own 
family,  tavern  or  victualling-house,  or  necessary  stores  for  his  or  her 
vessell  bound  to  sea,  nor  any  horn-cattle,  unless  to  stock  his  or  her 
own  farm,  or  to  fat  thereon,  or  to  work  and  perform  his  or  her  ordin- 
ary service,  except  butchers  purchasing  to  kill  and  sell  out  by  retail,. 
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by  engaging  and  re-inlisting  such  of  the  soldiers  now  in  service  who 
are  not  already  inlisted  during  the  war,  or  any  others,  and  to  pay  to 
each  recruit  he  may  so  engage  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars 
in  addition  to  the  sum  allowed  by  Congress  as  a bounty,  taking  his  re- 
ceipt for  the  same;  and  he  is  further  directed  to  make  return  of  the 
number  of  men  he  may  so  engage,  with  the  towns  to  which  they 
respectively  belong,  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor  by  the  first  day  of 
April  next,  and  render  an  account  to  this  Assembly  in  May  next 
of  his  doings  and  of  the  sums  he  may  so  lay  out  or  expend  as  aforesaid. 

And  it  is  further  resolved^  That  the  Treasurer,  from  time  to  time 
as  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  may  direct  the  Committee  of 
Pay-Table,  do  deliver  to  the  several  recruiting  officers  in  this  State, 
upon  order  drawn  upon  him  for  that  purpose  by  said  committee  such 
sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  inlisting  recruits  to  fill  up  said  bat- 
talions, to  be  charged  to  such  recruiting  officers  and  for  which  they 
shall  account. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  the  several  recruiting  officers 
herein  mentioned  be  and  they  are  hereby  severally  directed  to  make 
returns  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of  all  such  persons  whom  they 
shall  have  inlisted  with  their  names  and  the  towns  and  companies  to 
which  they  respectively  belong  by  the  first  day  of  April  next. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  an  act  and  resolve  of  laying  an 
embargo  on  certain  articles  of  provision  and  other  things  therein 
mentioned,  passed  by  this  Assembly  in  May,  1778,  be  forthwith 
printed,  published  and  distributed,  for  the  information  and  use  of  the 
inhabitants  of  this  State,  in  like  manner  as  the  laws  of  the  said  State 
usually  are. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  have  resolved  to  raise  eighteen  hundred 
men  for  the  recruiting  the  several  battalions  of  this  State  in  the  con- 
tinental army,  and  for  the  encouragement  to  such  who  shall  inlist 
in  said  service  during  the  war  have  granted  such  encouragement  as 
they  have  thought  just  and  reasonable,  and  have  ordered  returns  to  be 
made  to  the  Governor  of  all  such  persons  who  shall  inlist  with 
the  names  and  places  of  their  abode  by  the  first  day  of  April  next: 
but  notwithstanding  the  encouragements  aforesaid,  it  may  so  happen 
that  there  may  be  a considerable  deficiency  in  the  number  requisite  to 
fill  up  said  battalions,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Governor  with  his  Council  of  Safety  be  and  \ 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered,  to  order  such  deficiency  to 
be  made  up  and  compleated  by  peremtory  detachment  after  said  first 
day  of  April  next:  such  persons  so  detached  to  serve  for  a term  , 
not  exceeding  nine  months,  wherein  respect  shall  be  had  as  near  as  / 
may  be  to  the  numbers  that  shall  have  been  furnished  by  each  town 
for  continental  service  during  the  war  to  the  number  that  may  be  es- 
timated their  true  and  just  proportion.  Such  detachments  to  be 
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apportioned  and  ordered  accordingly,  and  that  all  such  persons  who- 
may  be  detached  for  the  service  aforesaid,  and  who  shall  actually  in 
consequence  thereof  go  into  the  service,  shall  be  entituled  to  the  same 
wages,  refreshments  and  allowances,  and  in  having  the  same  made 
good  in  equity  during  their  continuance  in  service  as  aforesaid,  as  are 
allowed  to  the  continental  soldiers  enlisted  from  this  State.  And  tho 
Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  are  hereby  further  authorized,  if  ne- 
cessity requires  to  fill  up  the  number  recommended  by  Congress, 
to  allow  such  bounty  as  they  shall  judge  reasonable  to  such  as  shall 
voluntarily  enlist  to  fill  up  said  battalions  for  the  said  term  of  nine 
months. 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  at  their  sessions  in 
May  last,  ordered  that  eight  hundred  of  the  militia  of  this  State 
should  be  raised  by  inlistment  or  detachment,  to  join  the  continental 
army  and  serve  under  continental  officers  in  the  Connecticut  Line  in 
said  army  till  the  15th  day  of  January  then  next,  and  that  said 
recruits  so  inlisted  or  detached  should  be  allowed  the  same  pay,  refresh- 
ments and  family  support  during  the  term  of  their  service  as  those  are 
entituled  to  who  belonged  to  the  continental  army  and  the  term  of 
their  service  is  now  expired. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  Colo.  John  Chandler  be  and  he  is 
hereby  appointed  and  directed,  to  repair  to  the  continental  army  and 
there  procure  copies  of  the  pay-rolls  by  which  said  militia  recruits  re- 
ceive their  pay  out  of  the  continental  chest,  and  from  such  rolls 
to  make  out  a general  pay-abstract  for  the  whole  of  said  recruits,  tak- 
ing for  a rule  of  discount  the  difference  of  the  value  of  money  which 
the  committee  of  this  Assembly  for  settling  with  the  army  have  or 
may  adopt  between  the  time  of  the  inlistment  of  the  continental  army 
and  the  first  of  January  instant,  having  first  made  application  to  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table  for  accounts  of  all  supplies  furnished  the  fami- 
lies of  said  recruits  during  their  said  service,  and  also  to  the  committee 
of  this  State  now  making  a settlement  with  the  army  committee  for  a 
rule  by  which  the  said  detached  men  shall  be  charged  with  the 
amount  of  refreshments  supplied  to  them  by  this  State  while  in 
the  service,  and  in  making  up  said  pay-abstract  to  deduct  such  supplies, 
refreshments  and  continental  wages  so  received  from  their  respect- 
ive wages,  particularly  noticing  in  said  pay-abstract  the  town  to  which 
said  recruits  severally  belong,  and  the  same  when  compleated  to  lodge 
with  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table,  who  shall  draw  therefor  in  favour 
of  the  colonel  of  the  regiment  of  foot  or  major  of  the  regiment  of 
horse  to  which  said  recruits  belong  when  at  home,  taking  his  receipt 
therefor,  who  shall  pay  over  the  same  to  said  recruits  according  to 
said  pay-abstract  and  take  their  receipts  therefor  and  lodge  them  with 
the  Committee  of  Pay-Table.  Said  Colo.  Chandler  making  up  said 
pay-abstract  shall  allow  to  the  cavalry  one  fourth  part  more  than  the- 
wages  of  the  infantry;  and  the  Committee  of  Pay -Table  on  their 
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such  ahatements  to  the  amount  in  the  whole  of  the  one  twentieth  part 
of  such  town’s  quota  of  the  taxes  laid  the  present  sessions  on  the  list  of 
1779  of  four  pence  on  the  pound  payable  on  the  first  of  August  next 
and  of  six  pence  on  the  pound  payable  the  first  January  next  in  the 
same  way  and  manner  as  has  heretofore  been  usual  in  like  cases. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  the  ofiicers  and  privates  belonging 
to  any  of  the  troops  of  horse  in  this  State  who  shall  hereafter  be  called 
into  public  service  as  dragoons  shall  be  allowed  the  same  rations  or 
subsistance  money  as  is  allowed  to  the  militia  of  this  State,  and  for 
their  horses  twenty  pounds  weight  of  hay  and  four  quarts  of  oats  per 
diem,  when  not  fed  on  grass  and  when  fed  on  grass  four  quarts  of  oats 
per  diem;  and  shall  also  have  and  receive  out  of  the  public  treasury 
in  lawfull  money  or  bills  emitted  by  this  State  since  the  month  of 
February  last  the  following  wages  and  allowance  for  each  month  while 
in  actual  service,  viz:  A major  £12  10s.,  captain  £7  10,  a lieutenant  £6 
5,  a cornet  £5,  quarter-master  £5,  corporal  £2  15,  trumpeter  £2  13,  each 
private  £2  10. 

Whereas  a requisition  has  been  made  on  this  State  by  the  Hon*^'® 
Committee  of  Congress  and  by  his  Excellency  General  Washington,  as 
appears  by  their  letters  of  the  second  of  June  1780,  for  2520  men  of  the 
militia  of  this  State  to  co-operate  with  the  army  of  the  United  States 
for  the  term  of  three  months  from  and  after  the  15th  day  of  July  next 
if  necessary,  a full  compliance  with  which  appears  to  this  Assembly 
necessary  for  the  public  good:  Therefore, 

It  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  2520  able-bodied  effective  men 
of  the  militia  of  this  State,  rank  and  file,  to  be  formed  into  five  regi- 
ments,  he  forthwith  raised  in  the  several  brigades  of  militia  in  the  fol- 
lowing proportions,  viz:  371  for  the  first  brigade,  to  be  formed  into 
six  companies  of  62  men  each;  533  from  the  second  brigade,  to  be 
formed  into  eight  companies  of  66  men  each;  341  from  the  third 
brigade,  to  be  formed  into  5 companies  of  68  men  each;  496  from  the 
4th  brigade,  to  he  formed  into  8 companies  of  62  men  each;  378  from 
the  fifth  brigade,  to  he  formed  into  6 companies  of  64  men  each;  401 
from  the  6th  brigade  to  be  formed  into  7 companies  of  58  men  each. 
That  each  of  said  companies  be  furnished  with  one  drum  and  fife  and 
officered  with  one  captain,  one  lieutenant,  one  ensign  and  four  serjeants, 
to  be  designated  from  the  several  brigades  where  the  same  are  raised, 
except  where  there  are  a field  officer  or  officers  who  are  respectively  to 
command  companies  in  the  room  and  stead  of  a captain;  that  there 
he  appointed  one  lieutenant-colonel  in  the  first  brigade,  one  lieutenant- 
colonel  and  one  major  in  the  second  brigade,  one  lieutenant-colonel  in 
the  third  brigade,  one  lieutenant-colonel  and  one  major  in  the  4th 
brigade,  two  majors  in  the  5th  brigade,  and  one  lieutenant-colonel  and 
one  major  in  the  6th  brigade.  That  three  companies  from  the  5th 
brigade  joined  to  5 companies  of  the  first  brigade  make  one  regiment 
to  he  commanded  by  the  lieutenant-colonel  in  the  first  brigade  and  one 
of  the  majors  in  the  5th  brigade;  that  the  8 companies  in  the  second 
brigade  he  a regiment  under  the  lieutenant-colonel  and  major  in  said 
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brigade;  that  the  remaining  three  companies  in  the  5th  brigade  be 
joined  to  the  5 companies  in  the  third  brigade  and  be  a regiment  to 
be  commanded  by  the  lieutenant-colonel  in  the  third  brigade  and  one 
of  the  majors  in  the  5th;  that  the  8 companies  in  the  -ith  brigade  be  a 
regiment  under  the  command  of  the  lieutenant-colonel  and  major  in 
said  brigade;  and  that  the  7 companies  in  the  6th  brigade  and  one 
company  from  the  first  brigade  be  a regiment  under  the  command  of 
the  lieutenant-colonel  and  major  in  said  Gth  brigade.  That  the  com- 
manding officers  of  said  regiments  a]ipoint  the  adjutants  and  quarter- 
masters for  said  regiments  out  of  the  subaltern  officers  of  the  line. 
'Fhat  each  adjutant  shall  have  an  additional  pay  of  three  pounds  per 
month,  and  each  quartc'r-master  of  tv'o  pounds  ten  shillings.  The 
vdiole  to  be  under  the  command  of  one  brigadier  general.  That  his 
/Excellency  the  Captain  General  be  and  he  is  hereby  desired  to  give 
the  necessary  orders  to  the  brigadiers  general  of  the  respective  brigades 
for  the  apportioning,  inlisting  or,  if  need  be,  detaching,  officering, 

^ arming,  equipping  and  marching  said  men  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing the  provisions  of  this  resolve  into  execution.  That  the  said  regi- 
iiu  ats  so  ordered  to  be  raised  be  ordered  to  march  and  rendezvous  at 
Ihmbury  by  the  15th  day  of  July  next,  or  such  other  place  as  the 
Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  shall  direct,  from  thence  to  proceed 
on  the  orders  of  General  Washington,  and  to  continue  in  service  for 
the  term  of  three  months  from  the  time  of  their  arrival  at  the  place 
of  their  destination  unless  sooner  discharged.  That  all  such  able- 
bodied  effective  men  who  shall  by  the  5th  day  of  July  next  voluntarily 
inlist  into  said  service  shall  he  entituled  to  receive  as  a bounty  the 
sum  of  three  pounds,  lawfull  money,  in  bills  of  credit  of  this  State. 
That  such  as  arm  and  equip  themselves  with  a good  firelock,  blanket, 
knapsack  and  cartouch-box,  shall  be  entituled  to  receive  therefor  the 
following  bounties,  viz:  for  a firelock  12s.,  for  a blanket  12s.,  for  a 
knapsack  3s.,  and  for  a cartouch-box  3s.,  lawfull  money  aforesaid. 
And  that  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  within  this  State  be  and 
they  are  hereby  directed  to  furnish  such  of  the  troops  hereby  ordered 
to  bo  raised  belonging  to  their  respective  towns  as  are  unable  to 
furnish  themselves;  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  arms,  blankets, 
knapsacks  and  cartouch-boxes  supplyed  by  the  selectmen  shall  be  allowed 
the  same  bounty  for  the  use  of  each  as  in  the  case  of  the  soldier  who 
shall  furnish  himself  as  abovesaid. 

I .Uid  it  is  further  resolved,  That  in  case  the  full  complement  of  men 
herein  ordered  to  be  raised  shall  not  be  compleated  by  inli.stment  by  the 
said  fifth  day  of  July  the  remainder  to  make  up  said  complement  shall 
be  raised  by  peremptory  detachment  of  such  able-bodied  effective  men 
yas  are  by  law  liable  to  do  duty  out  of  this  State;  and  all  such  persons 
so  detached  as  aforesaid  who  shall  inlist  within  three  days  after  such 
detachment  for  the  term  aforesaid  shall  be  entituled  to  two-thirds  of 
the  bounty  aforesaid. 

AVhereas  the  time  limited  for  filling  up  by  inlistments  the  two 
battalions  now  raising  for  the  defence  of  this  State  and  parts  adjacent 
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is  now  expired  and  also  doubts  having  arisen  when  their  pay  com- 
menced, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  time  for  recruiting  said  two 
battalions  be  further  lengthened  out  to  the  15th  day  of  June  1780,  and 
that  a proper  number  of  officers  be  permitted  to  tarry  behind  for  said 
purpose  untill  the  15th  day  of  June. 

Also  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  wages  or  pay  of  said  two 
battalions  commence  at  the  time  of  engaging  in  said  service,  and  that 
the  regiment  not  already  allowed  be  allowed  and  provided  with  a 
baggage-waggon. 

Whereas  it  is  necessary  that  the  two  regiments  ordered  to  be  raised 
for  the  defence  of  this  State  should  be  immediately  compleated. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  effec- 
tive men  be  drafted  from  the  second  brigade,  and  one  hundred  and 
ninety-two  effective  men  be  drafted  from  the  sixth  brigade  by  peremp- 
tory detachment  to  serve  in  said  regiments  under  the  command  of  Lt. 
Colo.  Levi  Wells  and  Lieut.  Colo.  Bezaleel  Bebee  for  two  months  after 
they  shall  join  said  regiments.  And  that  if  any  man  so  detached  shall 
voluntarily  inlist  into  either  of  said  regiments  by  the  fifteenth  day  of 
June  next,  he  shall  be  entituled  to  the  same  bounty  and  subsistance  as 
is  by  law  already  provided.  That  returns  be  made  of  the  number  of 
men  which  shall  be  inlisted  or  detached  into  said  regiments  by  the  15th 
day  of  June  next,  distinguishing  between  such  as  have  inlisted  or  been 
detached  as  aforesaid,  and  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  this  State 
with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  be  desired  and  impowered  to 
order  drafts  to  be  made  from  time  to  time  by  peremptory  detachments 
of  a number  of  effective  men  sufficient  to  keep  said  regiments  full  ac- 
cording to  their  legal  establishment  to  serve  two  months  after  they  shall 
join  said  regiments  and  no  longer.  That  the  Commander-in-Chief 
be  desired  to  carry  the  designs  of  this  act  into  the  most  speedy  and 
effectual  execution,  and  that  certain  and  effectual  measures  be  adopted 
by  him  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  to  furnish  said  troops 
with  provision  and  ammunition.  That  every  brigadier  general  or  other 
officer  directed  to  make  such  detachment  shall  designate  and  appoint 
some  proper  officer  or  officers  to  collect  and  conduct  such  detachment  as 
he  shall  be  ordered  to  make  to  join  said  regiments,  according  as  he 
shall  be  directed.  That  one  company  of  light  dragoons  completely 
equipped  be  drafted  by  peremptory  detachment  from  such  regiment  or 
regiments  as  the  Commander-in-Chief  shall  direct,  to  serve  two  months 
after  they  shall  join  the  troops  stationed  upon  the  southwestern  frontier 
of  this  State;  and  that  his  Excellency  be  desired  and  impowered  as 
he  shall  see  occasion  to  order  from  time  to  time  peremptory  detach- 
ments of  one  company  of  light  dragoons  to  serve  by  rotation  on  such 
western  frontier  for  a tour  of  two  months  as  aforesaid. 


An  Act  for  filling-  up  the  Connecticut  Battalions  in  the  Continental  Army. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  fif- 
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The  Gentlemen  nominated  by  the  votes  of  the  Freemen  of  this  State  to  stand 
for  iiiiection  in  May  next  Las]  Delegates  in  Congress  of  the  United 
States  of  America  for  tne  Year  A.  Dom.  17al,  as  sent  in  to 
this  present  General  Assembly  are  as  follow,  viz;

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  there  be  a tax  of  one  shilling  on 
the  pound  laid  upon  the  list  of  1779,  to  be  paid  by  the  first  day  of 
Eebruary  next  in  gold  and  silver,  bills  of  credit  issuing  under  the 
authority  of  this  State,  or  old  continental  money  at  the  exchange  of 
forty  for  one,  for  the  payment  of  the  debts  due  from  this  State.  That 
the  orders  which  already  have  or  hereafter  shall  before  said  first  day 
of  February  be  drawn  agreeable  to  law  for  the  debts  due  from  this 
State  shall  be  received  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  several  collectors  in 
payment  of  any  of  the  taxes  laid  by  this  Assembly  on  the  said  list  of 
1779.  And  that  any  person  or  persons  who  have  any  of  the  State  notes 
given  for  monies  loaned  to  this  State  may  bring  the  same  to  the  Treas- 
urer who  is  hereby  directed  to  settle  and  adjust  the  interest  due  thereon 
agreeable  to  the  scale  of  depreciation  adopted  by  this  Assembly  and 
give  a certificate  therefor,  endorsing  the  same  on  said  State  notes, 
which  certificates  shall  be  received  in  payment  of  any  of  said  taxes 
laid  by  this  Assembly  on  said  list  of  1779.  And  that  there  be  the 
usual  abatement  of  a twentieth  part  of  said  tax.

All  Act  for  filling  up  and  completing  this  State’s  Quota  of  the  Continental  Army. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  there 
be  forthwith  raised  within  this  State  four  thousand  two  hundred  and 
forty-eight  able-bodied  effective  men,  including  non-commissioned 
otficers  and  privates,  to  serve  during  the  war  or  three  years,  including 
those  already  in  service  from  this  State  (and  which  are  accounted  as 
a part  of  this  State’s  quota  in  the  continental  army.)  And  that  the 
whole  number  aforesaid  be  apportioned  out  to  each  town  within  this 
State,  excepting  the  town  of  Greenwich,  according  to  the  grand  list 
for  the  year  1779,  exclusive  of  the  increase  on  the  fourfold  assessments, 
each  town  having  credit  for  such  number  of  men  as  they  now  have  in 
service  for  either  of  said  terms. 

/ And  be  it  further  enacted,  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the 
/ several  towns  within  this  State  shall  forthwith  choose  a committee  who 
shall  divide  all  the  inhabitants  thereof,  who  give  in  a list  or  are 
included  in  any  militia  roll,  either  of  the  trainband,  alarm  list  or 
companies  of  horse,  into  as  many  classes  according  to  their  list  as  such 
y town  shall  be  deficient  in  number  of  men,  and  each  of  said  classes  shall 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  next  procure  a good  able-bodied 
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effective  recruit  to  serve  during  tlie  war  or  for  three  years  unless  such 
towns  shall  in  some  other  way  procure  the  whole  number  of  men  to  be 
by  them  raised  as  aforesaid  and  that  in  case  any  one  or  more  of  said 
classes  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  procure  their  recruits  by  the  time 
limited  as  aforesaid,  such  town  is  hereby  fully  authorized  and 
impowered  to  hire  such  recruit  for  each  of  said  neglecting  classes  and 
may  assess  said  class  or  the  several  neglecting  individuals  thereof 
according  to  their  several  lists  for  the  year  1779,  except  such  of  them 
as  had  no  list  in  such  town  for  that  year,  who  shall  be  assessed 
according  to  their  list  for  the  year  1780,  double  the  sum  which  such 
town  shall  give  to  hire  said  recruit,  and  the  several  town  collectors,  or 
such  other  persons  as  shall  by  said  town  be  appointed  for  that  purpose, 
are  hereby  fully  authorized  and  impowered  by  distress  or  otherwise  to 
collect  said  assessment';  and  that  each  and  every  town  that  shall  neglect 
to  raise  their  whole  quota  of  men  by  the  20th  day  of  February  next 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  as  a penalty  for 
such  neglect,  double  the  sum  it  shall  cost  upon  an  average  to  procure 
a recruit  for  each  and  every  deficiency. 

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  each  town  shall  receive  out  of  the 
treasury  of  this  State  thirty  pounds  in  bills  of  credit  issuing  out  under 
the  authority  of  this  State  for  each  able-bodied  effective  recruit  which 
they  shall  procure  to  inlist  as  aforesaid  and  be  mustered  by  the  com- 
manding officer  of  their  respective  regiments,  which  sum  shall  by  said 
town  be  paid  over  to  such  class  as  shall  procure  such  recruit,  or 
otherwise  as  the  case  may  be,  and  that  every  recruit  shall  be  accounted 
part  of  the  quota  of  the  town  to  which  he  belongs  unelss  such  town 
hath  obtained  its  full  complement. 

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  such  recruits,  inlisted  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  entituled  to  the  same  wages,  refreshments,  family  supports  and 
emoluments  whatsoever,  as  those  already  engaged  in  the  Connecticut 
Line  of  the  continental  army  are  entituled  to  have  and  receive,  and  the 
several  towns  in  this  State,  by  their  selectmen  or  otherwise,  shall 
procure  for  each  recruit  they  are  hereby  ordered  to  raise  a good 
blanket  and  cause  the  same  to  be  apprized  % judicious  men  under  oath, 
an  account  of  which  being  duly  certified  to  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  shall  entitle  them  to  orders  for  payment  out  of  the  publick 
treasury.  And  the  Captain  General  is  hereby  desired  to  issue  from 
time  to  time  the  necessary  orders  for  mustering,  marching  and  for- 
warding the  recruits  so  inlisted  to  the  army,  who  shall  have  liberty  to 
join  any  regiment  or  company  of  foot  of  the  Connecticut  Line  not 
compleated  to  their  full  complement  of  men  at  their  election. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  the  several  towns  in  this  State  do 
proceed  immediately  to  fill  up  and  recruit  their  several  quotas  of 
the  continental  army  according  to  the  directions  and  provisions  of  an 
act  passed  by  this  Assembly  in  their  present  session  for  that  purpose, 
taking  for  their  rule  the  whole  number  assigned  to  them  respectively 
by  this  Assembly,  each  tovtm  having  liberty  to  credit  themselves  and 
deduct  therefrom  such  numbers  as  they  have  already  engaged  and 
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serving  in  the  continental  army,  whose  term  shall  not  expire  before  the 
first  of  March  next,  and  make  an  exact  retnrn  of  the  numbers  and 
names  of  the  persons  they  shall  so  deduct  to  this  Assembly  at  their 
next  meeting,  on  penalty  of  being  doomed  in  such  numbers  as  this 
Assembly  shall  judge  just : Provided  nevertheless,  that  if  any  town 

shall  have  made  any  mistakes  the  same  shall  be  corrected  by  the  return 
which  his  Excellency  the  Governor  is  desired  to  obtain  from  the  army, 
or  such  equitable  rule  as  this  Assembly  shall  adopt,  and  any  deficient 
tOAvn  be  obliged  immediately  to  fill  up  and  supply  any  deficiency  which 
may  have  happened  on  penalty  of  the  law  passed  in  the  present  session 
in  that  behalf. 

An  Act  for  collecting-  and  storing-  a Quantity  of  Provisions  for  the  Use  of  the 
Continental  Army  and  the  Forces  raised  for  the  De- 
fense of  this  State. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assemhled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
several  totvns  in  this  State  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
required  as  soon  as  may  be,  to  collect  or  cause  to  be  collected  and  put  in 
good  order  as  much  well  fatted  beef  and  pork,  and  wheat  flour,  as  will 
amount  to  six  pence  on  the  pound  on  their  respective  lists  for  the  year 
1779,  exclusive  of  the  increase  of  the  said  lists  by  fourfold  assessments: 

I he  beef  of  the  best  quality  to  be  computed  at  five  pence  per  pound,  and 
that  of  an  inferior  quality,  being  good  and  merchantable,  at  four  pence 
half-penny  per  pound ; the  pork  not  exceeding  five  score  weight  per  hog- 
five  pence  per  pound,  between  five  and  eight  score  five  pence  half-penny 
per  pound,  and  above  eight  score  at  six  pence  per  pound;  the  flour  at 
twenty-four  shillings  per  hundred  gross  weight.  That  each  town  as 
soon  as  may  be  appoint  some  suitable  person  or  persons  to  receive  the 
salt  necessary  for  said  purpose  which  shall  be  provided  by  the  State, 
to  procure  casks  to  contain  said  provisions,  to  receive  and  inspect  the 
same,  see  that  [it]  is  good  and  merchantable  and  well  put  up,  at  the  cost 
of  the  State,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  a faithfull  discharge  of  said  trust, 
and  shall  mark  or  brand  said  casks  with  the  name  of  the  town  where 
the  same  is  put  up,  and  also  the  initial  letters  designating  the  kind  of 
provisions  contained,  and  shall  make  return  of  his  doings  to  his 
Excellency  the  Governor. 

Provided  nevertheless.  That  none  of  said  towns  shall  procure  more 
than  one  half  of  their  quotas  of  said  provisions  in  flour,  that  the  said 
towns  be  impowered  to  raise  and  procure  said  provisions  by  taxing  in 
kind  or  otherwise  as  they  shall  think  best;  and  they  are  also  hereby 
authorized  to  assess  and  collect  of  such  of  their  inhabitants  respectively 
as  shall  neglect  to  procure  and  deliver  their  rateable  parts  of  such 
provision  to  the  person  or  persons  appointed  by  said  town  to  receive 
tbe  same  a penalty  in  money  of  double  the  value  thereof ; and  if  any 
of  the  said  towns  do  not  raise  their  full  quota  of  beef  as  aforesaid  on 
or  before  the  15th  day  of  December  next,  and  of  pork  and  flour  by  the 
15th  day  of  January  next,  such  towns  so  neglecting  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  to  the  treasury  of  this  State  double  the  value  of  the  provisions 
that  shall  be  wanting  to  make  up  their  respective  quotas. 
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Be  it  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  whenever  any  of 
said  inhabitants  shall  he  taken  prisoners  and  carried  within  the 
enemies  lines  as  aforesaid,  the  cost  and  expence  which  shall  arise  to 
such  inhabitant  w'hile  a prisoner,  being  adjusted  and  settled  by  three 
judicious  and  disinterested  freeholders  appointed  by  the  civil  authority 
of  such  town,  which  accounts  so  settled  and  adjusted  being  returned  to 
the  authority  directing  the  same,  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  collected 
and  disjiosed  of  in  the  same  way  and  manner  as  is  provided  in  case 
of  depredation,  robbery  or  plunder.  And  that  Joseph  Platt  Cook, 
Lemuel  Sanford,  Philip  Burr  Bradley,  Timothy  Keeler  jun^  and  Ely 
Mygatt,  Esq'’®,  be  and  they  are  hereby  added  to  the  committee  named 
in  the  act  referred  to  in  this  bill ; any  three  or  more  out  of  the  whole 
of  said  committee  are  hereby  invested  with  the  same  powers  mentioned 
in  said  act. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  the  Direction  of  Listers  in  their 

OflBce  and  Duty. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  all 
monies  heretofore  loaned  or  that  hereafter  shall  be  loaned  to  this  State 
or  the  United  States  on  interest  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  put  into  the 
list  of  the  persons  holding  the  public  securities  therefor. 

An  Act  for  repealing  a certain  Paragraph  of  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  ascer- 
taining and  declaring  the  Value  of  the  Debts  due  to  certain  particular  Creditors 
of  this  State,  and  for  supplying  the  State  Treasury  with  such  Sums  as  shall 

be  necessary  for  the  Exigencies  of  this  Government  and  to  answer 
certain  Requisitions  of  the  United  States  and  for  Establishment  of 
public  Credit  by  which  Paragraph  it  is  enacted  that  all  Bills 
of  public  Credit  emitted  by  the  aforesaid  Act  should  be 
received  in  Payment  of  all  Salaries.  Fees  and  Rewards 
for  Services  within  this  State  as  the  Same  was  estab- 
lished by  Law  in  the  Year  1774,  &c. 

Be  it  enacted,  hy  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
aforesaid  paragraph  and  every  part  thereof  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed  and  made  null  and  void. 

An  Act  appointing  a Brand  for  Horses  in  the  Town  of  Watertown. 

It  is  ordered  and  enacted  hy  this  Assembly,  That  the  brand  for 
horses  for  the  town  of  Watertown  shall  be  the  folloAving  figure,  riz:

llis  Excellency,  General  Washington,  having  represented  the  neces- 
sity of  having  fifteen  hundred  men  in  readiness  to  march  upon  the 
shortest  notice  and  to  be  holden  in  service  three  months  after  joining 
the  army,  and  also  of  raising  a number  of  men  to  the  amount  of  one 
sixth  part  of  this  State’s  quota  of  the  continental  army  to  supply  the  de- 
ficiencies which  have  taken  place  from  the  various  casualties  incideiil 
to  an  army. 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  two  State  regiments  ordered 
to  he  raised  by  a resolve  of  the  General  Assembly  in  February  last 
shall  by  the  first  day  of  July  next,  if  not  filled  up  by  that  time  by 
/ voluntary  inlistment  as  directed  in  said  resolve,  be  compleated  by' 
I peremptory  detachment  from  those  towns  that  have  not  raised  their 
\ full  quotas  of  men  for  said  regiments  as  apportioned  to  them  by  said 
resolve  and  a resolve  passed  in  November  last,  to  serve  until  the  first 
day  of  March  next ; and  if  any  person  so  detached  shall,  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  such  detachment,  voluntaryly  inlist  into  said  regiments 
he  shall  be  entituled  to  receive  of  the  town  or  class  to  which  he  belongs 
the  sum  of  fifteen  pounds  in  gold  or  silver,  eight  pounds  thereof  as  a 
bounty  and  the  remaining  seven  pounds  as  advanced  wages.  But  if 
such  detached  soldier  shall  decline  to  inlist  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be 
entituled  to  receive  the  sum  of  fifteen  pounds  as  aforesaid,  six  pounds 
as  a donation  and  nine  pounds  as  advanced  wages.  And  if  said  town 
or  class  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  said  sum  or  secure  the  same  to 
the  person  so  inlisting  or  detached,  in  the  following  manner,  viz: 
One  half  of  said  bounties  to  be  paid  immediately  upon  the  inlisting 
or  detaching  aforesaid,  and  the  other  half  of  said  bounties  together 
with  the  abovementioned  part  of  said  wages,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  due  to  said  recruits  upon  their  faithfully  serving  until  honorably 
discharged,  or  to  their  legal  representative  in  case  of  death,  it  shall  be 
recoverable  in  the  same  way  and  manner  by  such  person  as  is  provided 
in  an  act  of  this  Assembly  passed  the  present  session,  entituled  An 
act  in  further  addition  to  an  act  entituled  an  act  for  filling  up  this 
State’s  quota  of  the  continental  army.  And  the  said  town,  class  or 
collector,  as  the  case  may  be  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  act 
which  shall  pay  and  deliver  said  money  to  the  person  so  inlisting  or 
detached,  shall  upon  the  payment  thereof  take  a receipt  therein  specify- 
ing the  sum  received  as  bounty  and  the  sum  received  as  advanced 
wages  in  either  case  as  aforesaid,  and  the  same  lodge  with  the  Com- 
mittee of  Pay-Table  that  the  proper  charge  may  be  made  against  such 
soldier  upon  final  settlement ; and  that  the  said  two  regiments,  the 
two  companies  of  Governor’s  Guards,  the  Independant  Company  in 
Norwich,  the  Matross  Companies  in  Hartford,  Midletown,  Norwich 
and  Pomfret,  and  as  many  of  the  sea  coast  guards,  except  a suitable 
garrison  for  the  forts,  as  will  make  up  the  number  of  twenty-one 
hundred  men  be  ordered  to  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  march  upon 
the  order  of  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  to  continue  in  service  three 
months  after  joining  the  army,  unless  sooner  discharged;  and  that  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  supply  the  places  of  the  sea  coast  guards,  if 
necessary,  by  draughts  from  the  militia;  and  said  guards,  independent 
and  matross  companies  have  liberty  to  fill  iip  their  respective  companies 
by  voluntary  inlistment  to  the  number  of  sixty-four  rank  and  file. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  liberty  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
granted  to  five  hundred  able-bodied  effective  volunteers,  to  form  them- 
selves into  companies  of  sixty-four  rank  and  file  each,  chuse  their 
own  officers  who  shall  be  commissioned  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
to  continue  in  service  three  months  after  joining  the  army  unless  sooner 
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discliarged ; and  said  two  companies  of  Governor’s  Guards,  Independent 
Company  and  Matross  Companies,  and  all  volunteers  who  shall  engage 
in  the  service  agreeable  to  the  provision  of  this  resolve,  if  called  into 
actual  service  and  shall  there  continue  untill  properly  discharged, 
shall  be  considered  as  having  done  a tour  of  duty,  and  they  shall 
not  be  subject  to  any  draught  or  detachment  untill  the  rest  of  the 
militia  in  this  State  have  taken  their  proper  rotations.  And  that 
the  officers  and  soldiers  who  shall  be  called  to  join  the  continental  army 
by  the  provisions  of  this  resolve  shall  receive  the  same  wages,  rations 
and  refreshments,  with  those  of  the  same  rank  in  the  continental 
army  during  their  service  therein.  And  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
is  hereby  impow'ered  and  desired  to  issue  the  necessary  orders  for 
carrying  the  foregoing  resolve  into  execution. 

An  Act  to  secure  to  Persons  within  this  State  who  have  furnished  Beef  and 
other  Provisions  to  the  late  Commissary  Wadsworth  for  the  Use 
of  the  United  States  their  respective  Ballances. 

The  General  Assembly  having  by  a resolve  passed  in  February,  1781, 
directed  Jeremiah  Wadsworth,  Esq'',  late  Commissary  General,  to  lay 
before  the  General  Assembly  at  their  present  sessions  an  account  of 
the  sums  due  to  all  persons  belonging  to  this  State  for  Beef  and  other 
provisions  supplied  his  late  department  for  the  use  of  the  United 
States,  liquidated  and  computed  according  to  the  resolutions  of  Con- 
gress of  the  26th  of  August,  1780,  that  provision  might  be  made  for 
loaning  the  same,  and  said  late  Commissary  Wadsworth  having  settled 
a part  of  said  accounts  and  certifyed  same  to  this  Assembly  and  like- 
wise informed  that  the  remainder  of  said  accounts  will  soon  be 
liqnidated  and  settled  according  to  said  resolve, 

Therefore,  he  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representa- 
tives, in  General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  recieve  said  accounts  so  already 
certifyed  or  that  shall  be  hereafter  properly  certifyed  by  said  late 
Commissary  Wadsworth,  and  them  lodge  and  keep  in  their  said  office 
and  any  person  or  persons  or  the  executor  or  administrator  of  such  as 
may  be  deceased  to  whom  a ballance  is  found  due  upon  his  or  their 
producing  the  original  security  given  by  the  purchasing  commissary  for 
the  beef  or  supplies  furnished  with  such  purchaser’s  certificate  thereon 
that  the  same  is  just  and  right  and  that  all  the  payments  that  have 
been  made  are  thereon  endorsed,  said  Committee  of  Pay-Table  upon 
comparing  the  same  with  the  ballances  so  certified  to  be  due,  and 
rectifying  such  mistakes  as  they  may  find  therein,  shall  draw  an  order 
on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  thereof  together  with  the  interest 
from  the  time  of  furnishing  such  beef  or  other  provisions  to  the  time 
of  the  date  of  such  order  to  secure  the  same.  And  the  Committee  of 
Pay-Table  are  to  charge  the  amount  of  such  orders  to  the  account  of 
the  United  States,  to  be  considered  in  so  far  discharge  of  the  requisi- 
tions of  Congress  on  this  State  for  cash  not  yet  complied  with. 

Be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  ballances  respectively  found  due  to 
5uch  person  or  persons  shall  be  paid  in  silver  and  gold,  computing 
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Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  hereby  are 
authorized  and  directed  to  liquidate  and  settle  the  accounts  of  Mr. 
William  Colyer  for  the  entertainment  he  provided  for  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  and  his  guests  on  the  23d  day  of  instant  May,  as  also  the 
accounts  of  Mr.  Samuel  Kilborn  for  the  provisions  by  him  made  for 
the  guards  and  matross  company  on  said  day,  and  draw  orders  on  the 
Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  the  same.

An  Act  in  further  Addition  to  an  Act  entitled  An  Act  for  filling  up 
this  State’s  Q,uota  of  the  Continental  Army.* 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  several  towns  within  this  State  who  have  not  yet  obtained  their 
full  complement  of  recruits  for  the  continental  army  as  fixed  and  ascer- 
tained by  this  Assembly,  do  now  proceed  in  manner  as  is  directed  by 
an  act  of  this  Assembly  passed  in  October  last  to  procure  the  number 
of  such  recruits  as  hereafter  provided  in  which  they  are  respectively 
deficient;  and  if  said  towns,  or  any  of  them,  shall  not  have  obtained 
their  respective  quotas  of  men  for  three  years,  during  the  war,  or  for 
the  term  of  one  year,  agreeable  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  by  the 
25th  day  of  June  next,  the  commanding  officers  of  the  several  com- 
panies in  such  deficient  towns,  or  such  of  them  within  the  limits  of 
whose  companies  any  deficient  class,  classes,  or  major  part  of  such 
class  or  classes  are  formed,  are  hereby  directed  forthwith  to  detach 
peremptorily  out  of  said  town,  class  or  classes,  as  the  case  shall  require, 
as  many  able-bodied  effective  men  as  such  town  shall,  be  deficient  to 
serve  till  the  last  day  of  December  next,  and  within  three  days  make 
return  to  the  commanding  officer  of  their  respective  regiments  of  the 
number  and  names  of  the  persons  so  detached,  and  the  said  commanding 
officers  of  regiments  shall  within  three  days  muster  said  detached  men 
and  make  return  thereof  to  their  respective  brigadiers  general,  who  shall 
by  the  fifth  day  of  July  next  appoint  a place  of  rendezvous,  where  the 
detaching  officer  shall  deliver  the  person  or  persons  by  him  detached, 
and  the  said  brigadiers  general  are  forthwith  to  give  the  necessary 
orders  for  marching  said  detached  soldiers  to  the  army,  and  every 
deficiency  that  may  happen,  by  desertion  or  being  mustered  out  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  supplied  by  new  detachments  [from  the  same  de- 
ficient town  or  class;  and  the  said  command] ing  officers  of  companies 
are  hereby  ordered  to  make  such  detachment  as  the  case  may  require 
and  cause  the  person  or  persons  so  detached  to  be  mustered  and  marched 
to  join  the  army,  and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  such  deficient 
town  or  class  as  shall  be  judged  right  and  just  by  any  two  field  officers 
of  the  regiment,  who  are  hereby  impowered  to  tax  the  same  and  issue 
their  warrant  directed  to  the  clerk  of  the  company  or  a constable  of 
the  town  to  collect  the  same  and  pay  over  to  such  detaching  officer. 

And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  person  so  detached  shall 
within  24  hours  after  such  detachment  voluntarily  inlist  for  the  term 
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for  which  he  is  detached  he  shall  be  entituled  to  receive  from  the  town 
or  class,  as  the  case  may  be,  as  a bounty  or  premium,  the  sum  of  six 
pounds  in  gold  or  silver,  and  if  the  said  town  or  class  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  forthwith  to  pay  said  sum  to  the  person  so  inlisting  or  secure 
the  same  to  his  satisfaction  upon  application  made  by  such  person,  in 
case  of  a neglecting  town  to  any  two  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county 
to  which  such  town  belongs  in  any  of  the  next  adjoining  towns,  or  in 
case  of  a neglecting  class  to  any  two  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  town 
where  such  class  belongs  not  being  of  said  neglecting  class,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  justices  of  the  peace,  having  previously  cited  such  town 
or  class  to  appear  if  they  see  cause  at  time  and  place  by  them  appointed, 
to  consider  the  case,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  said  money  is  not 
paid  or  secured  as  aforesaid  the  said  authority  shall  forthwith  grant 
a warrant  to  the  collector  of  town  taxes  of  such  town  or  such  other 
person  as  they  shall  specially  appoint  for  that  purpose  to  collect  said 
sum  or  sums,  as  the  case  may  be,  with  cost,  of  any  one  or  more  of  the 
inhabitants  of  such  town,  if  necessity  require,  by  distress  and  immediate 
sale  of  goods,  or  of  the  individuals  of  such  class  in  proportion  to  their 
respective  lists,  and  the  same  pay  and  deliver  to  such  person  or  persons 
so  inlisted  as  aforesaid  or  order,  taking  his  or  their  receipt  for  the 
same. 

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  deficient  towns  have 
liberty  to  supply  their  deficiencies  by  inlisting  recruits  for  three  years 
or  during  the  war  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  said  act,  or  for  the 
term  of  one  year,  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  and  continued  untill 
the  first  day  of  December  next  to  supply  the  place  of  those  detached 
as  aforesaid;  and  the  selectmen  of  such  towns  are  hereby  directed  and 
enjoined  by  the  tenth  day  of  December  aforesaid,  to  make  return  to 
the  Secretary  of  this  State  of  the  number  of  such  additional  recruits, 
and  thereupon  the  Secretary  shall  issue  his  writ  of  execution  against 
such  town  as  by  such  returns  shall  still  appear  to  be  deficient  of  their 
respective  quotas  ascertained  as  aforesaid,  and  also  against  such  de- 
ficient towns  as  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  such  returns  upon  the 
whole  amount  of  their  deficiency  as  ascertained  by  this  Assembly,  to 
collect  from  said  towns,  in  due  form  of  law,  the  sum  of  sixty  pounds 
in  gold  and  silver  upon  each  and  every  deficiency  as  aforesaid  to  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  this  State  when  collected,  for  the  use  of  tke 
State. 

Provided  always,  and  it  is  further  enacted.  That  such  towns  or 
classes  that  shall  think  proper  to  supply  their  deficiencies  with  recruits 
enlisted  for  the  term  of  one  year  shall  be  holden  upon  the  pains  and 
penalties  contained  in  said  act  to  keep  a recruit  in  service  by  annual 
inlistment  during  the  term  of  three  years,  if  the  war  so  long  continue, 
to  be  recovered  for  the  use  of  this  State. 

Be  it  further  enacted.  That  said  town  or  classes  therein  have  liberty 
in  future  to  procure  such  recruits  in  any  town  within  this  State 
for  either  of  the  terms  aforesaid,  which  recruits  thereupon  shall  be 
accounted  to  the  quota  of  such  town  so  procuring  them;  any  law,  usage 
or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
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Provided  nevertheless,  that  all  Matters  and  Business  that  have  been 
begun  entered  and  depending  in  the  Court  of  Probate  in  the  District 
of  Fairfield,  shall  be  prosecuted  and  finished  in  the  Court  of  Probate 
for  the  District  of  Fairfield  as  though  this  Act  had  not  been  made 
anything  herein  contained  notwithstanding. 


An  Act  for  filling  up  this  States  Quota  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States. 

/ Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in 
General  Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  That 
the  several  Towns  in  this  State  be  and  they  are  hereby  required  and 
enjoined  by  classing  themselves  or  otherwise  as  they  shall  think  proper 
to  raise  such  number  of  Able  Bodied  effective  Men  for  the  Term  of 
the  War  three  Years  or  one  Year  as  shall  be  equal  to  their  respective 
Deficiencies,  to  be  ascertained  as  in  this  Act  is  provided  by  the  first  Day 
of  April  next. 

Be  it  further  Enacted  That  CoP  Nathaniel  Terry  CoP  Gad  Stanley 
CoP  Noah  Phelps  CoP  Jonathan  Wells  CoP  Howell  Woodbridge 
M*"  Gideon  Buckingham  Capt  Simeon  Parsons  M'  David  Austin  Capt 
Daniel  Holbrook  CoP  Street  Hall  M*"  Benjamin  Coit,  M''  Henry  Minor 
Maj*"  William  Hart  M*"  John  Backus,  Capt  Stephen  Billings  CoP 
Philip  B Bradley  CoP  John  Chandler,  M^  Hezekiah  Hubbell,  CoP 
Nehemiah  Beardsley,  Capt  John  Brooks,  CoP  Jeremiah  Mason  Capt 
Elisha  Child,  Maj''  John  Keyes  M""  Constant  Southworth,  Maj""  John 
Ripley,  CoP  Bezaleel  Bebee,  CoP  Nathaniel  Buell  Maj’^  Eleazer  Curtiss 
Capt  Nathaniel  Mitchell  & CoP  Epaphras  Sheldon  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  Committees  of  the  Several  Counties  to  which  they 
respectively  belong,  and  the  said  Committees  are  hereby  authorized  and 
required  without  Delay  to  ascertain  the  number  of  noncommissioned 
Officers  and  Privates  that  the  respective  Towns  have  in  Service,  whose 
Time  of  service  shall  not  expire  before  the  first  Day  of  March  next, 
with  as  great  precision  as  Possible  from  the  last  returns  of  the  Army, 
and  the  Doings  of  the  Committee  of  Assembly,  in  settling  the  Claims 
of  the  respective  Towns  in  May  last  and  thereupon  shall  give  Notice 
of  the  Numbers  in  which  each  Town  in  the  respective  Counties  is 
deficient  of  their  respective  quotas  as  already  established,  as  also  to 
notify  such  Towns  to  appear  before  them  at  such  Time  and  place  as 
they  shall  appoint  to  Shew  Reasons  if  any  they  have  why  they  ought 
not  to  furnish  the  numbers  of  Recruits  to  them  Assigned  as  aforesaid; 
And  the  Committees,  shall  thereupon  attend  on  said  Business  and  make 
such  Allevations  of  the  Deficiencies  of  the  several  Towns  by  them  first 
ascertained  as  to  them  shall  appear  Just  and  right  upon  plenary  proof, 
carefully  noting  such  Deficiencies  as  have  appeared  the  year  past,  by 
Death  or  discharge  which  shall  by  said  Committee  or  any  one  of  them 
respectively,  selected  and  met  in  Joint  Committee  for  that  purpose,  be 
apportioned  at  large  upon  the  several  Towns  in  this  State,  according 
to  their  several  Lists  for  the  Year  1781.  And  the  deficiencies  so  ascer- 
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tained  by  the  Committees,  shall  be  Certified  to  the  Towns  in  the  several 
Counties  in  Writing  under  the  Hands  of  such  Committees,  who  shall 
thereupon  procure  the  numbers  to  them  assigned,  in  manner  and  by  the 
Time  aforesaid. 

Provided  nevertheless,  that  if  any  opposite  Claim  shall  arise  between 
two  or  more  Counties  the  Same  shall  be  determined  by  the  Governor 
and  Council  of  Safety, 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  that  the  Several  Towns  in  this  State  be 
and  they  are  hereby  Authorized  and  required  to  convene  for  the  pur- 
pose of  procuring  the  Recruits  to  them  Assigned  to  lay  Taxes  upon 
their  respective  Inhabitants  to  appoint  Collectors  to  collect  said  Tax, 
who  are  hereby  Authorized  thereto  as  Collectors  of  Town  Taxes  by 
Law  are  to  appoint  Committees  to  receive  and  apply  the  Monies  so 
Collected  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  to  have  the  General  Superin- 
tendency of  said  Business,  or  if  the  Towns  or  any  of  them  think  best 
to  divide  the  Inhabitants  into  as  many  Classes  as  there  are  deficiencies 
in  such  Town,  including  such  Classes  already  formed,  who  by  this 
Act,  are  still  holden  to  procure  a Recruit;  and  when  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  any  Town  shall  be  so  formed  into  Classes,  the 
said  Committee  shall  notify  the  Individuals  of  such  respective  Classes 
to  meet  at  Time  and  Place  by  them  appointed,  and  the  said  Classes 
so  met  are  hereby  Authorized  and  directed  to  lay  Taxes  upon  the 
Inhabitants  within  their  Several  Classes  sufficient  to  procure  a Recruit 
for  the  Service,  and  for  the  Terms  aforesaid  or  any  of  them,  to  appoint 
Collectors  to  Collect  said  Tax  who  are  hereby  authorized  by  Warrant 
from  an  Assistant  or  Justice  of  the  peace  to  Collect  the  same,  and  to 
do  every  other  matter  and  Thing  necessary  to  answer  the  Designs  of 
this  Act. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  that  the  Select  Men  of  the  Several  Towns 
in  this  State  shall  by  the  fifth  Day  of  April  next  make  Returns  to  the 
commanding  Officer  of  their  respective  Regiments  of  the  number  of 
Recruits  by  such  Towns  respectively  obtained,  and  if  there  shall  appear 
to  be  still  a deficiency,  the  said  Commanding  Officer  shall  forthwith 
Issue  his  Orders  to  Such  of  the  Commanding  Officers  of  Companies 
in  such  Towns,  as  shall  be  proper  and  necessary,  to  detach  peremptorily 
the  number  deficient  from  such  Town  Class  or  Classes  as  the  Case  may 
require  of  able  bodied  eflfective  Men,  to  Serve  in  the  Connecticut  Line 
of  the  Army  until  the  last  Day  of  December  next.  And  if  the  Select 
Men  aforesaid  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  Such  return  by  the  Time 
limited  as  aforesaid.  Orders  shall  Issue  as  aforesaid,  to  detach  the  whole 
number  of  such  Towns  deficiency,  as  ascertained  by  the  aforesaid  Com- 
mittee, and  every  Soldier  so  detached  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  of  the 
Town  or  Class  to  which  he  belongs  the  Sum  of  eight  Pounds  Lawfull 
Money,  forty  shilling  whereof  to  be  paid  before  marching  and  the 
remaining  six  pounds  to  be  secured  to  be  paid  at  the  end  of  the  Term 
of  Service,  on  such  Detachment,  And  the  detaching  officers  shall  if  need 
be  forthwith  upon  such  Detachment  pray  out  a Warrant  from  an 
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Assistant  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  County  not  immediately  Inter- 
ested therein,  directed  to  the  Collectors  of  the  Town  or  Class  com- 
manding him  to  distrain  Said  Sum  either  from  any  one  or  more  of  the 
principal  Inhabitants  of  such  Town,  or  from  the  Individuals  of  such 
Class  in  proportion  to  their  respective  Lists  for  the  Year  1781  and 
the  Same  pdy  and  deliver  to  the  person  so  detached  taking  his  Receipts 
for  the  Sarhe,  And  the  commanding  Officers  of  Regiments  shall  give 
the  necessary  Orders  for  marching  and  forwarding  the  Men  so  raised 
in  their  respective  Regiments,  to  such  place  of  rendezvous  as  this 
Assembly  shall  appoint,  and  the  Towns  or  Classes  shall  be  responsible 
for  their  respective  Recruits,  and  if  they  shall  in  any  Case  desert,  or 
be  mustered  out,  their  places  shall  forthwith  be  Supplied  by  Inlistment 
or  detachment  as  aforesaid. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted,  That  the  several  Classes,  who  have  or 
shall  procure  their  Recruits  for  the  Term  of  one  Year,  or  from  whom 
a Recruit  hath  been  or  shall  be  detached  as  aforesaid  their  Executors 
Administrators  or  Assigns,  shall  be  considered  as  entire  and  distinct 
Classes  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a Recruit  annually  for  the  Term 
of  three  Years  each  if  the  War  so  long  continue;  and  shall  further  be 
liable  to  be  included  in  such  Classes  as  may  be  formed  for  supplying 
such  Deficiencies  as  have  or  may  hereafter  arise  by  Death  or  discharge. 

And  Whereas  it  appears  to  this  Assembly  that  sundry  Towns  in 
this  State  have  neglected  to  raise  their  full  number  of  Recruits  for  the 
Army  of  the  United  States  as  apportioned  to  them  in  May  last,  while 
other  Towns  by  Strenuous  and  animated  exertions  have  procured  by 
large  Premiums  their  full  Compliment  of  Men  for  the  Service  of  the 
Year  past,  by  Means  whereof  Injustice  and  inequality  is  liable  to 
take  place  between  the  Several  Towns,  which  to  prevent, 

Be  it  further  Enacted,  That  the  Committees  of  the  Several  Counties 
in  this  Act  appointed  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  call  upon  the 
[Several  Towns  in  their  respective  Counties  for  a true  and  fust  Account, 
\certified  by  the  Select  Men  of  such  Towns  or  the  Major  part  of  them, 
of  the  number  of  Recruits  raised  by  their  Towns,  for  the  Service  afore- 
said, that  were  duly  mustered  and  approved  agreable  to  Act  of  Assembly ; 
and  thereupon  the  Committee  shall  ascertain  the  Deficiencies  of  the 
Several  Towns  for  the  year  past,  and  return  the  Same  in  Writing 
under  their  Hands  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State,  who  shall  thereupon 
Issue  out  his  Writs  of  Execution,  directed  to  the  Sheriff,  of  the 
respective  Counties,  commanding  them  to  Collect  out  of  the  Goods  or 
Estate  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  principal  Inhabitants  of  such  deficient 
Town  the  Sum  of  fifteen  pound,  for  each  and  every  deficiency  and  when 
collected  to  pay  and  deliver  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  Use 
thereof.  And  the  said  deficient  Towns  shall  be  held  to  respond  the 
Sum  and  Damages  collected  from  and  Sustained  by  such  principal 
Inhabitants  and  to  Collect  the  Money  by  Tax  or  Assessment  laid  upon 
the  Inhabitants  for  that  purpose  if  necessary  in  case  the  Town  as  such 
is  deficient;  but  in  case  particular  Classes  in  such  Town  are  deficient. 
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to  collect  from  the  individuals  of  such  Classes  as  neglected  to  procure 
a Recruit  for  either  of  the  Terms  aforesaid  in  proportion  to  their 
respective  Lists  for  the  Year  1781,  the  Sum  of  fifteen  pounds  for  the 
Use  of  such  Town,  And  the  Commanding  Officers  of  the  respective 
Regiments  are  hereby  required  to  call  on  the  Select  Men  of  the  Towns 
within  their  Regiment  for  the  Returns  by  them  to  be  made ; and  to 
procure  Executions  to  be  made  out  by  the  Secretary  against  the  Towns 
within  their  Several  Regiments  or  any  of  them  as  may  be  necessary 
agreeable  to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  to  the  intent  that  the  same 
may  be  carried  into  Execution. 


An  Act  for  raising  and  appropriating  the  amount  of  two  hundred  thousand 
Dollars  for  the  Use  of  the  United  States,  as  a part  of  this  States  Quota 
of  Supplies  for  the  Year  1782. 

Whereas  the  United  States  in  Congress,  Assembled  by  their  Reso- 
lutions of  the  30*^  of  October  and  second  of  November  last  called  upon 
the  several  States  to  furnish  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  with 
their  Quotas  of  eight  Millions  of  Dollars  for  the  War  department  and 
Civil  List,  the  proportion  whereof  Assigned  to  this  State  is  747,196 
Dollars  to  be  paid  in  Quarterly  equal  proportions  the  first  payment 
to  be  made  on  the  first  Day  of  April  next  — 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in 
General  Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  Same,  that 
the  amount  of  one  hundred  thirty-four  Thousand  Dollars  of  the  pro- 
visions raised  by  the  Tax  of  two  shillings  sixpence  on  the  pound, 
granted  in  May  last  be  applied  toward  this  States  Quota  of  the  afore- 
said requisition.  And  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  with  the  advice 
of  the  Council  of  Safety  give  the  Necessary  Orders  for  that  purpose, 
And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  a Tax  of  three  pence  lawful!  Money 
on  the  pound  be  laid  on  the  List  of  1781,  payable  in  Money  on  Notes 
Issued  by  the  Directors  of  the  national  Bank,  established  by  an  Ordi- 
nance of  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled,  by  the  first  Day 
of  April  next.  And  that  the  Treasurer  Issue  his  Warrant  to  collect  the 
Same  accordingly  — 

Provided  always  that  one  twentieth  part  of  said  Tax  shall  be  abated 
in  the  usual  manner  for  the  care  of  such  Persons  as  are  Poor  and 
unable  to  pay  their  rateable  parts  thereof. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Ways  and  means  of  raising  the 
remainder  of  this  States  Quota  of  the  aforesaid  Sum  required  by 
Congress  be  referred  to  the  General  Assembly  in  May  next. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and 
the  Council  of  Safety  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  Impowered 
to  give  direction  for  Orders  drawn  on  the  half  Crown  Tax  to  be  paid 
in  such  of  the  Specifick  Articles  collected  on  said  Tax  as  they  shall 
Judge  can  be  spared  without  detriment  to  the  publick  Service  in  such 
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empt.

JJ^UEREAS  the  Peace  and  good  Order  of  Eowns,  Societies  and  other  Commu- 
nities do  very  much  depend  on  their  peaceably  and  orderly  carrying  on  and, 
managing  their  Affairs  in  their  Meetings,  and  their  regularly  proceeding  therein. 

Therefore, 

DE  it  ena^ed  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Reprefentatives,  in  General  Court 
afembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame.  That  when  any  Town,  Society 
or  Proprietors  Meeting,  or  the  Meeting  of  any  other  Community  is  lawfully 
affiembled,  if  any  Perlbn  or  Perfons  whatibever,  ffiall  in  fuch  Meeting  or 
Aflembly,  by  tumultuous  Noife,  Quarrelling,  or  by  any  unlawful  Aft, 
diftutb  fuch  Meeting,  or  hinder  the  Members  thereof  from  proceeding  in  an 
orderly  and  peaceable  Manner  to  the  choiceof  their  Moderator,  or  after  the 
choice  of  fuch  Moderator,  ffiall  vilify  or  abufc  him,  or  interrupt  him  in  the 
difeharge  of  his  Truft  ; or  after  he  hath  commanded  Silence  in  fuch  Meet- 
ing, ffiall  fpcak  in  the  Meeting  to  the  difturb.-.nce  of  the  Bufinefs  of  the 
Meeting,  without  the  Moderator’s  Leave  firtl  had  and  obtained,  (unlefs  it 
be  to  afk  reafonable  Liberty  to  1 peak)  fuch  Perfon  or  Perlons  fo  offending 
in  any  of  the  Particulars  above-mentioned,  contrary  to  the  Intent  of  this 
Aft,  ffiall  for  every  fuch  Offence  forfeit  and  pay  a Fine  of  Five  Shillings  to 
the  Treafurer  of  the  Town  where  the  Offence  is  committed. 

AllOffences  againft  this  Aft  to  be  heard  and  determined  by  any  one  Affif- 
tant  or  Juftice  of  the  Peace ; unlefs  the  Offence  be  aggravated  by  fome  noto- 
rious breach  of  Peace ; in  which  Cafe  the  Offenders  ffiall  be  bound  over  by 
fuch  Affiftant  or  Jultice,  to  the  next  County  Court,  to  anfwer  for  fuch 
Offence  : Which  Court  may  impofe  fuch  Fine  as  the  aggravations  of  the 
Offence,  in  their  Judgment  deferves  •,  not  exceeding  Fen  Pounds. 

And  that  no  fuch  Meeting  ffiall  be  adjourned,  but  by  the  major  Part  of 
the  Members  prefent.

HEREAS  the  Defence  and  Security  of  all  free  States  depends  (under  God) 
upon  the  Exertions  of  a well  regulated  and  difeiplined  Militia.

Be  it  Enabled  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Reprefentatives,  in  General  Court 
affembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame.  That  all  male  Perlons.t 
from  fixteen  Years  of  Age  to  Forty-five,  ffiall  conftitutethe  military  Force  j 
of  this  State,  except  Members  of  the  Council,  of  the  Floufe  of  Reprefen-  j 
Catives,  and  of  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  States  tor  the  Time  being,  the 
State  Treafurer,  and  Secretary,  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  field,  comnnffioned, 
and  ftaff  Officers,  honourably  dil'charged,  Minifters  of  the  Golpel,  the  Pre- 
fidcnt.  Tutors  and  Students  of  College,  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  Scleft- 
men,  conftant  School-mafters,  one  Miller  to  each  Grill-mill,  being  approv- 
ed by  the  Seleft-men,  and  having  a Certificate  thereof,  conllanc  Mariners

That  fuch  military  Officers,  and  all  Houffiolders 
and  others  not  fifty-five  Years  of  Age,  fhall  give  their  Attendance  on  Days 
appointed  for  viewing  of  Arms,  as  hereafter  directed  5 and  fuch  Officers 
fhall  be  iubjecl  to  do  their  Proportion  of  military  Duty,  when  called  by  a 
fuperior  Officer,  in  the  Office  they  have  refpcdtively  fuftained. 

And  whereas  fundry  Perfons  have  heretofore  obtained  Difchr.r^es  from  mili- 
tary Duty,  on  Account  of  temporary  Diforders  and  Infirmities  of  Body,  which  in 
many  Injiances  are  removed,  and  others  have  obtained  fuch  Difeharges  from  an 
■Abufe  of  the  Provif.ons  of  the  Lam  heretofore  in  force  for  that  Fitrpofe. 

Therefore, 

Be  it  enabled  by  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That  no  able-  bodied  and  effedlive 
•Man,  in  the  Judgment  of  the  commiffioned  Officers  of  the  Company,  with- 
in the  Limits  of  which  he  may  belong,  fliall,  on  Account  of  fuch  Difchar-

Thofe  in  the  third,  eighth,  twelfth,  twentieth,  twenty-fourth  and  twenty- 
feventh  Regiments  of  Infantry,  (hall  conftitute  the  fccond  Regiment. 

'J'liole  in  the  fourth,  ninth  and  fixteenth  Regiments  of  Infantry,  (hall 
conftitute  tile  third  Regiment.  Thole 
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Thofe  in  the  fifth,  eleventh,  nineteenth,  twenty-firft  and  twenty-fecond 
Regimentb  ot  Infantry,  fhall  conftitute  the  fourth  Reginient. 

1 hole  in  the  thirteenth,  fourteenth,  fifteenth,  feventeenth,  '‘igliteenth 
and  twenty-fifili  Regiments  of  Infantry,  fhall  conflitute  the  fifth  Regiment. 

Be  it  further  enaiied  by  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That  the  Governor  of  this 
State  for  the  Time  being,  fliall  be  Captain-Genera!  and  Commander  in 
Chief,  and  the  Lieutenant-Governor  for  the  Time  being,  fliall  be  Lieute- 
nant-General of  and  over  all  the  military  Force  of  this  State  and  there 
fliall  be  appointed  by  the  General  Alfembly,  as  may  be  neceiTary,  one  flri- 
gadier-General  to  the  Command  of  each  Brigade,  and  one  Lieutenant-Co- 
lonel Commandant,  and  one  Major  to  each  Regiment  of  Infantry,  and  one 
Major  in  each  of  faid  Regiments  of  Cavalry,  to  be  commilTioned  by  the  Go- 
vernor ; and  in  every  Infantry  Company  where  tliere  are  fixty-four  Soliiiers 
btfides  Officers,  there  lliall  be  one  Captain,  one  Lieutenant,  and  one  Enfign, 
four  Serjeants,  fourCorporals,one  Drunijiicr  and  one  Fifer;  and  where  there 
are  thirty-two  Soldiers,  there  fliall  be  one  Lieutenant  and  one  Enfign,  two 
Serjeants,  two  Corporals,  one  Drummer  and  one  Fifer  •,  and  where  there 
arc  out  twenty-four  Soldiers,  there  fliall  be  one  Lieutenant,  two  Serjeants, 
two  Corporals  and  one  Fifer ; and  in  every  Comp.iny  of  Cavalry  of  forty 
Soldiers  (which  Number  no  Company  fliall  exceed)  there  fliall  be  one  C.ap- 
tain.  One  Lieutenant,  one  Cornet  and  one  Quarter-mafter,  four  Corporals, 
oneCltrk  and  oncTruiiipeter,  which  Officers  the  refpeflive Companies  have 
Liberty  to  nominate,  the  Individuals  of  faid  Companies  being  notified  by 
tlie-ir  rLpcd'tive  commanding  Oificers  th.ai  he  is  about  to  lead  them  to  the 
Choice  of  fuch  commiffioned  Ofiicers-,  and  in  Cafe  of  the  Infantry,  the 
Ilcuflioiders,  and  others  by  Law  obliged  to  keep  Anus,  at  leafl  three 
Dave  before  luch  Choice  ; and  all  commiffioned  Officers  fliail  be  eftabliflied 
by  lii's  General  Alfembly,  and  the  non-commiffioned  Officers  by  Warrant 
flora  the  commanding  Officer  of  the  Regiment  to  ivhicii  they  belong. 

And  be  It  further  enabled  by  the  Authority  afer, faid.  That  the  Captain-Ge- 
neral or  Commander  in  Cjiief,  or  in  his  Abfence,  die  Lieutenant-General 
is  hereby  authorifed  and  impowered,  as  he  may  judge  neceffiary,  upon  Oc- 
cafion  of  Alarm,  Invafion,  or  Notice  of  the  Appearance  of  an  Enemy,  ei- 
ther by  Sea  or  Land,  to  order  the  Wliole  or  any  Part  of  the  military  Force 
of  this  State  to  be  alTembled  in  martial  Array,  and  put  in  warlike  Pofture, 
and  the  fame  lead,  order,  or  employ  for  the  affifting  or  relieving  any  of  the 
Inhabitants  of  this  or  the  neighbouring  States  attacked  by  an  Enemy,  or  in 
B-nger  thereof ; and  generally  to  iffiueout  or  publifli,  either  through  the 
Channel  of  the  public  Prints,  or  by  the  ftaff  Departiuents,  fuch  Orders  as 
he  may  judge  expedient  to  carry  into  Execution  the  Intents  and  Defigns  of 
this  Adt;  and  all  fubordinate  Officers  are  hereby  required  to  yield  entire 
Obedience  thereto  accordingly  ; and  the  Officers  feverally  commanding 
Brigades,  Regiments  and  Companies,  are  hereby  veiled  with  the  fame 
Powers  and  Authorities,  within  the  Limits  of  their  refpcdcive  Commands -, 
provided  that  when  they,  or  any  of  them,  find  it  needfary  to  order  out  the 
Force  under  their  Command,  they  ffiall  forthwith  poll  away  the  Intelli- 
gence and  the  Occafion  thereof,  together  with  their  Flovemcnts  and  Ope- 
rations, to  the  Captain-General,  or  any  other  their  fuperior  Officer,  as  may 
be  judged  molt  conducive  to  the  public  Safety  ; and  the  Officer  receiving 
luch  Intelligence  ffiall  obferve  the  fame  Line  of  Conduit,  in  order  that  it 
may,  in  the  molt  expeditious  Manner,  arrive  to  the  Captain-General. 

Be  it  further  Enabled,  That  the  commanding  Officers  of  Brigades,  may, 
as  often  as  they  fee  Caufc,  require  the  Attendance  of  any,  or  all  the  field 
Officers  under  their  refpedive  Commands,  at  luch  Time  and  Place  as  they 
ffiall  appoint,  to  confer  with  them  on  the  Subjefl  of  better  ordering  of  nii- 
litary  Affairs,  and  promoting  military  Skill  and  Difcipline  in  faid  B'igades  ; 
and  the  commanding  Officers  of  Regiments  fliall  be  veiled  with  like  Pow- 
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cr,  and  for  like  Purpofes  td  call  totxether  in  like  Manner,  any  or  all  the 
commtffi.oned  Officers  of  their  refpettive  Regiments ; and  the  Field  Officers 
of  Regiments  are  hereby  alfo  impowered  and  direfted  to  dignify  the  fcveral 
Companies  in  their  refpeftive  Regiments,  and  alfo  to  divide  faid  Companies 
as  they  may,  (with  the  Advice  of  the  commiffioned  Officers  of  the  Compa- 
nies propofed  to  be  divided  from  Time  to  Time)  judge  expedient,  agreea- 
bly to  the  Provifions  of  this  Aft. 

And  be  it  further  Enabled^  That  if  any  commifijoned  Officer  fhall  give 
up  his  Commiffion,  without  Liberty  from  the  Captain-General  ; and  if  any 
non-commiffioned  Officer  fhall  give  up  his  Warrant,  without  Liberty  from 
the  commanding  Officer  of  the  Regiment  to  which  he  belongs,  every  fuch 
commiffioned  and  non-commiffioned  Officer  fiiall  be  reduced  to  rhe  Ranks. 

And  be  it  further  Enabled.,  That  there  fltall  be  from  Time  to  Time  appoin- 
ted, as  may  be  neceffary,  by  Warrant  from  the  Captain-General,  one  Adju- 
tant-General over  the  whole  Militia  of  this  State,  and  one  Brigade-M.jor 
in  each  Brigade,  in  like  Manner,  by  the  refpeftive  Brigadiers-General ; and 
one  Adjutant  in  each  Regiment, in  likeManner,  by  the  commandingOffictfs 
of  Regiments  refpeftivcly,  whofe  Duty  it  fhall  be  carefully  and  diligently  to 
collect  and  truly  make  up  all  Returns  in  their  fcveral  Limits,  at  the  Time 
and  according  to  the  Form  or  Forms  that  may  be  ordered,  and  generally  to 
execute  fuch  legal  Orders  as  may  be  enjoined  cn  them  by  their  fuperior 
Officers  ; and  the  commanding  Officers  of  Regiments  fhall  alfo,  in  like 
Manner,  appoint  one  Pay-Mafter  and  one  Quarter-Mafler,  frrm  the  Line 
of  their  refpeftive  Regiments,  and  alfo  one  Surgeon  and  Mate ; and  frorh 
the  lifts  of  Serjeans,  Drummers  and  Fifers  fliall  appoint  ope  Serjeant-Major, 
one  Quarter-Mafter-Seijeant,  one  Drum-Major  and  one  Fife-Major ; and 
the  commanding  Officers  of  Companies  ffiall  have  liberty  to  appoint  from 
the  lift  of  Serjeants,  one  Orderly-Serjeant  •,  which  feveral  Officers  ffiall  be 
liable  to  be  difplaced  for  Mifdemeanor  or  negleft  of  Duty,  by  the  Officers 
granting  fuch  Warrant,  or  their  fuccefibrs  in  Office. 

And  be  it  further  Enabled,  That  there  fhall  be  appointed  from  Time  tO 
Time,  as  may  be  neceffary , by  tlie  General  Affcmbly,  one  Quarter  Mafter- 
General,  with  Power  of  fnbftituting  a Deputy-Qiiarter- Matter-General  in 
each  Brigade  •,  and  the  faid  Qiiarter-Mafter-General,  his  Depuiies,  and  the 
Regimental  C^arter-Mafters  lhall,  each  and  every  of  them,  be  fworn  to  the 
faithful  difeharge  of  the  Duties  of  their  Office.  And  it  ffiall  be  the  Duty 
of  theQuarter-Mafter-Gcneral  to  provide,  keep  and  maintain  a Magazine 
of  Powder,  Ball,  and  other  warlike  Stores  and  camp  Equipage,  to  be  ready 
for  the  ufe  of  this  State  as  Occalion  may  require,  according  to  the  Direfti- 
onsof  the  General  Affembly  ; for  the  procuring  of  which  Supplies,  and  for 
the  defraying  the  neceftary  Charges  of  his  Dep.irtment,  he  fhall  from  Time 
toTime,  by  order  of  the  General  AlTcmblv  orGovernor  and  Council,  receive 
out  of  the  public  Treafury  of  this  State,  fuch  Sums  of  Money  as  they  lhall 
iudge  expedient,  and  lhall  give  Bonds  to  the  State  Treaiurer,  with  fufficienc 
Surety,  faithfully  to  apply  the  lame,  and  to  render  his  Account,  when  re- 
quired. And  the  fail!  Deputy-f^iarter-Maftcr-General  lhall  aid  and  affift 
the  Qriarter-Mafter-CL'neral  in  t!;e  procuring  laid  Supplies ; and  are  to  at- 
tend iuch  legal  Orders  refpeCTng  their  Department,  as  they  may  fromTimo 
to  Time  receive  from  him  or  any  General  Officer,  under  whole  Command 
they  belong,  rendering  their  regular  Accounts  of  Monies  received  and  ex- 
pended, and  makingup  and  forwarding  Returns,  according  to  fuch  hornl 
or  Forms  as  fhall  be  ordered,  to  faid  Qii.irter-M after- General,  who  is  hereby 
impowered  to  remove  anddilplace  any  of  liis  laid  Deputies,  for  Mildemea- 
nor  or  negleft  of  Duty. 

And  it  fhall  be  the  Duty  of  the  Regimental  Qiiarter-mafter  to  provide  and 
keep  a lufficient  Qpiantitv  of  Ammunition  and  warlike  Stores  for  the  Ufe 
of  their  relpeftivc  Regiments,  to  be  kept  in  fuch  Place  or  Places  as  lhall 
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be  ordered  by  the  Field  Officers,  which  fliall  not  be  lefs  than  one  Pound 
of  good  Powder,  three  Pounds  of  Ball,  and  fix  Flints  for  each  non  co.n- 
miflloned  Officer  and  effcAive  Sokiier  in  their  refpeflive  Regiments  in  Time 
of  War,  and  in  Time  of  Peace  half  the  Quantity  of  each  of  faid  Articles  ■, 
and  atfo  two  Tents,  two  Camp  Kettles  to  every  Company  of  fixry-f  nir 
Privates,  and  in  the  fame  Proportion  for  a greater  or  fmaller  Number. 
And  each  regimental  Quarter-mafter  fliall  m^e  Return  of  the  State  and 
‘Quantity  of  the  military  Stores  and  camp  Equipage  in  their  refpeftive  Re- 
giments, certified  by  the  commanding  Officer,  by  the  firfi  Day  of  May  an- 
naally,  and  oftner,  if  thereto  required,  to  the  Deputy  Quarter-M.ill;cr-Gc- 
lieral,  inthe  Brigade  to  which  they  refpeflivcly  belong,  who,  on  receiving 
the  fame,  is  to  form  and  make  up  a brigade  Return  of  flie  fame  Kind,  and 
tranfmit  the  fame  to  the  Quarter-Mafler-General,  by  the  tenth  Day  of  May 
afintiSliy,  arid  oftner  if  thereto  required  j and  laid  Quarter-Mafler-General 
fhallmake  a fimilar  Return  of  the  State  of  themilitar;^  Stores  through  rlie 
State,  by  the  fifteenth  Day  of  May,  and  oftner  if  thereto  requited,  to  the 
Captain- General. 

Jfid  be  it  further  Enabled,  That  every  Orderly  Serjeant  or  Clerk  of  the 
refpeflive  Companies  of  Infantry  or  Cavalry,  fliall  take  the  following  Oath, 
viz.  Tou  do  [wear  truly  to  perform  the  Office  of  an  Orderly  Serjeant,  or  I'lerh, 
to  the  utrnobi  of  your  Skill  and  Ability,  in  all  f kings  appertaining  to  faid  Offiu^, 
accerding  to  Latii.  So  help  you  GOD.  Whofe  Duty  it  iTiall  he  to  call 
O^er  the  Roll  of  the  Company  on  Days  of  viewing  of  Arms  and  training 
DayJ,  and  to  note  the  Defedls  of  Individuals,  by  their  Abfence  or  oflier- 
Wife,  to  execute  all  legal  Warrants  to  him  direfted  by  his  fuperior  Officer, 
for  the  levying  any  Fine  of  Fines  on  Delinquents,  with  the  pecefTary  Char- 
ges ariflhg  thereon,  being,  by  Virtue  of  faid  Warrant,  .as  fully  i.mpowertd 
thereto  as  Conftables  in  civil  Cafes,  and  to  account  for  the  fame,  as  hereaf- 
ter provided. 

And  be  it  further  Enabled,  That  every  Orderly -Serjeant  of  tlie  Infantry, 
and  each  Clerk  of  the  Cavalry,  fliall  take  an  exaft  Lift  or  Roll  of  all  Officers 
belonging  to,  or  living  within  the  Limits  of  the  Company  or  Troop  to  w'hich 
fuch  Serjeant  or  Clerk  belongs,  twice  in  every  Year  at  leaft,  yiz.  on,  the  fifft 
Monday  of  April  and  September  .annually,  and  oftner  if  thereto  required 
the  commanding  Officer  of  the  Company  to  which  he  belongs  ; therein  fet- 
tingdown  arid  diftinguifliing  the  rank  of  thefeveral  Officers,  and  the  ftate 
and  condition  of  the  Privates  in  faid  Company  or  Troop,  according  to  fuch 
Form  and  Orders  as  may  be  given  under  his  Hand  and  teftof  Office,  and 
the  fame  tranfmit  to  the  commanding  Officer  of  the  Company,  or  'Proop  to 
Which  he  belongs  ; whofe  Duty  it  fliall  be  to  infpeift,  and  if  necefi'ary,  to 
redtify  5 and  having  certified  the  fame  under  hi^pland  and  Office,  flial!  caufq 
the  fame  to  be  tranfmitted  to  the  Adjutant  or  Serjeant-Major  of  the  Regi- 
ment to  which  he  belongs,  by  the  tenth  Day  April  ind  September  annually} 

which  Adjutant  having  received  the  Returns  of  each  Company  or  Troop  in 
the  Regiment,  fliall  make  tip  a fimilar  Return  of  the  ftate  of  the  whole  Re- 
giment of  Infantry  or  Cavalry,  as  the  Cafe  may  be,  and  atteft  the  fame  ; 
and  it  being  examined,  approved  and  certified  by  the  commanding  Officer 
of  the  Regiment,  fliall,  in  the  Cafe  (T the  Infantry,  be  tranfmitted  to  the 
Brigade-Major,  and  in  Cafe  of  the  Cavalry,  to  the  Adjutant-General,  by  the 
twentieth  Day  oi April  September  annually  } and  the  Brigade-M.ijor,from 
the  Returns  of  the  feveral  Regiments  of  Infantry,  fliall  make  tiji  a fimilar 
return  of  the  Strength  of  the  whole  Brigade  ; whicli  being  by  him  .ittefted 
and  examined,  approved  and  cenifted  by  the  Brigadier-General,  fliall  be 
tranfmitted  to  the  Adjutant-General  by  the  tenth  Day  of  May  and  Oelcier 
annually,  and  be  by  him  formed,  together  with  the  Returns  he  may  receive 
ftom  the  Regiments  of  Cavalry,  into  a general  Return  of  the  whole  Military 
Force  of  this  State } which  being  by  him  attefted,  lhall  be  tranfmitted  to  the 
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Captain -General,  to  be  by  him  laid  before  the  General  Affembly,  at  fuch 
Times  as  he  or  they  (hall  think  proper : And  every  Captain  negledting  to 
make  a Return  as  aforefaid,  or  (hall  make  a falfe  Return  to  the  commanding 
Officer  of  the  Regiment,  (hall  forfeit  and  pay  a fine  of  Ten  Pounds-,  and  if  any- 
commanding  Officer  of  any  Regiment  (ball  negleft  to  make  a regimental  Re- 
turn as  aforelaidjor  (hall  make  a falfe  Return,  he  (hall  forfeit  and  pay  a fine  of 
T wenty  Pounds  ; and  if  any  commanding  Officer  of  a Brigade  (hall  negleft  or 
refufe  to  make  a Return,  as  herein  diredted,  he  (hall  forfeit  and  pay  a fine  of 
forty  Pounds ; the  diftrefs  thereof  to  be,  granted  by  the  commanding  Offi- 
cer of  the  Regiment  or  Brigade  to  which  fuch  delinquent  Officer  belongs, 
or  by  the  Captain-General,  direfled  to  the  Adjutant,  Brigade-Major,  or 
Adjutant-General,  as  the  nature  of  the  Cafe  (hall  require,  and  returnable 
in  four  Weeks,  unlefs  fuch  delinquent  Officer  ffiall  make  a fatisfadtory  Ex- 
cufe  to  the  Officers  hereby  diredted  to  gr..n:  fuch  Warrant,  within  twelve 
Days  after  fuch  Negledt  or  Default  (hall  happen. 

And  be  it  further  Enabled,  That  all  fuch  as  belong  to  the  Infantry  Compa- 
nies, and  Houfholders  under  fifty-five  Years  of  Age,  (hall,  at  all  Times  be 
furniffied  at  their  own  Expence,  with  a well  fixed  Miifket,  the  Barrel  not 
lefs  than  three  Feet  and  an  Half  long,  and  a Bayonet  fitted  thereto,  with  a 
Sheath  and  Belt  or  Strap  for  the  fame,  with  a Ram- rod.  Worm,  Priming- 
wire  and  Bruffi,  one  Cartouch-box  carrying  fixrctn  rounds  of  Cartridges, 
made  with  good  Mufket  Powder  and  Ball,  fitting  his  Gun,  fix  good  Flints,  and 
each  Militia  Man  oneCanteen  holding  not  lefs  than  three  Pints,  upon  Penalty 
of  forfeiting  and  paying  a Fine  of  Three  Shillings  for  want  of  fuch  Arms  and 
Ammunition  as  is  hereby  required,  and  One  Shilling  for  each  Defedf,  and 
the  like  Sum  or  Sums  for  every  four  Weeks  hefliall  remain  unprovided. 

Provided  neverthelefs.  That  if  any  Soldier  (hall,  in  the  Judgment  of  the 
Seledtmen  of  the  Town  to  which  he  belongs,  he  unable  to  ».;m  and  accoutre 
himfelf,  agreeable  to  thediredlions  of  this  Adf,  it  (hall  be  the  Duty  of  fuch 
Seledtmen  to  certify  the  fame  to  the  commiffioned  Officers  of  the  Company 
to  which  fuch  Soldier  belongs,  in  order  that  Execution  may  not  ifTue  againft 
him  for  deficiency  in  fuch  Arms  and  Accoutrements ; and  alfoat  theExpence 
of  fuch  Town,  to  provide  fuch  Soldier  with  Arms,  and  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  fuch  Accoutrements,  as  may  be  neceffary,  within  forty  Days  from 
the  Time  of  granting  fuch  Certificate,  under  Penalty  of  the  Value  of  fuch 
Arms  and  Accoutrements,  to  be  recovered  of  any  or  all  of  faid  Seledtmen,  by 
Warrant  from  an  Affiftant  or  Jufticeof  thePeace,  upon  proper  Information 
and  Proof  of  fuch  Negledt,  by  faid  commiffioned  Officers,  which  Warrant 
(hall  be  diredted  to  any  Sheriff  or  Conftable  proper  to  ferve  the  fame,  return- 
able in  fixty  Days,  and  the  Fine  payable  into  the  Treafury  of  fuch  Town, 

And  all  Arms  and  Accoutrements  thus  provided,  (hall  be  the  Property 
of  fuch  Town,  and  ffiall,  by  the  commanding  Officer  of  the  Company,  he 
depofited  in  fuch  Place  or  Places  as  he  ffiall  think  proper,  to  be  ready  for 
fuch  Soldiers,  as  pccafion  ffiall  require  •,  and  fuch  Officers  ffiall  (land  accoun- 
table for  fuch  Arms  and  Accoutrements,  and  ffiall  be  liable  to  pay  for  the 
fame,  if  loft  through  his  Negledt  or  Default. 

And  be  it  further  Enabled,  That  every  Light-Dragoon  ffiall  always  be  pro- 
vided with  a good  ferviccable  Horfe,  not  lefs  than  fourteen  Hands  high,  to 
the  acceptance  of  the  two  chief  commiffioned  Officers  of  the  Company  to 
which  he  belongs,  covered  with  a good  Saddle,  with  Houfing  and  other  pro- 
per Furniture,  bitt  Bridle  and  Holders,  a Cafe  of  good  Piftols,  a Sword  or 
Cutlafs,  not  lefs  than  four  Feet  in  Length,  and  alfo  a Cap  made  of  Jirk- 
Lcather,  or  other  Cover  for  the  Head  fufficient  to  withftand  the  Force  of  a 
Broad- fword,  a F’lafk  or  Cartouch-box,  one  Pound  of  good  Powder,  three 
Pounds  of  fizable  Bullets,  twelve  Flints,  a good  pair  of  Boots  and  Spurs,  on 
Penalty  of  Three  Pounds  for  want  of  fuch  Horfe,  and  the  Value  of  each  other 
/ircicie  in  which  he  ffiall  be  deficient.  And 
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And  be  it  further  Enaiied,  That  the  commanding  Officers  of  Companies 
(halt  appoint  the  Days  of  Exercife,  and  the  Company  ffiall  have  three  Days 
Warningj  which  Warning  ffiall  be  given  by  the  Orderly-Serjeant  or  Clerk, 
or  any  Serjeant  or  Corporal  of  the  Company,  or  in  any  other  Way  agreed 
on  by  faid  Companies  j and  every  Soldier  fo  warned  as^forefaid,  ffiall  give 
his  Attendance  at  Time  and  Place  appointed,  compleat  in  his  Arms,  and 
dreffed  in  a foldier-likc  Manner  : That  every  commanding  Officer  of  Com- 
panies ffiall  draw  forth  his  Company  four  Days  in  a Year,  in  order  to  inftrudt 
them  in  the  ufe  of  Arms  and  diJciplinc  of  War-,  and  the  Days  appointed 
ffiall  be  m the  Months  of  March,April,  May,  September,  OUoher  and  JMovetn- 
ber,  annually  : That  on  the  firlt  Monday  of  May  and  Otlober.,  annually, 
foch  commanding  Officer  ffiall  caufethe  Arms,  Ammunition  and  Accou- 
trements •of  all  under  hts  Conimand  to  be  reviewed  j Houffiolders  and  others 
bv  Law  obliged  to  keep  Arms,  to  be  conlidered  for  this  I\irpole,  to  be 
under  the  command  of  the  Officers  of  the  Infantry  Companies,  within  the 
Limits  of  which  they  dwell ; and  if  any  of  the  Perfons  aforefaid  ffiall  not 
appear  on  cither  of  faid  Days,  being  duly  warned,  he  ffiall  pay  a Fine  of  Six 
Stillmgs,  forNon-appcarance,  and  for  each  deficiency  of  Arms,  Ammunition 
and  Accoutrements,  on  the  Days  appointed  for  the  viewing  of  Arms,  the 
fame  Penalty  as  heretofore  provided  for  negleft  of  furniffiing  luch  Articles, 
unlcfs  fuch  Perfon  ffiall  appear  before  the  reviewing  Officer,  within  twelve 
Days  after  fuch  day  of  Review  or  Exercife,  and  make  a fatisfaflory  Excuffi 
for  his  non-appearance  on  faid  Day,  and  alfo  ffiew  his  Arms  and  Ammuni- 
tion to  fuch  reviewing  Officer,  and  avouch  them  to  be  his  own,  and  that 
they  have  not,  by  any  Perfon  whatever,  been  carried  for  to  be  reviewed  upon 
or  after  faid  Day. 

Andlf  any  Serjeant  of  the  Foot,  or  Corporal  of  the  Troop,  ffiall  be  delin- 
quent in  Arms,  Ammunition  and  Accoutrements,  or  ffiall  neglcd  to  appear 
and  attend  the  Duty  of  his  Place,  he  ffiall  for  each  day’s  Neglefl,  pay  a Fine 
of  Nine  Shillings,  and  for  deficiency  of  Arms  and  Ammunition,  the  fame  as 
in  Cafe  of  a Private  : That  each  Drummer,  Trumpeter  and  Fifer  ffiall,  upon 
his  accepting  the  Office  to  which  he  is  chofen,  provide  himfclf  with  a good 
Drum,  Trumpet  or  Fife,  as  the  Nature  of  his  Office  ffiall  require,  and  con- 
ftantly  attend  Service  when  required,  under  Penalty  of  Eight  Shillings  Fine, 
for  each  day’s  Negleft,  and  alio  the  value  of  the  Article  in  which  he  may 
be  deficient  as  aforefaid  -,  the  diftrefs  therefor,  as  alfo  for  the  Fines  and  Pe- 
nalties incurred  by  Serjeants,  Corporals  and  Privates,  for  Non-attendance*, 
Deficiency  or  otherwife,  to  be  granted  by  the  commanding  Office  of  the 
Company.  And  if  fuch  commanding  Officer  ffiall  neglect  to  call  forth  his 
Company  »$  by  this  Aft  is  direfted,  or  ffiall  negleft  to  ilTue  his  Warrant  of 
Diftrefs  for  each  Non-appearance  and  Deficiency,  againft  delinquent  non- 
commifTioned  Officers  and  Privates,  he  lhall  forfeit  and  pay  as  a Fine,  for 
every  day^s  Negleft  in  viewing  Arms  Ten  Pounds,  and  for  every  day’s  Ex-* 
creife,  ffiort  of  four  Days  in  the  Year,  Fi'ce  Pounds,  and  for  neglefting  to 
ifluc  his  Warrant  of  Diftrefs  as  aforefaid,  the  Value  due  from  each  Delin- 
quent in  bis  Company.  Which  Fines  and  Forfeitures  ffiall  be  recovered  of 
fuch  delinquent  Officer  by  Warrant  of  Diftrefs,  to  be  iffued  by  the  comman- 
ding Officer  of  the  Regiment  to  which  fuch  delinquent  Officer  belongs,  in 
ten  Days  after  fuch  Negleft  ffiall  be  known,  and  direfted  to  the  Adjutant 
of  the  Regiment,  and  returnable  in  four  Weeks  ; and  fuch  Adjutant,  in 
cafe  of  reiufal  to  execute  fuch  Warrant,  ffiall  be  caffiicred  or  reduced  to  th? 
Ranks. 

A nd  if  any  Lieutenant,  Cornet,  Enfign,  or  Quarter-Mafterof  »ny  Com-* 
pany,  ffiall  negleft  or  refufe  to  appear  on  any  mufter  Day^  Day  of  Exer- 
cife, or  viewing  of  Arms,  by  the  Captain  of  fuch  Company  appointed,  and 
attend  the  Duty  of  his  Poll,  he  ffiall  pay  for  each  Day’s  Negleft,  the  Sum 
of  forty  Shiilingt  t the  Diftrefs  therefor  to  be  ifliied,  direfted  and  returned,

..as  againft  commaridihg  Officers  of  Companits'aforefaid,  unlcG  a fatisfado- 
,ry  Excufe  Ihall  be  made  to  the  commanding  Officer  of  the  Regiment,  with- 
in twelve  Days  after  fuch  Day  of  Exercife  or  Review. 

And  the  commanding  Officer  of  each  Reginicnt  (hall  call  forth  and  mi»- 
fter  together  the  feveral  Companies  of  his  Regiment,  once  in  two  Years, 
for  regimental  Exercife  and  Review,  unlefs  his  Regiment  may  be  fo  large 
that  he  may  judge  it  be  ft  to  call  but  one  half  of  the  Companies  at  one  Time 
and  the  remaining  Part  at  another  Time  within  the  Year  which  Mufter 
the  feveral  commanding  Officers  ffiall  attend  with  their  Companies,  under 
Penalty  of  ten  Pounds,  to  be  diftrained  by  Warrant  from  the  commanding 
Officer,  in  Manner  aforefaid. 

And  every  Perfon  enrolled  ill  any  Company  as  aforefaid,  Ihall  attend  all 
Duty  in  faid  Company,  until  orderly  difmified  or  removed  out  of  the  Li- 
mits of  faid  Company,  or  otherwife  fuft'er  the  Penalties  herein  provided. 

And  the  two  chief  Officers  of  any  Company  (hall  order  the  correfting 
and  pLinifhing  of  Dilordcrs  and  Contempt,  on  Days  of  Exercife,  the  Pii- 
nifhmcnt  not  being  greater  than  riding  the  Wooden-horfe  for  a Time,  not 
exceeding  one  Hour,  or  a Fine  of  forty  Shillings,  to  be  recovered  in  the 
fame  Way  and  Manner  a.'  for  Non-appearance  and  Deficiency  ; and  the 
commanding  Officer  of  a Regiment  Ihall  be  veiled  with  like  Powers,  on  the 
Days  appointed  for  regimental  Exercife  and  Review. 

That  Serjeants  of  Foot  and  Corporals  of  Hone,  who  have  heretofore  or 
Ihall  hereafter  be  regularly  dilmiffed  or  difcharged  from  any  Company  of 
Foot,  or  Troop  of  Florfc,  by  removmg  or  otherwife,  fhall  be  liable  to  do 
military  Duty^  in  the  Company  in  the  Limits,  of. which  they' dwell,  in  the 
fame  Manner  as  Floufliolders  by  Law  are  obliged  to  do. 

And  be  it  further  Enabled,  That  if  any  Perfon  ih  ’this  State  fhall,  at  any 
•Time  after  the  rifingof  this  Aficmbly,  infill  into  any  Company  of  Cavalry, 
whichcxi  eeds  thirty  Men,  Officers  included, at  theTime-of  fuch  inliftment, 
or  having  already  inlilted  into  any  Company  of  Cavalry,  ihall  not,  within 
three  Months  from  the  Time  aforefaid,  furnifl)  and  «t)c)ip  hitnfeif  agreeable 
to  the  provifiohs  of  this  Afl,  or  that  fhall  hereafter  mlift  into  fuch  Company, 
.and  ihall  not  within  three  Months  after  fuch  bis  Inliftment,  in  liklt  Manner 
furnifh  himfelf,  fuch  Perfon  fo  infifted,  in  either  of  the  Cafes  aforefaid,  ihall, 
by  the  commanding  Cfficer  of  fuch  Company,  he  ejifeharged'and  difmiflcd 
from  the  fame  ; and  the  faid  commanding  Officer  ihall  thereupon  forthwith 
certify  the  Name  of  the  Perfon  fo  difcharged,  with  the  Circumltancesof  the 
Cafe,  to  the  commanding  Officer  of  the  Company  of  Infantry,  within  the 
Liijiits  of  which  the  Perfon  fo  difcharged  belongs,  whofe  Doty  it  jhall  be  to 
enrol  and  require  fuch  Perfon  to  attend  and  do  l3uty  in  his  Company.  And 
Jf  any  commanding  Officer  of  any  Company  of  Infantry  or  Cavalry  fhall 
-.neglcdt  his  Doty,  as  Jicrcin  required,  he  ffiall  pay  a Fine  of  Fi'i^  Pounds 
Aloncy  for  each  Offence,  to  be  recovered  by  Warrant  from  the  command- 
ing Officer  of  the  Regiment  to  which  he  belongs. 

And  that  the  feveral  Companies  of  Troop,  and  the  refpeftive  Artillery  or 
Matrofs  Companies  eftabliffied.in  this  State,  are,  hereby  impowered,  ^two- 
thirds  of  faid  Company  agreeing)  to  pafs  Votes  relative  to  their  Cloaihing, 
direifting  the  Colour  thereof,  regulating  and  enforcing  the  fame,  and  to  im- 
pofe  Fines  not  exceeding  Six  Shillings  per  Day,  on  fuch  as  negled.  or  refufe 
CO  comply  with  fijch  Votes ; Which  Fines  ffiall  be  levied,  collefted  and  ap- 
plied as  other  Fines  and  Penalties  in  faid  Companies  by  Law  are. 

Beit  further  Enabled,  That  all  Warrants  granted  out  againft  any  Perfon 
or  Perfons,  for  any  Fine  or  F'ines  incurred  by  virtue  of  this  Afi,  or  any 
Breach  thereof,  ffiall  be  levied  on  the  Goods  or  Chattels  of  the  rclpeClivo 
Delinquents,  if  upwards  of  twenty-one  Years  ot  Age  ; and  for  want  of  fuch 
Goods  or  Chattels,  againft  the  Body  of  fuch  Delinquents,  and  againft  ihe 
Goods  and  Chattels  of  the. Parents,  Guardians  and  Matters  of  fuch  Delin- 
quents

quents  as  have  not  arrived  to  the  Age  of  twerity-onc  Years ; and  for  want 
of  fuch  Goods  and  Chattels,  againft  the  Body  of  fuch  Parents,  Mailers  of 
Guardians,  and  them  commit  to  and  hold  in  Gaol,  until  fuch  Fine  or  Fines 
(hall  be  paid  and  fatisfied,  as  in  cafes  of  Execution  for  Debt-,  which  Fines 
(hall  be  for  the  ufc  of  the  Companies  to  which  fuch  Delinquents  refpedively 
belongs  (except  fuch  Fines  as  are  otherwife  difpofed  of  in  this  Aft;  that  is 
to  fay,  for  procuring  and  rfiaintaining  Trumpets,  Colours,  Banners  and 
Halberds,  and  for  paying  Drummers,  Trumpeters  and  h’ifers,  or  otlief 
Charges  of  faid  Company,  by  direftion  of  the  commilTioned  Officers  of  fuch 
Conipariy  ; and  the  Perfons  refpeftively  ferving  fuch  Warrants,  agreeable  to 
the  Provifions  of  this  Aft,  fhall  make  Return  to  the  Pcrfon  granting  the 
fame,  therein  direfted,  and  (land  accountable  to  him  for  the  Monies  they 
(hall  fo  colleft. 

Be  it  further  EnaSled  by  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That  tlie  commanding  Of- 
ficers of  the  feveral  Companies  of  Horfe  or  Foot  be,  and  they  are  impowered 
and  direfted  from  Time  to  Time,  to  appoint  an  Alarm-Poft,  at  fuch  Place 
or  Places  as  they  ffiall  think  proper ; to  which,  upon  Notice  of  an  Alarm, 
it  (hall  be  the  Duty  of  Officers  and  Soldiers  under  their  refpeftive  Com- 
mands to  repair  without  Delay,  compleatly  equipped  and  accoutred,  as  in 
this  Aft  is  direfted,  there  to  attend  fuch  further  Orders  as  they  may  receive 
from  their  commanding  Officers  aforefaidi 

And  to  the  Intent  that  fpeedy  Notice  may  be  giuen,  upon  fuch  interesting  and 
important  Occafions  : 

Be  it  further  Enabled,  That  the  commanding  Officers  of  the  feveral  Com- 
panies, fhall  divide  their  faid  Companies  into  as  many  Clafles,  in  cafe  of 
Horfe,  as  there  are  Corporals,  and  in  cafe  of  Foot,  as  there  are  Serjeants  in 
fuch  Companies,  in  fudi  Manner  as  to  them  (hall  feem  meet  5 which  Serjeants 
and  Corporals,  upon  orders  received  from  their  commanding  Officers’,  upon 
occafion  of  Alarms  as  aforefaid,  (hall  forthwith  warn  and  notify  each  Officer 
and  Soldier  in  the  Clafs  to  them  refpeftively  affigned,  to  repair,  equipt  as 
aforefaid,  to  the  Poll:  appointed,  upon  Penalty  of  Een  Pounds  Money  -,  and  if 
any  commiffioned  Officer,  being  fo  notified,  (hall  negleft  or  refufe  to  appear 
and  attend  the  Duty  of  his  Place,  he  (hall,  unlefs  prevented  hy  Sicknefs  or 
other  Difability,  be  ca(hiered  and  reduced  to  the  Ranks  and  it  (hall  be  the 
Duty  of  the  commanding  Officers  of  Companies  where  fuch  Negleft  (hall 
happen,  as  foon  as  may  be,  to  make  Information  thereof  to  the  General  Af- 
fembly  accordingly.  And  if  any  non-commiffioned  Officer  or  Private  (hall, 
upon  fuch  Notice,  refufe  to  appear  in  Manner  aforefaid,  unlefs  prevented  as 
aforefaid,  fuch  non-commiffioned  Officer  (hall  forfeit  and  pay  a Fine  of 
^Twelve  Pounds,  and  fuch  Private  a Fine  of  I“en  Pounds  ; which  feveral  Penal- 
ties (hall  be  for  the  ufe  of  the  Town  where  fuch  Delinquents  belong,  to  be 
recovered  in  Manner  hereafter  provided  and  fuch  Companies  fo  colleftcd 
(hall  proceed  regularly,  under  the  Command  of  their  proper  Officers,  to 
fuch  Place  and  Places  as  Exigencies  may  require,  purfuant  to  fuch  Orders 
as-they  may  receive  from  their  commanding  Officer. 

Be  it  further  enabled  by  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That  whepfoever,  purfuant 
to  Orders  from  the  General  Affembly,  or  the  Captain-General  and  Com- 
mander in  Chief,  any  able-bodied  and  effei^live  Man,  (hall  in  any  Manner  be 
duly  detached,  imprelTed  or  drafted  into  the  Service  of  this  State,  or  the  U- 
nited  States,  for  the  purpofes  of  Defence  againft  the  common  Enemy,  if  any 
fuch  Pcrfon  fo  detached,  fhall  negleft  or  refufe  feafonably  to  mufter,  join  to, 
or  proceed  with  the  T roop  he  is  appointed  m ferve  with  (being  duly  noticed 
thereof;  and  under  the  ConTfnand  of  fuch  Officers  as  may  be  ordered,  he 
(hall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Treafury  of  the  Town  to  which  he  belongs,  a 
Fine  or  Penalty  of  Five  Pounds  ■,  unlefs  fuch  Pcrfon  fo  detached  (hall,  ante- 
cedent to  fuch  marchingOrders,  have  procured  an  able-bodied  and  c(feftive 
Man  to  perform  his  tour  of  Service  to  the  acceptance  of  the  detaching  Offi- 
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Ccr,  of  have  Ihewn  Reafoo  w!^-  he  ought  to  be  excuTed,  to  the  commanding 
Officer  of  the  Regiment  to  which  he  belongs,  which  by  him  Iball  be  judged 
fufficient,  and  (hall  thereupon  be  excufcd  accordingly  5 in  which  Cafe  the 
detaching  Officer  fhall  forthwith  detach  another  Perfon  to  ferve  in  his  room 
and  Head. 

And  ivhereat  it  is juftjhat  the  Services  rtecejfatj^for  the  eommen  Defence,  Jhouli 
te  born  and  perforined  ty  tbofe  Per  fans  liable  to  the  fame,  in  an  equal  Proportion : 

Be  it  further  enabled  by  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That  whenever  any  Part 
of  the  military  Force  of  this  State  are  called  for,  for  the  Purpofc  and  Service 
aforefaid^  from  every  Part  of  this  State,  the  Adju  art-General  fhall  make 
out  the  Details  or  Proportion  of  the  Officers  and  Men  fo  called  for,  from  the 
Brigade- Returns,  then  laft  received  from  the  feveral  Brigades ; and  Orders 
fhall  iffue  from  the  (.  aptain-General  to  the  Brigadiers-General  accordingly, 
dcfignating  fuch  one  or  more  of  them  as  he  may  think  proper  ; and  the 
Brigadicrs-6eneral  lhall  thereupon  ilTue  their  Orders  to  the  commanding 
Officers  of  Regiments  in  their  refpedtive  Brigades  upon  the  Details  ; and  the 
commanding  Officers  of  Regiments  lhall  thereupon  iffue  their  Orders  to  the 
eommanlding  Officers  of  Companies  upon  the  Details  that  lhall  in  like  Man- 
ner be  made  by  their  refpettive  Adjutants,  delignating  fuch  commiffioned 
Officers  as  may  be  ncceffary  to  organize  th*-  feveral  Companies  ; and  the 
commanding  Officers  of  Companies  lhall  thereupon  detach  the  Number  to 
him  afligned,  delignating  fuch  non-commiflioned  as  may  be  required  ; and 
the  faid  Adjutant-General,  Brigade-Major,  Adjutants  arid  Orderly  ^Serjeant* 
lhall  from  Time  to  Time  keep  Roafters  refp.ftively,  containing  an  exaft 
Account  of  the  number  of  Officers  andMcn,  the  Names  of  thofe  defignated, 
as  afeertained  m the  Brigades,  Regiments  and  Companies,  the  length  of  the 
Tour,  and  whatever  elfe  may  be  ncceffary  to  anfwer  the  End  defigned ; and 
the  Orderly -Serjeants  lhall  further  keep  an  exaft  Account  of  the  Names  of 
Ihdividualj  from  Time  to  Time  detached. 

And  the  tours  of  Duty  lhall  be  performed  in  i¥gular  Rotation*  due  regard 
bt'ng  had  to  fuch  tours  of  Duty  as  exceed  the  term  of  two  Months,  fo  as 
to  equalize*  as  near  as  may  be,  ffic  proportion  of  Duty  to  be  performed  by 
each  Individual. 

And  be  it  further  enabled  tie  Authority  aforesaid.  That  whenever,  up- 
on any  Alarm  or  Detachment,  any  non-comu  iffioned  Officer  or  Private, 
being  noticed  of  fuch  Alarm,  or  duly  detached,  as  in  this  Law  is  direfled,  as 
the  Cafe  may  be,  (hall  refufe  to  appear,  or  to  mufter  and  march,  according 
to  orders  received  j or  if  any  Perlon  required  by  this  Aft  to  give  notice  of 
an  Alarm  lhall,  in  contempt  of  orders  received  foi-  that  purpofe,  ncgleft  Or 
refufe  to  do  the  fame,  it  lhall  be  the  duty  of  the  commanding  Officer  of 
the  Company  to  which  the  Perfon  fo  neglefting  or  refuting  belongs,  forth- 
with to  make  out  an  Information,  directed  to  an  Afliftantand  Jufticc  df 
the  Peace,  or  two  Juftices  of  the  Peace  of  the  town  where  fuch  delinqueric 
belongs,  and  lodge  the  fame  with  either  of  them ; which  Authority  are 
hereby  authorifed  and  direfted  thereupon  to  make  out  a Citation,  direfted 
to  any  Sheriff  or  Conftable  proper  to  ferve  the  fame,  fumm  jnrng  inch  De- 
linquent, and  if  a Minor,  his  Parent, .Guardiah  orMaftcr,  fonhwuh  to  ap- 
pear, if  they  fee  Caufe,  ^fore  faid  Authority,  to  Ihcw  Reafon,  if  any  they 
nave,  why  Judgment  Ihould  not  be  entered  againft  him  or  them,  for  the  re- 
covery of  fuch  Fine,  with  Cods  j and  the  Officer  llial'  proceed  according  to 
the  Direftions  in  faid  Citation,  to  ferve  the  fame  by  reading  or  caufing  it  to 
be  read,  in  the  hearing  of  fuch  Delinquent,  his  Parent,  Guardian  or  Mafttr, 
as  the  Cafe  may  require,  or  by  leaving  a true  and  attelled  Copy  of  fuch 
Complaint  and  Citation,  at  his  or  their  ufual  Place  of  Abode  -,  and  if  there- 
upon he  or  they  lhall  or  lhall  not  appear  according  to  fuch  Citation,  faid  h u- 
thority  lhall  proceed  to  take  the  Evidence  in  the  Cate,  and  it  u p"  n fuch  Evi- 
dence it  fhall  appear  to  faid  Authority,  that  the  Charge  contained  in  the  Ii»>- 
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formation  is  fully  fupported,  and  that  the  Delinquent,  at  the  Time  of  re- 
ceiving Orders,  cither  to  warii  and  notify  the  Perfons  to  him  alTigned,  to 
repair  to  the  Port  appointed  on  an  Alarm,  to  repairthithet  hirnfelf,  or  being 
detached,  to  miifttr  and  march,  as  the  Cafe  may  be,  purfiiant  to  this  Aft, 
was  under  no  natural  Djfability,  arifing  from  bodily  Indifpofition  or  other- 
wife,  faid  Authority  lhall  enter  up  Judgment  againft  fuch  Delinquent,  for 
the  recovery  of  the  Fine  to  which  he  is  liable,  with  Cofts,  out  of  the  Eftate 
of  fuch  Delinquent,  or  if  a Minor,  out  of  the  Eftate  of  his  Parent,  Guardian 
or  Mafter,  and  grant  Execution  accordingly. 

And  be  it  further  Enabled,  That  if  any  general,  field,  or  commiffioned  Of- 
ficer, being  appointed  and  defignated.as  in  this  Aft  is  direfted,  to  take  the 
Command  of  fuch  Corps  as  to  them  (hall  be  afligned,  in  their  reipeftive  Of- 
fices, (hall  without  juft  Caufe,  refufe  to  comply  with  Orders  given  him  for 
that  Purpofe,  fuch  Officer  lhall  be  caftiiered  ; and  it  lhall  be  the  Duty  pf 
the  Officer  that  lhall  fo  defignate  and  appoint  him,  to  make  Information  to 
the  General  Aficmbly  accordingly. 

And  whereas  Jome  Perfons,  upon  receiving  Intelligence  of  a Detachment  upon 
the  Militia  foon  to  take  Place,  may  abfctnd  or  Jecrete  themf elves,  with  defign  to 
efcape fuch  Detachment ; by  Means  whereof  the  Public  may  be  greatly  injured ; 

Which  to  prevent ; 

Be  it  further  enabled  by  the  Authority  ciforefaid.  That  if  any  Perfon,  liable  by 
Law  to  Detachment  into  military  Service,  lhall  abfeond  or  fecrete  hirnfelf, 
with  defign  to  avoid  fuch  Detachment,  and  at  a Time  when  he  ought  to  be 
called  upon  for  a tour  of  Duty  in  the  Judgment  of  the  cbmmilTion  Officers 
of  the  Company  to  which  he  belongs,  purfuant  to  the  Provifions  of  this 
Aft,  it  lhall  be  the  Duty  of  the  commanding  Officer  of  faid  Company 
to  lodge  an  Information,  as  before  direfted  ; and  thereupon  the  faid  Au- 
thority lhall  ifiue  their  Warrant  to  apprehend  fuch  Perfon  fo  informed 
againft,  as  foon  as  may  be,  at  the  fame  Time,  if  fiich  Perfon  be  a Minor, 
notifying  his  Parent,  Guardian  or  Mafter,  to  be  prefent  and  attend  the 
Trial  (if  he  fee  Caufe)  and  if  upon  the  Trial,  the  Delinquent  lhall 
not  be  able  to  prove  to  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Court,  that  he  did  not 
abfeond,  fecrete  or  abfent  hirnfelf  with  Defign  to  efcape  fuch  Detachment, 
the  Court  lhall  proceed  to  enter  up  Judgment  againft  him  for  the  Recovery 
of  the  fame  Sum  from  him,  or  his  Parent,  Guardian  or  Mafter,  if  a Minor, 
and  grant  Execution  thereon,  in  the  fame  Manner  as  if  fuch  Perfon  had 
been  detached  according  to  the  moft  ufual,  legal  and  regular  Praftice. 

Be  it  further  Enabled,  That  all  Fines  and  Penalties  from  Time  to  Time 
collefted  by  Warrants  iflued  by  commanding  Officers  ofRegiments,’  againft 
any  commiffioned  Officers  of  Companies  in  their  refpeftive  Regiments,  as 
in  this  Aft  is  direfted,  lhall  be  paid  into  the  Treafury  of  the  Town  where 
the  Perfons  of  whom  collefted  belong,  for  the  Ufe  of  fuch  Town  ; and  all 
Fines  and  Penalties  in  like  Manner  collefted  by  Warrants  iflued  by  any 
General  Officer,  agreeable  to  the  Provifions  of  this  Aft,  lhall  be  to  the 
Ufe  of  the  public  Treafury  of  this  Stare. 

Be  it  further  Enabled,  That  the  commanding  Officers  of  the  fevcral  In- 
fantry Companies  in  this  State,  eftablilhed  by  this  Aft,  lhall  forthwith  en- 
rol in  their  refpeftive  Companies,  all  fuch  Perfons,  whether  of  the  former 
alai  m Lift  Co-mpanics,  or  others  who  are  by  V irtue  of  this  Aft,  liable  to 
military  Duty. 

Be  it  further  Enabled,  That  all  Perfons  holding  and  fuftalning  any  mili- 
tary Offices  and  Commiffions,  by  Virtue  of  any  Aft  heretofore  made,  with- 
in the  refpeftive  Brigades,  Regiments,  Troops  or  Companies,  heretofore, 
and  by  this  Aft  formed  and  eftablilhed,  except  Colonel  and  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  of  the  Cavalry,  lhall  continue  to  hold  and  exercife  the  fame,  with 
all  the  Powers  and  Authorities  veiled  in  luch  Officers  refpeftively,  by  Vir- 
tue of  this  Aft.  U % And 
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j^nd  ht  it  further  EnaSied  and  Provided,  That  the  Colonels  of  any  of  the 
refpeftive  Regiments  of  Infantry  heretofore,  and  by  this  Aft  eftabhfhed, 
now  holding  and  in  the  Exercife  of  their  Office  and  Commiffion,  (hall  con- 
tinue to  hold  and  exercife  the  fame,  and  be  confidered  as  the  commanding 
Officers,  of  their  refpeftive  Regiments,  any  Thing  in  this  Aft  to  the  contra- 
ry notwithllanding. 

Provided  aljo.  That  nothing  in  this  Aft  (hall  be  conftrued  to  effeft  or  al- 
ter the  State  of  the  Companies,  called  the  Governor’s  Guards,  or  any  ma- 
trofs  Companies,  formed  agreeable  to  the  Provifions  of  Law. 

Be  it  further  Enacted,  That  if  any  non-commffioned  Officer,  IhaH  refofe 
or  negleft  to  do  his  Duty,  or  lhall  endeavour  to  excite  a Mutiny,  or  fliall 
ufe  reproachful  Language  to  any  fuperior  Officer  when  in  the  Execution  of 
his  Office,  it  lhall  be  in  the  Power  of  the  field  Officers  of  the  Regiment  ta 
which  fuch  non-commiffioned  Officer  belongs,  on  Complaint  being  made 
and  Faft  being  proved,  to  reduce  faid  non-commiffioned  Officer  to  the 
Ranks,  and  to  do  Duty  as  a private  Sentinel  in  the  Company  to  which  he 
belongs. 

Be  it  further  Ena£led,  That  all  Perfons  who  have  procured  a Recruit  to 
inlrft  into  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  for  three  Years  or  during  the  War, 
agreeable  to  the  Refolution  of  this  AlTembly  heretofore  made,  fhall  be  ex- 
empted ffpm  any  Drafts  or  Detachments  into  aftual  Service,  agreeable  to 
the  Tenor  of  fuch  Refolutions,  but  liable  to  do  Duty  on  Days  of  Reviewing 
and  Muttering;  anyLaw,Ufageor  Cuftom  to  the  contrary  notwithllanding. 

And  be  it  further  enabled  by  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That  when  and  fo  often 
as  the  Civil  Authority  and  Selcft-men  in  any  Town  in  this  State,  or  the 
rrwjor  Part  of  them,  lhall  judge  it  neceffary  or  highly  convenient  for  the  fafe- 
tjf  of  fuch  Town,  £o  hawc  Watches  and  Wards  therein,  they  are  hereby  autho- 
rized and  impowered  by  Warrant,  10  command  the  Conftable  nrfome  other 
meet  Perfon  by  them  appointed,  to  warn  fuch  a Number  of  Men  to  appear 
at  fuch  Time  an(£ Place  in  faid  Town,  as  they  lhall  think  neceflary.  And 
aU  and  every  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  that  lhall  be  notified  to  watch  or  ward 
as  aforefaid,  lhall  appear  at  the  Time  and  Place  appointed,  with  a good  Fire- 
lock and  Cartouch^box  well  flung,  with  atleatt  fix  Rounds  fit  for  his  Gun, 
and  lhall  obferve  fuch  Direftions  as  fliall  be  given  by  order  of  faid  Authority 
and  Seleft-men  ; who  are  hereby  impowered  to  give  fuch  Orders  and  Direc- 
tions relating  to  the  regulating  fuch  Watching  and  Warding,  and  the  Con- 
tinuance thereof,  as  they  lhall  judge  needful. 

And  if  any  Perfon  or  Perfons,  being  warned  as  aforefaid,  or  in  any  other 
Manner  which  the  Authority  and  Seleft-men  lhall  agree  and  conclude  upon, 
lhall  negleft  and  refufe  to  attend  at  Time  and  Place  appointed,  armed  and 
furnilhed  as  aforefaid,  or  to  obferve  the  Orders  to  them  given  by  the  Con- 
ttable,  or  any  other  Perfon  appointed  as  aforefaid,  (hall  for  every  fuch  Ne- 
glctt  orOffence  pay  a Fine  of  Six  Shillings  lawfulMoney ; which  by  Warrant 
from  any  one  Affiftant  or  Juftice  of  the  Peace,  lhall  be  levied  by  the  Confta- 
ble, from  fuch  Delinquents,  his  Perfon,  his  Parent,  Matter  or  Guardian, 
and  difpofed  of  for  the  Ufe  of  fuch  Perfons  as  attend  upon  and  perform  faid 
Service,  under  the  Direftion  of  faid  Authority  and  Seleft-men, 

Whereas  it  is  neceffary  that  uniformity  of  Vifeipline  Jhould  be  prabJifed  by  all 
Troops  that  may  he  called  to  abi  in  Conjunblion  : 

Be  it  further  enabled.  That  the  Regulations  for  the  Order  and  Difeipline 
of  the  Troops  of  the  United  States,  as  ordered  by  Congrefs,  in  their  Relb- 
lution  of  the  29  th  of  March,  be,  and  they  arc  hereby  approved  and 

adopted  as  the  Regulations  for  the  Order  and  Difeipline  of  the  Militia  of  this 
State,  fo  far  forth  as  their  Situation  and  Circumttances  will  admit ; and  in 
particular  that  the  Manual  Exercife,  Manoeuvres  and  Mode  of  Formation 

therein 
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therein  dcfbrTbed,  be  praftifcd  ; and  when  the  Mditia  are  called  out  into 
adtual  Service,  that  they  conform  themfclves  in  all  Refpefts  to  the  Regula- 
tions aforefaid.  And  all  General  and  other  Officers  are  hereby  enjoined  to 
caul'e  the  fame  to  be  executed  with  all  poffible  Exaftnefs,  and  conform 
themfclves  thereto  accordingly. 


An  A (9:  concerning  Mills  and  Millers. 

Be  it  Enabled  ly  the  Governor,  Council  and  Reprefentatives,  in  General  Court 
affembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  jame.  That  each  Miller  in  this 
State,  or  the  Owners  of  Grifl-Mills,  fliall  be  allowed  three  Quarts  out  of 
each  Bufticl  of  Indian  Corn  he  grinds,  and  of  other  Graifi  two  Quarts  out 
of  each  Bufhel  he  grinds ; except  Malt,  out  of  each  Bulhel  of  which  he 
grinds,  he  (hall  be  allowed  one  Quart,  and  no  more.  And  he  (hall  be  al- 
lowed at  the  Rate  of  one  Pint  for  Bolting,  out  of  each  Bulhel  of  Meal  he 
bolts,  and  no  more. 

And  if  any  Miller  (hall  prefume  to  take  or  receive  a greater  Toll  or  Fee 
for  grinding  or  bolting,  than  is  herein  allowed  him,  as  aforefaid,  he  (hall 
forfeit  a.^d  pay  the  Sum  of  ten  Shillings,  for  each  Time  he  (hall  be  convic- 
ted of  any  Breach  of  this  A<ft  ; One  Half  whereof  (hall  be  to  the  Com- 
plainer  who  (hall  profecute  the  fame  to  effed:,  and  the  other  Half  to  the 
Xreafury  of  the  Town  where  the  Offence  (hall  be  committed. 

And  that  there  (hall  be  provided  for  every  Griit-Mill  within  this  State, 
by  the  Owners  of  fuch  Mills,  fealed  Meafurcs,  viz.  One  of  a Pint,  one  of 
a.Quart,  and  one  of  two  Quarts,  for  their  toll  Meafures,  with  an  Inftru- 
ment  to  (trike  the  faid  Meafures,  which  (hall  be  (Iricken  when  Toll  is  ta- 
ken of  all  Grain  that  is  brought  to  Mill  (Iricken  MeafUre  to  be  ground 
there. 

An  Adi  for  the  Settlement,  Support,  and  Encourage- 
ment of  Minifters  ; and  for  the  well- ordering  Eftatea 
given  for  the  Support  of  the  Miniftry. 

JDE  it  enabled  by-  the  Governor,  Council  and  Reprefentatives,  in  General  Court 
affembled,  end  by  the  Authori/y  of  the  fame.  That  the  Inhabitants  of  any 
Town  or  Society,  conftituced  by  this  Aflembly,  who  are  or  (hall  be  prelent 
at  aTown  or  Society  Meeting,  legally  warned,  (hall  have  Power  by  the  major 
Vote  of  thofe  (b  met,  to  call,  and  fettle  a Minifter  or  Minifters  among  them, 
and  to  provide  for  his  or  their  Support  and  Maintenance. 

Provided,  That  no  Perlbn  be  allowed  to  Vote  in  any  fuch  Aifairs,  unlefs 
foch  Perfon  or  Perfons  have  a Freehold  in  the  fame  Town  or  Society,  ra- 
ted at  Fifty  Shillings,  or  Forty  Pounds  in  the  common  Lift,  or  are  Perfons  Of 
fvft  Age,  and  in  full  Communion  with  the  Church  in  the  faid  Town  or 
Society. 

That  the  Minifter  or  Minifters  which  have  been,  or  (hall  be  fo  called  aftd 
fettled,  (hall  be  the  Minifter  or  Minifters  of  fuch  Town  or  Society. 

And  all  Agreements  which  have  been,  or  (hall  be  made  by  the  major 
Part  of  the  Inhabitants  of  fuch  Town  or  Society,  qualified  and  met  as 
afiarefaid,  with  fuch  Minifter  or  Minifters,  relpedling  his  or  their  Settlement 
and  Maintenance,  (hall  be  Binding  and  Obligatory  on  all  the  Inhabitants  of 
fuch  Town  or  Society  fo  agreeing,  and  on  their  Succeflbrs,.  according  to 
the  true  InterHs  and  Purpofes  thereof. 

That  the  fcveral  Towns  wherein  there  is  but  one  ecclefiaftical  Society, 
and  the  fcveral  Societies  aforefaid  within  this  State,  (hall  pay  unto  their 
rdpc&ive  Minifters  for  the  Time  being,  who  di(penfc  the  Gofpel  therein, 
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
